,and true, than the Hiftory itfelf. The, which profecu- 
.ting the carded, fpun, a»d felf-twined Thread of theRe- 
' JaTion, fays, Tliat as the Curate began to bethink him- 
{e\f upon fome Anfwer that might both comfort and ani- 
mate Cardtnioy he was hindered by a Voice which came 
to his Hearing, faid very dolefully the Words enfuing : 

O God I is it poflible that I have yet'found out the 
Place which may ferve' for a hidden Sepulchre to the.

Companions to help 

you to deplore your Difafters. 

Whilft the Curate made this Speech, the difguifed 

Woman ftood as one half aflec^, tnow beholding the 

one, now the other, without once moving her Lip, or 

jTaying a Word j much like unto a ruftick Clown, when 
:nire and unfeen Things to him before are unexpectedly 
^refented to his View. 

But the Curate iniifting, and ufing other pcrfuafive 

Rcafons a Jdrefled to that Effedl, won her at laft to make 
^ jSreaph on her tedious Silence, and with a profound

any ether Refped ; which prefuppofed, I fay, good Sin^ • 
that I do gri^tify you highly^ for the liberal Ofiers yoa- 
have made me ; .which are fuch- as have bound me to ia- - 
tisfy your Demand as near as I may ; altho* I iear the 
Relation which I muft make to you of my Milhaps, will 
breed Sorrow at once with Compafiion in you, by reafbn-' 
ypv (hall not be able to find ahy Salve that may cure, • 
comfort, or beguile chem ; yet notwithllandine, to the 
end my Reputation may not hover longer fuipended in 
your Opinions, feeing you know me to be a Woman, and 
view xne young,^^ alone, and thus attired, be:ng Things 
all of them able, either joined* or parted, td ovenhrow 
the beft Credit, I muft be enforced to unfold what I 
could otherwife moil willingly conceal. All this fh* * 
that appeared fo comely fpjke without Stop or dagger- 
ing, with {o ready Delivery, and fo fwcct a Voice, as 
her Difcretion admired them no lefs than her Beauty. 
And renewing again their Compliments and Iiitrcatiot. 
to her, to accomplish fpeedily her Promife, fhe fettinig 
all Coynefs a-part, drawing on her Shoos very modellly, 
and ivmding up her Hair, fat her down on a Stone, and 
the other three about her, where He ufcd no little Vio- 
lence to fmother Tears that llrove to break forth without 
her Permiffion ; and with a repofed and clear Voice, fh« 
begg^n the Hiftory of her Life in this Manner :

Calling; but. fo rich, as if thejGoods of Nature had 
equalled thofe of their Fortunes, then (hould they have 
had nothing elfe to defire, nor I feared to f^c myfelf 
in the Misfortunes wherein I am now plunged; for 
perhaps, my Miihaps proceed from that of theirs, in 
Aot being nobly defcended. True it is, that they are 
not fo bafe, as they fhould therefore Ihamc their Cal- 
ling, nor To high as may check my Conceit, which 
^erfuades me that my Difeilcrs proceed from their Low- 
nefs. In Ccnclufion, they are but Farmers, and plain 
People, but without any Touch or Spot of bad Blcod ; 
and, as we ufually fay, old rufty Chriftians, yet fb 
rufty and antient, as yet their Riches and magnificent 
Port gain them, by little and little, the Title of Gen- 
tility, yea, and of Woifhip alfo \ altho* the Treafure 
and Nobility whereof they made'moft Price and Ac- 
count was to have had me for their Daughter ; And 
therefore, as well by reafbn that they Jiad none other 
Heir than myfelf, as alfo becaufe as afiedionate Pa- 
rents they held me moft- dear : I was one of the mofl 
made-of and cheriflied Daughters that ever Father 
breught up; I was the Mirror wherein they beheld 
themfelves^ the StalF of their old Age, and the Subjedl 
to which they addreffed all their Defires ; from which, 
becaufe they were moll virtuous, mine did not ilray an 
Inch ; and even in the fame Manner that I was Lady 
of their Minds, fa was I alfo of their Goods. By me 
jvcre Servants admitted or difmiffed; the Notice and 
Account of what was fowed or reaped pafs'd thorough 
my Hands, of the Oil mills, the Wine-prcffes, the 
Number of great and little Cattle, the Bee-hives j in 
fine, cf all that which fo rich a Farmer, as my Father 
was, had, or co*ild have, I kept the Account, and was 
the Steward thereof, and Miftrefs, with fuch Care of 
my fide, and Pleafure of theirs, as I cannot poffibly 
endear it enough. The Times of Leifure that I had in 
the Day, after X had given what was neceffary to the 
head Servants, and dther Labourers, I did entertain in 
thofe Exercifes which were both commendable and rc- 

quifite 
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quiiite for Maniens, to wk, in Sewing, making of Bone- 
lace, and many times handling the Diftaff; and i£ 
ix>xnetinies I left thofe Exercifes, to recreate my Mind a 
little, I would then take fome godly Book in Hand,. 
or play on the Harp ; for Experience had taught me, 
thajt Mufick ordereth difordered Minds, and doth ligh- 
ten the Paifions that afflidl the Spirit. This was the 
L.ifc which I led in my Father's Houfe ; the recounting, 
whereof fo particularly hath not been d^jne for Oftcn- 
tation, nor to give you to underdand that I am rich,- 
bat tQ the end you may note how much, without mine 
own Fault, have I fallen from that happy State I have* 
(aid, unto the unhappy Plight into which I am now 
reduced. Thi Hiftory therefore is this, that pa£ing my 
Life in Co many Occupations, and that with fuch Re- 
coUe^on as might be compared to a religious Life un- 
feen, as I thought, by any other Perfon than thofe of* 
our Houfe i for vi(hen I Went to Mafs, it was common- 
ly fo early, and fo accompanied by my Mother and' 
other Maid-fervants, and I myielf fb covered and watch- 
ful, as mine Eyes did fcarce fee the Earth whereon I 
trod.- And yet netwithHanding, thofe of Love, or, as 
I may better term them, of Idlenefs, to which Lynxes 
Eyes may not be compared, did reprefent me to Don 
Terdinandd'h >AffeGion and Care; for this is the Name 
of the Duke's younger Son, of whom I fpoke before. 
Scarce had flie named Don ferdinando^ when Cc^denh 
changed Colour, and began to fweat' with fuch Altera- 
tion of Body and Countenance, as the Curate and Bar- 
ber which beheld it, feared that the Accident of Frenzy 
did ailault him, which was wont (as they had heard) 
to pofTefs him at Times. But Cardenh did nothing 
clfe than fweat, and flood flill, beholding now .and 
then the Country Girl, imagining ftraight what Ihe was ; 
who, without taking Notice of his Alteration, foUow-

But to conclude foon the Relation of thefc Misfor- 
tunes, which have no Conclufion» I will over-flip in 
Silence the Diligences and Pra£Uces of Don Ferdinandoy 
ufed to declare unto me his AfFed^ion : He fuborned all 
the Folk of the Houfe; he bellowed Gifts and Favours 
on my Parents ; every Day was a Holiday, and a Day 
of Sports in the Streets where I dwelled; at Night no 
Man could fleep for Mufick ; the Letters were innume- 
rable that came to my Hands, withput knowing whd 
brought them, farced too full of amorous Conceits and 
Offers, and containing more Promifes and Proteflations, 
Ithan they had Characters : All which not only could 
not molijfy my Mind, but rather hardened it as much 
as if he were my mortal Enemy; and therefore did con- 
ftrue all the Endeavours he ufed to gain my Good-will 
to be praftifed to a contrary End ; which I did not as 
accounting Don Ferdinando ungentle, or that I cfleem^ 
ed him to:) importunate ; for I took a kind of Delight 
to fee myfelf fo highly eHeemed and beloved of fo noble 
a Gentleman ; nor. was I any thing offended to fee his 
Papers written in my Praife ; for* if I be not deceived 
in this Point, be we Women ever To fbul, we love to 
hear Men call us beautiful : But mine Honeily was 
that which oppofed itfelf unto all thefe Things, and 
the continual Admonitions of my Parents, which had 
by this plainly perceived Don Terdinand^t-YxtXsxiZ^ 
as one that cared not all. the World fhould know it. 
They would often fay unto me, that they had depofited 
their Honours and Reputation in my Virtue alone, and 
Difcretion, and bade me confider the Inequality that 
was between Den Ferdinando and me; and that I 
might colledt by it how his Thoughts (did he ever fo 
much affirm the contrary) were more addreffed to com- 
pafs his Pleafures than any Profit ; and that if I feared 
any Inconvenience, might befall, to the end they might 
cro's it, and caufe him to abandon his (b unjufl a Pur- 
iuit, they would match ^e where I moft Hked, either 
to the befl of that Town, or any other Town adjoining^ 
faying, they might eafily compafs it, both by rea- 
fon of their great Wealth, and my good Report* I fbr^ 

tified 
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ti6ed my Refolution and Integrity with thde certain 
Pipmifes, and the known Truth which they told me 9 
and therefore would never anfwer to Don Ferdinands 
any Word, that might ever fo &r off arg^e the Icaift 
Hope of condefcendiDg to his Deiires. All which Cau- 
tions of mine, which I think he deemed to be Difdains^ 
did inflame more his lafidvious Appetite (ibr this if 
the Name wherewithal I entitle his Af{e£lion towards 
me) which, had it been fuch as it ought, you had noC 
known it now ; for then the Caufe of revealing it had 
not be&llen me. Finally, Don Terdinando underftand- 
ing how my Parents meant to marry me, to the end 
they .might make void his Hope of ever pofiefling me, 
or at leaft fet more Guards to preferve mine Honour ; 
and this News, or Surmife, was an Occafion that he did 
what you (hall prefently hear. 

For one Nighs as I (at in my Chamber, only atten* 
ded by a young Maiden that ferved me, I having fhut 
the Doors very fafe, fi>r fear left thro* any Negligence 
my Honefty might Incur any Danger, without knowing 
or imagining how it might happen, notwithibndlng aU 
my Diligences ufed, and Preventions, and amidil the 
Solitude of {his Silence and Recdle^tion, he flood be- 
fore me in my Chamber. At his Prefence I was fo 
troubled, as I loil both Sight and Speech, and by rea- 
fon thereof could not cry, nor I think he would not, 
tho* I attempted it, permit me ; for he prefemly ran 
over to me, and taking me between his Arms (for, as 
I have iaid, I was io amazed, as I had no Power to 
defend myfelf ) he fpake fuch Things to me, as I knew 
not how it is poffible tliat fo many Lies fhould have 
Ability to foign Things refembling in Shew io much 
the Truth ; aixi the Traytor caufed Tears to give Cre- 
dit to his Words, and Sighs to give Countenance to his 
Intention. 

I, poor Soul» being akme, amidil my Fnends, and 
weaidy pra6Ufed in uich A&irs, began, I know not 
how, to account his Leafings for Verities ; but not in 
fuch Sort as hb Tean or Sighs might any wife move 
me to any Companion that wete not commendable: 
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And fo the firft Trouble and Amazement of my Mind 
being pall, I began again to recover my defective Spirits, 
and then faid to him, with more Courage than I thought 
I fliould have had : If, as I am, my Lor3, between 
your Arms, I were between the Paws of a fierce Lion i 
. and that I were made certain of my Liberty on Condi- 
tion to do or fay any I'hing prejudicial to mine Honour, 
k would prove as impoflible for me to accept it, a$ for 
that which once hath been, to leave off his fiiTence and 
Being ; wherefore, even as you have ingirt my Middle 
with your Arms, fo likewife have I tied fell my Mind 
with virtuous and forcible Defires that are wholly diffe- 
rent from yours, as you fhall perceive, if feeking to 
force me you prefume to pafs further with your inordi- 
nate Defign. I am your VaiTal, but not your Slave, 
nor hath the Nobility ©f your Blood Power, nor ought 
it to harden, to difhonom:, flain, or hold in little A c- 
tount the Humility of mine ; and I do efleem myfei^ 
tho' a Country Wench and Farmer's Daughter, as much 
as you can yourfelf, tho' a Nobleman and a Lord ; 
With me your Violence fhall not prevail^ your Riches 
gain ^ny Grace, your Words have Power to deceive, 
or your Sighs and Tears be al^e to move ; yet, if, I 
Ihall find any of thefe Properties mentioned in him 
whom my Parents fhall pleafe to bellow on me for my 
Spoufe, I will prefently fubje(ft my Will to his, nor 
fliall it ever vary from his Mind a Jot: So that if I 
might remain with Honour, altho* J relied void of De- 
lights, yet would I willingly bellow on you tha,t which 
y5u prefently labour fo much to obtain. All which I 
do fay to divert your llraying Thought from ever 
thinking, that any one may obtain of me ought, who 
is not my lawful Spoufe. If theLet only confills there- 
in, mofl beautiful Dorotea {for io I am called) an- 
fwered the difloyal Lord, behold, I give thee here my 
Hund to be thine alone ; and let the Heaven^ from 
which nothing is concealed, and this Image of our La- 
dy, which thou hall here prefoit, be Witneffes of this 
Truth.

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When Gardenia heard her fay that (he was called Doro^' 
teay he fell again into his former Sufpicion, and in the 
End confirmed his Iirll Opinion to be true, ^ but would noc 
interrupt her Speech, being defirous to know the Succefs, 
which he knew wholly almoft before ; and therefore fj.id 
only. Lady, is it polTible that you are named Dorotea f 
I have heard Report of anotlier of that Name, which 
perhaps hath run the like Courfe of your Misfortunes : 
But I requefl you to continue your Relation; for a Time 
may come, wherein \ may recount unto you Things of 
the i*ame Kind which will breed no fmall Admiration. 
Dorotea noted Cardenio's Words, and his uncouth and 
difaftrous Attire, and then intreated him very inilantly, 
if he knew any thing of her Ai&irs he would acquaint 
her therewithal ; for if Fortune had left her any Good, it 
was on the Courage which (he had to bear patiently 
any Difafler that might befall her, being certain in her 
Opinion, that no new one could arrive which might 
increafe a whit thofe (he had already.

I conjured him by the Love that he bore unto me, to

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All the Reafons here rehearfed, I faid onto him, and 
many more> which now are ^len oat of Mind, but yet 
proved of no £fEcacy to wean him from his obftlmte 
Purpofe, even like unto one that goeth to buy, with 
Intention never to pay for what he takes, and therefore 
never confiders the Prfce, Worth, or Dek€t of the Stuff 
he takes to Credit. I at this S^dfon made a brief Dif«

Altho* it fb befell, that his Affe^on 
to me endured no longer than till he accompliibed his 
Will J for, before God, I certes fhall Hill remain his 
Wif?. And if I ihould difdainfiilly give him the Re- 
pulfe, I fee him now in fuch Terms, as perhaps, forget- 
ting the Duty of a Ncblemrn, he may ufc Violence, 
and then I fliaJl remain for ever difhonourable, and 
alfo without Excufe of the Imputations of the ignorant^ 
which knew not how much without any Fault I have 
feUen into this inevitable Danger. For, what Reafons 
may be fufficiently forcible to perf jade my Father and 
Mother, that this Nobleman did enter into my Cham- 
ber without my Confent ? All thefe Demands and An- 
fwers did I in an Inflant revolve in mine Imagination, 
and found myfelf chiefly forced (how, I cannot tell) to 
affent to his Petition^ by the WitnefTes he invoked, the 
Tears he fhed, and finally, by his fweet Difpofition 
and comely Feature, ,which, accompanied with fo many 
Arguments of unfeigned AfFedUon, were able to conquer 
and enthrall any other Heart, _tho* it were as free and 
wary as mine own. Then called I for my Waiting- 
jmaid, that ihe might on Earth accompany the celeftial 
WitnefTes, 

' And then Den Ferdinando turned again to reiterate 
and Qonfirm his Oaths^ and added to his former, other 
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new Saints as WitnefTes, and wifhM a thoufand iucoecd- 
ing MaIedi£Uons to light on him, if he did not accom* 
pliih his Promife to me: His Eyes again ^ox'd moift» 
his Sighs encreasM, and hintfelf inwreathM me more 
ftreightly between his Arms, from which he had never 
once Icofed me : And with this and my Malden*$ depar- 
ture I left to be a Maiden, and he began to be a Traitor 
and diiloyal Man. The Day that fucceeded to the Night 
of my Miihaps, came not (I think) fofoonas Don FerJi" 
nando defirM it ; for after a Man hath fatisfied that 
which the Appetite covets, the greateft Delight it can 
take after, is, to apart itfelf from the Place where the 
Defire was accompliftiM. I fay this, becaafe Don Ftrii" 
nando did haften his Departure from me, by my Maid*s 
Indaftry, who was the very fame that had brought him 
into my Chamber : He was got into the Street before 
Dawning, and at his Departure from me he faid (altho* 
not with f<J great a Shew of Affeftion and Vchcmency 
as he had uf^ at his Coming] That I might be fecore 
of his Faith, and, that his Oaths were firm and mofL 
trae ; And, for a more Confirmation of his Word, he 
topic a rich Rmgoff his Finger, and put it on mine. In 
fine, he departed, and I remaicM behind ; I cannot well 
fay whether joyfiil or fad, but this much I know, that I 
rdted confiifed and penfive, and alfo bcfide my felf, for 
the late Mifchance ; yet either I had not the Heart, or 
die I forgot to chide my Maid for her Treachery com* 
mitted by fhutting up Don Ferdinando in my Chamber ; 
for, as yet, I could not determine whether that which 
had befallen me was a Good or an Evil. 

I faid to Don Ferdinando^ at his Departure, That he 
might fee me other Nights, when he pleas*d, by the fame 
Means he had come that Night, feeing I was liis own, 
and would reft fo, until it pleas'd him to let the World 
know fchat I was his Wife ; but he never retur*d again, 
but the next Night fbUowing, could I fee him after foi 
the fpace of a Month, cither in the Street or Churchy 
foas I did but fpend Time in viin to expedl him, altho^ 
I underftood that he was ftiil.in Town, and rode ever)i> 
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other Day a Hunting, an Exercife to wiiich he was much 

.addiaed: 

Thofc Days were, I know, unfortunate and accurfed 
to me, and thofe Hours forrowful ; for in them I began 
to doubt, nay, rather wholly to difcredit Y^onFerdinando^ 
Faith J and n>y Maid did then hear loudly the Checks 
I gave unto her for her Prefumption, ever until then dif- 
.ftnibled : And I was moreover conftrain*d to watch and 
keep good Guard on my Tears and Countenance, left I 
fhould give Occafion to my Parents to demand of me 
the Caufe of .my Difcontents, and thereby engage me to 
ufe Ambages and Untruths to cover 'em : But all this 
ended in an Inilant, one Moment arriving whereon all 
thefe Refpedb {tumbled, all honourable Difeourfes ended. 
Patience was loft, and my moft hidden Secrets iiTued in 
publick J which was, when there was fpread a certain 
Rumour throughout the Town, within a few Days af- 
ter, that Don Ferdinemdo had married, in a City near 
adjoining, a Damfcl of furpaffing Beauty, and of very 
noble Birth, altho* not fo rich as could d&i^v^^ by her 
Preferment or Dowry, fo worthy a Husband. *Twa3 
alfo faid, that ihe was named tufcinday with many 
other Things that happened at their Spoufala, worthy 
of Admiration. Cardenio hearing Lufcinda named, did 
nothing elfe but lift up his Shoulders, bite his Lip, 
bend his Brows, and after a little while fhed from his 
Eyes t^yo Floods of Tears; But yet, for all that, Dor^- 
tern did not interrupt the File of her Hillory, faying. 
This doleful News came to my hearing, and my Heart, 
inftead of freezing thereat, was fo enitam'd with Choler 
and Rage, as I had well nigh run out to the Streets, 
and with Outcries publifh'd the Deceit and Treafon 
that was done to me ; but my Fury was prefently af- 
fwaged by the Refolutbn which I made, to do what I

i<330um'd. He, after lie had reprehended my Bcldoelsy 
perceivuag me to have an inflexil^e Refblutioc, made 
OfSer to attend on' me, as he laid, unto the Knd of the 
World, and prefentlx after I trufs'd ap in a Pillow bier 
a Woman*s Attire, fome Money and jewels, to prevent 
Nece£ities that might befall, and in the filence oi Night, 
without ac€[uainting my treacherous Maid with my Pur- 
poie, I iiTued out of my Houfe, accompany^ by my Ser- 
vant and many Imaginations, and in that manner fet 
on towards the City ; and tho^ I went on foot^ was yet 
borne away flying, by my Defires to come, if not time 
enoagh to hmder that which was poft, yet at kafl to 
demand of Don Ferdinando^ that he would tell me Itrith 
what Confcience or Soul he had done it. I arrived where 
I wiihM within two Days and a half, and at the Entiy 
of the City I demanded where Lu/cindas Father dwelt ; 
and he, of whom I firft demanded the QueiUon, an- 
fwerM me more than I deiir*d to hear : He fhew'd me 
the Houfe, and recounted to me all that befell at the 
Daughter's Marriage, being a Thing fo publick, and 
known in the City, as Men made Meetings of purpofe 
to difconrfe thereof. 

He faid to me, that the very Night wherein Don Ar- 
dinando was efpoufed to Lufcinda^ after that ihe had g^- 
ven her Confent to be his Wife, {he was tnllandy ailailM, 
by a terrible Accident that ftruck her into a Trance, and 
her Spoufe approaching to unclafp her Bofom, that ihe 
might take the Air. found a Paper Folded in it, written 
with Lufcindah own Hand, wherein (he faid and de- 
clared, that (he could iiot be Don Ferdtnand^^ Wife, be- 
caufe ihe was already CardenifP% who was, as the Man 
told me, a very principal Gendeman of the fame City ; 
and, that if ihe had given iier Confent to Don Ferdi- 
nand^j *twas only done bccaufe ihe would not difobey 
her Piarents. In condufion, he toid nn?, that the Paper 
made alfo, mention how ihe had a RclblcMion tx> kill 
herfelf prefently after the N^riage, and did alfo by 
down therein the Motives fiie had to do it: All which* 
ab they fay, was' confirmed by a Poniard that was found 
hiddoBft Luther iaherAQ>9tfd: Which Don Fer^A'Mwn^ 
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perceiving, prefuming that Lufcinda did flout liiin» and 
hold him in little account, he fet upon her e*er fhe was 
come to herfeify and attempted to 1- ill her with the ver^r 
fame Poniard; and had done it, if her Father, and other 
Frigjd^ which were prefent had not opposMthemielves, 
and hinder'd his Determination. Moreover they repckr- 
ted, that prefently after Don Ferdinando abfented him- 
felf from the City, and, that Lufcinda tumM not out ef 
her Agony until the next Day ; and then recounted to 
her Parents, how fhe was vertly Spoufe to that Cardenio 
of whom (he fpake even now. I learned befides, t2iat 
Cardenio f as 'tis ruihour'd, was prefent at the Marriage ; 
and, that as foon as he faw her married, being a Thing 
he never would have credited, departed out of the City 
in a defperate Mood, but firft left behind him a Letter, 
wherein he (hew'd at large the Wrong Lufcinda had 
done to him ; and, that he himfelf meant to go to fbme 
Place where People fhould never after hear of him. 
All this was notorious, and publickly bruited through- 
out the City, and every one fpoke thereof ; but moft of 
all, having very foon after underflood that Lufcinda was 
milRng from her Parents Houfe and the City, for flic 
could not be found in neither of both, for which her 
Parents were almofl befide themfelves, not knowing 
what Means to ufe to find her. 

This News reduced my Hopes again to their Ranks^ 
and I efleem'd it better to find Don Ferdinando unmar- 
ried than married, prefuming that yet the Gates of my 
Remedy were not wholly fhut, I giving my felf to un- 
derhand, that Heaven had peradventure fet that Impedi- 
Snent on the fecond Marriage, to make him underllaftd 
what he owed to the firft; and to remember how he 
was a Chriflian, and, that he was more obliged to his 
Soul than to human Refpeds. I revolv*d~all thefe Things 
in my Mind, and comlortlefs, did yet comfort my felf 
by feigning large, yet languiihing Hopes, to fuftain 
that Life which I now fo much a2>hor. And whilil I 
fhdd thus in the City, ignorant what I might do, fee- 
ing I found not Don Ferdinando, I heard a Crier gp 
about puUickly, ptomiiing great Rewards to any ont 
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that could find me out, ^ving Signs of tbc very Age aad 
Apparel I wore. And I likewiTe heard it was bruited 
abroad, that the Youth which came with me had carried 
xae away from my Father's Houfe ; A Thing that touched 
my Soul very nearly, to view my Credit fo greatly wreck*d, 
feeing that it was not fufficient to have loft it by coning 
away^ without the addition of him with whom I depar- 
ted, being a Subjed io bafe» ^d unworthy of my loftier 
Thoughts. Having heard this Cry, I departed out of the 
City with my Servant, >ho even then began to give To- 
kens, that he &ulcerM in the Fidelity he had promi&'d 
to me ; and both of us togjcther entered the very fame 
Night into the moil hidden parts of this Mountain, fear- 
ing left we might be found ; Bat as *tis commonly iaid, 
that one Ewl calls on anptbor^ and, that iho Endofon$ 
Di/afier u the Beginning of a greater, fo provM it with 
me ; for my good Servant, undl then fitithfitl and trufty^ 
rather incited by his own Villany than my fieauty^ 
thought to have taken the Benefit of the Opportunity 
which thefe uninhabitable Places oi&r*d, and foUicited 
me of Love, with little Shame, and lefs Fear of God, or 
Refped of nyr felf : And now,feemg that I anfwerMhis 
Impudendes with fevereand reprehdifive Words, leaving 
the Entreaties afide wherewithal he thought firft to have 
compafs'd his Will, he began to ufe his Force ; But jufl 
Heaven, which feldom or never negledb the jaft Man*8 
Afiiflance, did fo fevour my Proceedings, as with my 
weak Forces, and very little Labour, I threw him down 
a fleep Rock, and there I left him, I know not whether 
alive or deadj and prefently I.enterM in among thefe 
Mountains with more Swiftnefs than my Fear and Wea- 
rinefs required, having therein no other Projeft or Defign 
than to hide my felf in them, and fhun my Father, and 
others, which by his Entreaty and Means fought for 
me every where. 

Some Months are paft fince my firft coming here, 
where I found a Herdfman, who carried me to a Village 
feated in the midft of thefe Rock?, wherein he dweh, 
and entertain'd me, whom I h^ve fcrv'd as a Shepherd 
ever fince, procuring as much as lay in me to abide fttil 
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in the Field, to cover thefe Hairs, which have now {6 
tmexpeftedly betray'd me : Yet all my Caife and Indoffay 
was not very bejicficiaf, leeing my Mailer came at laft 
to the Notice tihat 1 was no Man, but a Woman ; which 
was an Occafion that the like evil Thought fprang in 
him, as before in my Servant. And as Fortune gives not 
always Remedy for the Difficulties which occur, I fbiind 
neither Rock nor Downfid to cool and cure my Matter's 
Infirmity, as I had done for my Man ; and therefore I 
accounted it a lefs Inconveaiieiice to depart thence, and 
hide my felf again among thefe Dcfarts, than to adven- 
ture jhe Trial of my S'tiength or Reafen with hkn: 
Therefore, as I fay, I returned to eyibosk my felfj and 
fearch out fome Place, where, without any Incnmbrance, 
f might entreat Heaven with my Sighs afnd Tears to 
have Compaflion on my Miihap, and lend me Indaftry 
and Favour, either to i^Tee fortonately out of it, or elfe^ 
to die amidft thefe Solitudes, not leaving any Memory 
of a Wretch who hath miniller*d Matter, adtko* not 
thro* her own De&ult, that Men fpeak and muraiur of 
her, both in her own and m other Countries. 



CHAP. II. 

JVbicb treats of the Difcrefion oftb* heautifnl 
Dorotea, and the artificial Manner ufed to 
dijfiiade thf amorous Knight ffom continuing 
his Penance • and bow he was gotten away : 
U^tb many other delightftil and jleafant 
Occurrences. 

THIS is. Sirs, the true Relation of my Tragedy: 
Sec therefore now and judge, whether the Sighs 
you heard, the Words to which you Hften'd,' and 
the Tears that gufh'd out at mine Eyes, have not had 
fufficient Occafion to appear in greater ajpundance ; and 
having confider'id the Quiility.of my Difgrace, you (hall 
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perceive all Comfort to be vain, feeing the Remedy 
thereof is impo^ible. Only I will requeft at your JiaiKk 
one Favour, which you ought, and may eafily grant, 
and is. That you will addrefs me unto fotne Place where 
I may live fecure hem the Fear and Sufpicion I ha^ 
to be found by thofe, which I know do daily trrtvel in 
my purfuit : For tho' I am furc that my Parents great 
A flexion towards me doth warrant me to be kindly re- 
ceivM and entertained by them, yet the Shame is fo greit 
that polTe^eth me, only to thidk that I (hail not return 
to their Prefence in tkit State which they expedb, as I 
account it far better to banifh my fclf firom their Sight 
for ever, than once to behold their Faces with the ieaft 
Sufpicion, that they again would behold mine divorced 
from that Honelly which while at home my modefl Beha- 
viour pomis'd. Here Ihe ended, and her Face fudden* 
ly over-run by a lovely Scarlet, perfpicuoufly denoted the 
Feeling and l^fhfblnefs of her Soul. 

The Audients of her iad Story felt great Motiont 
both of Pity and Admiration for her Misfortunes ; and 
altho* the Curate thought to comfort and oounfel her 
forthwith, ytt was he pevented by Canftm*, who ta* 
kiog her firft by the Hand, faid at laft. Lady, thou art 
the beautiful Dpreteaj Daughter uato rich Cieonardt. 
Dorot€^ relbed admir'd when ihe heard her Father*s 
Name, and faw of how little Value he feem*d who had 
named him ; for we hav^ already recounted how rag- 
gedly CarJenio was clothed ; and therefore ihe faid unto 
him. And who art thou. Friend, that know*il fo well 
my Father's Name, for until this Hour (if I have not 
forgotten my lelf ) I did not once name him through- 
out the whole Difcourfe of my unfortunate Tale / I am 
(anfwer*d Cardenie) the unlucky Knight whom Lufcinda 
(as thou faidil) a£irm*d to be her Husband : I am the 
difsdlrtnis CardentQ^ . w])om the wicked Proceeding of 
him that hath alfo brought thee to thofe Terms where- 
in thou art, hath conducted me to the State in which 
I am, and thou mayfl behuld ragged, naked, abanoonM 
by all human Comfort, and, what is worfe, void of 
Scnfe, feeing I ohiy enjoy it but at feme few fliort times, 
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and that when Heaven pleafeth to lend it me: I- am ho^ 
Ihrotea^ that was prefent at Don feriinnndtP^ unreafb- 
nable Wedding, and that heard the Confent which. Lw- 
fcinda gave him to be his Wife. I was he that had not 
the Courage to flay and fee the end of her Trance, or 
what became of the Paper found in her Bofom ; for m/ 
Soul had not Power or Sufierance to behold fo many 
Misfortunes at on e» and therefore abandoned the Place 
and my Patience together, and only left a Letter witli 
mine Holl, whom I entreated to deliver it into Zw- 
fcindcC^ own Hands, and then, came into thefe Defarts, 
with RefoliKion to end in them my miferable Life, 
which lince that Hour I have hated as fiiy mofl mortal 
Enemy ; but Fortune hath not pleas'd to deprive me of 
it, thinking it fufficient to have impair*d my Wit, j)ci> 
haps referving, me for the good Succefs befallen me now» . 
in finding of your felf ; for that being true (as I believe 
it is) which you have here difcours'd, peradventure it 
may have refervM yet better Hap for u& both in our 
Difailers than we do exped. 

For prefuppofing tkat Lufcinda cannot marry with 
Don Ferdinando becaufe fhe's mine, nor Don Ferdinando 
with her, becaufe yours, and that ihe hath declarM' fa 
manifeflly the fame, we may hope that Heaven hath 
Means to reflore to every one that which is his own, 
feeing it yet confifls in not being made away or annihi- 
lated. And feeing this Comfort remains, not fprung 
from every remote Hope, nor founded on idle Surmifes, 
I requeft thee, feir Lady, to take another Refolution in 
thine honourable Thought, feeing I mean to do it in 
mine, and let us accommodate our felves to exped better 
Succefsj for I do vow unto thee, by the Faith of a 
Gentleman and Chriftian, not to fbrfake thee until I fee 
thee in Don Ferdinando'^ ppffeffion ; and when I iball 
not by Reafons be able to induce hini to acknowledge 
how far he rells indebted to tliee, then I will ufe the 
Liberty granted to me, as a Gentleman, and with juft 
Title chafienge him to the Field, in refpedl to the Wrong 
he hath done unto thee ; ^rgetting wholly mine own 
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Injuries, whofe Revenge I will leav« CD Heaven, tkat I 
may be able to right yours on Earth. 

I>orotta reiled wonderfully admired, having known 
and h«ird Cardenio, and ignoring what competent 
Thanks fhe might j-etum him in Satisfadion of his Iirgc 
Offers, (he caft herfelf down at his Feet, to have kifs'd 
'em, which Cardenio would not permit: And the Li- 
centiate anfwerM for both, prailing greatly .Cmrdenio^t 
Difcourfe ; and chiefly entreated, pray'd, and counfePd 
them they would go with him to his Village, where they 
might £t themfelves with ftich Things as they wanted, 
and alfo take Order how to fearch out Don Ferdinanda^ 
or carry Dorotea to her Father's Houfe, or do elfe what 
they deem\i mofl convenient. Cardenio and DonUa 
gratified his Courtefies, and accepted the Favour he 
profierM. The Barber alfo, who had flood all the while 
fxlent and fufpended^ made 'em a pretty Difcourfe, with 
a? friendly an, Offer of himfelf and his Service as Mafter 
Curate ; and likewife xlid briefly relate the Occafion of 
•their coming thither, with the extravagant kind of Mad* 
nefs which Don ^ixote had, and how they expeded. 
now his Squire's Return, whom they had fent to fearch 
for him. Cardenio having heard him named, remember*d 
prefently, as in a Dream, the Conflidl pafsM between 
them both, and recounted it unto them, but could not in 
any wife call to mind the Occaiion thereof 

By this time they heard one call for *em, and knew 
by the Voice that it was Santho Panca^ who, becauie 
he found them not in the Place where he had left *em, 
cry'd out for *em as loudly as he might. They weqt to 
meet him, and demanding for Don ^ixote, he an* 
fwerM, That he found him all naked to his Shirt, lean, 
yellow, almoil dead for Hunger, and fighing for his Lady 
Dukinea; and altho* he had told, him how (he com- 
manded him to repair prefently to Tobofo^ where fhe 
expelled him, yet notwithflanding he anfwerM, That 
he was determined never to appear before her Beauty 
^tii he had done Feats that fhould make him worthy 
jcS her gracious Favour.

ThonHv&r«« 71i» JSur iidy^ Fxtei W^ (aafwer^ 
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i\^ Ciiratc^) is (as if a Man faid nothing, flie is fo great) 
Heir apparent, by dired Line, of the mighty Kingdom 
of Micomicom^ and comes in icsu-ch of your Lord, to de- 
mand a Boon of him, which is, that he will dcllroy 
and undo a great Wrong done unto her by a wicked 
Oiant ; and thro" the great Fame which is fpread over 
all Guineft of yourLcMKl's Prowefs, this Princefs is come 
to find him out. A happy Searcher^ and a fortunate 
Finding (quoth Sancho! ) and chiefly if my Mafler be. 
fo happy as to right that Injury, and redrefs that 
Wrong, by killing that, O ! the mighty Lubber of a 
Giant whoQi you iay : Yes, he will^ kill him, Pm very 
certain^ if he can once* but meet him, and if he be not 
a Spirit, for my Mafter hath no kind of Power over 
Spirits. But I mail requeft one Favour of you, among 
otheirs, moil e^rneftly, good Mr. Licentiate, and it is^

That'fti^pcftiQnlefsi,, quoth SoM^h^ for I have kno^ 
nany to: tabpz-^tir-D^nomin^t^Qia' and Surname from 
the Pbce. of th»r Birth, callii^ themfelves P//ifr of 
MtaUy Jnbu .%£ Ubeda^ and Jams of ValladoHdi 
tad-'P^diBIid, m^Qmrn^ PrinniPS and Qs^eeo^ ufe the 
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£ime Cuftoniy and call themfelves by the Names of their 
Provinces. 

So I think, qaoth the Curate; aiid as touching your 
Mafter^s Marriage with her, I will labour therein as 
much as lies in my power. Wherewithal Sancho re- 
mained as well fatisiicil, as the Curate admir'd at his 
Simplicity, and to fee how firmly he had iix*d . in his 
Fancy thq very Ravings of his Mailer, feeing he did be- 
lieve without doubt that his Lord fhould become an £m- J 
peror. Dorotea in this fpace had gotten upon the Cu- i 
rate*s Mule, and the Barber had fomewl^t better fitted, 
the Beard which he made of the Ox's Tail, on his 
Face, and did after entreat Sancho to guide them to 
the Place where Don fixate was, and advertised him 
withal, that he (hould in no wife take any notice of 
the Curate or Barber, or confefs in any lort that he 
knew ''em, for therein confifted all the Means of bring- 
ing Don S^uixote^ to the Mind to become an Emperor. 
Yet Cardenio would not go with 'em, fearing left there- 
by Don ^/.rc/^ might call to mind their Contention: 
And the Cui*ate, thinking alfo that his Prefence was 
not expedient, remained with him, letting the others go 
before, and thefe followed afar ofF«faiF and fbftly on 
foot. And, e're they departed, the Curate inflrudied 
Dorotea anew what ihe fhould fay ; who bidding him 
to fear nothing, for fhe would difcharge her Part to his 
fatisfadlion, and as Books of Chivalry requir'd and laid 
down. 

They travel'd about three quarters of a League, as 
they 'fpy'd the Knight, and at lafl they difcover'd him* 
among a number of intricate Rocks, dl appareled, but 
not armM ; and as foon as Dorotea beheld him, fhe ftruck 
her Palfrey, her well-bearded Barber following her ; and 
"as they approached Don ^ixote, the Barber leaped 
lightly down from his Mule, and ran towards Dorotea, 
to take her down between his Arms, who alighting, went 
with a very good Grace towards Don ^uixoti, and kneeTd 
before him; and altho* he &nv*d to make herarife, 
yet fhe^ remaining f^ill on her Knees, fpake to him 
in this manner : I will not ^lurife ixm Ji^nce, thrioe 
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valorous and approved Knight^ until your Bounty and 
Courtefy fhall grant unto me one Boon, which ihall much 
redouad unto your Honour, and Prize of your Perfon, 
and to the Profit of the mod difconiblat: and wronged 
JDamfel that the Sun had*ever feen. And if it be fo th£t 
the Valour of your invincible Arm be corrcfpondent to 
the Bruit of your immortal Fame, you are oUiged to 
fuccour this comfbrtlefs Wight, that comes from Lands 
ib. remote, to the Sound of your&mous Name, ftarch- 
ing you for to remedy her Mifhaps. 

I will not anfwer you a Word, fair Lady (quoth 
X)on ^ixote) nor hear a Jot of your AfFuir, until you 
arife from the Ground. I will not get up from hence, 
my Lord (quoth the afHi£led Lady) if firft, of your 
wonted Bounty, you do not grant to my Requeft. I 6m 
give and grant it (faid Don Quixote) fo that it be not 
a Thing that may turn to the Damage or Hindrance of 
my King, my Country, or of her that keeps the Key of 
my Heart and Liberty. It (hall not turn to the Da- 
mage or Hindrance of thofe you have faid, good Sir (re- 
plied the dolorous Damiel ;) and as Hie was fayingf this, 
^ancbo Panca rounded his Lord in the Ear, faying fbft- 
iy to him, Sir, you. may very well grant the Requeil Qic 
asketh, for it is a Matter of nothing, it is only to kill a 
monilrous Giant ; and (he that demands it is the mighty 
Princefs Micomicona, Queen of the great Kingdom of 
Micomicon in Ethiopia. Let her be what fhe will 
(quoth Don Quixote) for I will accomplifh what I am 
boupd, and my Coi^cience ihall inform me conformable 
to the State I have profeffcd : And then turning to the 
Damfel (he faid) Let your -great Beauty arife, for I 
grant to you any Boon which you fhall pleafe to ask of 
me. Why then (quoth the Damfel) that which I de- 
mand is, that your magnanimous Perion come prefently 
away with me, to the Place where I fliall carry you, 
and do likewife make me a Promife, not to undertake 
any other Adventure or Demand, until you revenge me 
upon a Traytor who hath, againfl all Laws, both di« 
vine and human, ufurped my Kingdom. I fay, that 
grant you all that (quoth Don Qjiixote) and there* 
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TFore, Lady, you may caft away from this Day forward 
all the Melancholy that troubles you, and labour that 
your languifhing and difmayed Hopes may recover again 
new Strength and Courage; for by the Help of G<sd, 
and that ot mine Arm, you fhall fee yourfelf fhortly re- 
ftored to your Kingdom, and enthronized in the Chair 
vof your ancient and great Eftate, in defpite and maugre 
the Tray tors that fhall dare gainfay it : And therejforc 
Hands to the Work, for they fay. That Danger always 
..follows Delay. The dillreffed Damfel ftrcve with much 
ado to kifs his Hand : But Don fixate, who was a 
^jnofl accomplilhed Knight for Courtefy, would never 
.condefcend thereunto, but making her arife, he embra- 
ced her with great Kindnefs and Refpeft; and com- 
manded Sancho to faddle Roxhante, and help him to 
arm hind*elf. Sancho took Down the Arms forthwith, 
which hung on a Tree like Trophies, and fearching 
tlie Girts, armed his Lord in a moment, who feeing 
himfelf arnaed, faid, Let u: in God's Name depart from 
jhence, to aifjil this great Lady. The Barber kneeled aH 
this While, and could with much ado difiemble his 
Laughter, or keep on his Beard that threatned to fall 
off; whofe Fall, perliaps, they (hould all ^ave remainr 
cd without bringing their good Purpofe to pafs: And 
feeing that the Boon was granted, and noted the Dili- 
gence wherewithal Don ^ixote made himfelf ready to 
3epart and accompliih the fame, he arcfe and took his 
Lady by the Hand, and both of them together helped 
Jier upon her Mule ; and prefently after, Don ^uittote 
leaped upon Rozinantey and then got upon his Beaflu 
SancJjo only remaining on Foot, where he afrefh re- 
newed the Memory of the Lofs of his grey Afs, with 
•the Want procured to Jiim thereby. But all this he bore 
^th very great Patience, becaufe he fuppofed that his 
Lord was now in the Way, and next Degree to be an 
Emperor: For he made an infallible Account that he 
•^would marry that Princefs, and at lead be King of Mi- 
.€omicon: Buj it grieved him to think how that Kingdom 
was in the Country of the black Moors, and that there- 
fore the Natioa which ibould be given to him for his 
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Vaflals, fliould be all black : For which Difficulty his 
Imagination coined prefently a good Remedy ;• and he 
difcourfed with himfelf in this Manner ; Why fhould I 
care, tho' my Subjefts be all black Moors ? Is there any 
more to be done, than to load them in a Ship, and 
bring them into Spain, where I may fell them, and re- 
ceive the Price of them in ready Money ? And with 
that Money may I buy fome Title or Office, wherein I 
may after live at mine Eafe all the Days of my Life f 
No ! but deep, and have no Wit, not Ability to difpofe 
of Things ; and to fell thirty or ten thoufand Vaflals in 
the Space that on^ would fay, Give me thofe Straws. 
I will diipatch them all ; they (hall fly, the little with 
the great, or as I can befl contrive the Matter.' And be 
they ever fo black, I will transform them into white or 
yellow ones; come near and fee whether I cannot fuck 
well my Fingers Ends. And thus he travelled ib ibllici- 
tous and glad, as he quite forgot ^his Pain of travelling 
on Foot. Cardenio and the .Curate flood in the mean 
time, beholding all that paffed from behind fome Bram- 
bles, where they lay lurking, and were in doubt what 
Means to ufe to iiTue and join in Company with them.- 
But the Curate, who was an ingenious and proinpt Plot- 
ter, devifed inHantly what was to be done, that thejr 
might attain their Deiire; thus he took out of his Cafe s 
Pair of Shears, and cut oSCardinws Beard therewithal in 
a trice, and then, gave unto him to^^ear a riding Capoach ' 
which he himfelf had on, and a black Cloak j and him- 
felf walked in a Doublet and Hofe. Cardenio^ thus at- 
tired, looked fo unlike that he was before, as he would 
not have known himfelf in a Looking-glafs. This be- 
ing finifhed, and the others gone on before whilft they 
dilguifed themfelves, they fallied out with Facility to 
the Highway before Don ^ixote, or his Company : For 
the Rocks, and many other bad PafTages, did not permit 
thbfe that were a Horfe-back to make fo fpeedy an End . 
of their Journey as they ; and when they had thoroughly 
pafs'd the Mountain, they expeded at the Foot thereof 
for the Knight and his Company. And when the Knight 
appeared, the Curate looked on him very earneftly for a 
. C 2 great 
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•great Space, with inkling thnt he began to know ; and 
-after he had a good while beheld him, he ran towards 
/him with his Arms fpread abroad, faying. In a good 
Houribc the Mirrour of all Knighthood found, and my 
•noble -Countryman Don ^uiycote of the Mancha^ the 
Flower and the Cream of Gentility, the Shadow and 
•Remedy of the afflidled, and the ^uhtcffence of Knights- 
Errant 5 and faying tliis, he held Don Quixote, his Left 
Thigh embiaccd : Who, admiring at that which he 
heard that Man to fay and do, did alfo review him with 
Attention, and finally knew him, and all amazed to fee 
him: Wherefore Don Quixote fa id, good Mailer Licen- 
•tiate, permit me to alight, for it is in no fort decent 
•that I be a Horfe-back, and fo reverend a Perfon as you 
go on Foot. I will never confent thereunto (quoth the 
-Cura'c) your Highnefs muft needs flay on Horfe-i>ack, 
•feeing that thereon you are accuflomed to atchieve the 
^greateft Feats of Chivalry and Adventures, which were 
^ver fecn in our Age. For it fhall fuffice me, who am 
an unworthy Priell, to get up behind fome one of thefe 
-other Gentlemen that ride in your Company, if they will 
not take it in bad part ; yea, and I will make Account 
that I ride on Fegafus, or the * T^ehra of the famous 
Mcor Muzaraque, who lives yet in the inchanted, in the 
-ftecp Rock of Cu/ema, near unto Alcala of Henares. 

1 ruly, I did not think upon it, good Mafler Licen- 
tiate (anfwered Don fixate) yet J prefume that my 
'Lady the Princefs will be well appaid^ for my fake, to 
command.her ^Squire to lend you the Ufe of his Saddle, 
iand to get himfelf on the Crupper, if fo it be that tHk 
3caft will bear double. Yes, that it will (faid the Prin- 
€ef!^ for ought 1 kiww ; and likewife I dm fure it will 
ixot be neceflary to command my 'Squire to alight, for he 
is of himfelf fo courteouis and courtly, as he will in no 
wife condefcend that an Ecclefiaflical Man (hould go 
a-fbot, when he may help him to a Horfe. . 

That is mofl certain (quoth the Barber) and faying fo, 
ihe alighted, and intreated the Curate to take the SaVdle ; 
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to which Courtefy he did eafily condefccnd. But by evil- 
Fortune, as the Barber thought to leap up behind him,, 
the Mule, which was in effed a hired one (and that is. 
fufficient to fay it unhappy) did lift a little her hinder 
Quarters, and bellowed two or three Flings on the Air, 
which, had they hit on Miller NicMas his Brcafl, or. 
Pate, he would have bequeathed- the Qaefl ofDon^^/re/^ 
upon the Devil : Bat notwithilanding, the Barber was 
lb affrighted, as he fell on the Ground with fo little Heed 
of his Beard, as it fell quite oflfi and lay fpread on the 
Ground ; and perceiving himfelf without it, he had no 
other Shift, but to cover his Face with bcth his Hands» . 
and complain that -aU his Cheek-teeth were flruck out. 
Don ^ijeote beholding fuch a great Sheaf of a Beard 
fallen away, without Jaw or Blood from the Face (he 
(aid) I vow, this is one of the greatell Miracles that ever 
I faw in my Life ; it hath taken, and pluck'd away his 
Beard, as fmoothly as if it were done on purpofe. The 
Cerate beholding the Danger wherein their Invention 
was like to incur, if it were detedled,. went forthwith, 
and taking up the Beard, came to Mailer NichohiSy that 
lay ft ill a playing, and with one Pufli, bringing his Head 
towards his own Brefl, he fet ic on again, murmuring 
the while over him certain Words, which, he faid, were a 
certain "Prayer, appropriated to the fctting on of fellen 
Beards, as they fliould foon perceive : And fo having fet 
it on handfomely, the * Squire remained as well bearded 
and whole as ever he was in his Life ; whereat Don 
^ixote relied marvelloufly admired, and requelled the 
Curate to teach him that Prayer when they were at Lei- 
fure; For he fuppofed that the Virtue thereof exfende4 
itfelf ferther than the fallening on of Beards, iince it was 
manlfeil that the Place whence the Beard was torn, mud 
have remained without Flefh, wounded and ill-dight ; 
and feeing it curei all, it mail of Force ferve for more 
than the Beard. It is true (replied Mailer Curate) and 
then promifed to inftruft him with the Secret, with the 
firll Opportunity that was prcfented. 

Then they agreed that the Curate fliould ride firft on 

the Mule, and after him the other t^'o, each by turns, 
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until they arrived to the Inn, whitfh was about fbme 
two Leagues thence. Three being thus mounted, ito 
wit, Don ^ixotcy the Princefs, and Curate, and the 
other three on Foot, Cardenioy the Barber, and Sanche 
Fancay Don ^ixote faid to the Damfel, Madam, let 
ine intreat your HigJmefs to lead me the Way that moii 
pleafeth you : And before (he could anfwer (the Licen- 
tiate faid) To\\ards what Kingdom would you travel? 
Is it by Fortune to that of Micomicon f I fuppofe, it 
Ihould be thitherwards, or elfe I know but little of 
Kingdoms. She/ who knew very well the Curate's 
Meaning, and was herfelf no Babe, anfwered, faying. 
Ye-, Sir, my Way lies towards that Kingdom. If it be 
fo (quoth the Curate) you niuft pafs thro* the Village 
♦ where I dwell, and from thence direO: your Courfe to- 
wards Cariagenay where you may luckily embark your- 
felves. And if you have a profperous Wind, and a quiet 
and calm Sea, you may come within the Space of nine 
Years to the Sight of the Lake Meona, I mean Meolh 
iasy which ftands on this Side of your Highnefs's King- 
dom, fome hundred Days Journey, or more. I take you 
to be deceived, good Sir (quoth ihe) for it is not fully 
two Years iince I departed from thence, and truly I ne- 
ver almoft had any fair Weather ; and yet notwithftan- 
ding, I have arrived, and come to fee that which I fo 
much longed for, to wit, the Frefence of the worthy Don 
fixate of the Manchuy whofe Renown came to my No- 
tice as foon as I touched the Earth of Sfatn with my 
Foot, and moved me to fearch for him, to commend 
my{elf to his Courtefy, and commit the Juftice of my 
Caufe to the Valour of his invincible Arm. 

No more (quoth Don fixate) I cannot abide to hear 
myfelf praifed ; for I am a fwom Enemy to all Adula- 
tion. And altho' this be not fuch, yet notwithflanding, 
the likeTDifcourfes do offend my chafte Ears. What I can 
fay to you, fair Princefs, is, that whether I have Valour, 
or not, that which I have, or have not, fhftll be cm- 
ployed in your Service, even to th^ very Lofs of my 
Life. And fo omitting that till this Time, let me intreat 
good Mailer Licentiate, to tell me the Occaiion which 
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hath brought him here to thefe Quarters fo alone, without 
Attendants, and fo (lightly attired, as it llrikes me in no 
little Admiration? To this I will anfwer with Brevity 
(quoth the Curate) You ihall underfland that Mailer* 
Nicholas the Barber, our very good Briend, and myfelfy- 
travelled towards. Sevifky to recover certain Sums of 
Money, which a Kiniman of mine, who dwells tWs ma- 
ny-Years in the Indie's, hath fent unto me. The Sum lar 
Rot a little one, for it furmounted feventy thoufand Riv- 
als of Eight, all of good Weight j fee, if it was not a 
rich Gift. And pafling Yefterday thorough this Way,- 
we were {'Qt upon by four Robbers, which difpoiled us 
of all, .even to our very Beards, and that in fuch fort, 
as the Barber was forced to fet on a counterfeit one ; 
and this young Man that goeth here with us (meaning . 
Cardenio) was transformed by them anew. And the beft 
of it. is, that it is publickly bruited about this Com- 
marker that thoie which i\irpri(ed us^ were Galley-flaves,. 
who were fet at Liberty, as it is reported, much about this 
fame Place, by fo valiant a Knight, as in defpite of the 
Commiifary axid the Guard, he freed them all. And 
queftionlefs, he either was Wood, or elfe as great a 
Knave as themfelves, or fome one that wanted both Soul 
and Confcience, feeing he let flip the Wolves amidft 
the Sheep, the Fox amongft the Hens, and Flies hard by 
Honey, and did fruflrate Juftice, rebel againft his natu- 
ral L«ord and King ; for he did fo by oppugning his juH 
Commandments, and hath deprived the Galleys of their 
Feet, and fet all the hofy Brotherhood in an Uproar, 
which hath repofed thefe many Years pall 5 and finally, 
would do an Adl, by which he fho aid lofe his Soul, 
and yet not gain his Body. Sancho had rehearfed to 
the Curate and Barber the Adventure of the Slaves, 
which his Lord hadaccomplifhed with fuch Glory ; and 
therefore the Curate did u{e this Vehemency as he re- 
peated it, to fee what Don ^ixote would fay or do, 
whofe Colour changed at every Word, and durft not 
confefs that he was himfelf, and the Deliverer of that 
good People : And thefe (quoth the Curate) were they 
that have robbed us. And God of his infinite Mercy 
C 4 pardon 
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pardon him who hindered their going to receive the Pu- 
niftunent they had (6 well deferved. 



CHAP. III.

Of many fieafant 1)ifcotirfeipf.ffed bet-iveen 7}cn ^ 
Quixote, and thoje cj his Ci^mpany^ after he 
had abandoned the rigcreiiS ^lace of his 'Te- 
name. 

Scarce had the Curate finKhed his Speech thomughly, 
when Sancho faid. By my Faith, Mafter Licentiate, 
he that did that Feat, wa^ my Lord ; and that not for 
want of Warning, for I told him before-hand, and ad- 
vifed him, that he fhould fee well what he did, and 
that it was a Sin to deliver them, becaafe they were all 
fcnt to the Galleys for very great Villanies they h;id play 'd. 
You Bottle-head (replied Don ^ixote^ hearing him 
fpeal) -it concemcth not Knights-Errant "to examine 
whether the affllAed, and inchained, and oppreiTed, 
which they encounter by the Way, be carried in that 
Falhicn, or are plunged in that Difbefs, thro' their 
own De&ult or Difgrace ; but only are oUiged to affift 
them as needy and oppreiTed, fetting their Eyes opon 
their Pains, and not on their Crimes. I met with a 
Rofary, or Beads of inferted People, ibrrowfial and un» 
fortunate, and I did for them that which my Religion 
exadb ; as for the reft, let them verify it elfewhere ; and 
to whofoevcr elfe, the holy Dignity and honourable 
Perfon of Matter Licentiate excepted, it ihall fccm evil, 
I (ay, he knows but (lightly what belongs to Chivalry ; 
and he lies like a Whorefon, and a Villain born '■ Arid 
this will I make him know with the broad Side of my 
Swcrd. Thefc Words he faid, fettling himfelf in his 
Stirrups, and addreffing his Motion (for the Barber's 
Bafon, which he accounted to be Mamhrino his Helmet, 
he carried hanging at the Pummel of his Saddle, until 
jie might have it repaired of the Grazings the Gallcy- 
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flave had wrought in it) Borotea^ who was very difcrcct 
and pleafant, and that was, by this, well acquainted 
with Don ^ixote\ faulty Humour, and faw all the red 
make a Jeft of him, Sancbo Panca excepted, would alfo 
ihew her Conceit to be as good as fome others, and 
therefore (aid unto him. Sir Knight, remember yourfelf 
of the Boon ^ou have promifed unto me, whereunto 
conforming yourfelf, yoa cannot intermeddle in any 
other Adventure, be it ever fo urgent. Therefore 
affwage your Stomach, for if Mailer Licentiate had 
known that the Galley-flaves were delivered by your in- 
vincible Arm, he would rather have given unto himfelf 
three Blows on the Mouth, and alfo bit his Tongue 
thrice, than have fpoken any Word, whence might re- 
fult your Indignation. That I dare fwear (quoth the 
Curate} yea, and befides torn away one of my Muflaches. 

Madam (faid Don ^ixQte) I will hold my Peace, 
and fupprefs the juft Choler already inkindled in my 
Brea&, and will ride quietly and peaceably, until I 
have accomplifhed the Thing I have promifed: And I 
requeft you, in Recompence of this my good Deiire, if 
it be nbt difplcaiing to you, to tell me your Grievance, 
and how many, which, and what the Perfons be, of 
whom I mujft take due, fulficient, and entire Revenge- 
I will promptly perform your Will herein (anfwcred Dck- 
rotea) if it will not be irkfome to you to liflen to DIG- 
aflers. In no fort, good Madam (faid Don fixate.) \ 
To which Dorotea anfwered thus. Be then attentive to 
my Relation. Scarce had fhe faid. fo, when Carienh 
and the Barber came by her Side, deiirous to hear how 
the difcreet Dorotea would feign her Tale ; and the 
fame did Sancho, which was as much deceived in her * 
Pcrfon as his Lord Don fixate : And ihe, after dref- 
fing heifelf well in .the Saddle, bethought and provided 
herfelf, whilft ihe coughed and ufed pther Geilures, and 
then began to (peak in this Manner : 

Firil of all» good Sirs, I would have you to note, that 
I am called— And here fhe flood fufpended a while, 
by reafon fhe had forgotten the Name that the Curate - 
had given unto her ; but he pprfently occur'd to her 
C 5 Succour, , 
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Succour, underilanding the Caufe, and faid. It is no 
Wonder, great Lady, that you be troubled and ftagger, 
whilft you recount your Misfortunes, feeing it is the or- 
dinary Cuftom of Difafters, to deprive thofe whom they 
torment, and diftraft their Memory in fuch fort, as they 
cannot remember themfelves, even of their own very 
Names, as now it proves done in your Highnefs, which 
forgets itfelf, that you are called thePrincefs Micomicona^ 
lawful Inheritrix of the Kingdom of Micomiam ; and 
with this note, you may eafily reduce into your doleful 
Memory all that which you ihall pleafe to rehearfe. 

It is very true (quoth the Damfel) and from hence- 
forth, I think it will not be needfiil to prompt me any 
more ; for I wilt arrive into a fafe Port, with the Narrati- 
on of my authentick Hiftory j which is. That my Father, 
who. was called the wife Ttnacrioy was very expert in 
that which is called Art magick ; and he knew, by his 
Science, that my Mother,, who was called Qu^n Xara- 
tnilla^ fhculd die before he deceafed ; and that he ihould 
alfo pafs from this Life within a while after, and leave 
me an Orphan : But he was wont to fay, how that did 
not afRift his Mind fo much, as that he was very cer- 
tain, that a huge Giant, Lord of a great Ifland near un- 
to^ my Kingdom, Pandafilando of the dusky Sight ; becau(e 
altho' his Eyes (land in their right Places, yet do they 
flill look afquint, which he doth to terrify the Behol- 
ders : I fay, that my Father knew that this Giant/ 
whpn he ftiould hear of his Death, would pafs with a 
main Power into my Land, and deprive me thereof, 
not leaving me the leaft Village, wherein I might hide 
my Head. Yet might all this be excufed, if I would 
marry with him i but as he found out by his Science, 
he knew I would never condefcend thereunto,, or incline 
mine AfFedion to fo unequal a Marriage. And herein he 
faid nothing but Truth ; for it never pafTed once my 
Thought, to efpoufe that Giant, nor with any other, 
were he ever fo unreafonable, great, and mighty. My 
Father likewife added then. That after his Death, I 
fheuld fee Pandifilando ufurp my Kingdom ; and that 
I ihodld in no wife ftaod to my Defence, for that would 

prove 
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prove my DeHrudtionr bat leaving to him the Kingdom 
freely without Troubles, if I n^ean to cxcufe mine own 
L>eath, and the total Ruin of my good and loyal Sub- 
jects ; for it would be impoilible to defend myfelf from- 
the devilifli Force of the Giant, I (hould prefently di- 
rect my Courfe towards Spain, where I fhould iind a 
Redrefs of my Harms, by encountring with a Knight- 
Errant, whofe Fame fhould extend itfelf much about 
that Tilne throughout that Kingdom, and his Name 
fhould be, if I forget not myfelf, Don Jcofe, or Don 

Lady, you would fay Don ^ixote (quoth Sancbo 
Pancay or, as he is called by another Name, The Knigbt 
of the IJI'fa'vour^d Face,) You have Reafon (replied />d- 
rotea,) He faid, moreover, that he fhould be high of 
Stature, have a withered Face, and that on the Right 
Side, a little under the Left Shoulder, or thereabouts, . 
he fhould have a tawny Spot with certain Hairs like to 
. BriiUes. Don ^ixote hearing this (faid to his ^Squire}' 
hold my Horje here, Son Sancbo, and help me to take 
offmine Apparel, for I will fee whether I be theiCnight 
of whom the wife King hath prophefied. ' Why would > 
you now put off your Cloaths (quoth Dorofea ?) To 
fee whether I have that Spot which your Father men- 
tioned (anfwer'd Don ^ixote.) ■. You need not undo 
your Apparel for that Purpofe (faid Sancbo) for I know 
already that you have a Spot, with the Tokens fhe na- 
med, on the very Ridges of your Back, and argues you \ 
to be a \tTy flrong Man. • This i? fufHcient (quoth Do- 
rotea) for we mufl not look, too near, or be over-citrious 
in our Friend's AfFairs i and whether it be on the Shoul- 
der or Ridge of the. Back, it imports but little; for 
the Subilance confifls only in having fuch a Mark, and 
not wherefoever it fhall be, feeing all is one and the 
felf-fame FleCh ; and doublefs, my good> Father did 
aim well at all, and I likewife in commending myfelf 
to Don ^ixote i for furely he is the Man of whom 
my Father fp6ke, feeing the Signs of his- Face agree 
with thofe olf the gr^t Renown that is fprqad abroad ' 
of this Knight, not only in Spain, but alfo mjEfbiopia: ■ 
C6 ^0©- 
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For I had no fooner landed in €>/ma, when I heard {& 
many of his Prjweffes recounted, as my Mind gave me 
prefently, that he was the Man in whbfe Search I tra- 
velled. But how did you land in OJuna, good MadaiR 
(quoth Don ^ixote) feeing it is no Sea-town ? Marry 
Sir (quoth the> Curate, anticipating Dorottd% Anfwer) 
the Princefs would fay, that after ihe had landed in 
Malaga ; but the iirit Place wherein ihe heard Tidings 
of you, was at Ofuna, So I would have faid (quoth 
Dorotea.) And it may he very well (quoth the Curate) 
and I defire your Majefty to continue your Difcourfe. 
There needs no ferther Continuation (quoth Dorotea) 
but that finally my Fortune hath been fb favourable in 
finding of Don fixate, as I do already hold and ac- 
count myfelf for Queen and Lady of all mine Eftate, 
feeing that he, of his wonted Bounty and Magnificence, 
hath promifed me the Boon, to accompany mewhere>- 
foever I fliall guide him, which (hall be to none other 
Place, than to fet him before FandafiUtn^ of the duskf 
Sight, to the end you may flay him, and reftore me to 
that which he hath fo wr<mgfully ufurped: For all 
will fucceed in the twinkling of an Eye,, as the wife 
Tinaerio, my good Father, hath foretold; who faid, 
moreover, and alfo left it written in Chaldaicai or Greek 
Charafters (for I cannot read them) that if the Knight 
of the Prophecy, after having oeheaded the Giant, 
would take me to Wife, that I ihould in no fort refufe 
him, but inftantly admitting him for my Spoufe, make 
him at once PoffefTor of myfelf and my Kingdom. 

What thinkeft thou of this. Friend Sambo P (quoth 
Don ^ixote then) when he heard her fay fo : How li- 
kefl thou this Point ? Did not I tell thee thus much before ? 
See now, whether we have not a Kingdom to commiand4 
and a Queen whom we may marry ? I fwear as much 
(quoth Sancho) a, Pox on the Knave that will not mar- 
ry as foon as Mailer Fandafilando his Wind-pipes are 
cut. Mount then, and fee whether the Queen be ill, or 
no: I would to God all the Fleas of my Bed were 
luroied to fuch. And iaying fo> he gave two or three 

friskki 
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friskles in the Air with very great Signs of Contentment, 
and prefently went to Dorotea, and taking her Mule by 
the Bridle, he with-held it ; and laying himfelf down 
on his Knees before her, requeued her very fubniiifively 
to give him her Hands to kifs 'em, in fign that he re- 
ceived her for his Queen and Lady. Which of the Be- 
holders could abibin from Laughter^- perceiving tbc 
Mafter's Madnefs, and the Servant*s Simplicity ? To be 
brief, DoroUa muA needs give them unto him, andpn> 
mis'd to make him a great Lord in her Kingdom when 
Heaven became fo propitious to her, as to let her once 
recover and poflefs it peaceably : And SancJbo retumM 
her Thanks with fuch Words as made ^em all laagh 
anew^ 

This is my HiHory, noble Sirs (quoth Dorotea) where- 
of only reils untold, that none of all the Train which I 
brought out of my ICingdom to attend on me is now ex- 
tant, but this well-bearded Squire, for all of *em wen 
drowned in a great Storm that overtook us in the very 
Sight of the Harbour, whence he and I efcaped, and 
came to Land by the help of two Planks, on which we 
laid hold, almoft by Miracle ; as alfo the whok Dif- 
courfe and Myflery of my Life feems none other but a 
Miracle, as you might have noted: And if in any part 
of the Relation I have exceeded, or not obfervM a due 
Decorum^ you moft impute it to that which Mafter Li- 
centiate (aid to the Aril of my Hiflory, that continual 
Pain, and Affli^Uons of Mind deprives them that iufler 
the like of their Memory. That fhoU not hinder me, 
O high and valorous Lady ! (quoth Don fixate) from 
enduring as many as I fhall fufier in your Service, be 
they ever fc^ great or difficult; and therefore I do anew 
jajifie and confirm the Promife I have made, and do 
fwear to go with you to the end of the World, until I 
find out your fierce Enetny, whofe proud Head J mean 
to flice ofiF, by the help of God and my valorous Arm, 
with the Edge of this (I will not lay a good) Sword, 
Thanks be toGinesoi Paffatnonte^ which took away 
mine own (this he faid murmuring to himfelf, and 
then profecated, iaying) aad after I kive Ctt( it qS, and 

left 
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left you peaceably in the pofleilion of your State, it 
fhall reft in your own Will to difpofe of your Perfbn 
as you like beft ; for, as long as I have my Memory pof- 
CefsMy and my Will captivM^ and my Underftanding 
yielded to her, I^ll fay no more ; 'tis not poiiible that 
ever 1 may induce myfelf to marry any other, altho* 
file were a Pbetnix 

That which Don ^ixote had faid laft of all, of not 
marrying, diiliked Sancho fo much, as lifting his Voice 
with great Anger, he iaid, I vow and fwear by my felf 
tiiat you are not in your right Wits, Sir Don ^ixote ; 
for how is it poiiible that you can call the mktter of 
contra£ting fo high a Prinee(s-^as~this is in doubt ? Do 
you think that Fortune will offer you at every Corner*i5 
end the like Hap'of this which is now prbfFer'd ? Is my 
Lady Dulcinea/ perhaps, more beautiful ? No certainly, 
nor half fo fa|^ ; nay, I am rather about to fay> that ihe 
conies not tx> her Shoo that is here prefent. 

In an ill P^our fhall I arrived, to poflefs that unfortu- 
nate Earldom whichl expe^, if you go thus feeking for 
Mufhrubs in the bottom of the Sea : Marry, marry your 
felf prefently ; the Devil take you for me, and t^e that 
Kingdom comes into your hands ; and, being a King, 
make me prefently a Marquis or Admiral, and infbtntly 
after, let the Devil take all if he^eafeth. 'Don^ixote^ 
who heard fuch Blafphemies fpoke againft hb Lady 
Dmicinea, could not bear ^em any longer, and therefore 
lifting up his Javelin, without fpeaking any Word to 
Sancho, gave him therewithal two fach Blows, as he 
overthrew him t6 the Earth, and had not D^rctea cried 
to him to hold his Hand, he had doubtlefly (lain him vx 
the Place. 

Think'fl thon (quoth he after a while) bafe Peafant^ 
that I fhall ^ve always Leifure and Difpofition to thrufl 
my Hand into my Pouch, and that there be nothing elfe 
but thou fbll erring, and I pardoning ? And doft not 
thou think of it (excommunicated Rafcal!) for certainly 
thou art exconmiunicated, feeing thou hafl talkM fo 
broadly of the peerlefs Duicinea? And dofl not thou 
kflOw> bife Slave, Vagabond, tbit if ^twere not for the 

Va- 
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Valour ihe infufeth into mine Ann, that I fhould liot have 
fufficient Forces to kill a Flea ? Say, Scoffer, with the 
Viper's Tongue, who doft thou think hath gain'd this 
Kingdom, and cat the Head oiFthis Giant, and made thee 
a Marquis (for I give all this for done already, and for 
a Matter ended and judg'd) but the Worths and Valour 
of Dulcineay uiing mine Arm as the Inftrument of her • 
AGt ? She fights under my Perfon, and overcomes inme ; 
and I live and breathe in her, and from her I hold my 
Life and Being. O whorefon Villain ! how ungrateful 
art thou, that fec'fl thy felf exalted out from the Duil of 
the Earth, to be a Nobleman, and yet doft repay (b great 
a Benefit with detradting the Perfon that beflowM it on 
thee! 

Sancho was not fo fore hurt, but that he could hear 
all his Mailer's Reafons very well ; wherefore arifing 
fomewhat haftily, he ran behind Dorotea her Palfrey, and 
from thence (aid to his Lord, Tell me. Sir, if you be 
not determined to marry with this Princefs, *tis moft 
clear that the Kingdom fhall not be yours ; and if it be 
not, what Favours can you be able to do to me ? ^Tis 
of this that I complain me : Marry your felf one for one 
with this Princefs, now that we have her here, as 'twere 
rained us dowii from Heaven, and you may after turn 
to my Lady Vukinea, for I think there be Kings in the 
World that ke^ Lemmans : As for Beauty, 1 will not 
intermeddle ; for, if I_ muft fay the Truth, each of both 
IS very ^r, altho' I have never ieen tlfe Lady Duicinea, 
Wo^\ \a& thou not feen her, blafphemous Traytor f 
(quoth Don ^txote) as if thou didfl but e*en now bring 
me a MclTage from her. I fay (quoth Sancho) I have 
not feen her fo leifurely, as I might particularly note 
her Beauty and good Parts one by one, but yet in a clap 
as I-faw 'em, riiey liked me very well. I do excuie 
thee now (faid Don*^ixote) and pardpn me the Dif- 
pleafure which I have given unto thee, for the firft 
Motions are not in our hands. I fee that well (quoth 
Sancho) and that is the Reafon why Talk is in me of 
one of thofe firft Motions : And I cannot onut to fpeak 
once at Icail that whichcomes to my Tongue, For all 
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that, Sancho (reply'd Don ^ixote) fee well what thou 
fpeak'ft, for the Earthen Pitcher goes fo oft to the Wa- 
ter — rU fay no more. 

Well then (infwerM Sancho) God is in Heaven, who 
feeth all thefe Guiles, abd fhall be one Day Judge of 
him that £ns moft ; of me, in not fpeaking well, or of 
you by not doing well. Let there be no. more (quoth 
Dorotea) but run, Sancho^ and kifs your Lord*s Hand, and 
ask him Forgivenefs, and from henceforth take more 
heed how you praife or difpraife any body, and fpeak 
no 111 of that Lady Toho/o^ whom I do not know other- 
wife than to do her Service ; and have Confidence in 
God, for thou ihalt not want a Lordfhip, wherein thou 
may*fl live like a King. Sancho went with his Head 
hanging downward, and demanded his LonTs Hand, 
which he gave unto him with a grave Countenance, and 
after he hadkifsM it, he gave hun hisBlefiing, and faid 
to him. That he had fomewhat to fay unto him, and 
therefore bid him to come fomewhac forward, that he 
might fpeak unto him. Sancho obey'd, and both of 'em 
going a little afide, Don ^ixote faid unto him, J have 
not had Leifure after thy coming to demand of thee in 
particular, concerning the EmbaiSige that thou carriedft, 
and the Anfwer that thou brought'il: back i and there^- 
fore, now Fortune lends us fome Opportmiity and Leir 
fure, do not deny me the Happinefs which thou may'il 
give me by thy good News. 

Demand what you Pleafe (quoth Sancho) and I will 
anfwer you ; and I requeft you, good my Lord, that you 
be not from henceforth fo wiathful. Why doft thou fay 
fo, Sancho (quoth Don ^ixoteJP 1 fay it (reply'd 
Sancho) becaufe that tl^efe Blows, which you beftowM 
now, were rather given in Revenge of the Diifention 
whidi the Devil ftirrcd between us two t'other Night, 
than for any thing I faid agsiinft my Lady Dulcmea, 
whom I do honour and. reverence as a Relict, altho" fhe " 
be none, only becaufe (he's your*. I pray thee, good 
Sancho (faid Don ^ixote) fall not again into thofe Dif- 
courfes, for they offend me : I did pardon tkte then, and 
thou know^ft that & new Offence muft have n-^^w Pe- 
fance* ^^ 
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As they talkM thus, they c{py'd a Gallant coining to- 
wards them, riding on aji Afsj and when he drew near 
he fecm'd to be an jEgyptian : But Sancbo Panca^ who, 
whenever he met any Afles, follow *d them with his Eyes 
and his Heart, as one that thought Hill on his own, had 
fcarce ey'd him, when he knew that it was Gines of Faf- 
/amontfy and by the Look of the Egyptian found out the 
Fleece of his A&, as in truth it was, lor Gine$ came riding 
on his grey Afs, who, to the ^nd that he might not be 
known^ and alfo have Commodity to fell his Beift, attirM 
himfelf like an J5'|;^//a/r,whofe Language and many others 
he ooald fpeak as well as if they were his Mother-tongue. 
Sancho faw him, and knew him ; and fcarce had he Teen 
and taken Notice of him, when he cry'd out aloud. Ah, 
Thief Gtnefil/o f leave my Goods behind thee, fet my Ife 
looie, and do not intermeddle with my Eafc 5 leave my Afs, 
leave my Comfort: Fly Villain! abfent thy felf, Thief ? - 
and abandon that which is none of thine ! He needed 
not to have nfed fo many Words and Frumps,' for Gines 
leap'd down at the very firft, and beginning a Trot that 
feem*d rather to be a Gallop, he abfented himfelf, and fled 
fsLT enough from *em in a Moment. Sancho went then to 
his Afs, and embracing him, faid. How haft thou done 
hitherto, my Darling and Treafure, erey Afs of mine 
Eyes, and my deareft Companion? and with that ftroked 
and kifsM him as 'twere a reafonable Creature. The Aft 
held his Peace, and permitted Saficiw to kifs and cherifh 
him, without anfwering a Word. All the reft arrivM, and 
congratulated with Sanc^ for the finding of his Afs, but 
chiefly Don ^ixoie^ who (aid unto him. That notwith- 
ftanding that he fbund his Afs, yet would not he there- 
fore annull his Warrant for the three Colts ; for which 
Sancho retum'd him very great Thanks. 

Whilft they two travelM together difcourfing thus, the 
Curate faid to Dorotea^ that &e had very difcreetly dif- 
chargM herfelf, as well in the Hiftv ry as in her Brevity 
and Imitation thereof, to the Phrafe and Conceits of 
Books of Knighthood. She anfwerM, That fhe did often- 
times read Books of that Subjcft, but that flie knew not 
where the Provinces lay, nor Sea-ports j and therefore 

did 
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did only fay fi& random, that fhe had landed in O/umz^ 
I knew 'twas fo (quoth the Curate) and therefore I laid 
what you heard, wherewithal the Matter was folder 'd : 
But is it not a marvellous ThingV to fee with what Fa- 
cility the unfortunate Gentleman believes all thefe In- 
ventions and Lies, only belcaufe they bear the Stile and. 
Manner of the Follies laid down in his Books ^ It is 
(^[uoth Card£nio)2Sidi that fo rare, and beyond all Con- 
ceit, as I believe, if the like were to be invented, fearer 
could the iharpeft Wits devife fuch another. 

There's yet (quoth the Curate) as marvellous a Mat- 
ter as that ;. for, leaving apart the Simplicities which 
this good Gendeman fpe^ concerning his Phrenzy, if 
you'll commune with him of any other Subjedt whatfor 
ever, he will difcourfc on it with an excellent Method, 
and fhew himfelf tohave a clear and pleafmg UnderfUnd- 
ing : So that, if he be not touched by Matters of Chi- 
valry, there'^s no Man but will deem him to be. of a^ 
found and excellent Judgment. 

Don ^ixote on the other fide profecuted his conver- 
ging with the Squire, whilft the others talk'd together, 
and faid to Sanchoj Let us two. Friend Panui^ forget old 
Injuries, and fay unto me now, without any Rancour or 
Anger,where, how,and when didft thou find m)jJLady Dul- 
cinea ? What did fhe when thou camcft ? What faidft thou 
to her ? What anfwer'd flie ? What Countenance fhew'd 
fhe as fhe read my Letter \ And who writ it out feiriy for 
'thee ? And every other Thing that thou fhalt think wor- 
thy of Notice in this Affeir, to be demanded or anfwer'd, 
without either Addition or Lying, or foothing Adulation; 
And, on the other fide, do not abbrOviate it, left thou 
ihouldfl. defraud me thereby of expe^ed Delight.. Sir 
(anfwer'd Sancho) if I muft fay the Truth, . none copy'd 
out the Letter forme, for I carried no Letter at all. 

Thou fay'ft true i(quoth Don fixate) for I found 
the Tablets, wherein 'twas written, with myfelf, two 
Days after thy Departure, which did grieve me exceeding- 
ly, becaufe I knew not what thou would do when thou 
didft perceive the want of the Letter; and I always made 
full account that thou wouldft return a^in from thp 

Place 
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Place where thou ftiouldft firft mifs it. I had done fo 
(quoth Sancbo) if I had not borne it away in my Me- 
mory, when you read it to me, in fuch foK, as I faid it 
to a Clerk of a Veftry,, who did copy it out of my Un- 
derftanding fo point by p6int, as he (aid that he never, 
in all the Days of his Life, altho* he had read many a 
Letter of Excommunication^ read or feen fo fine a Let- 
ter as it was. And doft thou hold it yet in Memory, 
Sancho? quoth Don ^wfe. 

No, Sir, (faid Sancho) for aftd- I gave it, feeing it 
ferv*d for no other Purpofe, I did willingly forget it : 
And if I remember any thing, 'tis that of the tnoHl^ 
{I woa]d {vf foveraign) Lady\ and the End, Tours^ un- 
til Deaths the Knight of the Ill-favour^ d Face j and I put 
between thefc two Things, in the Letter, three hundred 
Souls, zdA Lives, aiid S*weet'Eyes, 
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Ofthefleafant Difcourfes continued betiV€en2)ot$ 
Quixote and his Squire Sancho Panca 5 wit if 
other Adventures, 

ALL this liketh me well (faid Don%iV*/f) therefore 
fay on; Thou arrivedil ; and what was that Queen 
of Beauty doing then ? I dare fay that thou found*ft her 
threading of Pearls, or embroideruig fome curious De. 
vice with Venice Gold for me her captive Knight. No, 
that I did not (quoth Sancho) but winnowing two 
Bulhels of Wheat in the Yard of her Houfe. 

Why then (faid Don ^ixote) thou n^ay'ft make ac- 
count that each Com of that Wheat was a Grain of 
J*earl, feeing they were touch*d by her delicate Hand. 
And, Friend, didft thou note well what 'the Wheat was, 
whether of the bcft, or ordinary ? *Twas not, but read 
. (faid Sancho.) Well then, I . aflure thee (anfwer'd Den 
^ixote) that being fifted by her Hand, it muft needs 
make very fair Bread, and white. Bat pafs forward : 
When thou didil deliver my Letter, did fhe kif^ it ? Did 

(he 
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flic fet it on her Head ? Did (he ufe any Ceremony wor- 
thy of fuch a Letter ? Or, what didfhc ? When I went to 
give^it unto her (faid Sancho) (be was holding up of iier 
Arms with a good quantity of Wheat that (he had in her 
Sieve, and therefore faid unto me, F'riend, lay down that 
Letter there on the Sack, for I can't read it until T have 
winnowM all that is here. O difcreet Lady ! (quoth 
Don fixate) (he furely did that becaufe fhe might read 
it at leifure, and recreate herfelf therewithal. Forward^ 
Sancho : And, as long as fhe was thus bufied, what Dii^ 
courfes pafs'd ihe with th^e ? What did fhe demand of 
thee concerning me ? And thou, what didil thou an- 
fwer ? Say all, good Sanehd^ fay all ; recount to me 
every Particularity, and let not the leafb Immunity re- 
main in the Inkhorn. 

She demanded nothing of me (quoth Sancho) but I 
recounted unto her the State I had left you in, for her 
fake, doing of Penance all naked from the Girdle upward; 
among thefe Rocks, like a brute Beaft, fleeping on the 
Ground, and eating your Bread without Table-cloths; 
and, that you never comb'd your Beard, but was weep#- 
ing and curiing your Fortune. There thou faidfl ill 
(quoth Don ^ixoie) for I do not curfc my Fortune, but 
rather blefs it, and will blefs it as long as I live, feeing 
it hath made me worthy to merit the Love of fo high a 
Lady as DuUiuea of Tohofi. She's in good faith fo hv^ 
(anfwer'd Sanch$) as ihe farpafleth me almoft by a whole 
Cubit. Why how now, Sancho ((aid the Knight) hafl 
thou meafur'd thy felf with her ? I did meafure my felf 
with her in this manner (reply'd Sancho) that coming 
over to help her to lift up a Sack of Wheat on an Afs, 
we join'd fo near, as I well perccivM that flie was more 
than a great Span higher than my felf. That is true 
(quoth Don ^ixott) but think'ft thou not the Tallnefs 
of her extended Stature is adom'd with a thoufand Mil- 
lions of Graces and Endowments of the Soul? But, San- 
cho, thou canft not deny me one Thing ; when thou didft 
thus approach her, didfl thou not feel a moft odoriferous 
Smell, an aromatical Fragrancy, I cannot tell what, fo 
pleaiing, as I know not how to term it ? I fay, fuch a 

Scent, 
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Scent, as if thou wert in fome curious Perfumer's Shop ? 
"That which I ioiow (quoth Sancho) is, that I felt a little 
unfavoury Scent, fomewhat rammifh and Man-like ; and 
I think the Reafon was, becaufe ftic had fweat a little, 
doing of that Exercife. Mwas not fo (quoth Don 
fixate) but either thou hadll the Murrh, or elfc didft 
fmell thyfelf; for I know very well how that Rofes 
among I'horns doth fccnt, that Lilly of the Field, and 
that choien Amber. It may well be (faid Sancho) as 
you have faki ; for I have had many times fuch a Smell, 
as methought the Lady Dulcinea had then ; and tho* fhe 
fmek fo^ 'twere no Marvel, for one Devil is like an- 
other. * 

And well (quoth Don ^ixote) fee h^-e, fhe hathfiftdd 
her Corn, and fent it to the Mill ; What did flie after ihc 
had read the Letter? The Letter I (faid Sancho) (he read 
it not, for fhe faid fhe could neither read nor write, and 
therefore (he tore it into fmall pieces, and would have 
no Man to read it, left thofe of the Village fhould know 
her Secrets, and fay, that what I had told her by Word of 
Mouth of your Love and extraordinary Penance, which 
you remain'd doing for her fake, was fufKcient. And 
finally fhe concluded, ommanding me to fay unto you, 
That (he had her commended unto you i and, that (he re- 
mained with greater Defire to fee you, than to write unto 
you ; and therefore (he requefted and will'd you, as you 
tender'd her AfFed^ion^ that prefently, upon fight hereof, 
you fhould abandon thefe fhrubby Groves, leave off you? 
Phrenzy, and take prefently the Way of Tobofoy if fome 
Matter of greater importance did not occur, for fhe had 
very great Defire to fee and talk with you. She laugh'd 
heartily when I tpld her that you named your felf nt 
Knight of the Ill-favour* d Face, I demanded of her, 
wKether the beaten Bifcaine came there ; and fhe an- 
fwer'd, that he did ; and afiirm*d withal, that he was a 
very honefl Man. I ask'd alfo for the Galley-flaves, but 
fhe told me, that fhe had feen none of 'em as yet/ 

All goes well till this (faid Don ^ixote) but tell me, 
I pray thee, what Jewel did fhe biftow on thee at thy 
Departure, for Reward of the News thou cariiedft unta 

her 
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her of me ? for *tis an ufual ancient Cuflom 'among 
Knights and Ladies-£rrant» to beftow on Squires, JDam- 
fels, cr Dwarfs, which bring them any good Tidings of 
their Ladies 6r Servants, fome rich Jewel, as a Reward 
and Thanks of their welcome News. 

It may well be (quoth Sancho) and I hold it for a 
very laudable Cuflom ; but, I think, 'twas only ufed in 
Times pafl, for I think the Manner of this our Age is, 
only to give a Piece of Bread and Checfe, for this was 
all that my Lady Dulcinea beftow'd on Die, and that 
over the Yard-wall, when I took my Leave with her ; 
and in fign thereof (weli&re all good Tokens), this Cheefe 
was made of Sheeps Milk. She is marvellous liberal 
{(juoth Don ^ixote) and if fhe gave thee; pot a Jewel 
of Goki, it was, without doubt, becaufe Aie had none 
then about her j but //. is not loft, that comes at laft : I 
will fee her, and then all things fhall be amended. 
Know'll thou, Sancho y whereat [ wonder ? 'Tis at this 
fudden Return, for it feems to me thou waft gone, and 
haft come back again in the Air, for thou haft been away 
but ^^ little more than three Days, Tobofi being more 
than Thirty thou'&nd Leagues frcm hence ; and therefore 
\ do believe that the wife Enchanter, who takes care of 
mine ASairs, and is my Friend (for there is fuch a one 
of force, and there muft be, under pain that I elfe fhould 
not be a good Knight-Errant.) I fay, I verily- think that 
wife Man help'd thee to trample unawares of thy felf, for 
there are.wife Men of that condition, which will take a 
Knight-Errant fleeping in his Bed, and without Know- 
ledge how, or in what manner, he will wake the next 
Day a thoufand Leagues from that Place where he fell 
aflfeep : And vvere it noc for this, Knights-Errant could 
not fuccour one another in their moft dangerous Exi- 
gents, as they do now at every Step. For it oft-times 
be^ls, that a Knight is fighting in the Mountains of 
Armenia with fome devilifh Fauno, fome'dfeadfol Sha- 
dow, or fierce Knight, where he's like to have the worft ; 
and in this point of Death, when he leaft expeds it, 
there appeal^ there, mi the top of a doud, . riding in a 
Chariot of Fire, another. Kni^t, his Frieiid« who was 
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\but even then in Eng/anJ, andlielps him, and delivers 
him from Death, and returns again that Night to his 
own Lodging, where he fups with a very good Appetite ; 
and yet, for all that, is there wont to be two or three 
thoufand Leagues from the one to the othtr Country j all 
which is compafsM by the Induftry and Wifdom of thofe 
skilful Enchanters, that take care of the faid valorous 
Knights. 

So that. Friend Sanch, I am not hard of BeUef in gi- 
ving thee Credit, that thou haft gone and retum'd in. fo 
Ihort a time from this Place to Tobojb, feeing, as 1 have 
faiil, fome wife Man, my Friend, hath (belike) tranfpor* 
ted thee thither by ftealth, and unaware of thy felf. t 
eaiily think it (reply'd Sancho) for Roz,inante travcPd 
in good ^ith as luilily as if he were an JEfryptiam's Afs 
with Quickiilver in his Ears. And think'it th .u not 
(quoth Don ^ixote) that he had not Quickfilvcr in hia 
Ears ? Yes, and a Legion of Devils alfo to help it, who 
are Folk that do travel, and make others go as much as 
they lift, without ^y Wearinefs. 

But leaving all this apart, what's thine' Opinion that 
I ftiould do now, concefning my Lady^s Commandment 
to go and fee her ? For altho' I know that I am bound 
to obey her Behefts, yet do 1 find my felf difabled at 
this time to accompliOi them, by reafon of the Grant I 
have made to the Frincefs that comes with us, and the 
Law of Arms doth compell me to accomplifti my Word, 
rather than my Will : On the one fide I am aftaulted 
and urg'd by a Defire to go and fee my Lady ; on the 
other, my promised Faith, and the Glory that I fhall 
win in this Enterprize, doth incite and call me away« 
But that which I refolve to do, is, to travel with all 
fpeed, that I may quickly arrive to the Place where that 
Giant is, and will cut off his Head at nvy coming; and 
when I have peaceably inftall'd the Princcfs in her 
Kingdom, will prefently return to fee the Light that 
doth lighten my Senfes; to whom I will -yield fiich for- 
cible Reafons of my fo long Abfence, as (he ffiall eaiily 
condefcend to excufe my Stay, feeing all doth redound 
to her Glory and Fame : For all that I have g|unM» do 
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win, or Ihall hereafter atchievc by force of Anns in this 
J-ife, proceeds- wholly from the Gracious Favour ihc 
pleafeth to beftow upon me, and my being hers. 

O God! quoth Sattcho^ I perceive that you arc greatly 
difeafed in the Pate. J pray you. Sir, tell me whether 
you mean to go this long Voyage for nought, and let flip 
and lofe io rich and fo noble a Preferment as this, where 
the Dowry is a Kingdom, which is, in good fiiith as I 
have heard fay, Twenty thoufand Leagues in compafs, 
and moil plentifully flored with all things neceflkry for 
the fuftaining of human Life j and, that it is greater 
than Portugal md Cafiille join'd together. Peace, for 
God's love» and blufli at your own Words, and take my 
Counfel, and marry prefently in. the firfl Village that bath 
a Parifh-Prieil ; and, if you will not do it there, can 
you wifh a better Commodity than to have our own 
Mailer Licentiate, who will do it moll excellently ? And 
B)te, that I am old enough to give Counfel, and, that 
this which I now deliver is as fit for you as if 'twere 
exprefly call for you in a Mould ; for a Sparronjn in the 
Fiji is worth More than ajl/mg hittour. 

For he that can ha^ve Goody and Evil doth chufe^ 
For III that betides him^ muji not Patience lofe. 

Why Sancho (quoth Don ^ix4ite) if thou giveft me 
Counfel to marry, to the end I may become a King after 
i have flain the Giant, and have Commodity thereby to 
promote thee, and give thee what Lhave prqmis'd, I 
let thee to undcrl!knd, that I may do all that mpft eaii- 
ly without marrying myfdf ; for, before I enter in- 
to the Battle, I will make this Condition, That when 
I come away Vi6lor, altho' I marry not the Prin- 
cefs, yet Ihall a Part t)f the Kingdom be at my Diipo 
fition, to bellow upon whom 1 pleafe: And when I 
receive it, upon whom wouldH thou have me bellow it 
but on thy felf ? That is manifell, faid Sancho ; but I 
pray you. Sir, have care to chufe that Part you would 
refervc towards the Sea-fide, to the end that if the Living , 
do not pleafe me, I may embark ray black Valials, aud 
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make the Benefit of them which I have £iid. And like- 

, wife I pray you not to trouble your Mind, thinking to 

go and fee my Lady Dulcinea at this Time, but travel 

towards the Place where the Giant is, and kill him, and 

conclude that Bufinefs iirft : For I fwear unto you, that 

I am of Opini6n it will prove an Adventure of very 

great Honour and Profit. I aifure thee» Sancko, quoth 

Don ^ixoUy thou art in the right, and I will follow 

thy Coanfd in rather going firft with the Frincefs, than 

to vifit Buleinea. And I warn thee not to fpeak a Word 

to any body, no, not to thofe that ride with us, of that 

which W8 have here fpoken and difcourfed together: 

For iince Dulcinea is fo wary and fecrct, as~fhe would 

not have her Thoughts difcovered, it is no Reafon, that 

I either by myfelf or any other fhould detefl them. 

If that be fo, quoth Sanchoj why then do you' fend 
all thofe which you vanquiih by Virtue of your Arm, to 
prefent themfelves to my Lady Dulcinea^ feeing this is 
as good as Subiignation of your Hands Writing, that yoa 
wiih her well, and are enamoured on her ? and feeing 
that thofe which go to her,' muft forcibly lay them down 
on their Knees before her Prefence, and fay that they 
come from you to do her Homage, how then can the 
Thoughts of you both be hidden and omcealed ? Oh ! how 
great a Fool art thou, and how fimple ? quoth Don ^i>- 
ote, Doft thou not perceive, Sancbo, how all this refults 
to her greater Glory : For thou oughteft to wit, that in 
oar Knightly Proceedings, it is great Honour, that one La- 
dy alone may have many Knights-Eriantfor her Servitors, 
without extending their Thoughts any further than to 
ferve her, only for her high Worths, without attending 
any other Reward of their many and good Delires, thaa 
that (he will deign to accept them as her Servants and 
Kmghts. I have heard preach, iaid Sancho^ that Men 
fhould love our Saviour with that kind of Love, only for 
his own fake, without being moved thereunto, either 
by the Hope of Glory, or the Fear of Pain ; altho' for my 
part, I would love and ferve him for what he is able to 
do. The Devil take thee for a Clown, quoth Don Sluix- 
9te^ how ihatp and'pextineAtly doft thou ijpeak now and 
Vol. II. - D then. 
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then, able to make a Man imagine that thou haft ftu<> 
died? Now, by mine Honefty, quoth Sancho^ I can 
neither reajd nor write. 

Mafter NicXfoIas perceiving them drowned thus in their 
Difcourfes, cried out to them to Hay, and drink of a httle 
Fountain that was by the Way. Don ^ixote refted, to 
3a/tMs very great Contentment, who was already tired 
with telling hun (o many Lies, and was afraid hk Ma- 
fter would entrap him in his own Words. For altho* he 
knew Dulcinea to be of Tobofo^ yet had he never feen 
her in his Life. And Cardenio had by this Time put on 
the Apparel Dorotea wore when they found her in the 
Mountains, which, tho' they were not very good, yet 
exceeded with great Advantage thofe which he had him- 
felf before. And alighting hard by the Fountain, they 
fatisfied with the Provifion the Curate had brought with 
Jiim from the Inn, altho' it were but little, the great 
Hunger that prefTed them. And whilft they took then: 
Eafe there, a certain young Strippling that travelled, 
paffed by, ^*ho looking very eameftly on all thofe which 
iat about the Fountain, he ran prefently after to Don . 
fixate ^^n^ embracing llis Legs, he faid, weeping down- 
right, O my Lord, do not you know nte ? Look upon me, 
ibr I am the Youth, Andrew, whom you unloofed from 
the Qak wher^unto 1 was tied. Don ^ixote prefcndy 
knew him ; and taking him by the Hand, he retum'd to 
thofe that were prefent, and faid, Becaufe you may fee 
of how great Importance it is that there be Knights-£r- 
rant in the World, to undo Wrongs and Injuries that 
are committed in it by the infolent and bad Men which 
live therein, you ihall wit that a ft^ Days paft, as I 
rode thorough a Wood, I heard certain lamentable 
Shrieks and Cries, as of fome needfuli and afflided Per- 
fon ; I forthwith occurr'd, bom away by my Profeffion 
towards the Place from whence the lamentable Voice 
founded, and I found ded to an oaken Tree, this Boy 
whom you fee here in our Prefence^ for which I am mar- 
vellous glad, becaufe if I fhall not fay the Truth, he may 
check me : I fay« that he was ded to the Oak Hark naked 
£om the Middle upward, and a certain Clown was open* 
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ing his Flefh with cniel Blows that lie gave him with 
the Reins of a Bridle ; which Clown, as I after under« 
floods was his Mailer. And fo, as foon as I iaw him, I 
demanded the Caule of thofe cruel Stripes. The rude 
Fellow anfwered, that he beat him becaufe he was his 
Servant, and that certain Negligencies of his proceeded 
rather from being a Thief, than of Simplicity. To which 
this Child anfwered. Sir, he whips me for no other Caufe, 
but by reafon that I demand my Wages of him. His 
Mafter replied, I know not now what Speeches and 
Excufes, the which altho' I heard, yet were they not 
by me admitted. In Refolution, I caufed him to be looi- 
fed, and took the Clowu^s Oath, that he would take 
him Home, and pay him there his Wages, one Rial upon 
another, ay, and thofe alfo perfumed. Is it not true. 
Son Andrc'w P Didft not thou note with what a domi- 
neering Countenance I commanded it, and with what 
Humiuty he promifed to accomplifh all that I impofed» 
commanded and dcfired ? Anfwer me ; be not afbamed, 
nor dagger at all, but cell what pafFed to thefe Gentle-: 
men, to the end it may be manifeftly feen how neceflary 
it is, as I have laid, to have Knights -Errant up and 
down the Highways. 

All that which you have faid, quoth the Boy, is very 
true ; but the End of the Matter fucceeded altogether con- 
trary to that which you imagined. How contrary ? quoth 
Don fixate. Why hath not the Peafant paid thee ? He 
not only hath n.t paid me, anfwer'd the Boy, but ra- 
ther as ibon as you had pafled the Wood, and that we 
remained both alone, hp turned again and tied me to the 
fame Tree, and gave afrefh fo many Blows, as I re- 
mained another St. Bartholomew ^ all flayed : And at eve- 
ry Blow he had fome Jell or other in Derifion of youi 
fo that if I had not felt the Pain of the Stripes fo much 
as I did, I could have found in n\y Heart to have laugh- 
ed heartily. In fine, he left me in fuch pitiful Cafe, as I 
have been ever fince curing myfelf in an Hofpital of the 
Evil which the wicked Peafant did then unto me. And 
you are in the Fault of all this ; for if you had ridden on 
your Way, and not coAie to the Place where you were 
Da not 
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^ot fought for, nor intermeddled yourfelf in other Mens 
^Affairs, perhaps my Mailer had contented himfelf with 
giving me a Dozen or two of Strokes, and would pre- 
'lently after have loofed me, and payai me my Wages. 
But by rcafon you diihonoured him fo much without 
Caufe, and faid to him fo many Villanies, his Choler 
was cnflamed ; and feeing he could not revenge it on 
^'ou, finding himfelf alore, he disburdened the Shower 
on me fo heavily, as I greatly fear that I ihall never 
again be my own iVlan. The. Hurt coniifted in my De- 
parture (quoth Don ^ixote) for I fliould not have gone 
from thence, until I had feen thee paid. For I might 
.have known, by many Experiences, that there is no 
Clown that will keep his Word, if he fee the keeping 
of it any way can turn to his Damage. But yet, Andrew y 
thou dpft remember how I fwore that if he paid thee 
not, \ would return and feek him out, and likewife find 
•him, altho' he convey'd himfelf into a Whale's Belly. 
^That's true, quoth Andrew, but all avails not. Thou 
"flialt fee whether it avails, or no, prefently, quoth Don 
^Quixote ; and faying fo, got up very haflily, and comman<r 
ded Sancho to bridle RoKinante^ who was feeding whilft 
they did eat. Dorotea demamied of him what he meant 
to dot He anfwered, that he would go and find out the 
Villain, and punifti him for ufing fuch bad Proceedings, 
and caufe Andrew to be paid the laft Denier ^ in defpite 
of as many Peafants as lived in the World. To which 
fhe anfwered, entreating him to remember that he could 
not deal with any other Adventure, according to his Pro- 
mife, till her's was atchieved : And feeing that he him- 
felf knew it to be true better than any other, that he 
fliould pacify himfelf, until his Return from her Kingdom. 
Yeu have Reafon, faid Don fixate ; and therefore An- 
dremj muft have Patience /^r Force, until my Return (as 
you have faid, Mad^m) and when I fhall turn again, I do 
iwear unto him, and likewife renew my Promife, never 
to reft until he be fatisfied and paid. I believe not in fuch 
Oaths, quoth Andrew ^ but would have as much Money 
-as might carry me to Se'vilie^ rdther than all the Revenges 
in the W(»:ld. <}iye me fome Meat to eat, aiKl. carry 
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away with me, and God be with yoa and all other Knights-* 
Errant; and I pray God that they may prove as erring^ 
^ themfelves as they have been tame. 

Sancho took out of his. Bag a Piece of Bread and' 
Cheefe^ and giving it to the Youth, faid. Hold, Brother 
Andre'w^ for every one hath his Part of your Misfor- 
tune. J pray you what Part thereof have you, iaid 
Andrew? This Piece of Bread and Cheefe that I beftow 
upon thee, ^oxh Sancho \ fer God only knows whether 
I (hall have Need of it again, or no; for thou muft wit,. 
Friend, that we *Squires of Knights-Errant are very 
fubje£l to great Hunger and evil Luck, yea, and to 
other Things which are bet er felt than told. Andrew^ 
Lud hold on his Bread and Cheefe ; and feeing that no 
body gave him any other Thing, he bowed his Headl- 
and went on his Way. True it is, that he faid to Doii 
^ixote, at his Departure, For God's Love, good Sir 
Knighi-Errant, if you fliall ever meet me again in the 
Plight you have done, altho' you fhould fee me torn in 
Pieces, yet do not fuccour or help me, but leave me in 
my Difgrace; for it cannot be (o ^at, but that a greater 
willrefult from your Help, upon whom. and all the 
other Knights-Errant that are bom in the World, . I 
pray GodhisCurfe may alight. Don ^ixote thought to 
arife to chaflife him ; But he ran away fo fwiftly, as na 
Man durft follow him ; and our Knight remained mar- 
vellouily aihamed at Andrenv's Tale : Wherefore the 
seft with much ado fupprefTed their Defire to laugh, left 
they fhould thoroughly confound him. 



CHAP. V. 

Treating of that ivhicb befell all Dan Quixote 
his Train in the Inn. 

THE Dinner being ended, they faddled, and went 
to Horfe prefently, and travelled all that Day and 
the next, without encountring any Adventure of Price, 
D 3 until 
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until they arrived at the only Bug and Scare-crow of 
Sancba Panca :. And tho* he would full fain have excu- 
fed his Entry into it, yet could he in no wiie avoid it : 
The Inn-keeper, the Hoflefs, her Daughter, and Maritor- 
ftts^ feeing Don ^ixoie and Sancho return, went out to 
receive them with Tokens of great Love and Joy, and 
he entertained them with grave Countenance and Ap- 
plaufe, and bid them to make ready a better Bed than 
the other, which they had given unto him the Time be- 
fore. Sir, quoth the Hollefs, if you would pay us 
better than the laft Time, we would give you one for a 
Prince. Don ^ixote anfwered that he would. They 
prepared a reafonable good Bed for him in the fame wide 
Room where he lay before; and he went prefently to 
Bed, by reafon that he arrived much tired, and void of 
Wit. And fcarce was he gotten into his Chamber, when 
the Hoilefs leaping fuddenly on the Barber, and taking 
him by the Beard, faid, Now by myfelf blefTed, thou 
ihalt ufe my Tail no more for a Beard, and thou /halt 
turn me my Tail ; for my Husband's Comb goes thrown 
up and down the Floor, that it is a Shame to fee it : I 
mean the Comb that I was wont to hang up in my good 
Tail. The Barber would not give it unto Ker for all 
her Dra^^ing, Until the Licentiate bid him to reftore it; 
that they had now no more Ufe thereof, but that he 
might now very will difcover himfelf and appeaf in his 
own Shape, and fay to Don ^ixote, that after the Gal- 
ley-flaves had robbed him, he fled to that Inn : And if 
Don ^ixote demanded by chance for the Princefs her 
'Squire, that they fhould tell him, how (he had fent him 
before to her Kingdom, to ^ive Intelligence to her Sub- 
je£ls that fhe returned, bringing with her him that 
fhould free and give them all Liberty. With this the 
Barber furrendered the Tail willingly to the Hoftefs, 
and likewife all the other borrowed Wares which fhe 
had lent for Don ^ixote'^s Delivery. All thofe of the 
Inn relied wonderfully amazed at Poroted*s Beauty, 
and alfo at the Comlinefs of the Shepherd Cardenio, 
7'Hen the Curate gave Order to make ready for them 
fuch Meat as the Inn could afford : And the Inn-keeper, 
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in Hope of better Payment, did drefs very fpcedily for 
them a Teafonable good Dinner. Don fixate flept all 
this While, and they were of Opinion to let him take 
his Reft, feeing Sleep was more requiiitc for his Difeafe 
than Meat. At theTablethcy dlfcourfed (che Inn-keep- 
er, his Wife, Daughter, and Maritorncs, and all the other* 
Travellers being prefent) of Don ^xote\ itrange Fren- 
zy, and of the Manner wherein they found him. The 
Hoftefs eftfoons recounted what had happened there be- 
tween 4iini and the Carrier; and looking to fee whether 
S arte ho were prefent, perceiving that he was away, fhc 
told likewife all the Story of his canvafing ; whereat 
they conceived no little Content and Paftime. And as the 
Curate faid, that the original Caufe of Don Quixote b 
Madnefs proceeded froip the reading of Books of 
Knighthood, the Inn- keeper anfwered : 

I cannot conceive how that may be, for (as I believe) 
there is no Reading fo delightful in the World $ and I 
xnyfelf hav9 two or three Books of that Kind, with other 
Papers, which do verily keep me alive, and not only me,, 
but many other: For in the reaping Times, many of the 
Rpapers repair to this^ Place in die Heat of Mid-day, and 
there is evermore fome one or other am:ng them that can 
read, who takes one of thofe Books in Hand, and then 
fome tiiirty or more of us do compafs him about, and do 
Men to him with fuch Pleafurc, as it hinders a thoufand 
hoary Hairs : For I dare fay at lead of myfelf, that when 
I hear tell of thofe furious and terrible I51ows that 
Knights-Errant give, it inflames with a Defire to be- 
come fuch a one myfelf, and could find in my Heart to 
be hearing of them Day and Night. I am juft of the 
fame Mind, no more nor no lefs,^faid the Hoftefs, for I 
never had any quiet Hour in my Houfe, but when thoa 
art hearing thofe Books, whereon thou art fo befottcd, 
as then thou doft only forget to chide, which is thy or- 
dinary Exercife at other Times. This is very true, faid 
Maritornes: And I, in good footh, do take great Delight 
to hear thofe Things, for they are very fine, and efpeci- 
ally when they tell how fuch a Lady lies embraced by 
her Knight under an Orange-tree; and that a certain 
D 4- Damfel 
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Damfel kecpcth Watch all the while, ready to burU ior 
Envy that ihe hath not likewife her Sweetheart ; and 
very much afraid. I iay, that all thofe Things are as 
fweet as Honey to me. And you, quoth the Curate to 
the Inn-keeper*s Daughter, what do you think ? I know 
not, in good footh. Sir, quoth Ihe, , but I do likewife 
give ear ; and in truth, altho* I underlland it not, yet 
do I take fome Pleafure to hear them ; but I xniflike 
greatly thofe Blows, which pleafe my Father fo much, 
and only delights in the Lamentations that Knights jnake, 
being abfent from their Ladies ; which, in footh, do now 
and then make me weep, thio^ the Companion I take of 
them. Well then, quoth Dorotea^ belike^ feir Maiden, 
you would remedy them, if fuch Plaints were breathed 
for your own fake ? I know not what I would do, an- 
fwered the Girl ; only this I know, that there are fome 
of thofe Ladies fo cruel, as their Knights call them 7y^ 
gers and Urnis^ and a thouiand other wild Beafts : Aoud,' 
gnod Jififs^ I know not what imfoiiled Folk they be, 
and fo without Confcience, that becanfe they will not 
once behold an honourable Man, they fufier him either 
to die, or run vasA : And I know not to what end ferves 
all their Coynefs ; for if they do it for Honefty^s fake, 
let them marry with them, for the Knights defire nothing 
more. Peace, Child, quoth the Hoftefs, for it feems that 
thou knowefl too much of thofe Matters, and it is not 
decent that Maidens (hould know or fpeak fo much. 1 
fpeak, quoth fhe, by reafon that this good Sir made me 
the Demand ; and I could not in Courtefy omit to an- 
fwer him. Well, faid the Curate, let me entreat you, 
good mine Hoft, to bring here thofe Books, for I 
would fain fee them. 

I am pleafed, faid the Inn-keeper : And then entering 
into his Chamber, he brought forth a little old Mallet 
ihut up with a Chain ; and opening thereof, he took out 
three great Books and certain Papers written with a very 
fair Letter. The firft Book he opened, was that of Don 
Cirongilio of ^hracia ; the other Felixmarte of Hircania ;

No more of them, quoth the Curate, but thefe fa^ two of 
Don Cirongilio and Felixmarte^ are my Books. Perhaps, 
quoth the Inn- keeper, heretical or flegmatical, that you 
would thus roughly handle them. Schifmatical, thou 
wouldil have faid, quoth the Barber, and not flegmatical. 
It is fo, faid the Inn-keeper ; but if you wiU needs burn 
any, I pray you rather let it be that of the^r«0/ Captain^ 
and that of Diego Garcia^ for I would rather fuffer one 
of my Sons to be burned, than any one of thofe other 
. two. Good Friend, thefe two Books are lying, full of 
Follies and Vanities, but that of the great Captain is 
true, and containeth the Arts of Gonzalo Hemanikz. of. 
Cordova^ who, for his fundry and noble Ad)s, meidced to 
be termed by all the World the great "Captain, a Name £w 
mous, illuilrious, and only deferved by himfblf ; and this 
other, Diego Garcia oi Paredes, was a noble Gentleman, 
born in the City of Truxillo in Eftremandura, and was a 
moft valorous Soldier, and of fo furpafling Force, as he 
would detain a Mill-wheel with one Hand front tiuning 
in the midll of the fpeedieft Motion : And flandicg once 
at the End of a Bridge, with a two-handed Sword,. defend- 
ed the Paffage againlt a mighty Army that attempted to 
pafs over it : And did fo many other Things, that if ano- 
ther, who were a Stranger andunpailionate, had written 
them, as he did himfelf, who was the Relater and Hifto- 
riographer of his own Afts, and therefore recounted them 
with the Modefty of a Gentlenian, and proper Chroni- 
cler, they would have -drowned all the HeSiors, AchiUe*^ . 
and Rollandst in Oblivion. 

There is a Jeft, quoth the Inn-keeper : Deal with my 

Father, I pray you : See at what you wonder ;. A wife Tale^ 

at the with-holding of the Wheel of a Mill : I fwear, you 

ought to read that which is in felittnmti oiJUircania^ 
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who with one thwart Blow cut five mighty Giants in 
halves, as if they were of Beans, like to the little Friers 
that Children make of Bean-cods ; and fet another Time 
upon a great and moft powerful Army of more than a Milli- 
on and iix hundred thoufand Soldiers, aiid overthrew and 
fcattered them all like a Flock of Sheep. What then can 
you fay to me of the Don Cirongilio of ^Fhracia^ who was fo 
animous and valiant ? as may be feen in his Book; wherein 
is laid down, that as he failed along a River, there ifTued 
out of the midft of the Water a Serpent of Fire, and he, as 
foon as he perceived it, leaped upon her, and hanging 
by her fcalely Shoulders, he wrung her Throat fo ftraidy 
between both his Arms, that the Serpent perceiving her- 
felf to be well-nigh ftrangled, had no other Way to fave 
herfelf, but diving down into the Deeps, carrying the 
Knight away with her, who would never let go his 
Gripe. And when they came to the Bottom, he found 
himfelf by a Palace, in fuch fair and pleafant Gardens, 
as it was a Wonder : And prefently the Serpent turned 
into an old Man, which faid to him fuch Things as there 
is no more to be defircd. Two Figs few xht great Caffatn, 
and that Diego Garcia of whom you fpeak. 

Dcrotea hearing fpeak thus, faid to Cardenioj me- 
thinks our Hoft wants but little to make up a fecondPart 
of Don fixate. So it feems to me likewife, replied Car* 
denio ; for, as we may conjc6lure by his Words, he certain- 
ly believes that every Thing written in thofe Books paf- 
fed juft as it is laid down, and bare- footed Friers would 
be fcarcc able to perfuade him to the contrary. Know, ^ 
Friend (quoth the Curate to the Innkeeper) that there 
never was any fuch Man as Felixmarte of Hircania, or 
Don Cirongiiio of Thracia, nor other fuch Knights as 
Books of Chivalry recount ; for all is but a Device and 
•Fiftion of idle Wits that compofed them, to the end that 
thovi fayeft, to pafs over the Time, as your headers do in 
readng them : For I fincerely fwear unto thee, that there 
were never fuch Knights in the World, n .r fuch Adven- 
tures and Raving happened in it. Call that Bone to ano- 
ther Dog, quOth the Inn-keeper ; as tho* I knew not how 
many Numbecs^ are Five, and where the Shoe wreils me 

now. 



now. I pray ypu. Sir/ go not* about to give mc Fap, fbt*-' 
by the Lord, I am not Qy white. Is it not a good Sport 
that you labour to perfuade me, that ail that which thofe 
good Books fay, are but Ravings and Fables, they being 
printed by Grace and Privilege of the Lords of the Privy 
Council ; as if they were Folk that would permit fo many 
Lies to be printed at once ; and fo many Battles and In- 
chantments, as are able to make a Man run out of his 
Wits. I have told thee already, Friend (faid the Curate) 
that this is done for the Recreation of our idle Thoughts : 
And fb even as in well-go vem^d Commonwealths, the 
Play at Chefs, Tennis, and Trucks, are tolerated for the 
PalUme of fome Men which have none other Occupation, 
and either ought not, or cannot work ; even fo fuch 
Books are permitted to be printed, prefuming (as in 
truth they ought) that no Man would be f jund fo Am- 
ple and ignorant, as to hold any of thefe Books for a 
tnie Hiftory. And if my Leifure permitted^ and that it 
were a Thing requifite for this Auditory, I could fay ma- 
ny things concerning the Subjedl of Books, of Knight- 
hood, to the end that they /hould be well contrived, 
and alfo be pleafant and profitable to the Readers : But 
I hope fometime to have the Commodity to communi- 
cate my Conceit with thofe that may rcdrefs it. And in 
the* mean while you may believe, good mineHofl, what 
I have faid, and take to you your Books, and agree: 
with their Truths or Leafing; as you pleafe, and much. 
Good may it do you : And I pray God that you halt 
not in Time on. the Foot that your Gueft Don ^ixott 
halteth. Not fo quoth the Inn'keeper,.fQr I will never 
befo wood as to become a Knight-Errant, for 1 fee well, . 
that what was ufed in the Times of thefe £unous Knights, 
is now in no Ufe nor Requefl. 

Sancho came in about the midd of this Difcourfe, and 
refted much- confounded and penfative of that which he 
heard them iay, that Kni^its-Errant were now in no 
Requeft, and that the Books of Chivalry only contained 
Follies and Lies, and purpofed with himfelf to fee the 
End of that Voyage of his Lord^s ; and that if it forted . 
not the wiihed.Succefs which he expedted, he refolved 
D6 to»

to leave Kim, and return home to his Wife and CJiil' 
dren, and accnftoraed Labour. The Inn-keeper tinofoght to 
take away his Books and Badget ; but the Cinate with- 
held him, faying, Stay a while, for I would fee what 
Papers are thofe which are written in fo ^lir a CkaiSL- 
£ler. The Hoft took them out, and gave them him to 
ready being in Number fome eight Sheets, with a Title 
written in Text Letters, which faid, The Hiftory of the 
curious Impertinent^ The curate read two or three Lines 
foftly to himfelf, and faid after. Truly, the Title of this 
Hiftory doth not miflike me, and therefore I am about 
to read it thorough. The Inn-keeper hearing him, faid. 
Your Reverence may very well do it, for I afiure you, 
that fomeGueft which have read it here as they have tra- 
velled, did conmiend it exceedinety, and have begg*d 
it of me as eameftly ; but I wouki nevo* beftow it, ho- 
ping fome Day to reflore it to the Owner of this Mal- 
let, who forgot it here behind him, with thefe Books 
and Papers, lR>r it may be that he will fometime return; 
and altho' I know that I fhall have great Want of the 
Books, yet will I. make to him Reftitvtion; for altho' 
I am an Inn-keeper, yet God be thanked I am a Chri- 
ftian therewithal. You have great Reafon, my Friend, 
quoth the Curate; but yet notwithftandihg if the Tafle 
like me, thou mufl give me Leave to take a Copy there^ 
of. With all my Heart, replied the Hoft. And as they 
two talked, Cardenio taking the Book, began to read 
a little of it, and it pleaiing him as much as it had done 
the Curate, he requefted him to read in fuch a fort as 
they might all hear him. That I would willingly do, 
faid the Curate, if the Time were not now more fit for " 
Sleeping than Reading. It wcrefufficient Repofe for me, 
iaid DoroUa, to pafs away the Time liftening to fopie 
Tale or other, for my Spirit is- not yet fo wdl quieted, 
as to afford me Licence to fleep, even then when Na- 
ture cxadeth it. If that be fo, quoth the Curate, I 
will read it, if it were but for Curiofity, perhaps it con- 
taineth fome delightful Matter. Mafter Nicholas and San- 
«/^ entreated the fame* The Curate feeing and knowii^ 
Ibathe fbduld therein do them aU a Pleafurje, »id he 
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^ himfelf likewife receiTe as great, iaid. Setting you wUi 
needs hear it, be all you attentive, fi>r the Hiftory begia- 
netli in this manner. 



CHAP. VI. 

TVherein is rehean^d the Hijlcry of the curiotts 
Impertinent. 

IN Floremcif a rich and &mous City tS hafy^ in the 
Province adl'd Tufcanyj there dwelt two rich and 
fmncipal Gentlemen, c^*d An/eimo and Lotbatia, 
wrhich two were fo great Friends, as they were named 
for Excellency, and by Autonomafia, by all thofe that 
knew *em. The fwo Friends. They were both fiatchelon, 
and much of one Age and Maanen ; all which was of 
force to make them anfwer one another with reciprocal 
Amity. True it is, that Anjelmo was fomewhat more 
inclined t6 amorous Dalliance than Lothario^ who was al* 
together addicted to Hunting : But when Occafion ex- 
acted it, Anfelmo would omit his own Pleafure to fatif- 
fie his Friend's; and Lotharh likewife iiis> to pleafe 
An/eimo : And by this Means both their Wills were io 
correfpondent, as no Clock could be better ordered than 
were their Deiires. Anfelmo being at laft deeply ena- 
mour'd-of a principal and beautiful young Lady of the 
fame City, called Camthy being fo wort^ly defcended, 
and ihe herfelf of fuch Merit therewithal, as he refolv'd 
(by the Confent of his Friend Lothario^ without whom 
he dxi nothing) eo demand her of her Parents for Wife, 
and did put his Purpofe in execution. And Lothario 
himfelf was the Meifenger, and concluded the Matter 
fo to his Friend's SatisfaAion, as he was ihortly after 
put in poiTeffion of his Deiires ; and Camila fo conten- 
ted to have gotten Anfelmo j as ihe ceafed not to render 
Heaven and Lothario Thanks, by whofe Means Die had 
obtained fo good a Match. The firfl.Days, as all Mar- 
riage-days are wont to be merry, Z.0/;&Ar/> frequented, ac- 
cording to the Cuilom, his friend Anfelmo^ i Houfe, en- 
deavottsing to honour, feaft, and recreate him all the 
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Ways he might poflible : But after the Nuptials vttxt 
finifh'd, and the concourfe of Strangers, Vi/itations, and. 
Congratulations fomcwhat ceafed, Lothario alio began to 
be fomewhat more fl&ck than he wanted in going to An- 
felmos Houfe, deeming it (as 'tis reafon that all difcreet 
Men fliould) not fo convenient to vifit or ^aunt fo of- 
ten the Houfe of his Friend after Marriage, as he would 
had he ftill remain'd a Batchelor ;. for altho' true Amity 
neither (hould ngr ought to admit the leaft Sufpicion, 
yet notwithfianding a mrried Man's Honour is fo deli- 
cate and tender a Thing, as it feems it may be fometimes 
impaired even by very Brethren, and how much more by 
Friends ? Anfelma noted the RemifneTs of Lothario^ and 
did grievoufly complain thereof, faying. That if he had 
wiil by Marriage he fhould thus be deprived ()f his dear- 
eft Converfation, he would never have married ; and, 
that fince thro* the uniform Correfpondency of them 
both"' being free, they had deferv'd the fweet Tide of 
ne two Friindsy that he ihould not now permit (be- 
caufe he would be noted drcumfped without any other 
Occafion} that fo femous and-jpleafing a Name fhould be 
loft; and therefor^ he reqaefted him (if 'twere lawful ta 
ufe fuch a Term between them two) to return, and be 
Mafter of his Houfe, and come and go as he had done 
before his Marriage, afTuring him that his Spoufe Camila 
had no other Pleafure and Will, than that which him-^ 
felf pleas'd (he ihould have ; and, that fhe, after having 
known how great was both their Friendfhips, was not 
a little amaz'd to fee him become fo ftrange. 

To all thefe, and many other Reafons alledg'd by An^ 
felmaj to perfuade Lothario to frequent his Houfe, he an- 
fwer'd with fo great Prudence, Difcretwn, and Warinefs, 
as Anfeimo remain'd (atisfied of his Friend's.good Inten- 
tion herein ; and they made an Agreement between them 
two, that Lothario (hould dine at lus Houfe twice a Week, 
and the Holidays befides. And altho* this Agreement 
had pafsM between them, yet Lothario purpofed to do 
that only which he fhould find moft expedient £>r his 
Friend's Honour, whofe Reputation he tendered much 
more dearly than he did )m own y and was. wont to fay 
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very difcreedy, That the married Man, unto whom 
Xrleaven had given a beaqtifol Wife, ought ^o have as 
much heed of the Friends which he brought to hisHoufe, 
as he ftiould of the Women Friends ttait vifited his Wife ; 
for that which is not done nor agreed upon in the Church 
or Market, nor in publick Feafts^or Stations (being Pla- 
ces that a Man cannot lawfully hinder his Wife from fre- 
quenting, fometimes at lead) are oft-times facilitated and 
contriv'd in a Friend's or Kinfwoman's Houfe, whom per- 
}iaps we never fufpefted. Anfehno on the other fide af- 
UrmM, that therefore married Men ought, every one of 
'em, to have fomc Friend, who might advertife them of 
the Faults efcaped in their manner of proceeding ; for 
it be^ls many times, that thro* the great Love which the 
Husband bears towards the Wife, either he doth not take 
notice, or elfc he doth not advertife her, becaufe he 
would not ofiend her, to do or omit to do certain Things, 
the doing or omitting whereof might turn to his Ho- 
nour or Obloquy ; to -which Things, being advertisM by 
his Friend, he might cafily apply fome Remedy. But 
where might a Man find a Friend fo difcreet, loyal, 
and truily as Anfehno demands ? I know not truly, lif 
not Lothario ; for he it was that with all Sollfcitude 
and Care regarded the Honour of his Friend 5 and there- 
. fore endeavoured to clip and' diminiih the number of the 
Days promised, left he fhould give Occafion to the idle 
Vulgar, or to Eyes of Vagabonds and malicious Men to 
judge any finifler thing, viewing fo rich, comely, noble, 
and qualified a young Man as he was, to have 4ee Ac« 
cefs i^to the Hoofe of a Woman fo beautiful as Camila : 
For tho* his Virtues and modefl Carriage were fufE- 
ciently able to fet a Bridle to any malignant Tongue, yet 
notwithilanding he would not have his Credit, nor diat 
of his Friend's, call'd into any quefiion ; and therefore 
would fpend moft of the Days that he had agreed to vi- 
fit his Friend in other Places and Exercifes, yet feigm'ng 
Excufes fo plaufible, as his Friend admitted *em for ve- 
ry reafonable. And thus the Time pafs'd on in Chal- 
lenges of Unkindnefs of the one fide, and hwfiil Excu- 
cufes of the other* 

It 
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It fa feu out, that as both the Friends walk'd on a 
Day together in a Field without the City, Anfelmo iaid 
to Lothario thefe Words enfuing; I know very well. 
Friend Lothario^ that among all the Favours which God 
of his Bounty hath beftow'd upon me, by making mc the 
Son of fuch Parents, and giving to me with fu liberal a 
Jfand both the Goods of Nature and Fortune, yet I can- 
not anfwer him with fufiicient Gratitude for the Benefits 
alrady received, fo I do find my felf moft highly bound 
unto him above all others, for having given me fuch a 
Friend as thou art, and fo beautiful a Wife as Camila, 
being both of you fuch Pawns, as if I eHeem you not in 
the Degree v^hich I ought, yet do I hold you as dear as 
I may : And yet pofTeffing all thofe Things which are 
wont to be the all and fum that are wont and may nudce 
a Man happy, I live notwithflanding the moil fuUen and 
.difcontented Life of the World, being troubled, I know 
-notfitice when, and inwardly wrefted with fo ftrange a 
Deiire, and extravagant from the conunon Ufe of others, 
as I marvel at my felf, and do condemn and rebuke my 
felf when I am alone, and do labour to conceal anel cover 
my own Defires; all which have fervM me to as little 
cffedt, as if I.had proclaim'd my own Errors purpofely to 
the World. And feeing that it mufl finally break out, 
my Will is, that it be only communicated to theTreafury 
of. thy Secret, hoping that by it, and mine own Induflry, 
which (as my true Friend) thou wilt ufe to help me, I 
^fliall be quickly freed from the Anguilh it caufeth, and 
by thy Means my Joy and Contentment (hall arrive to 
the Pafs that my Dilcontents have brought qie thro^ mine 
own Folly. 

Lothario flood fufpended at An/elfm^ Speech, as one 
that could not imagine to what fo prolix a Pisevention 
and Preamble tended; and altJao' he revolv'd and ima- 
gined fundry things in his Mind, ^^ch he deem'd 
might afflift his Friend, yet did he ever (lioot wide from 
the Mark which in truth it was. And, that he might 
quickly efcape that Agpny wherein the Sufpenfxon heU 
him, he. faid. That his Friend did notable Injury to 
their Amity, in fearching out Wreathjngs and Amteges 
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n tKe difcovery of his moft hidden Thoughts to hjra, 
Teeing he might aflurc himfelf certamly either to receive 
Counfels of him how to entertain, or elfe Remedy and 
Tvleans how to accomplifti 'em. 

' ITis very true, anfwer'd Anfelmo^ and with that Con- 
fidence I let thee underftand. Friend Lothario^ that the 
Deiire which vexeth me is, as longing to know whe- 
ther my Wife Camila be as good and perfeft as I do ac- 
count her : And I -cannot wholly reft fatisfied of this 
Truth, by making Trial . of her, in fuch fort, as \t 
may give manifeft Argument of the Degree of her Good- 
neis, as the Fire doth fhew the Value of God ; for I am 
oF Opinion ( O Friend.') that a Woman is of ho more 
M^orth or Virtue than that which is in her after (he 
hath * been follicited ; and, that ihe alone is ftrong who 
jcannot be bow'd by the Promifes, Gifts, Tears, and con-* 
tinual Importunities of importunate Lovers : For what 
Thanks is it, quoth he, for a Woman to be good, if no 
body fay or teach her ill ? What Wonder that ihe be re- 
tired and timorous, if no Occaiion be miniftePd to .her 
of Diirolution,'and chiefly ihe that knows (he hath » 
Husband ready to kill her, for the leaft Argoment of 
Lightneis ? So that ihe which is only good ibr Fear, or 
ipk^nt of Occaiion, will I never hold in that Eftimatioik 
^ that T would the other follicited and purfaed, who not- 
withftanding comes away crown'd with the Victory. 
And therefore, being movM as well by thefe Reafons as 
by many other, which I could tell you, which a-credic 
and fbrtifie mine Opinion, I defire that my Wife Camila 
do alio pafs thro* the Pikes of thofe Proofe and Difficul- 
ties, and puriiie and refine her felf in the Fire of being 
ipequcfted, follicited, and pnrfucd, and that by one whoic 
Worths and Valour may deferve Acceptance in her Opi- 
nion : And if ihe bear away the Palm of the Viftory^ 
as I ^lieve ihe will, I ihall account my Fortune match- 
lefs, and may brag that my Deiires are in their height; 
and will fay, that a ftrong Woman hath fallen to my 
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Lot, of whom the wife Man faid, ffl^a Jball Jind herT^ 
And when it (hall facceed contrary to mine Expectation, I 
I ihall, with the Pleafure that I will conceive to fee how 1 
rightly it jumps with mine Opinion, bear- very indiffe- I 
rent the Grief which in all Reafon this fo coltly a Trial \ 
muft Hir in me. And prefuppofmg that nothing which 
thou Ihalt fay to me (hall be available to hinder my De- 
fig», or di(ruade me from putting my Purpofe in execu- 
tion; I would have thyfelf, dear Friend Lothario ^ to pro- 
vide thee to be the Inftrument that (hall labour this Work 
of my liking, and I will give thee Opportunity enough 
to perform the fame, without omitting any thing that 
may further thee in the follicitation of an honeil> noble, 
wary,, retired, and paffionlefs Woman. . 

And I am chiefly mov'd to commit this fo hara an En- 
terprize to thy Trull, becaufe I know that if Camila be 
vanquifhM by thee, yet (hall not the Vidory arrive to 
the laft Pu(h and Upfhot, but only to that of accounting 
a Thing to be done, which (hall not be done for many 
good Refpeds : So (hall I remain nothing offended, and 
mine Injury conceaPd in the Virtue of thy Silence; for 
I know thy Care to be fuch, in Matters concerning me, 
as it (liall be eternal, like that of Death. And therefore 
if thou defireft that I may lead a Life deferving that 
Name, thou muft forthwith provide thyfelf to enter, in- 
to this amt>rous Confiidi, and that not languiflung or 
ilothfully, but with that Courage and Diligence which 
my Defire expedeth, and the Confidence I have in our 
Amity afTureth me. 

. Thefe were the Reafons ufed by Anjelmo to Lothario j 
to all which he was fo attentive, as, until he ended, he 
did not once unfold his Lips to fpeak a Word, fave thofe 
which we have above related: And feeing that he 
fpoke no more, after he had held him a good while, 
as a Thing that he had never before, and did therefore 
ilrike him into Admiration and Amazement, he faid, 
VxitfidL Anfelmoj I canijiot pcrfaade myTelfthat the Words 
you have fpoken to be other than Jefts; for had I thought 
that thou wert in Eameft, I would not have fufftr'd thee 
to pafs on fo far^ and by lending thee no £ar, would 

have 
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lave excufed this tedious Oration : I do verily imagine 
hat cither thou doft not know me, or I thee ; but not 
b, for I know thee to be Anjelmo j and thou, that I am 
Lothario : The Damage is, that I think thoa art not the 
Anfelmo thou waft wont to be, and perhaps thou deem'ft 
nie not to be the accuftOm'd Lothario that I ought to be ; 
For the Things which thou haft fpoken are not of that 
Anfeimo my Friend ; nor thofe which thou feek'ft ought 
to be demanded of that Lothario of whom thou haft No- 
tice ; for true Friends ought to prove and ufe their 
Friend|, as the Poet faid, ufque ad aras ; that is, that 
they fhould in no fort employ them, or implore their 
Affiiftance, in Things cfFenfive unto God : Andif aGf»- 
tile was of this Opinion in Matters of Friendfhip, how 
much greater reafon is it that /a Chriftian ihould have 
that Feeling, efpecially knowing that the Celeftial Ami- 
ty is not to be loft fpr any human Friendfhip whatfo* 
ever ? And when the Friend fhould throw the Bars fo 
wide, as to fet Heavenly Rcfpefts apart for to compli- 
ment with his Friend, it muft not be done on light 
Grounds, or for Things of fmall moment, but rather for 
thofe whereon his Friend's Life and Honour wholly de- 
pends. Then tell me now, Anfeimo^ in which of thefe 
two Things art thou in danger, that I may adventure 
my Perfon to do thee a Fleafure, and attempt fo detefta- 
bleaThing as thou doft demand? .None of 'em, truly; 
but rather doft, demand, as I may conjedture, that I do 
induftrioufly labour to deprive thee of thine Honour and 
Life together j and in doing fo, I likewife deprive my 
{c\f of them both .• For if I muft labour to take away 
thy Credit, *tis moft evident that I defpoil thee of Life, 
for a Man without Reputation is worfe than a dead 
Man : And I being the Inftrument (as thou defireft that 
I ftiould be) of fo great Harm unto thee, do not I be- 
come likewife thereby diflionour'd, and by the ' fame 
Confequence alfo without Life ? Hear me, Friend An- 
felmo^ and have Patience not ,to anfwer me until I have 
&d all that I think concerning that which thy ^ind 
exadeth of thee, for we ihall have after Leifure enough, 

whare- 
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wherein thou nay*&'Ttply, and I have Patience to litol 
unto thy Reafbns. 

I am pleas'd, quoth Anfehnoy fay what thou likeft. 
And Lothario pxofccutcd iis Speech m this manner: 
Methinks, Anfelmo^ that thou art now of the Maoris Hu- 
moursy which can by no Means be made to underfland 
the Error of their Seft, neither by Citations of the Holy 
Scripture, nor by Reafons which confifl in Speculations 
of the Underflanding, or that are founded in the Articles 
of the Faith, but muft be won by palpable Examples, and 
thofe eafie, intelligible, dcmonftrative, and doubtleis, by 
Mathematical Demonflrations, which cannot be denyM ; 
even as when we fay, If 'from tioo equal Parts lus take 
aivay tnvo Parts equals the Parts that remain are aifa 
equal. And when they cannot Underftand this, as in 
truth they do not, we mull demonftrate it to them with 
our flands, and lay it before their Eyes ; and yet, for all 
this, nought can avail to win them in the end to give 
Credit to the Verities of oiir Religion : Which very 
Terms and Manner of proceeding I muft ufe with thee, 
by reafon that the Deiire which is fprung in thee da£& 
fo wander and Hiay from all that which bears tiie Sha- 
dow only of Reafon, as I doubt much that J Aiall ipend 
my Time in vain which I (hall beftow to make thee 
underftand thine own Simplicity; for I give it Jio 
other Nafne at this preient : And, in good eameft, I was 
almoft peifuaded to leave thee in thine Humour, in pu- 
nifhment of thine inordinate and unreafonable Deiire, 
but that the Love which I bear towards thee doth not con- 
fent I ufe to thee fuch- Rigour,^ or leave thee in fo ma- 
nifcft Danger of thine. own Perdition. And that thou 
may^il clearly fee it, tell me, Anfelmoy haft not thou (aid 
unto me, that I moft foUicite one that (lands upon her 
Reputation, perfo^de an honeft Woman, make Proffers 
to one that is not paffionate or engaged, and ferve a 
difcreet Woman ? Yes, thou has faid all this. Well 
then, if thou know'ft already that thou haft a retired, 
honeft, unpa(fionate, and prudent Wife, what feck'il 
thou more ? And if thou think'ft that (he will refill 
vidorious after all mine Afiaults, as doubtlefly (he will, 

what 
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'l\at better Titles wouldft thou after IxHow tipon her, 
t\SLXi tbofe ihe pofTeiTeth ah-eady ? Either it proceeds he^ 
:3.vife thou doit not think of her as thou fay'ft, or el(e 
3ecaare thou know^it not what thou demanded : If thou 
3oil not account her fuch as thou praifeft her, to what 
Elnd wouldft thou prove her, but rather as an evil Per- 
fon, ufe her as thou likeft beft ? But if fhe be as good as 
t:l:iou l)elie\'eily 'twere an impertinent thing to make trial 
o£ Truth itfelf ; for afier *tis made, yet it will ftill reft 
only with the fame Reputation it had before. Where- 
fore 'tis a concluding Reafon, that to attempt Things 
whence rather Harm may after refult unto us than Good, 
is the Part of raih and difcourfelefs Brains, and princi- 
pally when they deal with thofe Things whereunto they 
are not compePd or driven, and that they fee, even a^ 
ofF, how the attempting the like is raanifeil Folly. 
X>iflicult Things are undertaken for God, or the World, 
or both: Thole that are done for God, are the Works 
of the Saints, endeavouring to lead Angeb Lives in frail 
and Mortal Bodies : Thofe of the World, are the Tra- 
vels and Toils of fuch as crofs fuch immenfe Seas, travel 
thro' fo adverfe Regions, and converfe with (o many 
Nations, to acqiiir^ tliat which we call tJbi Goods of 
Fortune : And the Things a£led for God and tl^e World 
together, are the worthy Exploits of refolute and valo- 
rous martial Men, which fcarce perceive fo great a Breach 
- in the Adverfary-wall, as the common Bufiet is wont to 
make, when, leaving all Fear apart, without making any 
DifcouHe, or taking Notice of the nianifeft Danger that 
threatens 'em, borne away by the Wings of Defire and 
Honour to fe.rve God, their Nation, and Prince, do throw 
themfelves boldly into the Throat of a thousand lAenar 
cing Deaths which exped 'em. 

Thefe are Things wont to be pradUs'd, and 'tis Ho- 
nour, Gbry and Profit to attempt.'em, be they never 
fo full of Inconveniences and Danger: But that which 
thou fay'il thou wilt try and put in pradice (hall never 
gain thee God's Glory, the Goods of Fortune, or Re- 
novm among Men : For, fuppofe that thou bring'ft it 
to pais according to thine own Fancy, thou (halt remain 



no- 
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nothing more contented, rich, or honourable than 
thou art already : And if thou doft not, then fhalt thou 
fee thy felf in the greateft MKery of any Wretch living ; 
for 'twill little avail thee then, to think that no Man 
knows the Difgrace befallen thee, it being fufficient 
both to aiflia and difTolve thee, that thou know*il it 
thy felf. And, for greater confirmation of this Truth, I 
will repeat unto thee a Stanza of the famous Poet Lu^^o- 
vico Tranfiloy in the end of his firft Part of St. PeUrs 
Tears, which is, 

THE Grief encreafeth^ and withal the Shame, 
In Vtt^v ivhen the Day itjelfdidjh(rw\ 
And tho^ he no Man fees, yet doth he blame 
Himfelfy hecaufe he had offended fo. 

For Breajis magnanimous not onh iame^ 

When that of oilers they are feen they kncrw \ 

But of themfel<ves ajham d they often he^ 

Tho^ none but Heaven and EartK their Error fee. 

So that thou canft not excufe thy Grief with Secrecy, 
be it never fo great, but rather ihall have continual Oc- 
cafion to weep, if not watery Tears from thine Eyes, at 
Icaft Tears of Blood from thy Heart, fuch as that fimple 
Dpdlor wept, of whom our Poet makes mention, who 
made trial of the Veffel, which the prudent Reynaldos, 
upon maturer Difcourfe, rcfiis'd to ded withal : And al- 
tho' it be but a Poetical Pinion, yet doth it contain ma- 
ny hidden Morals worthy to be noted, underftood, and 
imitated ; how much more, feeing that by what I mean 
to fay now, I hope thou (halt begin to conceive the great 
Error which thou v^wildft wittingly commit. 

Tell me, Anfelmoy if Heaven or thy Fortunes had 
made thee Lord and lawful Poffeffor of a moft precious 
Diamond, of whofe Goodnefs and Quality all the Lapi- 
darifts that had viewM the fame would reft fatisfied, and 
that all of 'em would jointly and unifi)nnly affirm, that 
it arrivM in Quality, Goodnefs, and Finenefs to all that 
to which the Nature of fuch a Stoae ipight extend itfel^ 

and 
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and that thoa thy felf didfl believe the iame, without 
witting any thing to the contrary, would it be juft that 
thou fliouldH take a Humour to fet that Diamond be* 
tween an Anvil and a Hammer, and to try there, by very 
force of Blows, whether it be fo hard and fo fine as they 
fay ? And farther, when thou didft put thy Deiign in 
execution, put the Cafe that the Stone made any re- 
fiflance to thy £)olifh Trial, yet wouldft thou add there- 
by no new Value or Efteem to it? And if it did break, 
as it might befall, were not then all loft ? Yes, certain- 
ly ; and that leaving the Owner, in all Men's Opinicn, 
for a poor ignorant Perfon. Then, Friend Anfelmoy 
make account that Camila is a mod precious Diamond, as 
well in thine as in other Men's Eilimation j and it is no 
Reafon to put her in contingent danger of breaking, fee- 
ing that sdtho' fhe remain in her Integrity, fhe cannot 
mount to more Worth than fhe hath at the prefent ; and 
if fhe faulter'd, or did not refift, confider even at this 
prefent what State you would be in then, and how juft- 
ly thou might'ft then complain of thy felf^ for being Caufc 
of her Perdition and thine own. See how there is no 
Jewel in the* World comparable to the modcft and chafte 
Woman ; and, that all Women's Honour confifts in the 
good Opinion that's had of 'em : And feeing that of thy 
Spoufe is fo great, as it arrives to that fum of Perfe^Uon 
which thou know'ft, why wouldft thou call this Verity 
in queftion ? 'Know, Friend, that a Woman is an imper- 
fect Creature, and fhould therefore have nothing caft in 
her Way, to make her ftumble and ^1, but rather to 
clear and do all Incumbrances out of it, to the end fhe 
may, without Impeachment, run with a fwift courfe to 
obca^ the Perfection fhe wants, which only confifts in 
being virtuous. 

The Natnralifts recount, that the Ermin is a little Beaft 
that hath a moft white Skin, and, that when the'Hunters 
would chafe him, they nfe this Art to take him : As foon 
as they find out his Haunt, and Places where he hath 
reconrfe, they thwart 'em with Mire and Dirt, and af- 
ter, when they defcry the little Beaft, they purfue him 
towards tbofe Places which are defiled; and the Ermin

cfpying the Mire, (lands ftill, and permits himfelf to be 
taken and captivM in exchange of not pafling thro* the 
Mire, or flaining of his Whitenefs, which it e^ccms more 
than either Liberty or Life. I'he honeft and chafle Wo- 
man is an Ermin^ and the Virtue of Chaftity is whiter 
and purer than Snow, and he that would tiot lofe it, but 
rather deflres to keep and preferve it, muft proceed with 
a different Stile from that of the Ermin; for they mufb 
not propofe and lay before her the Mire of the Paifions, 
Flatteries, and Services of importunate Lovers, for per- 
haps fbe fhall not have the natural Impulfe and Force, 
which commonly, thro' proper Debility, is wont to tum- 
ble, to pafs over thofe Incumbrances fafely ; and there- 
fore 'tis requifite to free the Paflage, and take 'em away, 
and lay before her the Cleamefs of Virtue, and the 
Beauty cpmpriz'd in good Fame. The Good Woman is 
alfo like unto a bright and clear Mirrour of Chryjialy 
and therefore is fubjed to be ilain'd and dimmed by ^\tr 
xy Breath that toucheth it. The Honeft Woman is to 
be ufed as Relicks of Saints, to wit, (he muft be ho- 
nour'd, but not touch'd. The -Good Woman is to be 
kept and priz'd like a fair Garden full of fweet Flowers 
and Rofes that's held in Eflimation, whofe Owner per- 
mits no Man to enter and trample, or touch his Flowers, 
but holds it to be fu£cient that they ftanding afar off, 
without the Rails, may enjoy the delightful Sight and 
Fragrancy thereof. Finally, I will repeat certain Ver- 
fes unto thee that have now come to my Memory, the 
which were repeated of late in a new Play, and fecm to 
me \tiy fit for thePurpofe of which we treat. A pru- 
dent old Man did give a Neighbour of his that l^d a 
Daughter, Counfel to keep and fhut her up^ and among 
other Reaibns he ufed thefe : 

TEuIy Woman is of Glafs, 
therefore no Man ought to try^ 
Ijjhi hrqke^ or not, might hi, 
Steing all might comf to fa/j* 
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Tet to break her ^iis more eafie. 

And it is no Wit to 'venture 

A ning of Jo brittle Temfer, 
^bat to folder isfo queajie. 

And I 'Would hwve all Men dnvell 

In this Truths and 'Reafons ground ^ 

That ifDzxats may be founds 
Golden Shonvers are found as wuelL 

All that which I Have faid to thee, Anfelmo^ until this 
Inflant, hath been for that which may touch thy felf ; and 
*tis now high time that fomewhat be heard concerning 
me ; and if by chance I ihall be fomewhat prolix* I pray 
thee to pardon me, for the Labyrinth wherein thou halt 
enterM, and out of which thou would^H have me to free 
thee, rei^uires no lefs. Thou hold'^ me to be thy Friend, 
and yet goefl about to defpoil me of mine Honour, being 
a Thing contrary to ail Amity ; and doll not only pre- 
tend this, but dofl likewife endeavour that I fhoidd rob 
thee of the fame. That thou would'ft deprive me of 
mine, is evident j for when Camila fliall perceive that I 
follicite her as thou demand' il, 'tis certain that fhe will 
ellecm of me as of one quite devoid of Wit, and indifcrcet, 
feeing I intend and do a Thing fo repugnant to that which 
the being him that I am, and thine Amity, do bind me 
unto, 'i^'hat thou wouldfl have me rob thee thereof, is 
as manifeil ; for Camila feeing me thus to court her, mufl 
imagine that I have noted fome Lightnefs in her, which 
lent me Boldnefs thus, to difcover unto her my depra- 
ved Deiires ; and fhe holding herfelf to be thereby in- 
jured and difhonourM, her Difgrace mud alfo concern 
thee, as a principal Part of her : And hence fprings that 
which is comihonly faid. That the Husband of the adul- 
terous Wife, altho' he know nothing of her Lewdnefs, - 
nor hath given any Occafibn to her to do what (Iicl 
ought not, nor w^ able apy way to hinder by Diligence, 
Caie, dr other Means, his Difgrace, yet is entitulM with a 
vitupeious and vile Name, and is in a manner beheld by 
thofe that know his Wife's Malice with the Eyes of 
Contempt ; wh,erw they ihould indeed reraxd him ra< 
Vol.11. E thor 
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:ther with thofe of Compaffion, feeing that he falls into 
that Misfortune, not fo much thro' his ov/n Default, as 
thro' the light Fantafie of his wicked Confort ; But I'll 
fhew thee the Reafon why a bad Woman's Husband is 
juftly difhonour'd and contemned, altho' he be ignorant 
tnd guiltlefs thereof, and cannot prevent, nor hath gi- 
ven to it any Occafion : And be not griev'd to hear me, 
/eeing the Benefit of the Difcourfe fhall redound unto 
.thy felf 

When God created our firft Parent in the terreflrial Pa- 
radife, the Holy Scripture faith, thzX. God infufcd S l^ep into 
Adam, and that being aflcep; he tock a Rib out of his left 
^ide, of which he form'd our Mother E^^e, and as foon 
as Jdark awaked and beheld her, he faid. This is Flejh of 
my Tlejhy and Bone of my Bone : And God faid. For this 
Caufe Jhall a Man lea^e his Father and his Mother^ and 
they pall he t'u.o in one Fhjh, And then was the Divine 
Ordinance of Matrimony firll inflituted, with fuch indif- 
^foluble Knots, as only may be by Death difTolv'd. And 
this marvellous Ordinance is of fuch Efficacy and Force, 
as it makes two different Perfons to be one very Flefh, 
and yet operates farther in good married Folk ; for altho' 
they have two Souls, yet it makes them to have but one 
Will : And hence it proceeds, that by reafon the Wife's 
Flefli is one and the very fame with her Husband's, the 
Bleniifh or Defeds that taint it do alfo redound into the 
Husband's, altho' he (as we have faid) have minifter'd no 
^Occafion to receive that Damage: For as the whole Bo- 
dy feels any Pain of the Foot, Head, or any other Mem- 
^ber, becaufc 'tis all one Flefh, and the Head fmarts at 
Jthc Grief of the Ancle, altho' it hath not caus'd it, fo is 
. the Hui band Participant of his Wife's Diflionour, becaufe 
he's ohe and the felf-fame with her. And by reafon that 
all the Honours and Difh'onours of the Woild are, and 
fpring from Flefh and Blood, and thofe of the bad Wo- 
man be of this kind, 'tis forcible that part of 'em fell to 
the Husband's fhare, and that he be accounted difhonou- 
rable, altho' he wholly be ignorant of it. See then, /«- 
felmoy to what Peril thou dofl thrufl thy felf, by feeking 
jCo diflusb the Qoietnefs and Repofe wherein thy Wife 

Jives ; 
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Lives : And for how vain and impertinent Curiofity thou 

woaldH ftir up the Humours which are now qui^ in thy 

chafle Spoufe's Brcaft ? Note how the Things thou do(t 

adventure to gain are of fmall moment, hut that which 

thou (halt lofe fo great, that I muft leave it in his point, 

having no Words fufficiently abl^ to endear it : But if ' 

a.11 that 1 have (aid be not able to move thee from thy 

bad Parpofe, thou may'ft well feek out for fome other 

XnHrument of thy Diihonour and Mifhaps, for- 1 mean 

not to be one, altho' I fliould therefore lofe mine 

Amity, which is the greateft Lofs that might any way 

hehh me. 

Here the prudent Lothario held his peace, and Anfelmo 
remain d fo confounded and melancholy, as he could not 
anfwer a Word to him for a very great while ; but in the 
end he faid, I have liftned. Friend Lothario^ to all that 
which thou hall faid unto me, with the Attention which . 
thou haft noted, and have perceiv'd in thy Reafons, Ex- 
amples and Similitudes, the great Difcretion therewithal 
thoa art endowed, and the Perfedlion of Amity that,thoa 
haft attained; and do confefs and fee, that if I follow 
not thine Advice, but ihould lean unto mine own, I d<r 
but ftian the Good, and purfue the Evil j yet ought'ft 
thou likewife to confider, how herein I fuffer the Difeafc 
which fome Women are wont to have, that long to eat 
Earth, Lime, Coals, and other & worfe and loathfomc 
Things, even to the v^ry Sight, and much more to the 
Tafte 5 fo that it is behoveful to ufe fome Art by which 
I may be cured : And this might be eafily done, hy be-* 
ginning only to follicite Camila, altho' you did it but 
weak and feignedlv, for I know fhe will not be fo fofb 
and pliable, as to cto(h her ownHonefty about the Ground 
at the firft Encounters, and I will rcil fatisfied with this 
Commencement alone; and thou fhalt herein accomplifh 
the Obligation thou oweft to our Friendftiip, by not on- 
ly reftoring me to Life, but alfo by pei-fuading me not 
to difpoil my felf of mine Honour: And thou art bound 
to do this for one Reafon that 1 fhall alledge, to wit, 
that I being refolv'd, as indeed I am, to make this Ex- 
perience, thou ought^ft not to permit, being my Friend, 
E * thit 
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ithat I fliould bewray my Defc£t herein to a Stranger, 
r whereby I might very much endanger my Reputation, 
which thou labour'it fo much to preierve; and^tho' thy 
^Credit may lofe fome Degrees in C amila' s Opinion, whilft 
thou doft follicite Jxer, it matters not very much, or ra- 
ther nothing ; /or very ihortly, when we (hall 'ipy ia 
iier the Integrity that we expcft, thou may'ft open unto 
Jier fincercly the Drift of our Praftice, by which thou 
ihalt again recover thine impair^ Reputation. There- 
fore feeing the Adventure is little, and the Pleaiure 
-thou Ihalt do me hy the enterprizing thereof fo great, I 
jray thee do it, tho' ever fo many Incumbrances repre- 
ibnt themfelves to thee ; for (as I have promis'd) with 
it>rAy thy beginning I will refl fatisiied, and account the 
•.Caufe concluded. 

Lothario perceiving the firm Refolution of Anjelmo, 
.and nothing ,elfe occurring forcibly diffuaiive, nor know- 
ing what other Reafons to ufe that might hinder this 
.;his precipitate Refolution; and noting withal how he 
ithreaten'd to break the Matter of this his indifcreet De- 
.fires to a Stranger, hedetamiri'd, to avoid greater Incon- 
vVenicnces, to give him Satisfaftion, and perform his De- 
:mand, with Purpofe and Refolution to guide the Matter 
ib difcreetly, as, without troubling Camila^s 1 houghts, 
Anfelmo iliould reft contented; and tlierefore entreated 
liim not to open his Mind to any other, for he himfelf 
would undertake that Enterprize, and begin it whenfo- 
,ever he pleas'd. Anfelmo embraced him very tenderly and 
lovingly, and gratified him as much for that Promife as 
if he had done him fome very great Favour ; And ijiere 
-they accorded between 'em, that he iliould begin the 
Work the very next Day enfuing, for he would give 
him Place and Leifure to fpeak alone with" Camilay and 
■would likewife provide him of Money, Jeweb, and 
other Things to prefent unto her. He did alfo admo- 
nilh him to bring Mufick under her Windows by Night, 
and write Verfes in heif Praife; and, if he would net 
take the Piins to maike them, he himfelf wDuld com- 
pofe 'em foi^ him. Lothario promis'd to perform all 
Mnfelf^ yet with an Intention bx ^ide from jin/elmoh . 

And 
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And with this Agreement tjiey retum'd to Jfffe/mo's' 
Houfe, where they found C ami la fomewhat fad and care- - 
Ful, cxpefting her Husband's Return, who had ftay'd 
longer abroad that Day than his Cuftom. Lothari9- 
leaving him at his Houfe, retumM to his own, as pen- 
Hve as he had left Anfelmo contented, and knew not 
what Plot to lay to iffue out of that impertinent AiFalr 
with profperoas Succefs : But that Night he bethought - 
himfelfof a Manner how to deceive Anfelmo without 
oifending Camila ; and fo the next Day enfuing he 
came to his Friend's Houfe to Dinner, where Camila^ - 
knowing the great Goodwill her Husband bore towards 
hfm, did receive and entertain him very kindly withs 
the like. Dinner being ended; and th^ Table taken up, . 
Anfelma reqneil^ Lothario ' to keep Camila company 
until his Return^ for he mail needs go about an AfEair 
that concerned him greatly, but would return again 
withiii an Hour and a Halfr Camila entreated her ^uf- 
band to ftay, and Lothario ^im^"^ to go and keep. him 
company, but nothing- could prevail with Anfilmoy bat 
rather he importuned his Friend Lothario to remain and 
al^ide there till his Return, bccaafe he muft go to treat 
of a Matter of much Confequence. He alfo commanded 
Gamila not to leave Lothario alone until he came back. 
And fo he departed, leaving Camila and Lothario toge- 
ther at die Table, by reafon that all the Attendants and 
Servants were gone to Dinner. 

Here Lothario faw that he was enterM into the Lifb 
which his Friend fo much defir'd, with his Adverfery 
before him, who was with her Beauty able to overcome • 
a whole Squadron of arm'd Knights : See then \![ Lothario, 
' had^not r^on to fear himfelf ? But that which he did 
at the firft Onfct was, to lay his Elbow on the Arm of 
his Chair, and his Hand on his Cheek, and defiring 
^Camila to bear with his Refpedlefnefs therein, he faid, 
"He would repofe a little whilft he attended Anfelmo^s 
coming. Camila anfwer'd, That fhe thought he might 
take his Eafe better on tlie Culhions of State, and there> 
forf pray'd him he would enter into the Parlour and . 
lie oa them: But he excus'd himfelf, and fo remained . 
E 3 aflccp' 
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afleep in the fame Place until Anfelmo^ Return ; who 
coming- in, ard finding his Wife in her Chamber, and 
Lothario afleep, made full account that, by rcafcn of 
his long Stay, they had Time enough both to talk and 
lepofe, and therefore expefted very greedily, the Hour 
wherein his Friend fhould awake, to go out with him, 
and learn what Succefs he had. All fuccecded as he 
wifh'd, for Lothario arofe, and both of 'em went abroad ; 
and then he demanded of him what he defirM ; and 
. Lothario anfwer'd. That it feem'd not to him fb good 
to difcover all his Meaning at the firi^, and therefore had 
done no other Thing at that time than fpeak a little of 
her Beauty and Difcretion ; for it feem'd to him that 
this was the bed Preamble he could ufe, to gain by lit- 
tle and little fome Intereft and Poffefficn in her Accep- 
tance, to difpofe her thereby to give ear again to Jus 
Words more willingly, imitating therein the Devil's 
Craft, when he means to deceive any one that's vigilant 
and careful, for then he tranilates faimfell into an Angel 
of Light, being one of Darknefs, and laying before hjm 
apparent. Goods, difcovers what he is in the end, and 
brings his Intention to pafs, if his Guiles be not at the 
beginning detected . AH this did greatly like -^jt/^/bw, 
»who faid, That he would afford him every Day as much 
Leifure, altho' he did not go abroad, for he would fpend 
the Time fo at home, as Can.il^ fhould never.be able 
to fufpedl his Drift. 

It therefore befell that many Days^pafTed, which Lo» 
thario did willingly overflip, and faid nothing to Camila, 
yet did he ever Iboth Jnfelmo^ and told him that he had 
fpoken to her, but could never win her to give the leaft 
Argument of Flexibility, or make way for the feeblefl 
Hope that might be, but rather affirija'd, that fhe threat- 
ned him, that if he did not repell his impertinent De- 
fires, fhe would deteft his indirect Proceedings to her 
Husband. 'Tis well, quoth AnfeJmo : Hitherto Camik 
hath refifted Words, 'tis therefore requifite to try what 
Refiflance flie'il make againft Works : I will give thee 
C; -morrow Four thoufand Crowns in Gold, to the end 
thou n^iay'il olTer, and alfo bellow them en her ; and 

thou 
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thou ihalt have as many more to buy Jewels wherewithal 
to bait her, for Women are naturally inclin'd, and efpe- 
cially if they be lair (be they ever lo chafte) ta go 
brave and gorgeoafly attired; and if fhe can overcome 
this Temptation, I will remain pleas'd, and put thee to 
no more Trouble. Lothario anfwer'd, That feeing he- 
had begun, he would bear his Enterprize on to an end,- 
altho' he made full account that he fhould depart from- 
the Conflid before tried and vanquiih'd. He receiv'd- 
the Four thoufand Crowns the next Day, and at once- 
with them Four thoufand Perplexities, for he knew not * 
what to invent, to lye anew ; but concluded finally to* 
tell to his Friend, how Camila was as inflexible at Gifts 
and Fromifes as at Words; and therefore 'twou'd be in- 
vain to travel any more in her purfuit, feeing he fhould- 
do nothing elfe but fpend the Time in vain. 

But Fortune, which guided thefe AiFairs in another* 
manner, fo difpofed, that Anfelmo having left Lothario 
smd Camila alone, as he was wont, entered fecretly into* 
a Chamber, and thro* the Crannies and Chinks did Men^ 
aiid.fee what they wouIiS do, where he perceived that- 
Lothario y in the fpace of half an Hour, fpoke not a Word 
to Camila ; nor yet would he have fpoken, tho* he had 
remain^ there a whole Age ; and thereupon furmifed 
ftrait, that all that which his Friend had told him of ^ 
Camila^ s Anfwers, and his own Speech, were but Fi£li- '• 
ens and Untruths ; an.1, that he might the more confirm 
himfclf, and fee whether it were fo, he came forth, and 
calling Lothario apart, he demanded of him what Camih- 
had faid, and in what Humour flie was at the prefent : 
Lothario anfwer'd, That he meant not ever any more to 
found her in that Matter 5 for fhe reply'd to him fo un- 
towardly and fliarply, as he durft not attempt any more 
to fpeak unto her of fuch Things. 

O, quoth -r^«y^/w(7, Lothario! Lothario! how evil doft 
thou anfwer to the AfFedlion thou oweft me, or to the 
Confidence I did xepofe in thee ? I have ftood beholding , 
thee all this while thro' the Hole of that Lock, and faw 
how thou never fpokeft one Word to' her : Whereby I 
do alfo colled, that thou haft not yet onceaccofted' 
E A bcr : 
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her : And if it be fo, as undoubtedly it is, fay, why doil 
thou deceive me ? or, why gocft thou about fraudulently 
to deprive me of thofe* Means whereby I may obtain my 
Defires ? Anfehno {aid no more, yet what he faid was 
fulficient to make Lothario confiifed and afliamed, who 
taking it to be a Blemifh to his Reputation to be found 
in a Lye, fwore to Anfelmoy that he would from thence- 
forward fo endeavour to pleafe his Mind, and tell hint 
' j\o more Leafmgs, as he himfelf might perceive the Suc- 
cefs thereof, if he did again curioufly lie in watch for 
him; a Thing which he might well excufe, becaufe 
his moft ferious Labour to fatisfy his Defire Ihould re- 
move all Shadow of Sufpicion. Jn/ehuo believ'd. him ; 
and, that he might give "him the greater Commodity, 
and lefs Occafion of Fear, he refolvM to ahfent himfelf 
from hisHoufe fome eight Days, ancfgo to vifit a Friend 
of his, that dwelt in a Village not &r from the City ; 
and therefore dealt with his Friend that he fhould foid 
a MeiFenger to call for him very eameftly, that under 
that Pretext he might find an Excufe to Camibt for hTs 
Departure. 

O unfortunate and inconfiderate Anfeimo! what is that 
which thoU doft ? what doll thou contrive ? or what is iTt 
that thou goefi: about ? Behold, thou work^ft thine own 
Ruin, laying Plots cf thine own Difhononr, and giving 
Order to thy prr per Perdition : Thy Wife C^w/ib is 
good J thou dofl poflefs her in quiet and peaceable man- 
ner ; no Man farprifeth thy Delights ; her Thoughts 
tranfgrefs not the Limits of her Houfe j thou art her Hea- 
ven on Earth, and the Goal to which her Defires afpire. 
Thou art the Square by which ihe meafureth and direft- 
cth her Will, adjufting wholly with thine, and with 
that of Heaven. Since then the Mines of her Honour, 
Beauty, Modefty, and Recolledlion, bountifully afford 
thee, without any Toil, all the Treafures contain'd in 
them, or thoucanft defire, why wouldll thou dig the 
Earth, and feek out new Veins, and new-fcen Xrca(ures, 
cxpofing thyfelf to the Danger, that thy Labours may 
turn to Wreck, feeing, in fine, that they are only fuftain'd 
by the weak Supporters of her frail Nature ? Remember 
s how 
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Kow he that fecks the impoffiblc may juftly be rcfos'd 
of that which is pofiible, according unto which the Poet . 
faith,

Anfehno departed the next Day fbllowuig to the Vil*» 
lage, telling Camila at his Departure, that whilft he were 
-abient his Friend Lothario would come and fee to the 
/i {fairs of hisHoufe, and to eat with her, ahd deiir*d her 
thei-efbre to make as much of him as (lie would do of 
his own Perfon. Camila^ like a difcreet and modeft Wo* 
man, was grieved at the Ordex her Husband did give her, , 
and requeued him to render how indecent it was that . 
any one^ould poilefs the Chair of his Table, he being . 
abfent; and if he did it, as doubting her Sufficiency to 
manage Houfhold Afiairs, that at leafl he fhould make 
tFial of her that one Time, and fliould clearly perceive 
how foe was able to difcharge Matters of fer grater ' 
confequence. Atifehno reply*d. That what he commanded . 
was his Pleafure, therefore ihe had nothing elfe to do 
bat hold down the Head, and obey iL Camila anfwer^d, , 
That (he would dp fo, altho' it was y^xy much againft 
her WilL In fine, her Husband departed, and Lothario 
came the next Day following to the Houfe, where he . 
was entertaiifd by Camila very friendly, but would ne- • 
ver treat with Lothario sthnet but evermore was com- 
pafs*d by her Servant and Waiting-maidens, but chiefly * 
by one, cali'd L^^M^r,'whom (he lov'd dearfy, as one 
that had been brought up with her in her Father's Houfe^ ^ 
even from, their Infancy ; and when Ihe did marry Jjf - 
fiht^ ihe.brQught her from thence in her Company.

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The firft three Days Lothario fpoke not a Word, altho* 
he might when the Tables were taken ap, and that the 
Folk of the Houfe went hallily to Dinner, for fo Camila 
had commanded, and did give Leonela Order befides to 
dme before her felf, and, that (he fhould ftill keep by her 
Side : But the Girl, which had her Fancy otherwife cm- 
ploy'd, in Things more pleafmg her Humour, and needed 
diofe Hours and Times for the accompliftiing of 'em, did 
not always accomplilh fo pundually her Lady's Com- 
mand, but now and then would leave her alone, as if 
that were her Lady's Beheft : But the honeft Prefence of 
CanUkty the Gravity of her Face, and the Modefty of her 
Carriage, was foch, as ic ferv'd as a Bridle to reftrain Lo- 
' thario\ Tongue: But the Benefit of Camilah many Vir- 
^tues fetting Silence to Lothario's Speech, refulted after- 
ward to both their Harms; for the' the Tongue fpoke 
jiot, yet did his Thoughts difcourfe, and had Leifure af- 
forded them to contemplate, part by part, all the Ex- 
treams of Worth and Beauty that were accumulated in 
Camila, potent to enfiame a Statue of frozen Marble; 
how much more an Heart of Flefh ? Lothario did only 
behold her in the Time and Space. he fhould fpeak unto 
her, and did then coniider how worthy fhe was to be 
bved: And this Confideration did by little and little 
give Aifaults to the Refpedls which he ought to have borne 
towards his Friend Anjelrm \ a thoufand tames did he de- 
termine to abfent himfelf from the City, and go -where 
Anfelmo fhould never fee him, nor he Camila \ but the 
Delight he took in beholding her, did again with-hold 
and hinder his Refolutions. When he was alone, he 
would condemn himfelf of his m^d Dtfign, and term 
himfelf a bad Friend, and worfe Chriftian : He made Dif- 
courfes and Comparifons between himfelf and AnfelmQ, 
all which did finifh in this Point, That 4nfelmo'& Fool- 
hardinefs and Madnefs was greater than his own Infide- 
lity ; and, that if he might be as eafily excufed before 
God for that he meant to do, as he would be before 
Men, he nee :ed not to fear any Pumfhment fhould be 
inflifted on him ijY the Crime. Finally, Cami/a's Beau- 
ty and Wdrths, aMed by the Occafion which the igno- 
rant 
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rant Husband had thruil into his Fids, did wholly ruin i 
and overthrow Lothario's Loyalty ; and therefore, with- 
out regarding any other Thing than that to which his . 
Pleafure conduced him, about three Days after Anfelmo's : 
Departure (which Time he had fpent in a continual Bat- ^ 
tie and ReAilance of his contending Thoughts) he began . 
to follicite Camildy with fuch Trouble of the Spirits, and 
fi) amorous Words, as ihe was ilrucken almod beiide her 
felf with Wonder, and made him no other Anfwer, but 
ariling from the Table, filing away in a Fury into her • 
Chamber. But yet, for ail this Drynefs, Loti?ario*sHoipe : 
(^yhich is wont evermore to be bom at once with Love) 
was nothing difmay'd, but rather accounted the more of ' 
Camila ; who perceiving that in Lothario, which fhe - 
never durft before to imagine, knew not what (he might : 
do ; but it feeming unto her to be a Thing neither fecure 
nor honeft, to give him Occafion or Leifurc to fpeak un- 
to her again, dctermin*d to fend one unto her Husband : 
Anfehno the very fame Night, as indeed flie did, with a . 
Letter to recall him- home to her Houfe. . The Subjedl , 
of her Letter was this;

may deferve that Title^ looks, more, I belie've, to his own • 
Pleafure than to that 'which concerns you. > therefore fee* 
ing you have Wit enough y Innill fay no snorty nor ought • 
Itofaythorein.Reafon.i. 

£ .6 ' Anfefmx^ 
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' Anfelm9 rcceiv'd the Letter, and by it underflood that 
Lothario had began the Enterprize, and that Camila had 
auifwerM him according as he had hoped s and marvel- 
lous glad at the News, he anfwcrM his Wife by Word 
of Mouth, That fhe fliould not remove in any 'wife 
from her Houfe, for he would return with all Speed. 
Camila was greatly admir'd at his Anfwer, which flruck 
her into a greater Perplexity than fhe was at the firft, 
being afraid to day at home, and alfo to go to her Fa- 
ther ; for, by flaying, fhe endangers her Honefly ; by 
going, fhe fhould tranfgrefs her Husband's Command : 
At laft fhe refolved to do that which was worfl, which 
wasy to remain at home, and not to fhun. Lothario^s Pre- 
sence, lefl fhe fhould give her Servants Occafion of Sufpi- 
cion. And now fhe was grievM to have written what 
ihe did to her Husband, fearful lefl he fhould think that 
Lothario had noted in her fome 7 okens of Lightnefs, 
which might have mov'd him to lofe the Refpeft which 
otherwife was due unto her; but, confident in her'In- 
nocency, fhe caft her Hopes in God, and her good 
,Thoughts, wherewithal fhe thought to refill all Lothario"^ 
Wopdf, and by holding her filent, without making him 
any Anfwer, without giving any further Account of the 
Matter to her Husband, left thereby fhe might plunge 
him in new DifRculties and Contention with his Friend, 
ihe did therefore bethink how fhe might excufe Lotha- 
rio to Anfelmo, when he fhould demand the Occafion 
that movM her to write unto him that Letter. With 
thefe more honefl than profitable or difcreet Refolu- 
tions, fhe gave ear the fecond Day to Lothario y who 
charg'd her with fuch Refolution, as her Conflancy 
began to flagger, and her Honefly had enough to do, 
rccoiTing to her Eyes, to contain them, lefl they fhould 
give any Demonflration of the amorous CompafTion 
which Lotharip's V/ords and Tears had flirr'd ■ in her 
3reafl. Lothario noted all this, and it enflam'd him 
the more. Finally, he thought that it was requifite, the 
Time and Leifure which Jn/elmo^s Abfence afforded him, 
to lay clofer Siege to that Fortrefs ; and fo he ailaulted 
her prefuxnptuouily with the Praifea of her Beauty 5 for 

there 
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tliere is nothing which with fuch Facility doth render 
and raze to the Ground the proudly- crefTed Turrets of 
AA^omens Vanity, than the fame Vanity being dilated oa 
Toy the Tongue of Adulation and Flattery. To be brief 
lie did with all Diligence undermine the Rock of her 
Integrity with fo warlike Engines, as altho' Camila 
■were made of Brafs, yet would flie be overthrown. For 
Lothario wept, entreated, promifed, flatter'd, perfifled^ 
and feigned fo feelingly, and with fuch Tokens, of T{uth, 
as traverfing CamiLCs Care of her Honour, he came in the 
End to triumph over that which was leaft fufpeiSled, 
and he moft defired ; lor (he renderM hcrfelf, even Cami-^ 
la render'd herfelf. But what Wonder if Lotharid'% Ami- 
ty ihould ftand on Foot ? A clear Example, plainly dc- 
monftrating, that the amorous Paffion is only vanqui(h- 
ed by fliunning it ; and that no body ought to adven- 
ture to wreflle with fo ftrong an Adverfary : For hea- 
venly Forces are ncceflfary for him that would confront 
the Violence of that Paffion, altho* human. None but 
Leone la knew the Weaknefs of her Lady ; for from her 
the two bad Friends and new Lovers wcould not conceal 
the Matter ; nor yet would Lothario difcover to Camila 
her Husband's Pretence, or that he had given him wit- 
tingly the Opportunity whereby he arrived to that Pafs, 
tecaufe (he ihould not imagine that he had /gotten her 
lightly, and by chance, and did not purpofely foUi- 
cite her. 

A few Days Anfelmo arrived to his Houfe, and did 
not perceive what wanted therein, to wit, that which it 
had loft, and he moll efteemed. From thence he went to 
fee his Friend totharioy whom he found at home; ,and 
embracing one another, he demanded of him the News 
of his Life,^ or of Death. The News which I can give 
'thee. Friend Anfelmo, quoth Lothario, are, that thou hafl 
a Wife, who may defer vedly be the Example and Gar- * 
land of all good Women : The Words that I have fpokc 
unto her, werefpcnton the Air, my Proffers contemned, 
and my GiSti repulfed 5 and befides, fhe hath mocked 
me notably for Certain feigned Tears that I did (hed. 
Jn Kefolution, even as Camila is the Pattern of 

all- 
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all Beauty ; fo is (he the Treafury wherein Modefty 
refides, Courtefy and Warinefs dwell,. snd all the other 
Virtues that may beautify an honourable Woman, or 
make her fortunate. Therefore, Friend, take back thy 
Mone}?, for here it is ready, and I never had Occafion 
to employ it : For Camila's Integrity cannot be fubdued 
with fo baie Things as are Gifts and Promifes. And, . 
Jnjelmoj content thyfelf now with the Proofs made al- 
ready, without attempting to make any farther Tryal. 
And feeing thou haft pafled over the Sea of Difficulties 
and Sufpicions with a dry Foot^ which may and are 
Wont to be had of Women, do not eftfoons enter into 
the profound' Depths of new Inconveniencies, nor take 
thou any other Pilot to make Experience of the Good- 
nefs and Strength of the Veflel that Heaven hath allot- 
ted to thee, to pafs therein thorough the Seas of this 
World ; but make Account that thou art harbourM in a . 
fafe Haven, and there hold thyfelf faft with the Anchors 
of good Confideration, and reft thee until Death to de- 
mand his Debt, from the Payment whereof no Nobility 
er Privilege whatsoever can exempt us. Anjelmo refted 
fmgulariy fatisiied at Lothario % Difcourfe, and did be^ 
lieve it as firmly as it were delivered by an Oracle, but 
did entreat him notwithftanding to profeoute his At- 
tempt,~ altho' it were only done for Curiofity, and to 
pafs away the Time; yet not to ufe fo efficacious 
Means ,^ as he hitherto pradlifed; and that he only def- 
ied him to write fome Verfes in her Praife, under the 
Name of Qkriy for he would make Camla believe, how 
that he was enamoured of a certain Lady, to whom he. 
did appropriate that Name, nhat he might celebrate her 
Pi-aifes with the Refpe£l due to her Honour ; and that . 
if he would net take the Pains to invent them, that he 
himfelf would willmgly compofe them. That is not 
needful, quoth Lothario y for the Mufes are not fo alie- 
nated from me,, but diat they vifit me fometimes in die 
Year. Tell you unto Camila what you have devifed of, 
my Loves ; and as for the Verfes, I will make them my- 
felf, if not fo well as the Subjed deferves, yet, at the 
leaft, as sotificially as I may devife diem. The itftferti- 

mnt 
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nent curious Man^ and hb treachercus Friend, having 
thus agreed^, Anfelmo returned to his Hoafe, he demand- 
ed of Camila that which fhe marvelled he had not asked 
before, that fhe fhould tell unto hijn the Oceafion why 
(he fent unto him the Letter ? Camila made Anfwer, Be- 
caufe it feemcd unto her, that Lothario beheld her fome- 
what more immodeft than when he was at home ; but 
that now ihe did again difluade herfelf, and believed 
that it was but a light Surmife, without any Ground^ 
becaafe that (he perceived Lothario to loath her Pre- 
fence, or be by any Means alone with her. Anfelmo told 
her, that fhe might very well live fecure for him, for 
that he knew Lotbario\ Afiedions were bellowed clfe- 
where, and that upon one of the n6bleft Damfels in the 
City, whofe Praifes he folemnized under the Name of 
Clarii and that altho* he were not, yet was there no 
Caufe to doubt of Lothario\ Virtue, or the Amity that 
was between them both. Here, if Camila had not been 
premonifhed by Lothario ^ that the Love of Clori was but 
feigned, and that he himfelf had told it to Anfelmo to ■ 
blind him, that he might with lefs DiiHculty celebrate 
her own Praifes under the Name of Clori^ /he had with- 
out doubt fallen into the defperate Toils of Jealoufy } 
but being already advertifed, fhe pofted over that AfTault 
lightly. The Day following, they three fitting at Din- 
ner together, Anfelmo requeued Lothario to repeat fome 
one of the Verfes that he had made to his beloved Clo* 
ri; for feeing that Camila knew her not, he might bold- 
ly fay what he pleafed. Altho* fhe knew her, quoth 
Lothario, yet would I not therefore fupprefs any Part of 
her Praifes : For when any Lover praifeth his Lady 
for her Beauty, and doth withal tax her of Cruelty, her 
Credit incurs no Danger. But be&U what it lifi, I 
compofed Yeflerday a Sonnet of the Ingratitude of CA* 
ri, and is this enfuing.

' Camila liked the Sonnet very well,, but Anfehno beH 
of all ; for he prais'd, and faid,. that Lady maft be very 
cruel, that would not anfwer fuch perfpicuous Truths 
with reciprocal Afiedionr But then Camila anfwered, . 
Why then (belike) all that which enamour'd Poets fay 
is true ? In as much as Poets, quoth Luthario^ they iay 
not Truth : But as they are enamour'd, they remain a» 
fhort as they are true. That is queftionlefs, quoth An-- 
felm'y all to under-prop a^d give Z^/i^^rfd. more Credit 
with Camilay who was as carelefs of the Caufe her Huf^ 
band faid fo, as fhe was tmaaoxxfioi lathario^ and. there- 
fore with the Delight (he took in his Compofitions, but 
chiefly knowing that his Defires and Labours were ad- 
drefsM to herfelf, who was the true Clafiy. fhe entreated 
him to rejjeat fome other Sonnet or Ditty, if he remcm- . 
ber'd any: Yes, that I do, quoth Lothario ; but I be- . 
lieve that is not fo good as the ^xft, as you may w^U.; 
judge, for it is this :

Anfelmo commended alfb this fecond Somiet as he had 
done the firft, and added by that Means one Link to 
another in the Chain' wherewith he entangled himfelf, 
and forged his own Difhonour : Seeing when Lothario 
difhonoured him moft of all, he faid unto him then that 
he honoured him moft. And herewithal C ami la made 
all the Links, that verily ferved only to abafe her down 
to the Center of Contempt, feem to mount her, in her 
Husband's Opinion, «p to the Height of Virtue and 
good Fame. 

It befell foon after, that Camila finding hcrfelf alone 
with her Maiden, faid unto her, I am sflhamed. Friend 
Leonela, to fee how little I knew to value myfelf, feeing 
that I made not Lothario fpend fome Time at leaft in 
the purchafing the whole Poileflion of me, which I with 
a prompt Will heftowed upon him fo fpeedily. T fear 
me that he will impute my Haftinefs to Lightnefs, 
without confidering the Force he ufcd toward me, 
» which wholly hindcr'd and di fabled my PsCftance. Let 

not 
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not that af!ti£t you, Madam^ quoth Leonekt^ for ft is eo 
fuificient Caufe to dinifh Eftimation, that* that be given 
quickly^ which is to be given, if that in efFeft be good that 
is given, and be in itfelf worthy of Eftimation ; for it is 
an old Proverb, That he that gi*ves quickly, gi*ves t^ice. 
It is alfo faid as well, quoth Camtiay that that ivhich 
cpjieth littky is lefs efieemed. That Reafon hath no Place 
in you, quoth Leonela, fbrafmuch as Love, according as 
f jmc have faid of it, doth fometimes. fly, other times it 
goes J it runs with this Man, and goes leifurely with the 
other ; it makes fome key-eold, and inflames others ; fomc 
it wounds, and fome it kills ; it begins the Carreer of his 
Defires in an Inflont, and in the very fame concludes it 
likewife ; it is wont to lay Siege to the Fortrefs in the 
Morning, and at Night it makes it to yield j for there's 
no Force able to refift it : Which being fo, w^hat do you 
wonder, or what is it that you fear, if the fame hath be- 
fallen Lothario, feeing that Love made of my Lord*s Ab- 
fencean Inftrument to vanquifli us ? And it was forcible, 
that in it we ftiould conclude on it, which Love had be- 
fore determined, without givii^ Time itfelf any Time 
•to lead Anfilmo that he might return, and with his Pre- 
fence leave the Work imperfeft : For Love hath n:ne fo 
officious or better a Miniiter to execute his Defires, than 
is Occafion : It ferves itfelf of occa£on in all his Afb, 
but moft of all at the Beginning. And all this that I 
have faid, I know rather by Experience than Heaifay, as 
I will fome Day let you-to underfland; for. Madam, I 
am likewife made of Flefli and lufl:y young Blood. And 
as for ) ou, I ady Camiky you did not give up and yield 
yourfelf prefently, but flayed until you had firft feen in 
Lothario^s Eyes, his Sighs in his Difcourfes, in his Pro- 
mifes and Gifts all his Soul, in which, and in his Per- 
fedions, you might read how worthy he is to be loved. 
And feeing this is fo, let not thefe Scruples and nice 
Thoughts aflfault or fiirther diflurb your Mind, but'per- 
fuade yourfelf, that Lothario efteems you as much as you 
do him, and lives with Content and Satisfaftion, feeing 
it was your Fortune to fall into the amorous Snare j that 
it was his good Luck to catch you with his Valour and 

Defcrts ; 
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Deleirts ; who not only hath the four S's, which they 
fay every good Lovei* ought to have, but alfo the whole 
A, B, C, which if you will not credit, do but liften tome 
awhile, and I will repeat it to you by rote : He is, as^ it 
feems, and as far as J can judge; amiable, bountiful, 
courteous, dutiful, enamourM, firm, gallant, honourable, 
illufbripus, loyal, mild, noble, honeft, prudent, quiet, 
rich, and the S's, which they fay, and belides true, va- 
lorous. The X doth not quader well with him, becaufe 
it founds harfhly . Y, he is young ; and the "Z, he is 
zealo'us of thine Honour. Camila laughed at her Mai- 
den*s A^6,C, and accounted her to be more pradlick in 
Love-matters, than Ihe herfelf had confefs'd, as indeed 
fhe was ; for then ihe revealed to her Miflrefs, how ihe 
.and a certain young Man, well born of the City, did 
treat of Love one with another : Hereat her Millrefs was 
not a litde troubled in Mind, fearing that her Honour 
might be greatly endangered by that Means ; flie demand- 
* cd whether her Afledions had paiVd fiu-ther than Words ; 
and the Maid anfwer^d very fhamelefly and freely, that 
they did. For it is more certain, that this kind of w^etch- 
lefs MiilreiTes do alfo make their Maidens carelefs and 
impudent; who, when they perceive their Ladies to 
faulter, are commonly wont to halt likewife themfelves, 
and care not that the World do know it. Camila feeing 
this Error pail Remedy, could do no more, but entreat 
Leonela not to reveal any thing of her Affairs to him ihe 
faid was her Sweetheart ; and that fhe ihould handle Her 
Matters difcreetly and fecredy, left they m'ght come to 
Anfilmo or Lotbario\ Notice. Leonela promifcd to per- 
form her Will ; but did accompliih her Promife in fuch 
fort, as file did confirm Camila s Fears, that llie fliould 
lofe her Credit by her Means ; for the diftioneft and bold 
Girl, after that flie had perceiv'd that herMiftrefb^s l^io- 
ceedings were not fuch as they were wont, grew fo har- 
dy, as file gave Entrance, and brought her Lover into 
' her Mailer^s Houfe, prefuming that altho' her Lady knew 
it, yet would ihe not dare to difcover it. For this, 
among other Harms, follow the Sins of Miftreffes, . 
that it makes them Slaves to their own Servants, and 

doth 
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doth obHge them to conceal their diihoneft and bafe 
Proceedings, as it fell out in Camrla^ who, altho* ihe 
efpjr'd Leonelay not *oncc only, but fundry times toge- 
ther, with her Lover in a certain Chamber of the Hoole,. 
flie not only dared* not to rebuke her for it, but rather 
. gave her Opportunity to hide him, and would remove 
all Occafions out of her Husband^ Way, whereby he 
might fufpeft any fuch Thing. 

But all could not hinder Lothario from fp}rkig^him 
once, as he departed out of the Houfe at the Break %i 
the Day : Who, not knowing him, thought at the firft 
that it was a Spirit ; but when he faw him poU^way, 
and caft his Cloak over his Face, lefl he (hould be 
known, he, abandoning his fmiple Surmife, fell into a 
new Sufpicion which had overthrown them all, were it 
not that Camila did remedy it. For Lothario thought 
that he whoni he had feen iflue out of Jn/elmos Houfe 
at fo unreafonable an Hour, had not entered into it for 
teonela^^ fake, nor did he remember then that there was 
fuch a one as Leonela in the World ; but only thought, 
that as Camila was lightly gotten by him, fo belike fh'e 
was won by fome other. For the Wickednefs of a bad 
Woman bringeth ufually all thefe Additions,, that fhe 
kfeth her Reputation even with hijda to whom^ pray*d 
and perfuaded, ihe yieldeth herfelf; and he believeth 
that ftie will as eafily, orwith more FdUcity, confent to 
others, and doth' infallibly credit the leaft Sufpicion 
which thereof may be oflfer'd. 

And it feems that Lothario in this Ihdant was wholly 
deprived of all rcafonable Difcourfe, and quite defpoird 
of his Underftanding^ for without pondering of the Mat- 
ter^ impatient and kindled by the jealous Rage that in- 
wardly gnawed his Bowels, fretting with Defire to be 
revengM on Camila^ who had never offended him,^ he 
came to Anfebno before he was up, and faid to him, 
know, Anfelmoy that I have had thefe many Days a civil 
Confli£l within myfelf whether I ihould fpeak, or no, 
and I have ufed as much Violence as I might to myfelf, 
not to difcover a Thing unto you, which now it is neither 
juft nor reafonable I ihould conceal. Know that Camita^^ 

For- 
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^ortrefs is rendered, and fubjcft to all that I pleafe to 
command ; and I have been fomewhat flow to iofbrm 
thee of this Truth, it was becaufe I would firft fee whe- 
ther it proceeded of fome light Appetite in her, or whe- 
ther {he did it tp try me, and fee whether that Love was ilill 
conilantly continued which I firft began to make unto her 
by thy Order and Licence : I did alfo believe, that if ihc 
had been fuch as (he ou^ht to be, and her that we both * 
elleemed her, ihe would have by this Time acquainted 
you with my Importunacy j but feeing that fhe lingers 
therein, I prefume that her Promifes made unco me are 
true, that when you did a^in abfent yourfelf out of 
Town, 'fhe would fpeak with me in the Wardrobe 
(and it was true, for there Camila was accuflomed to 
talk with him) yet would not I have thee run raflily 
to take Revenge, feeing the Sin is not yet otherwifc 
committei than in Thought, and perhaps between this 
and the Opportunity fhe might hope to put it in Exe- 
cution, her Mind would be changed, and flie repent her- 
felf of her Folly : And therefore feeing that thou hafl 
even folk)wed mine Advices, partly or wholly, follow 
and keep one Counfel that I will give unto thee now, 
to the end that thou may'fl after with careful AiTurance, 
and without Fraud, fatiafy thine cwn Will, as thou 
likefl beft. Feign thyfelf to be abfent two or three 
Days as thou art wont, and then convey thy felf cun- 
ningly into the Wardrobe, where thou may 'ft very well 
hide thyfelf behind the Tapeftry, and then thou ftialt 
fee with thine own Eyes, and I with mine, 'W hat Ca- 
mila will do ; and if it be that Wickednefs which rather 
ought to be fcax'd, than hop'd for, thou may'ft with 
Wifdom, Silence, and Pifcretion, be the proper Execu- 
tioner of fo injurious a Wrong. 

finfelmo remained amazed, and almoft befides himfelf 
hearing his Friend Lot ario fo unexpedledly to acquaint 
him with thofc Things in a Time when he leaft expeft- 
ed them ; for now he efteemed Camila to have efcaped 
Yi£l*refs from the forged Aflaults of Lothario, and did 
himfelf triumph for Glory of her Vidlory : Sufpended 
thus and trovtbled^ he ftood iilent a great while, looking 
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on the Earth, without once removing-his Eyes from it ; 
and finally, turning towards his Friend, he faid, Lothario^ 
thou hail done all that which I could expedt from to en- 
tire Amity, and I do therefore mean to follow thine Ad- 
vice in all Things pi^ecifcly ; do therefore what thou plea- 
feft, and keep that fecret which is requifite in fo weighty 
and unexpefted an Event. AH that I do promife, quoth 
Lothario \ and fo departed wholly repented for that he 
had told to Anfelmo^ feeing how foolilhly he had pro- 
ceeded, fmce he might have revenged himielfon Camila 
vtry well, without taking a Way fo cruel and diihonou- 
rable. There did he curie his little Wit, and abafed his 
light Refolution, and knew not what Means to ufe to de- 
ftroy what he had done, or give it fome reafonable and 
contrary Iffue. In the end he refolved to acquaint Camila 
with the whole Matter ; and by reafon that he never mif- 
fed of Opportunity to fpeak unto her, he found her alone 
the very fame Day j and fhe feeing likewife that fhe had 
fit Time to fpeak unto him, faid^ Know, Friend Lotha- 
rio^ that a certain Thing doth pinch my Heart in fuch 
manner, as it feems ready to burll in my Breaft, as doubt- 
lefly I fear me that in Time it will, if we cannot fet a 
Remedy to it: For fuch is the ImmoieHy o^ Leone la, as 
(he fhuts up a Lover of her's every Night in this Houfe, 
and remains with him until Day -light ; which fo much 
concerns my Credit, as it leaves open a fpacious Field to 
him that fees the other go out of the Houfe at fo unfea- 
fonable Times, to judge of me what he pleafeth ; and 
that which moft grieves me, is, that I dare not punilh 
or rebuke her for it; for (he being privy to our Proceed- 
ings, fets a Bridle on me, and conllrains me to conceal 
her's ; and hence, I fear me, will bad Succefs befall us. 
Lothario at the firft fulpefted that Camila did fpeak thus, 
to make him believe that the Man whom he efpied, was 
Leonelah Friend, and none of her's : But feeing her to 
weep indeed, and be greatly afliifted in Mind, he began 
at lad to give Credit unto the Truth ; and believing it, 
was greatly confounded and grieved for that he had done. 
And yet notwithftanding he anfwerM Camila^ that flie 
ihould not trouble or vex H^rfelf any more^ for he would 

take 
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iVce Tuch Order, as Leone la' s Impudence Ihould be eafily 
r oiVd and fupprefsM : And then did reCv^unt unto her 
lH that he faid to /bifelrmy fpurr'd on by the furi- 
:>vis Rage of jealous Indignation, and how her Husband 
bad agreed to hide himielf behind the Tapeilry of the 
Ward-robe, that he might from tlience clearly perceive 
tlie little Loyalty ihe kept towards him, and demanded 
Pardon of her for that Folly, and Counfel to redrcfs it, 
and come fafely out of the intricate Labyrinth, whereinto 
liis weak-ey'd Difcourfe had conduded him. 

Camila having heard Lothario % Difcourfe, was afraid 
and amazed, and with great Anger, and many and dii'- 
<:reet Reafons did rebuke him, reviling the Bafenefs of 
his Thoughts, and the fimple and little Confideration 
that he. had. Bat as Women have naturally a fudden 
Wit, for good or bad, much more prompt than Men, 
altho' when indeed they would make Difcourfes, it 
proves defective, fo' Camila found in an Inli«int a Reme- 
dy for an Affair in Appearance fo irremediable and help- 
lefs y and therefore bade Lothario to induce his Friend 
Anfelmo to hide himfelf the next Day cnfuing ; fcr fhe 
hoped to take Commodity out of his bei .g there, for 
them both to ' joy one another with more Security than 
ever they had before : And without wholly manifefting 
her Proverb to him, fhe only advertifed him to have 
Care, that after Anjelmo were hidden, he fhould pre- 
fently come when Leone la called for him, and that he 
Ihould anfwer her as direftly to every Queflion fhe pro- 
pofed, as if Anfelmo were not in Place. Lothario did 
urge her importunately to declare her Defign unto him, 
to the end he might with more Security and Advice ob- 
ferve all that was necefTary : I fay, quoth Camilay there 
is no other Obfervance to be had, than only to anfwer 
me diredtly to what I demand. For fhe would not give 
him Account before-hand of her Determination, fearful 
I that he would not conform himfelf to her Opinion, 
I which fhe took to be fo good, or elfe, lefl he would 
I follow or . feek any other, that would not prove asfter 
' fo well. Thus departed Lothario \ and Anfelmo ^ under 
Pretext that he would vifit his Friend out of Town, de* 

parted. 
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parted, and returned covertly back again to hide him- 
leif; which he could do the more-commodioufly, becaafe 
Cami/a and Leonela did purpofely afford him Opportu- 
nity. Anfelmoy having hidden himfelf, with the Grief 
that may be imagined one would conceive, who did ex- 
ped to fee with his own Eyes an Anatomy made of the 
Bowels of his Honour, and was in danger to lofe the 
higheft Felicity that he accounted himfelf to t>ofiHs in 
his beloved Cai.ila, Camila and Leonela being certain 
that he was hidden within the \Yardrobe, enter'd into 
it 5 wherein fcarce had Camila fet her Foot, when brea- 
thing forth of a deep Sigh, fte fpoke in this manner : 
. Ah ! Friend Leonela^ were it not better, that before 
I put in Execution, that which I would not have 
thee to know, left thou Ihouldft endeavour to hinder 
it, that thou takeft Jn/elmo's Poynard that I have 
fought of thee, and pafs this infamous Breafl of mine 
through and through ? But do it not, for it is no Rea- 
fon that I flioiild fuffer for other Men's Faults. I will 
know iirft of all, what the bold and dilhoncft Eyes of 
Lothario hotcd in me, that fhould ftir in him the Pre- 
fumptioh to difcover unto me fo unlawful a Defire, as 
that which he hath revealed, fo much in Contempt of 
his Friend, and to my Dilhonour : Stand at that 
Window, Leonela, and call him to me, for I do infalli- 
bly believe that he Hands in the Street, awaiting to ef- 
feft his wicked Purpofe. But firft my cruel, yet honou- 
rable Mind, fhall be firft performed. Alas, dear Ma- 
dam (quoth the wife and crafty Lfonela ) what is it 
you mean to do with that Poynard ? Mean you perhaps 
to deprive either your own or Lothario\ Life there- 
withal ? For which foever of thefe Things you do, fhall 
redound to the Lofs of your Credit and Fame : It is 
much better that you difTemble your Wrong, and give no 
Occafion to the 'bad Men now to enter into this Houfe, 
and find us here in it alone : Confider, good Madam, 
how we are but weak Women, and he is a Man, and one 
fo refolute, and by reafon that he comes blinded by his 
bad and pafTionate Intent, he may, peradventure, before 
you be able to put yours in Execution, do fomewhat 
that would be worfe for you^ than to deprive 

you

you of your Life. Evil befall my Mailer Anfilmoy that 
minifters fo great Occafion to Impudency, thus to difco- 
ver her Vifage in our Houfe ; and if you (hould kill him 
by chance^ Madam, as I fufped you mean to do, what 
ihall we do after with the dead Carcafe ? What, faid 
Catnila ? we would leave him here, that AnJeJmo might 
bury him; for he mull in all Equity eftecm that Labour 
for Eafe which he (hall paTs in the interring of his own 
Infamy. Make an end then,' and call him, for methinks 
that all the Time which I fpend untaking due Revenge 
of jny juft Difdain, turns into the Prejudice of the Loyi- 
ty which I owe to my Spoufe. 

Anfelmo liften'd very attentively all the while, arid at 
every Word that Camila faid his Thoughts chang'd ; but 
when he underHood that fhe was refolv*4 to kill Lothario, 
he was about to come out and difcover himfelf, to the 
end that fuch a Thing ihould not be done ; but the Defire 
that he had to fee wherein fo brave and honed a Refb* 
lution would end with-held him, determininjg then to fal- 
ly out when his Prefence fhould be needful to hinder it. 
Camila about this time began to be very weak and dif- 
mayM, and calling herfelf, as if ihe had fallen into a 
Trance, upon a Bed that was in the Room, Leonela began 
to lament very bitterly, and to fay, Alas, Wretch that I 
am ! how unfortunate Ihould I be, if the Flower of the 
World's Honefty, the Crown of good Women, and the 
Pattern of Chaftity, (hould die here between my Hands f 
Thofe, and fuch other Things, fhe faid fo dolefully, as no 
one could hear her that would not deem her to be one 
of the mofl efteem'd and loyal Damfels of the World, and 
take her Lady for another new and perlecuted PenclTfe, 
Soon after, Camila retum'd to herfelf, and faid prefently, 
Why goeft thou not, Leonela^ to call the moft difloyal 
Friend of a Friend that ever the Sun beheld, or the Night 
conceal'd ? Make an end, run, make hafle, and let not 
the Fire of my Choler be thro' thy Stay confmn'd and 
fpent, nor the juft Revenge, which I hope to take, pafs 
over m Threats or Maredidions. I go to call him, 
Madam^ quoth Leonela ; but firft of all you muft give 
me that Poniard, left you (hould do with it in ^ine

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Abfencc fomcwhat, that would ininifter Occaiions to xxs 
your Friends to deplore you all the Days of our Lives, 
-Go away boldly, Friepd Leonela^ faid CamiJa, for I fhall 
^o nothing in thine Abfencc ; for altho' I be in thine Opi- 
iiion both fimple and bold enough to turn for mine Ho- 
nour, yet mean I not to be fo much as the celebrated 
Lucretia, of whom 'tis recorded that ftie flewherfelf, with- 
out having committed any Error, or flain him firft who 
was the principal Caufeof her Difgracc: I will die, if I 
muft needs die, but I'll be fatis£ed and reveng'd on him 
that hath given me Occafion of coming into this Place to 
lament his Boldnefs, fprung without any Default. Leone/a 
could fcarcely be entreated to go and call Lothario ; bat 
at laft fhe went out^ and in the mean time CamiJa re- 
main'd fpeaking to herfelf thefe Words : Good God I 
had not it been more Difcredon to have difmifs'd Lotha- 
riOf as I did many times before, than thus to poffefs him 
as I have done, with an Opinion that I am an evil and 
difhoneft Woman, at leaft all the while that paiTeth, un- 

. til mine Adls fhall undeceive him, and teach him the 
contrary ! It had been doubtlefly better, but then fhould 

- not I be reveng'd, nor my Husband's Honour fatisfied, if 

^ he were permitted to bear away fo clearly his Maligni- 
ty, or efcape oUt of the Snare wherein his wicked Thoughts 

. had involv'd him. Let the Traytor pay with his Life's 
Defrayment that which he attempted with fo lafcivious 
a Defire : Let the World know (if it by chance (hall 

, come to know it) that Cami/a dtd not only conferva 

J the Loyalty due to her Lord, but alio took Revenge of 
the intended Spoil thereof But yet I believe that it 
were beft to give Anfilmo firfl Notice thereof; but I did 
already touch it to him, in the Letter which I wrote 

. to him to the Village; and I believe that his not concur- 

. ring to take Order in this fo manifoft an Abufe, proceeds 
of his too fincere and good Meaning, which would not, 
nor cannot believe that the like kind of Thought could 

, ever And Entertainment in theBreaftof fo firm a Friend, 
tending fo much to his Difhonour : And what marvel if 
I myfelf could not credit it for a great many Days togc- 

klth^ \ NcH* would I ever have thought it, if his Infolency 

Jbad 
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had not arrived to that pafs, which the xnanifeft Gifts* ' 
large Fromlfes, and continual Tcar^ he fhed to give Tefti* 
men/. But why do I now make thefe Oifcourfes ? Hath a 
Gallant Refolution perhaps any need of Advice ? No veri- 
ly ; therefore avant treacherous Thoughts, here we muft 
ufe Revenge. Let the ^ITeMan come in, arrive* die, anil 
end^ and let after befall what can befall. I enterM pureand 
untoachM to his PoiTefTion whom Heaven beftowMon me 
fbrnune, and Pll depart from him purely ; and if the wor& 
be^, I fhall only be defiled by mine own chafte Blood, 
and the impure Gore of the falfeft Friend that ever Amity 
faw in the World. And faying of this, (he pranced up 
and down in the Room with the Poniard naked in her 
Hand, with fuch long and unreafonableftrides, and making 
withal fuch Geftures, as fhe rather feem'd defe&ive oF 
Wit, and a defperate RufRan, than a delicate Woman. 

All this Anfelmo perceived very well from behind the 
Arras that coverM him, which did not a little admire 
him ; and he thought that what he had feen and heard 
was a fufficient Satisfadlion of tdx greater Sufpicions than 
he had ; and could have wilh'd with all his heart that 
the Trial of Lothario's coming might be excufed, fear- 
ing greatly fome fudden bad Succefs : And as he was 
ready to manifeil hlmfelf, and to come out and embrace, 
and difTuade his Wife, he withdrew himfelf, becaufe he 
faw Leone la return, brjnging Lothario in by the Hand . 
And as foon as C ami la beheld him, ihe drew a great 
Stroke with the Poniard, athwart the Wardrobe, fay- 
ing, Lotharioy note well what I meaii to fay unto thee,

ter thou may'il fay what thou pleafefl. Firfl of all, I 
would have thee, O Lothario! to fay whether thoa 
know*i! ray Husband Anfelmo^ and what Opinion thoa 
hafl of him : And next, I would have thee to tell me if 
thou "know'fl my felf: Anfwer to this without Delay, 
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r: jior do not ftand long thinking on what thou art to an- 
fwer, feeing they are no deep Queftions which I propofe 
unto thee. Lothario was not fo much ignorant, but that 
from the very beginning, when C ami la requeued him 
to perfuade her Husband to hide hfmfelf behind the 
Tapeflry, he had not fallen on the Drift of her Inven- 
tion, ^nd therefore did anfwer her Intention (b aptly and 
difcreetly, as they made that Untruth pafs between them 
for a more than manifeft Verity ; and fo he anfwer'd to 
Camila in this form : I did never conjedure, beautiful 

" Camila y that thou wouldft have calPd me here to demand 
of me Things fo wide from the Purpofe for which I 
come : If thou doft it to defer yet the promisM Favour, 
thou might'fl have entertain'd it yet farther off, for the 
Good defir'd afflideth fo much the more, by liow much 
the Hope to poffefs it is near : But becaufe thou may'ft 
not accufe me for not anfwering to thy Demands, I fay, 
that I know thy Husband Anjelmoy and both of us know 

. one another, even from our tender Infancy ; and I will 
not omit to fay that whidi thou alfo know'A of our 
Amity, to make me thereby a Witnefs againft my felf of 
the Wrong which Love compels me to do unto him \ yet 
Love is a fufficicnt Excufe and Excufer of greater Errors 
than are mine. T hee do I likewife know, and hold in 
the fame poffeflion that he doth ; for, >yere it not fo, I 
fhould never have been won by lefs Perfections than 
thine, to tranfgrefs fo much that which I owe to myfelf, 
and to the holy Laws of true Amity, now broken and 
violated by the Tyranny of fo powerftil an Adverfary as 
Love hath prov'd. If thou doft acknowledge that, re- 
-ply^d Camila, O mortal Enemy of all that which juftly 
deferveth Love ! with what Face dareft thou thea^ppear 
before that which thou know^ft to be the Mirrour where- 
in he looks, in whom thou alfo ought'ft to behold thy felf, 
to the end thou might'ft perceive upon how little Occa- 
ilon thou doft wrong him ? But, unfortunate that I am f 
I fall now in the Reafon which haih mov'd thee to 
make fo little account of thine own Duty, which was 
perhaps fome negligent or light Behaviour of mine, which 

J, will not call Dilhoncfty^ feeing that, as I prefume, it 

hath 
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Lath not proceeded from me deliberately, but' rather thro* * 
the Carelefnefs that Women, which think they arc not 
notedy. do fumetimes unwittingly commit. If not, fay, , 
Tray tor, wheadid I ever anfwer thy Prayers with any 
Word or Token diat might awake in thee the leaft (ha- 
dow of Hope to accomplifh thine in&mous Defires ? 
When \^ ere .not thine amorous Entreaties reprehended and 
difpers'd by the Roughnefs and Rigour of mine Anfwcrs ? 
When were thy many Promifes, and largers Gifts, even 
believed or admitted ? But forafmuch as I am perfuaded 
that no Man can perfevere long . time in the amorous ^ 
Contention, who hath not been fuftainM by fome Hope, 
I .will attribute the Fault of thine Impertinence to my 
felf ; for, doubtlefly, fome Carelefneis of mine hatii 
hitherto fuflainM thy Care, and therefore I will chaftife 
and give to my felf the Puniihment which, thy Fault 
deferveth : And becaufe than might^d fee that I, being 
fa inhuman towards my felf^ .could not poilibly be other 
than cruel to thee, I thought fit. to call thee to be a Wit- 
neis of the Sacrifice which I mean to make to the offen- 
ded Honour of my m il honourable Husband, tainted by 
thee with the black e:l Note that thy Malice could devife, 
' and by me, thro^ the Negligence diat I ufed to (hun the 
Occafion, if I gave thee any, thus to noarifh and cano- 
nize thy wicked Intentions : I fay again, that the Sufpi- 
ck)n I have that my little Regard hath engendered in 
thee thefe diilra^ed Thoudits, is that which afEifteth 
me mofl, and that which 1 mean to chaflife moH with 
mine own Hands ; for if another Executioner punifh'd 
me» then ihould niy Crime become more notorious : But 
before I do. this, I dying, will kill and carry him away 
with me, that fiiall end and fiitbfie the greedy Defire of 
Revenge, which I hope for.; and I have, feeing before 
mine Eyes wherefoever I (hall go, the Pomihrnent 
which difengag*d Juflice ihall infliS, it ftill remaining 
unbow'd or fubornM by him, which hath brought vac 
to £o defperate Terms. 

And having faid thefe Words, fhe flew upon Lothario' 

with incredible Force and Lightnefs, and her Ponii||fd na« 

ked, giving fuch Arguments and Tokens that fhe meant 

F 3 to 
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to ftab him» as he himfelf wiis in doubt whether her 
Demonftrations were felfe or tme; wherefore he was 
driven to help himfelf by his Wit and Strength, for to 
hinder Camila from ftnking of him ; who did fo lively 
ad^ her flrange Guile and Fidion, as, to give it Colour^ 
flie would give it a Blulh of her own Blood ; for percei- 
ving, or elfe feigning, that Ihe could not hurt Lothario j 
ihe faid. Seeing that adverfe Fortune will not fatisfic 
throughly my juft Deiires, yet at leafl it fhall not be po- 
tent wholly to crofs my Defigns : And then flriving to 
free tlie Dagger-hand, which Lothario held faft, ihe 
fnatch'd it away, and direfting the Point to fome Place of 
her Body which might hurt her, but not very grievoully, 
Ihe ftabb'd herfelf, and hid it in her Apparel, near unto 
the left Shoulder, and fell forthwith to the Ground, as if 
fhe were in a Trance / othario and I eonela flood amazed 
at the unexpeded Event, and ftill refted doubtful of the 
Truth of the Matter, feeing C^m/Zei to lie on the Ground 
bathM in hei Blood. Lothario ran, all waaand pale, very 
haflily to her, to take out the Poniard, and feeing how 
little Blood followed, he loft the Fear that he had con- 
ceiv'd of -her greater Hurt, and began anew to admire 
the cunning Wit and Difcretion of the beautiful Camila ; 
but yet that he might play the Part of a Friend, he began 
a long and doleful Lamentation over Camila^s Body, even 
as (he were dead, and began to breathe forth many Cnr- 
fues and Execrations, not only againft himfelf, but alfb 
againfl him that had employed him in that unfortunate 
A flair; and knowing that his Friend Anfebno did liften 
onto him, he faid fuch Things as would move a Man to 
take more Compaffion of him than of Camila herfelf 
altho* they accounted her ddad. I eonela took her up 
between her Arms, and laid heron the Bed, and entreated 
' Lothario to go Out, and find fome one that would under- 
take to cure her feretly. She al b demanded of him his 
Advice, touching the Excufe they might make to Anfel- 
mo concerning her Miflrefs her Wound, if he came to 
Town before 'twas fully cured. He anfwerM, That ihty 
might fay what they pleased, for he was not in an Hu- 
mour of giving any CoUnfel worth the following ; and 

only 
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only faid this. That (he ihould labour to ftanch her La- - 
dy's Blood, for he meant to go there, whence theyfhould - 
hear no Newe of him ever after ; and fo departed out of 
the Houfe with very great Tokens of Grief and Feeling. 
And when he was alone, in Place where no body per- 
ceivM him, he blefsM himfelf a thou(and times to chink 
of Camild*s Art, and the Geftures fa proper and accom- 
modated to the Porpofe, ufed by her Maid Leonela, He 
conflderM how affurM Anfetmo would remain, that he 
had a fecond Porcia to Wife, and defir'd to meet him, • 
that he might celebrate together the Fidtion, and the beft 
diffembled Truth that could be ever imagined. Le&nela^ - 
as he faid, ftanch*d her Lady *s Blood, which was juft as 
much as might ferve to colour her Invention, and no more, - 
and waihing the Wound with fome Wine, flxe ty'd it up ^ 
the beft that fhe could, faying (iich Words whilft (he cu- 
red her as were abje, tho' nothing had been done defore, 
to make Anfelmo believe that he lud an Image of Honefly 
in Camila to the Plaints of Lioneia, CamUa added 
others, terming her felf a Coward of bafe Spirit, fmce fhe 
wanted Time (bdng a Thing jCb iiecefiary ). to deprive her 
Life, which ihe hat«i fomortaily. She demanded Counfel 
ef her Maiden, whether (he (hould tell or conceal all that 
Succefs to her belov'd Spoufej ^and (he anfwer'd. That it 
was beft to conceal it, left (he(hould engage herHiisband 
ta be- revenged on iMbario, wl]dch could not be done 
without his very great Peril j and, that every good Wife 
was bound not to give Occafion to her Husband of quar- 
relling, but rather to remove from him as many as ws» 
poffible. C^7/»iAi anfwer'd, that (he allowM of her OpinioD, 
and would follow it ; and, that in any fort they muft ftudy 
fome Device to doak the Occaiion of her Hurt from Jm- 
felmoj who could not chufe but *fpy it. To this Leomela 
anfwer*d. That (he herfelf knew not how to lie, no» 
Tiot in very Jeft itfelf. Well Friend, quoth Camila^ and I, 
what do I know ? for I dare not to forgo or report an Un- 
truth if my Life lay on it v and if we know not how ta 
give it a better IfTuc, 'twill be better to^ repdrt the na- 
ked Truth, than to be overtaken in a Leafing. Do not 
troulsle your felf. Madam, quoth Le^nek, for I will be- 
F 4 think 
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think my felf of fomewhat between this and to-morrow 
Morning, and perhaps the Wound may be conceard 
from him, by rcafon that is in the place where 'tis, and 
Heaven perhaps may be pleas'd to favour our fo juft and 
honourable Thoughts : Be quiet, good Madam, and la- 
bour to appcafe your Alteration cf Mind, that vay Lord 
• at his Return may not find you perplex*d, and leave all 
the reft to God'is and my Charge, who doth always affifl 
the Juft. 

With higheft Attention ftood Anfelmo Kftening and 
beholding the Tragedy of his dying- Honours, which the 
Perfonages thereof had afted with fo ftrange and forci- 
ble EfFefts, as it verily feemM that they were transfcrm*d 
into the oppofite Truth of their well-contriv'd Fiction. 
He long'd greatly for the Night, and Leifure to g_et out 
ef his HouTe, that he might go and congratulate with 
his good Friend Lothario^ for the precious Jewel that he 
had found in this laft Trial of his Wife. The Miftrefs 
and Maiden has as great Care to give him the Oppor- 
tunity to depart; and he, fearing to lofe it, iiTued out 
in a trice, and went prefently to find Lothario \ who 
being found, *ti8 not poffible to recount the Embrace- 
mcnts he gave unto him, the Secrets of his Contentment 
that he reveal'd, or the Attributes and Praifes he gave 
to Camila : All which Lothario heard, without giving 
the leaft Argument of Love, having reprcfented to his 
Mind, at that very tim^, how greatly deceived his Friend 
Hv'd, and how unjuflly he himfelf had injured him : 
And altho'^that Anfelmo noted that Lothario took no 
Delight at his Relation, yet he believed that the Caufe 
of his Sorrow proceeded from having left Camila woun- 
'ded, and he himfelf given the Occaiion thereof. And 
therefore among many other Words, faid unto him. That 
there was no Occaiion to grieve at Camila*s Hurt, it 
doubtlefly being but light, feeing fhe and her Maid had 
agreed to hide it from him ; and that, according unto 
this, there was no great Caiife of Fear, but that from 
thenceforward he fhould live merrily and contentedly 
with him, feeing that by his Induftry and Means, he 
found himfelf rais'd to the highefl Felicity that might 

be 
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F>e defir'd, and therefore would from thenceforth fpeni 
txis idle Times in writing of Verfes in Cami/a*s Praifc, 
that he might eternize her Name, and make it famous in 
enfaing Ages. Lothario commended his Refolution there- 
in, and faid. That he, for his part, would alfo help to 
Toiic op fo noble an Edifice. And herewithal Anfelmo 
relied the mod foothingly and contentedly deceiv'd that 
could be found in the World ; and then himfelf took by 
the Hand to the Houfe (believing that he bore the In- 
ftrament of his Glory) the utter Perdition of his Fame.

A Little more of the Novel did reffc unread, whea 
Sancho Panca^ all pcirplex'di ran out of the Chamber 
where his Lord -repos'd, crying as. loud as he could. Come, 
good Sirs,* fpoedilyiind affift my. Lord, who i& engaged 
in one of the moft terrible Battles that ever mine Eyes 
have feen : I fwear that he hath given fuch a Blow to 
the Giant,, jny Lady Princefs Micomicona her Enemy, as 
he hath cut his Head quite^ofF, as round as a. Turnip. . 
What fay'll thou. Friend, quoth the Curate (leaving 
ofFat that Word to profecutc the reading of his Novel) 
art thou in thy Wits, Sancho? What a. Devil, Man, how 
can that be, feeing the Giant dwells at leaft twothoufand 
Leagues from hence ? By this they heard a marvellous 
great Noife within the Chamber, and that Don ^ixofe. : 
cry'd out aloud, Stay, falfe Thief, Robber, ftay, forfmce 
F s thfc 
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thou art here, thy Scymit^ (hall bat little avail thee : 
And therewithal it feemM that he ilmck a number of 
mighty Blows on the Walls. And Sancko faid. There's 
no need to ftand thas liftening abroad, but rather that 
you go. in and part the Fray, orelfe afiift my Lord ; al- 
tho* I think it be not very neceflary, for the Giant is 
queftionlefs dead by this, and giving Account for the ill 
Life he led ; for I faw his Blood run all about the Houfe, 
and his Head cut off, which is as great as a great Wine- 
bag. I am content to be hewn into Pieces, quoth the Inn- 
keeper hearing of this, if Don ^ixote, or Don Devii, 
.have not given fome Blow to one of the Wine-bags that 
flood fillM at his Bed's Head, and the Red Wine muft 
needs be that which feems Blood to this good Man. 
AYid faying fo, heenterM into the Room, and all the reft 
fbllowM him , where they found Don fixate in the 
ilrangeft Guife that may be imagined : -He was in his 
Shirt, the which was not long enough before to cover 
• his Thighs, and 'twas fix Fingers fhorter behind : His 
Legs were very long and lean, full of Hair, and horrible 
dirty : He wore on his Head a little red very greafy 
Night-cap, which belong'd to the Inn-keeper : He had 
wreath'don his left Arm the Coverlet of his Bed, on 
which Sancho look'd vtry often- and eagerly, as one that 
knew well the Caufe of his own Malice to it 5 and in 
l»is right Hand he griped his naked Sword, wherewithal 
he laid round about him many a Thwack, and withal 
fpake, as if he were in Battle with fome Giant .

he was then in combate with his Enemy : And he had 
given fo many Blows on the Wine-bags, fuppofmg them 
to be the Giant, as all the whole Chamber flow'd with 
Wine ; which being perceiv'd by the Hoft, all enflam'd 
with Rage, he fct upon Don ^ixote with dry Fills, 
and {^ve unto him fo many Blows, that HCardenio and

the very Patches thftt were to be (et on tHe bored Wine^

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The Curate held feft Don ^ixote by the Hands, who 
believing that he had atchiev'd the Adventure, and was 
after it come into the Princefs Micomicona her Prefence, 
'he laid himfelf on his Knees before the Curate, faying. 
Well may yourGreatnefs, high and famous Lady, live from. 
henceforth fecure from any Danger that this unfortunate 
Wretch may do unto you ; and I am alfo fi-eed, from 
this Day forward, from the Promife that I made unto 
you, feeing I have, by the Aflidance of the Heavens^ and 
thro' her Favour by whom I live and breathe, - (b hap- 
pily accompMiM it. Did not I fay fo, quoth Sancbo^ hear- 
ing of his Mafler ; yea, I was not drunk. See if my Maf- 
ter hath not powder'd the Giant by this? The Matter 
is queflionlefs, and the Earldom is mine own. Who 
would not laugh at thefe raving Fits of the Matter and 
Man ? All of 'emlaugh'd, fave die Inn-keeper, who gave 
himfelf for Anger to the Devil more than a hundred 
times. And the Barber, Catdenioy and the Curate, got 
Don Quixote to Bed again, not without much ado, who 
prcfently fell afleep with Tokens of marvellous Weari- 
nefs : They left him fleeping, and went out to comfort 
Sancho Pancba for the Grief he had becaufe he could not 
find the Giant*s Head ; but yet had more ado to pacific 
ihe Inn-keeper, who was almoft out of his Wits for the 
unexpefted and fudden Death of his Wine-bags. 

The Hoftefs, en the other fide, went up and down 
whining and faying. In an ill Seafon and an unlucky 
Hour did this Knight- Errant enter into my Houfe, alas f 
and t would that mine Eyes had never feen him, feeing 
k: cofl mtSo dear: The lafl time that he was here he 
went away fcotfree for his Supper, Bed, Straw, and Bar- 
ky, both for himfelf and his Man, his Horfe, and his 
Afs, faying. That he was a Knight-adventurous (and 
God gave him ill Venture, and to all the other Adven- 
tures of the World) and was not therefore bound to pay 
any thing, for fo *twas written in the Statutes of Chi- 
valry.

I wifli I may fee as much of his Blood fhed, 
and do not think otherwife ; for, by my Father's old 
Bones, and the Life of my Mother, they ftiall pay me eve- 
ry X>0//, one Quart or another, or elfe I will never be 
csdled as I am, nor be mine own Father*s Daughter. 

Xhefe, and fuch like Words, fpake the Inn- keeper's 

Wife, with very great Fury, and was feconded by her 

good Servant Marifontes. The Daughter held her 

Peace, and would now and then fmile a little.: Bat 

Mailer Parfon did quiet and pacify all, by promifuig 

to iatisfy them for the Damages, as well ss he might, 

as well for the Wine, as for the Bags, but chiefly for 

her Tail, the which was fo much accounted of^ and 

valued fo highly. Dorotea did comfort SancJk^ {zymg 

to him, that whenfoever it fliould be verify'd, that his 

.L.ord had flain the Giant, and efbibliihed her quietly 

in her Kingdom, Ihe would beftow upon him the beft 

Earldom thereof. With this he took Courage, and af* 

fured the Princefs, that he himfelf had feen the Giant's 

Head cut off"; and for a more certain Token thereof 

he faid, that he had a Beard that reached him down to 

his Girdle ; and that if the Head could not now be 

found, it was by reafon that all the Aflairs of that 

Houfe were guided by Enchantment, as he had made 

Experience, to his Coft, the laft Time that he was 

lodged therein. Dwofea replied. That fhe was of the 

fame Opinion, and bid him be of good Chear, for all 

would be well ended to his Heart's Defire. All Parties 

being quieted, the Curate refolved to finifh the End of 

his Novel, becaufe he perceived, that there reiled but 

a little unread thereof. Cardenio^ Dorotta^ and all the 

reft^ entreated him carneftly to finifti it. And he, defi- 

ring to delight them all herein, and recreate himfelf, 

did profecute the Tale in diis manner :

In this Seafon^ fuch was the Delight that Leo- 
nela took alfo in her A&dions, as (he fuffer'd iierfelf to 
be borne aws^y by them headlongly, without any Care or 
Regard, confident becaufe her Lady did covet it, yea, and 
fometimes intruded her how Ave might put her Deiires in 
Pradlice, without any Fear or Danger. But finally, An- 
feUno heard on a Night fome body walk in LeoneJa*s 
Chamber i and being defirous to know who it was, as he 
thought to enter, he felt the Door to be held faft again^ 
him, which gave him a greater Defire to open it ; and 
therefore he ftruggled fo long, and ufed fuch V i^lei^ce, as 
he threw open the Door, and enterM juft at the Time 
that another leaped out at the Window ; and therefore 
he ran out to overtake him, or fee wherein he might 
know him ; but could neither compafs the one or the 
other, by reaibn that Leone la embracing him hardly, with- 
held him, and faid. Pacify yourfelf, good Sir, and be not 
troubled, nor follow him that was here, for he is one that 
belongs' to me, and that fo much, as he is my Spoufe. Jn- 
felmo would not believe her, but rather blind with Rage, 
he drew out his Ponyard, and would have wounded her, 
faying, that fhe fhould prefently tell him the Truth, or 
elfe he would inftantly kill her. She, diftradied with. 
Fear, faid, without noting her own Words, Kill me not, . 
Sir, and I will acquaint you with Things which concern 
you more than yon am imagine. Say quickly then, quoth 
AnfelmOy or dfe thou ihalt die. It will beimpoffible, re- 
plied Lionela^ for me to fpeak any thing now, I am fo 
sdSrighted ; but give me Refpite till Morning, and I will 
recount unto you Things that will marvelloufly aflo- 
nifh you; and in the mean time reft fecure, that he 
which leaped out of the Window is a young Man of this 
City, betwixt whom and me hath pafTed a Promife of 
Marmge. Anfelm was fom«what fatisfied by thefe 

Words.^. . 
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AVords^and therefore refolved to expeA theTerm which (he 
had demanded to open her Mind ; A>r he did not fufped he 
fhould hear any thing of Camila, by reafon that he was al- 
ready fo aflured of her Virtue. And fo departing out of the 
Qhamber, and (hutting up Leonela therein, threatning her 
withal, that fhe.fhould never depart thence, until fhe had 
laid all that (he promisM to reveal unto him, he went pre* 
fently to Camila^ to tell unto her all that which his Maiden 
had faid, and the Promife {he had pafled, to difdofe greater, 
and more important Things. Whether Camila, hearing 
this, was perplex'd, or no, I leave to the difcreet Reader^ 
Judgment ; for fuch was the Fear which flie conceived, bc- 
Hevinfi; certainly (as it was not to be doubted) that Leonela 
would tell to Anfehno all that fhe knew of her Diiloyalt» 
as fhe had not the Courage to expedl and fee whether her 
Surmife would become falfe, op no ; but the very fame 
Nig^t, as foon as fhe perceivM Anfehno to be afleep, gather- 
ing together her beft Jewels, and fome Money, fhe departr 
ed out of her Houfe unperceiv*d of any , and went to Lotha" 
rio*s Lodging, to whom fhe recounted all that had paflfed, 
and requeft^ him either to leave her in fome fafe Place, 
or both of them to depart to fome Place where they might 
live fecure out of Anfebno^t Reach. The Confufioh that 
Camiia flruck into Lothario was fuch, as he knew not 
what to fay, and much lefs how to refolve himfelf what 
he might do : 'But at laft he determined to cai'ry Cami- 
la toz Monaflery wherein his Sifler was Priorefs, to 
which fhe eafily condefcended ; and therefore Lothario 
departed, and left her there with all the Speed that the 
Cafe required, and did alfo abfent himfelf prefently 
from the City, without acquainting any body with his 
Departure. 

Anfehno^ as foon as it was Day, without heeding the 
Abfence of his Wife, arofe and went to the Place where 
he had fhut up Leonela, with Defire to know of her what 
fhe had promisM to acquaint him withal. He opened the 
Chamber-door, and entered, but could find no body there- 
in, but fome certain Sheets knit up together, and tied to 
the Window, as a certain Sign how Leonela had made an 
EfcajjB by that Way. Wherefore he returned veiy 
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fad, to tell to Camila the Adventure ; but when he could 
neither find her at Bed, nor in the whole Houfe, he remain- 
ed aftonilhed, and demanded For her of his Servants ; but 
none of theai could tell him any thing. And as he iearcb- 
ed for her, he happened to fee her ColFeri lie open, and 
moft of her Jewels wanting; andherewithal fell into the 
true Account of his. Difgrace, and .that Leonela was not 
the Caufe of his. Misfortune, and fo departed out of his 
Houfe fad and penfive, .even as he was, half ready and 
unapparcird, to his. Friend lathario^ to recount unto him 
hi$ Diafter : But when he found him likewife abfented, 
and that the, Servants told hiin how their Maftcr was^ de- 
parted the very fame Night, andhad born away with him 
air his Money, he was ready to run out of his Wits. And 
to conclude, he returned to his own Houfe again, wherein 
he found no Creature, Man or Woman, for all his Folk 
were departed, and had left the Houfe alone and defert. 
He knew not what he might think, fay, or do, and then 
his Judgment began to fail him. There did he contem- 
plate and behold himfelf in an Inftant, without Wife, a 
Friend, and Servants, abandoned (to his feeming) of Hea- 
ven that cover'd him, and chiefly without Honour i for - 
he clearly noted his own Perdition in Camila s Crime.

I^arewel then, 

goo4 Sir, faid Anfelmo, And with you. Sir, faid the 

Xraveller ; and fo departed. 

With thcfe fa unfortunate News poor Anfelmo arri- 
ved, not only to Terms of lofing his Wits, but alfo 
well m'gh of loijng his Life; and therefore ariiing as 
well as he might, he came to his Friend's Houfe, who 
had heard nothing yet of his Diigrace 5 J)ut ^perceiving 
him to arrive fo wan, pined, and dried up, he prefent- 
\y conjedur*d that fome grievous Evil afflifted him. 
jdnfelmo requefted him prelently, that he might he 
carried to his Chamber, and provided of Paper and 
Ink to write withal. All was d(|pe, and he left in Bed,

And all this be- 
ing fo, as in Verity it is, and that thou b€& a Chri- 
ftian, as thou art noble, why doft thou with thcfe fo 
many untoward Wreathings dilate the making of 'mine 
End happy, whofe Commencement thou didll illaftrate 
fo muci? And if thou wilt not have me for what I 
am, who am tky true and lawful Spoufe, yet at leaft 
take me and admit me for thy Slave ; for, fo that I may 
be in thy PofTeffion, I will account myfelf happy and 
fortunate. Do not permit, that by leaving and aban- 
doning me. Meetings may be made to difcourfe of my 
Diflionour : Do not vex thus the declining Years of my 
Parents, feeing that the loyal Services, which they have 
ever done as Vaffals to thine, deferve not fo honeft a 
Recompence : And if thou efleemeft that thy Blocd, 
by meddling with mine, fhall be ftained or embafed, 
confider how few noble Houfes, or rather- none at all 
are there in the World, which have not run the fame 
Way J and that the Woman's Side is not efTentially re- 
quifitc for the illuftrating of noble Defcent 5 how much 
more, feeing that true Nobility confifts in Virtue, which 
if it fhall want in thee, by rcfuGng that which thou 
oweft me fo juftly, i fhall remain with many more De- 
grees of Nobility than thou ihalt. And in Conclufion, 
that which I will lallly fay, is, that whether thou wilt 
or no, I am thy Wife; the WitnefTes are thine own 
Words, which neither fhould,- nor ought to lye, if thou 
doft prize thyfelf of that, for whofe want thou defpi- 
feft me. Witnefs fhall alfo be thine own Hand-wfiting : 
Witncfs Heaven, which thou didft invoke to b^ 
Witnefs of that which thou didft promife unto me. 
And when all this fhall &il, thy very Confcience fhall 
never £dl from ufing Clamours, being filent in thy 
Mirth and Turning ; for this Truth which I have faid 
to thee now, fhall trouble thy greateft Pleafure and 
Delight. 

Thcfe 
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Thefe and many other like Reafons did the fweetly^ 
grieved Dorotea ufe, with fuch feeling and abundance of 
Tears, as. mov*d all that were prefent^ as well fuch as ac^ 
company^d Don Ftrdinando as all the others that did 
accompany her. Don Ferdinando IjflenM to her without 
replying a Word until Ihe had endj^d her Speech, and gi- 
ven beginning to fo many Sighs and Sobs, as the H^art 
that could endure to behold them without moving were 
harder than Brafs. Lufcinda did alfo regard her, no lefs 
compafnonate of her Sorrow than admir'd at her Difcrc- 
tion and Beauty ; and altho' flie would have approach'd 
to her, and ufed fome confolatory Words, yet was ihe 
hinder'd by Don Ferdinando's Arms, which held her ftill 
embraced ; who, full of Confufion and Marvel, after he

And then Lw 
Jcinday iirft fevering her Eye-lids, behdd Cardenio^ and 
having iirft taken notice of him by his Voice, and con- 
iirmM it again by her Sight, like one quite diftrafted, 
without farther regarding modeft Refpedb, fhe caft both 
her Arms about his Neck, and joining her Face to his, 
' faid. Yea, thou indeed art my Lord; thou, the true 
* Owner of this poor Captive, howfoever adverfe Fortune 
fhall thwart it, or this Life, which is only fuftainM and 
lives by thine, be. ever fo much threaten'd. This was a 
marvellous Spe^lade to Don J^«r<£«««^, and all the reft 
Vol II.

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wof the Beholders, which did univerfally admire at tbkfo 
iUncxpciled sn Event : And Dorvtea perceiving JDan Fer- 
Jlinando to change Colour, as one reiblving to take He- 
^enge on Cardenio^ for he had fet Ha^d to his Swordj 
^vhich (he conjeduring, did with marvellous Expedition 
tcn^ly and catching hold on his.iegs, kifliog them, Ihe 
ilrain*d'*em.with fo lovine Embracements, as he coold not 
ilir out of the Place, and then avith her Eyes overflown 
«^ith Tears (aid unto him. What mean^ft thou to do, my 
.only Refiige in this unexpeded Trance ? Thou hail iiere 
.thine own Spoufe at thyPeet,and her whom thou would^ 
.fain poiTeis is between her own Hu^band*s Arms : Judge 
jthen, whether it become thee, or is a Thing po^ible to 
jdi£olve that which Heaven hath knit; or whether it be 
jxf^Yf,'\{t laudable to endeavour to raife and equal to thy 
felf her, who contemning all Dangers and Inconvenien* 
xries, and con£mtM in Faith and Condancy, doth in thy 
•prefence bathe her Eyd with amorous Liquor of her True- 
iove*s Fac^ and Bofom. J defire thee, for God^s fake, 
;and by thine own Worths 1 requeft thee, that this fo 
notorious a Verity may not only aiTws^e thyCholer, but 
.alfo diminifli it in fuch fort, as thou may^ft quietly and 
•peaceably permit thofe two Lovers to enjoy their Defires, 
^without any Incumbrance, all the time that Heaven fhaU 
^rant it to them ; and nerein thou ihall fhew the Gene- 
Tofity of thy magnanimous and noble Breaft, and give

jnoft happy ; and, that in remedilefs Events ^twas higheft 
Prudence, by flraining and overcoming himfelf, to (hew 
a generous Mind, permitting that he might conquer his 
own WilJ, they two fhould joy that Good which Heaven 
had already granted to them ; and that he fhould con* 
vert his Eyes to behold the Beautv of Doroiea, and he 
fhould fee that few or none coula for Feature paragon 
with her, and much lefs excel her; and, that he fhould 
confer her Humility and extreme Love, which fhe bore 
to him, with her other Endowments ; and principally, 
that if he gloried in the Titles of Nobility or Cluriflia- 
nity, he could not do any other than accomplifh the 
Promife that he had pafsM to her ; and, that by fulfil- 
ling it he fhould pleafe God, and fatisfie difcreet Perfons, 
wluch know very well how 'tis a fpecial Prerogative of 
Beauty, tho* it be in an humble and mean Subjed, if it 
be conforted with Modefty and Virtue, to exalt and 
equal itfelf to any Dignity, without Difparagement of 
him which doth help to raife^or unite it to himfelf; 
and when the flrong Laws of Delight are accomplifh*d 
(fo that there intercur no Sin in the a^ing thereof) he 
.is not to be condemned which doth follow them. Final- 
ly, they added to thefe Reafons others fo many and 
forcible, that the valorous Breafl of Don Ferdinands 
(as commonly all thofe that are warm'd and nonrifh'd by 
noble Blood are wont) was mollified, and permitted it- 
felf to be vanquifhM by that Truth which he could not 
deny, tho* he would: And the Token that he gave of 
his being overcome, was, to floop down and embrace 
Jhnua^ faying unto her, Arife, Lady, for 'tis n9t jufl 
Q % thac 
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-That {he be proflrated at my Feet whofe Image I have 

-creded in my Mind ; and if I have not hitherto given 

JDemoaJftrations of what I now aver, it hath perhaps 

ijc^len thro' the Diipofitijn of Heaven, to the end that 

J might, by noting the Conflancy and Faith wherewithal 

»xhou doll alFcft me, know after how to value and 

:eft€em thee according unto thy Merits ; and that which 

in recompence thereof I do entreat of thee is, that thou 

,wilt excufe iii me mine ill Manner of proceeding, and 

..exceeding Carelefnefs in repaying thy Good-will ; far, 

»the very Occafion and violenfe faffions that made me 

;to accept thee as mipe, the very fame did alfo impcll 

,me again not to be thine : And, for the more verifying 

.of mine AfTertion, do but once behold the Eyes of the 

.now- contented Lu/cMa, and thou may 'ft read in them 

a thoufand Excufes for mine Error; and feeing (he hath 

found and obtain'd her Heart's Delire, and I have in 

.thee alfo gotten what is moft convenient ; For I wi(h 

,fhe may liye fecurely and joyfuHy many happy Years 

.with her Cardenioy for I will pray the fame, that it will 

licenfe me. to enjoy my beloved Dorotea. And faying 

/o, he embraced her again, and join'd his Face to her 

with fo lovely a Motion, as it conftrain'd him to hold 

watchmg over his Tears, left violently burfting forth, 

j^they iliould give doubtlefs Arguments of his fervent 

Love and Remorfe. 

Cardenio, Lufcinda^ and almoft all the reft, could not 
»do fo, for the greater number of 'em flied {q many Tears^ 
/ome for their private Contentment, and others for their 
friends, as it feem'd that fome gridvous and heavy Mif- 
.^fbrtune had betided them all; even very Sancho Panca 
..weptj altho' he excus'd it afterward, faying. That he 
wept only becaufp that he {a^v that Dorotea was not 
At Queen of Micamicona^ as he had imagined, of whom 
Jie hoped to have received fo great Gifts and Favours : 
The Admiration and Tears join'd, endured in them all 
jfor a pretty fpace, and prefently after Cardenio and Z»- 
fcinda went and kncel'd to Y^n.Ferdinandoy yielding 
Jbim I'hanks for the Favour that he had done-fo them, 
. ^jvv'ith fo coui'^j^ Compliments ;as he knew not what to 
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anfwer ; and therefore lifted them up, and embraced 'em ^ 
with very great AlFedion and Kindnefs ; and prefently ♦ 
after, he demanded of Dorotea how fhe came to that' 
Place, fo far from her own Dwelling ; and fhe reco^ntcc^ 
unto him all that fhe had told to Car demo; whereat 
Don Ferdlnandoy and thofe which came with him, took 
fo great Delight, as they could have wifh'd that hef 
Story had continued a longer time in the telling than it 
did, fo great was Dorotea's Grace in letting out of her 
Misfortunes. And as foon as fhe had ended, Don FerM'» 
nando told all that had befallen him in the City aftcf that 
he had found the Scroll in Lu/cinda\ Bofom, wherein 
file declared Cardenio to be her Hufband ; and, that h« 
therefore could not marry her \ and alio how he attempt'^ 
od to kill her, and would have done it, were it not that 
her Parents hinder'd him ; and that he therefore depart- 
ed out cf the Houfe full of Shame and Defpitc, with 
Refolution to revenge- hi mfelf more commodioufly ; and 
how he underflood the next Day following hov/ Lufcin* 
aa was.fecretly departed from her Father's Houfe, and 
gone no body knew where ; but that he finally learnt, 
within a few Monties after, that fhe had entered into a 
certain Monaflery, with Intention to remain there ^11 
the Diays of her Life, if fhe could not pafs them with 
Cardenio ; and, that as foon as he had learnt that, chu- 
iing thofe three Gentlemen for his AfTociates, he came 
to the Place where fhe was, but would not fpcak to her, ^ 
fearing left that as foon as they knew of his being there, 
they would encrcafe the Guards of the Monaftery, and 
therefore expected until he found on a Day the Gates 
of the Monaflery open ; and leaving two of his Fellows 
to keep the Door^ he with the other cnter'd into the 
Abbey in Lufctndci% fearch, whom they found talking . 
with a Nun in the Cloyfler ; and fnatching her away 
' e're fhe could retire herfelf, they br6ught her to a cer- 
tain Vilhige, where they difguifed themfelves in that fort 
they were, for fo 'twas requifite for to bring her away : 
All which they did with the more Facility, that the 
Monaflery was feated abroad in the Fields, a good way 
from any Village. He like\vife told, that as foon as L«- 
G 3 fcittda ' 
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jcinda iaw herfelf in liis power, ihe fell into a Swocm i 
and, that after ihe had return^ to her felf, fhe never did 
any other thing but weep and figh, without fpeaking a 
Word ; and, that in that manner^ accompany^ with Si- 
lence and Tears, they had arrived to that Inn, which was 
to him as greatful as an Arrival to Heaven, wherein ali 
Earthly Miihaps are concluded and fini0i*'d. .

SA l^CHO |ave ear to all this with no (mall Grief 
of Mind,, feeing thaf all the Hopes of bis Lordfl&m 
vanifli'd away like Smoak^ and that the &ir Pfioceu 
Micomicona was turned into Dorotea,^ {^nd the Giant into 
Don Ferdinandoy and that his Mafter ilept fo fonndly 
and careleis of ^I that had happened. Dorotea could ixt 
yet afTure herfelf whether the Happincfs that fhe poiIefs*<l 
was a Dream, or no. Cardenio was- in the very fame ta- 
king j and alfo Lufcinda*s Thought run the fame Race. 

Don Ferdinand yielded many Thanks unto Heaven for 
having dealt with him (o propitioufly, and unwindecf 
him out of the intricate Labyrinth, wherein ftraying, he 
was at the point ta have lofl at once his Soul and Credit; 
and finally, as many as were in the Inn, were very glad 
and joyful of the Succefs of fo thwart, intricate, and 
defperate Affairs. The Curate compounded and ordcrM 
adl things thro* his Difcretion, and congratulated every 
one of the Good he obtainM : But ihe that kept greate^

I believe thee ve- 
ry eafily, replyM Don fixate, for I have had the mon- 
ftroufeil and moft terrible Battle with that Gi:!nt that> 
«vcr I think to have all the Days of my Life with any ;- 
and yet with one thwart Blow-thwack I overthrew his' 
Head to th& Ground y and there iftued fo much Blood, as^ 
the Streams thereof ran along the Earth as if they were 
of Water. As if they were of red Wine, you might bet-. 
ter have faid, replyM SancboPancai for I would let- 
you to underftand,. if you know it not already, that the 
de^d Giant is a bored Wine-bag ; afid the Blood, fix and 
thirty Gallons of red Wine, which is containM in }u» 
Rally :: The Head that was fkih*d ofF'fo neatly, is the 
Whore my Mdther, and l^t the Devil take aH away ibr 
me. And what is this theafay'il, Mad-man (quoth 
Don^ixoie ? ) Art thou in thy right Wits ; Get up. 
Sir (quoth Sancho) and you yourfeu* (hall fee the fair 
Staff yon have mad6, and what we have to pay ;- and 
- yon Ihall behold the Queen transfomM into a- particular 
. Lady, caird Dirotea, with other Succefies, which if you 
may cfnce conceive them aright,^, will ftrike you into 
Admiration. I would marvel at nothing, quoth Don • 
^ixotei for, if thou be^ilwell rememberM, I told thee 
the other time that we were here, how all that fncceeded 
in this Place was done by Enchantment; and what 
Wonder then if now the like Ihould cftfoons befall ? I 
could eafily be induced to believe all> reply'd Sancho,^ if 
my canvafing in. the Coverlet were of that nature, but; 
indeed it was not, but moft real and certain. And I 
few weir how the Inn-ketper, . that is here yet this very - 
Day alive, held one end of the Coverlet, and did tofs me ' 
up towards Heaven with very good Grace and Strength,^ . 
no lefs merrily than lighdy : Ahd where the Notice of 
Parties intercurs, I do believe, altho* I amafimpleMan^. 
G 4 and' 
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and a Sinner, that there^s no kind of Enchantment, but 
rather much Trouble, Bruifing, and Misfortune. ' Well, 
God will remedy all, faid Don ^ixote ; and give me 
mine Apparel, for I will get up and go forth, and fee 
thofe Succefies and Transformations which thou fpeak^il 
of. Sancho gave him his Clothes $ and whilft he was 
a makuig of him ready, the Curate recounted to Don 
Ferdinardo and to the reft, Don ^ixote*s mad Pranks, 
and the Guile he had ufed to bring him away out of the 
Poor Rock, wherein he imagined that he liv'd exiled 
thro' the Difdain of his Lady. He told thera moreover 
all the other Adventures which Sancbo had difcover'd ; 
whereat they did not laugh a little, and wonder withal, 
becaufe it feem'd to 'em all to be one of the extravagant'll 
kinds of Madnefs that ever befell a diftradled Brain. 
The Curate alfo added, I'hat feeing the good Succefs 
of the Lady Dorotea did impeach the farther profccu- 
ting of their Defign, that it was rcquilite to invent 
and find fome ether way how to carry him home to his 
own Village, Cardenio ofFer'd himfelf to proiecate the 
Adventure, and Lufcinda fliould rcprefent D9rotea\ 
Perfon. No, qucth Ferdinandoy it fhall not be fb, fbs I 
will have Dorotea to profecute her own Invention^ for 
fo that the Village of this good Gentleman be not very 
fkr off from hence, I will be v^ry glad to procure his 
Remedy. 'Tis no more than two Days Journey from 
hence, faid the Curate. Well, tho' it were more, re- 
ply'd Don Ferdinando^ I would be pleas'd to travel 
them, in exchange of doing fo good a Work. Don.^/>- 
ote Tallied out at this time compleatly armM, with Mam" 
brino\ Helmet (altho' with a great Hole in it) on hia 
Head, Ms Target on his Arm, and leaned on his Trunk 
or Javelin. His ftrange Countenance and Gate amaz'd 
Don Ferdinando and his Companions very much, fee- 
ing his ill- favoured Vi age fo wither'd and yellow, the 
Inequality and the Infuitability of his Arms, and his grave 
manner of proceeding; and flood all fllent to fee 
what he would do: Who calling his Eyes on the beau- 
tiful Dcntea, with very great Gravity and Staidnefs 
faid:

fel ; which, if it had been done by particular Order of 

the magical King your Father, dreading that I would 

not be able to give you the neceiTary and requiiite Help 

for your Reftitution, I fay, that he neither knew, nor 

doth know the one half of the Enterprize ; and, that he 

was very little acquainted with Hiftories of Chivalry ; 

for if Jxe had read them, or pafs*d 'em over with fo great 

Attention and Leifure as I have done and read 'em, he* 

Ihould have found at every other ftep how other Knighte, 

of .a great deal lefs Fame than myfelf, have ended more 

defperate Adventures, feeing 'tis not fo great a Matter 

to kill a Giant, be he ever fo arrogant: For 'tis not 

many Hours fince I my felf fought with one, and what 

enfued I will not fay, left they ihould tell me that I 

do lye; but Time, the Detcdor of all Things, will dif- 

clofe it when we do leaft think thereof. Thou fought'ft 

with two Wine-bags, and not with ru Giant, xjuoth the 

Hoft at this feafon : But Don Fefdinando commanded 

him to be filent, and not interrupt Don ^ixote in any 

wife, who profecuted his Speech, faying. In fine, I fay, 

high and difmherited Lady, that if your Father hath 

made this Met amor fhofis in your Perfon for the Caufes " 

related,- give him, no Credit, for there is no Peril fo 

great on Earth, but my Sword fhall open a Way thro* it, 

wherewithal I overthrowing your Enemy's Head to the 

Ground, will fet your Crown on your own Head within 

a few Days. Here Don ^ixote held his. . peace, and 

awaited the Princeis her Anfwer, who knowing Don 

Ferdinando^s Determination and Will, that Ihe Ihould 

continue the CQmn\enc'd Guile until Don ^ixote were 

carried home again, anfwer'd with a very good Grace 

and Countenance in this manner; Whofoever informed 

you, valorous Knight of the Ill-favoured Face ^ that I have 

alter'd and chang'd my Being, hath not told you the 

Truth, for I am the very fame to-day that I was yeftcr- 

day. True it is, ihat fomc unexpefted, yet fortunate 
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SacceiTes have wrought {bme Alteration in me, by be- 
llowing on me better Hap than I hoped for, or could 
wifli my felf J but yet, for all that, I have not left off to 
be that which before, or to have the very fame Thoughts 
which I ever had, to help my felf by the Valour of your 
snoft valorous and invincible Arm. And therefore I re- 
qneft you, good my Lord, of your accuftomM Bounty to 
return my Father his Honour again, and account of hint 
as of a. very difcreet and prudent Man^ feeing that he 
found by his Skill fo eafie and fo infidlible a Way ta 
.redrefs my Difgraces : For I do certainly believe, that 
if it had not been by your Means, I fhould never have 
happenM to attain to the good Fortune which now I 
poi&fs, as all thofe Noblemen prefent may witnefs ; what 
therefore refts, is, that to-morrow Morning we do (eC 
forward, for to-day is now already fo overgone, as we 
ihould not be able to travel very far from hence. As for 
the Conclu£on of the good. Succels that I do hourly, ex- 
pcft, I refer that to God, and the Valour of your in- 
vincible Arm. 

Thus much the di%eet Dortftea faid ; and Don ^txote 
having heard her, he tumM him to Sancho with very 
manifofl Tokens of Indignation, and faid. Now I (ay 
onto thee little, Sancho^ that thou art the very^ft RafcsJ 
that is in all Spain i tell me. Thief and Vagabond, Didft 
not thou, but even very now, fay unto me, that this 
Princefs was tum*d into a Damfel, and that calJ*d Dero- 
ttaf and, that the Head which I thought I had flafh*d 
from a Giant^s Shoulders was the Whore which bore 
- thee ; with a thqufand other Follies, which did pHinge 
me into the greatefl Confufion that ever I was in in my 
Life ? I vow (and then he look*d upon Heaven, and 
did crafh his Teeth together) that I am about to make 
&ch a Wreck on thee, as fhall beat Wit into the Pates 
ot all the lying Squires that fhall ever herder ferve 
Knights-Errant in this World. I pray you have Pa- 
tience, good my Lord, anfwer'd Sancho, for it nuty vtry 
well be&I me f be decelvM in that which toucheth the 
Tranfmutation of the Lady and Princefs Micomcona ; 
JMt in that which conceroeth the Giant*^ Head, or at 
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lead the boring of • the Wine-bags^ and, that the Blood 
•was but red Wine, I am not deceiv'd, I fwear, for the 
Bags lie yet wounded there within, at your own fied*s - 
He^, and the Wine hath made a Lake in the Chamber 1 ; 
and if it be not fo, it (hall be perceived at th& frying of ^ 
the Eggs ; I mean, that you fhall fee it when Maker 
Inn-keeper's Worfhip, who is here prefent, (hall demand ; 
-^ the Lofs and Damage. I fay then, SancBo^ quoth Don 
^ixoti, that thou art a Madcap : Pardon me, and fo - 
*c1s enough* 'Tis enough indeed, quoth Don Ferdinan- 
do; and therefore let me entreat you ta fay no more of ' 
this : And feeing my Lady the Princefr fays fhe will be : 
going to morrow, feeing *tis now too late to depart to- 
day, let it be fo agreed on, and we^ll fpend this Night • 
in pleafant Difcourles, until the Approach of the enfuing . 
Day, wherein we will all accompany and attend on the - 
worthy Juiight Sir-DonJ^Afj/^, becaufe we would be - 
Ey*-witncfs of the valorous and unmatchable Feats of 
-Arms which Jie fhall do in the purfuit of this weighty • 
Enterpnze which he hath. taken upon him. . I am he i 
that will ferve and accompany you, good my Lord» re* 
ply*d Don fixate ; and I do highly gratify the Honour- 
that is done me, and the good Opinion that is held of ' 
me^ the which I will endeavour to verifie and approve, 
or it (hall cofl.me my Lifbv or more, if ^more it might 
cofl me. 

Many other Words- of Compliment and Gratification * 
pafs'd between Don ^ixoti and .Don Ferdinando ; but . 
a certain Pa(rehger impos'd Silence to 'ehi all by his Ar- 
rivjd to the Inn in that very feafon> who,, by his Attire, . 
ftiew'd that he was a Chriftian newly return'd from * 
among the Mobri^ for he. was apparcl'd with a (hort- 
skirted Cafibck of blue Cloth, Sleeves reaching 4own half ' 
the Arm, and without a Collar; his Breethes were like- 
wife of blue Linnen, and he wore a Bonnet of the fame - 
cdiour, a .pair of Date-colour Buskins, and ^ Turktjh Scy- 
mitar hanging at his Neck in a Scarf, which went athwart 
his Breaft. There enter'd after him, riding on an Afs^ , 
a Woman dad like a Moor^ and her Face cover'd with a 
piece of the; Yeilof her Head: She. wore on her Head a 
G6. ' ^tde*: 
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^ittle Cap of Cloth of Gold, and was coverM with a lit- 
tle Turkijh Mantle from the Shoulders down to the Feet. 
The Man was of flrong and comely making, of the age 
of Forty Years, or thereabout ; his Face was fbmewhat 
taftn'd; he had long Moftachoesy and a very handfome 
'J3eard. To conclude, his Making was fuch, as, if he 
were well attit'd. Men would take him to be a Perlbn 
of Quality and good Birth. He demanded a Chamber as 
foon as he had enter'd ; and being anfwer'd, that there 
was no one vacant in the Inn, he feeAi'd to be griev'd ^ 
and coming to her which in her Attire denoted her {€i£ 
to be a Moor^ he took her down from her Afs. Lufcin- 
day Dorotea, the Hoftefs, her Daughter, and MariUrnes^ 
idlured to behold the new and ilrange Attijre of the 
Moor^ compafsM her about ; and Dorotea, who was al- 
ways moil gracious, courteous, and difcreet, deeming that 
both fhe, and he that had brought her, were difcontent- 
cd for the want of a Lodging, Ihe faid. Lady, be not 
griev'd for the Trouble you are here like to endure for 
want of Means to refrefh your felf, feeing *tis an uni- 
verfal and ufual Vice of all Inns to be defective herein ; 
yet, notwithflanding, if iffhall pleafe you to pafs away 
the Time among us (pointing to Lufcinda) perhaps you 
liave met in the Courfe of your Travels other worfe Pla- 
ces of Entertainment than this Ihall prove. The difgui- 
fed Lady made no Anfwer, no other Thing than ariiing 
from the Place wherein fhe fat, and fetting both her 
Hands acrofs on her Bofom, ihe inclined her Head and 
bow'd her Body, in fign that ihe rendered them Thanks. 
By her Silence, they doubtleily conjedur'd her to be a 
Moory and that ihe could not fpeak the Cafiilian Tongue. 
In tMs the Captive arrived, who was btherwife employed 
until then, and feeing that they all had environed her that 
came with him, and that ihe made no Anfwer to their 
Speech, he faid. Ladies, this Maiden fcarce under ilands 
my Tongue yet, nor doth ihe know any other than that 
of her own Country, and therefore ^e hath not, nor can 
make any Anfwer to your Demands. We demand nothing 
of her, quoth Lufcinda^ but only to make her an OSef 
of our Companies fox this Nighty and part of the Room 
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where we our felves Audi be accommodated, where ihe 
fhall be cheridiM up as much as the Commodity of this 
Place, and the Obligation wherein we be ty'd to fhew 
Courtefies to Strangers that may want it, do bind us, 
efpecially ihe being a Woman, to whom we may do this 
Service. Sweet Lady, I kifs your Hands both for her 
and my felf, reply'd the Captive, and I do highly prize, 
as it deferveth, the Favour you have proffcr'd, which in 
fuch an Occaiion, and ofFerM by fuchPerfons as you feem 
to be, doth very plainly (hew how great it is. Tell me, 
good Sir, quoth Dorofea, whether is this. Lady a Chri- 
Jirian or a Moor ? for by her Attire and Silence Ihc 
makes us fufped that fhe is that we would not wifli ihe 
were. "A Moor fhe is in Attire and Body, anfwer'd the 
Captive, but in Mind fhe is a very fervent Cbriftian^ 
for fhe hath very cxprefly defir'd to become one. Then 
fhe h not yet baptizM, faid Lufcinda? There hath been 
no Opportunity offer'd to us, quoth the Captive, to 
chriflen her fmce fhe departed from ArgtU^ which is her 
Town and Country ; and fince that time ihe was not in 
any fo imminent a Danger of Death, as might oblige her 
to be baptizM before fhe was iirft inflrudS in all the 
Ceremonies which our Holy Mother the Church com- 
mandeth ; but I hope fhortly (if it fhall pleafe God) to 
fee her baptizM with that Decency which her Quality 
and Calling deferves, which is greater than her Attire or 
mine makes fhew of. 

Thefe Words enflam'd all the Hearers with a great De- 
five to know who the Moor and her Captive were, yet 
none of *em would at that time entreat him to fatisfie 
their Longmg, becaufe the Seafon rather invited them to 
take fonie Order how they might reft after their Tra- 
vels, than to demand of them the Difcourfe of their 
Lives. Dorotea then taking her by the Hand, caus'd her 
to fit down by herfelf, and pray'ds her to take off the 
Veil from her Face, ^he inftantly beheld the Captive^ as 
if file demanded of him what they faid ; and he in the 
^a^/Vis/ Language told her, how they defir'd her to dif- 
cover her Face, and bid her to do it ; which prefently 
fhe did, and difcover'd fo beautifiil a Vifage, as Dorotea 

eilecm'd 
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efteemM her to be fairer than Lu/cinda, and Lufcinia pri- 
zed her to excel Dorotea ; and all the Beholders pcrceivM 
that if any one could furpafs them both in Beauty, *twas 
the Mwr ; .and there were fome that thought flic exceird 
*cni both in fome refpedls. And as Beauty hath ever-? - 
more the Prerogative and Grace to reconcile Mens.Minds, 
ftnd attrad their \Vilk to it, fo all of Vm forthmth dedi- - 
cared thetr Defircs to ferve and make much of the love- 
ly MoQr, Don Ferdinanda demanded of the Captive how 
ihe was call'd ; and he anfwerM, that her Name was 
Lela Zoraida : And as ibon as (he heard him, and un-. 
ilerftoodwhat they had demanded) flie fuddenly aniwer^d 
with Angttifh, but yet with a very good Grace, No, not 
Zoraida J but Martay Maria ; giving jhem to underhand, 
that (he was caird Maria, and not Zoraida. 

Thefe Words, and the great Effedl and Vehemency 
wherewithal the M»9r deliyer*d 'em, extorted more than . 
one Tear from the Hearers, cfpecially from the Women, . 
who are naturally tender-hearted and«compaffive. Lu-^ 
fcinda embraced her then with great Love, and faid, Ay^ 
ay, Af«rw,Af<jri«i .to which flieanfwcr'd, hy^zy^ Maria 
Zoraida mancange, that is, and not Z'o^ida. . By this it. 
was grown fome Four of the Clock in the Afternoon, and- 
by order of. thofe .which were Don Ferdinando\ Compa- 
nions, the Inn- keeper had provided, for them as good a . 
Bever as the Inn could in any wife afFjrd uitto them : 
Therefore, it being the Hour, they fat down all togetfaer- 
ai a long Table, for there was ne*eV a fquare or round one . 
'in all the Houfe, and they gave the firft and principal tod . 
(altho* he rcfus'd it as much as he could) to Don ^ixote, 
who commanded that the Lady Micomicona fhould fit at 
bis Elbow, feeing he Vv'as her Champion : Prefcntly were 
placed Lufcinda^ and Zoraida, and Don Ferdinandoy and 
Cardenk right over againil them, and after the Captive 
and other Gentlemen, and on the other fide the Ciuaie 
and Barber. And thus they made their Drinking witl^ 
Very great Recreation, which was the more augmented to 
fee Don fixate leaving of his Meat, and mov*d by the 
like Spirit of that which had made him once before talk fo 
much to the Goat-herds, begin to O&r them an Occafion 
of Speechin this manner : Tro- 
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Truly, good Sirs, if it be well confidcr*d, thofe which 
profefs the Order of Knighthood do fee many great and 
unexpeftcd Thin^ : If it be not fo, fay, what mortal 
Man alive is there, that entering in at this Ca{tle-gatc» 
and feeing us all in the manner we be now prefent here, 
can judge and believe that we are thofe which we be ? 
Who is it that can fay, that this Lady which fits here at 
my Sleeve, is the great Queen thaC we all know her to 
be, and that I am that Knight of the heaty Countettoftce 
that am fo much blab'd of abroad by the Mouth of Fame ? 
Therdbrc it cannot be now doubted, but that this Art 
and Exercife excelleth all the others which ever hiunaxi 
Wit, the Underminer of Nature, invented ; and *tis the 
more to beprizM, by how much it expofeth itfelf more 
than other Trades, to Dangers and Inconveniencies. 
Away >vith thofe that (hall afErm Learning to furpafi 
Arms ; for I will fay unto them, be they what they M, 
that they know not what th^y fay : For the Reafon 
which fuch Men do mod urge, and to which they moft 
rely, is, that the Travels of the Spirit do fer exceed 
thofe of the Body ; and, that the Dfe of Arms are on- 
ly exercisM by the Body ; as if it were an Office fit for 
Porteis, for which nothing were rcquifite but Bodily 
Forces; or as if in that, which we that piofe(s it do 
call Arms, were not included the Afts of Fortitude> 
which require deep Underftanding to execute them ; 
or as if the Warriour*s Mind did not labour as well as 
his Body who hai a great Army to lead and command^ 
or the Ddcrjcc of a befiegM City : If not, fee if he can 
arrive by his corporeal Strength to know or found the 
Intent of his Enemy, the Deijgns, Stratagems, and 
. Difficulties, how to prevent imminent Dangers ; all 
thefe being Operations of the Underftanding^ where- 
in the Body hath no meddling at all. It being there- 
fore fo, that the Exercife of Arms require Spirit, as 
well as thofe of Learning, let us now examine which 
of the two Spirits, that of the Scholar, or Soldier, 
do take moil Pain : And this may be beft under- 
flood by the End to which both of them are ad- 
drefs'd ; for that IsHattioa h moft to be «fteem*d 
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which hath forObjeft.the moft noble End. The End and 
Conclufion of Learning is, I fpeak not tibw of Diviniry, 
whofe Scope is to lead and addrefs Souls to Heaven , for 
to an End fo much without End as this, no other 
may be compar'd j I mean of human Sciences and Arts, 
to maintain diftribuii'vt Juftice m his Perfedlion, and 
giye to every one that which is his- own; to endeavour 
and caufe good Laws^ to be religioufly obfervM ; an £nd 
moft certainly generous, high, and worthy of great Praife» 
but not of fo much as that to which the Exercife of 
Arms is apnex^d, which hath ibr his Objedl and End 
Peace, which is the greateft Good Men can defire in 
Life ; therefore the firft good News that ever the World 
had, or Men received, were thofe which the Angels 
brought on that Night which was our Day^ when they 
fung in the Skies, Glory he in the Heights y and Peace on 
Earthy to Men of good Minds : And the Salutation which 
the beft Mafter that ever was on Earth, or in Heaven, 
taught to his Difciples and Favourites, , was, that when 
they enter'd into any Houfe, they fhould fay. Peace he 
to this Houfe ; and many other times he iaid, I gi*ue unr 
to you my Peace y 1 league nt^ Peace uuts you ; Peace he 
amongftyou. 'Tis a Good as precious as a Jewel, and a 
Gift given, and left, by fuch a Hand ; a Jewel, without 
which neither on Earth, or in Heaven, can there be any 
perfedl Good. This Peace is the true End of War, for 
Arms and War are one and the felf-fame Things- This 
Truth being therefore prefuppos'd, that the End of War 
is Peace, and that herein it doth excel the End of Lear- 
ning, let us defcend to the corporeal Labours of the 
Scholar, and to thofe of him that pofeiTeth Arms, and 
confidcr which of 'em are more toilfome. 

Don ^ixote did profecute his Difcourfe in fuch fort, 
and with to pleating Terms, as he had aim oft induced 
his Audients to efteem him to be, at that time at leaft, 
exempt from his Phrenzy ; and therefore, by reafon that _ 
the greater number of them were Gentlemen, to who© 
the U^t of Arms .is in a manner efTential and proper, - 
they did willingly liften to him j and therefore he con- 
tinued on with his Difcourfe in this manner ; I fay then 

that 
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that the Pains of the Student are commonly thefe r 
Principally Poverty (not that I would maintain that all 
Students are poor, but that I may put the Cafe in the 
greateft Extremity it can have) and by faying that he 
may be poor, methinks there may be no greater Aggra- 
vation of his Mifery ; for he that is poor hath no Per- 
fe^ion: And this Poverty is fuffcr'd by him fundry 
ways ; fometimes by Hunger, other times by Cold or 
Nakedness, and many times by all of 'em together ; yet 
it is never fo extream but that he doth eat, altho' it be 
fomewhat later than the Cu(lom» or of the Scraps and 
Reverfion of the rich Man : And the greateft Mifery of 
the Student is that which they term, to live by Sops and 
Pottage; and tho' they want Fire of their own, yet 
may they have recourfe to their Neighbour's Chimney,. 
which if it do not warm, yet will it weaken the Cold ; 
and finally, they fleep at Night tinder a Roof. I will 
not defcend to other 'J rifles, to wit, the want of Shirts 
and Shoos, the barrennefs of their Clothes, or the over- 
bading of their Stomachs with Meat, when good For- 
tune lends 'em as good a Meal ; for by this Way, which 
I have decypher'd fo rough and difficult, Humbling here^ 
Ming there, getting up again on the other fide, and re- 
falling on tl]is, they attain the Degree which they have 
defir'd fo much which many having compafsM, as we 
have feen» which havine pafs'd thro' thele Difficufties^ 
and failed by Snlla and Charybdis (borne away flying 
in a manner by favourable Fortune) they command and 
govern all the World from a Chair, turning their Hun< 
ger into Satiety, their Nakednefs into Pomp, and their 
fieeping on a" Mat into fweet Repofe among Hollands 
and Damask ; a Regard juflly merited by their Virtue. 
But their Labours, confh)nted and compar'd with thofe 
of the militant Soldier, remain Ytxy rar behind ; as I 
will prefemly declare. 
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7reafif;g of the airio'/s jDifionrfe made by 2)on 
Quixoie n^on the Exercifes of Arrrn and Let- 

ters. 

DON ^ix9ti continuing his DHcourfe, faici. Seeing 
we begin in the Student with Poverty and her 
Faxts^ let us examine whether the Soldier be richer : Cer- 
tainly we fliall find, that no Man can exceed the Soldier 
in Poverty itfclfa for he is ty*d to his wretched Pay, 
which comes either late or never, or dfe to his own 
Shifts, with notable danger of his Life and Confdencei 
and his Nakednefs is oft-times fomuch, as many times 
a Leather Jerkin gafhM ferves' him at once iR>r a Shirt 
and an Ornament : And in the midft of Winter he hath 
fundry times no ether Defence or Help to refill the In- 
clemencies of the Air,. in>the midft of the open Fields,^, 
thaft the &eath of has Month,, which Ir verily believe: 
doth, againil Nature, come out cold, by reafon it iallies 
fix)m an empty place. Expe^ there, till the Night £dty 
that he may rrpair all thefe Difcommodities by the Eaii- 
nefs of his Bed, the which, if it be not thro* his own 
De&ult, ihall never offend in Narrownefs, for hei mx^ 
meafure^out Ibr it.on the. Earth as .many^f^^as he plea- 
•fethy. and tumble himfelf up and down in it without 
endangering the wrinkling of his Sheets. Let, after aU 
this, the Day and Hour arrive wherein he is to receive 
the Degree of his ProfelTionr let, I fay, a Day of Battle 
arrivb, for there they will fit on his Head the Cap of 
his Dignity, made of Lints to cure the Wound of fome 
Ballet that has pafsM thit>* and chit)* his Temples, or 
hath maimM an Arm or a Leg. And when. this doth 
not befall, but that Heaven doth pioufly keep and pref 
ferve him whole and found, he fhall prehaps abide flill 
in the fame Poverty wherein he was at the firfl ; and* 
that if it be requifite that one and another Battle do fuc* 
ceed, and he come ofFever a Vi^or, to the end that he may 
profper, and be at the lafl advanced. But fuch Miradesare 

but 
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>at few times wrought : And fay, gcxxl Sirs, if you have 
loted it, how few are thofe which the Wars reward, in 
•efjpe A of the others which it hath deftroyM ? You muft 
inAver, without queflion. That there can be no CoAipari- 
x>n made between *em ; nor can the Dead be reduced to 
uiy nuniber, but all the living, and fuchas are advanc'd,. 
may be counted eafily with three Arithmetical Figures. 
All which £alls out contrary in Learned Men, for all of 
them have wherewithal to entertain and maintain them- 
felvcs by Skirts, I will fay nothing of Sleeves : So that 
altho* the Soldier's Labour is greater, yet is his Reward 
much leis. But to this may be anfwer'd. That it is eaiier 
to reward Two hundred thoufand Learned Men, than 
. Thirty thoufand Soldiers ; for they maybe advanced by gi- 
ving unto 'em OfRces which muft of neceility be beftow'd 
on Men of their ProfeiDoh, but Soldiers cannot be recom- 
pensed otherwife than by ^e Lord's Subftanceand Wealth 
whom they ferve : And yet this ObjedHon and Impoffi* 
biKty doth fortifie muck more myAffertion. 

But leaving this apart, which is a Labyrinth of very 
difficult Iflue, let us return to the Pre-eminency of Arms 
over Learning, which is a Matter hftherto depending, fo 
many are the Reafons that every one alledgeth for him- 
felf : And, among thoie which I my felf have repeated. 
Learning doth argue thus for it felf: That Arms with^ 
out it cannot be long maintain'd, fi>rafmuch as the Wa» 
hath alfo Laws,, and is fufajc£t ta tliem,. and that tho 
Laws are contained under the Title of Learnuig, and be- 
long to learned Men. To this ObjedUon Arms do make 
anfwer. That the Laws can't be fuftain'd without them, 
for Commonwealths arc defended by Arms, and Kingdoms 
preferv'd. Cities fenced, Highways made fafe, the Seas 
freed from Pirates ; and, to be brief,, if 'twere not for 
thcm» Commonwealths,. Kingdoms, Monarchies, Cities, 
knd Ways by Sea and. I^nd,. would be fubje^ to the Ri« 
gour ana Coniufioa which attendeth on the War alf the 
time that it endureth, and is licensed to praflife his Pre- 
r. gatives and Violence : And 'tis a known Truth, that 
it which coft moft, is o.r ought to be mod accounted of. 
That one may become eminent in Learnings it coRs him 
I Time, 
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Time,Watclungs, Hunger, Nakednefs, Head-achs, Raw- 
nefs of the Stomach, and other fach Inconveniencies as L 
have partly mentioned already. But, that one may ar- 
rive by true terms to be a good Soldiei*, it coils him all 
that it cofts the Student^ in To exceeding a degree as ad- 
mits of no Comparifon, for he is at every flep in jeopar- 
dy to lofe his Life. And what fear of Neceflity or Pover- 
ty may befall or molefl a Student fo fiercely as it doth a 
Soldier, who feeing himfcif at the Siege of fome impreg- 
nable Place, and Handing Centinel in fome Ravelin or 
Half-moon, feels the linemies undermining near to the 
Place where he is, and yet dares not to depart cr aban- 
don his Stand upon any Occafion whatfoevdr, or Ihun 
the Danger which fo nearly threatens him ? But that 
which he only may do, is, to advife his Captain of that 
which pafTcth, to the end he mnjr remedy it by fome. 
Countermine, wHilll he muft Hand ftill fearing and ex* 
pedting when he fhall fuddenly fly up to the Clouds 
without Wings, and after defcend to the Depths againll 
his Will. And if this appear to he. but a fmall Danger, 
let us weigh whether the grappling of two Galleys the 
one with the other in the midfl of the fpacious Main,, 
may be comparM, or dg furpafs it, the which liaiPd and 
grappled Mt the one to the other, the Solditr hath no 
more room in them than two foot broad of i Plank on 
the Battlings ; and notwithftanding, altho* he clearly 
fee laid before him (b many Minifters of Death, for all 
the Pieces of Artillery that are planted on the adverfe 
fide do threaten him, and are not diftant from his Body^ 
the length of a Lance, and feeing that if .he flipp*d ever 
fo little afide, he fliould fall into the Deeps, .doth yet. 
neverthelefs with undaunted Heart, borne away on the 
Wings of Honour, v^hich fpurreth him onward, oppofe 
hinifclf as a Work to all their Shot, and drives to pafs 
by that fo narrow a Way into the Enemy's Veflel. And 
what is mod to be admir'd, , is, to behold how fcarce is 
one fallen into the Place from whence he Ihall never 
afteir arife until the World's end, when another takes 
ppfleffion of the fame Place ; and if he do likewife 
tumble into tlie Sea>. wliich gapes like. an En^my for 

him. 
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fc-im alfo, and another and another will fucceed unto him, 
without giving any Refpite to the Times of their Death, 
Valour, and Boldnefs, which is the greateft that may be 
found among all the Trances of Warfare. Thofe blef- 
fed Ages were fortunate which wanted the dreadful Fury 
of the devililh and murdering Pieces of Ordnance, to 
whofe Inventor, l*m verily perfuadcd, they render in Hell 
«Ln eternal Guerdon for his diabolical Invention; by which 
he hath given Power to an infamous, bafe, vile, and 
daftardly Arm, to bereave the moft valorous Knight of 
Life, and that without knowing how, or from whence, 
in the midfl of the Stomach and Courage that enflames 
and animates valorous Minds, that arrives a wandering 
Bullet ((hot off perhaps by him that was afraid, and 
fled at the very blaze of the Powder as he difcharg'd 
the accurfed Engine) and cuts off and finifheth in a mo» 
ment the 7'houghts and Life of him who merited to en- 
joy it many Ages. 

And whilfl I confider this, am alwut to fay. That it 
'grieves me to have ever undertaken the Exercife of a 
Knight-Errant in this our deteftable Age 4 for altho' no 
Danger can affright me, yet notwithflanding I live in 
Jealoaiie, to think how Powder and Lead might deprive 
me of the Power to make my felf femous and renowned 
by the Strength of mine Arm, and Edge of my Sword, 
throughout the Face of the Earth : But let Heaven 
difpofe as it pleafeth, for fo much the more fhall I be 
efteem'd, if I can compafs my Pretenfions, by how 
much the Dangers were greater to which I oppos'd my 
felf, -than thofe atchievM in foregoing Times by Knights- 
Ad venturous. 

Don fixate made all this prolix Speech, whilft the 
reft of his Company did eat, wholly forgetting to tafte 
one Bit, altho' Saf^cho Panca did now and then put 
him in remembrance of hisViduals, faying, that he ihould 
have Leifure enough after to fpeak as much as he could 
defile. In thofe that had heard, was again renewM a 
kind of Compailion, to fee a Man of fo good a Wit as he 
feem'd to be, and of fo good Difcourfe in all the other Mat- 
ters which he took in hand, to remain fo dearly devoid 
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pf it, when any Occaiion of Speech were ofFer'd, treat- 
ing of his accurfed Chivahy. The Curate applauded 
his Difcourfe, affirming, That he produced very good 
Heafons fpr all that he had fpoken in the iavour of Arms, 
and, that he himfelf ^altho* he was learned and gradoated] 
was likewife of his Opinion. The Bever being ended, 
and the Tahle cloths takfcn away, whilft Maritorms did 
help her Miilrefs and her D^ghter to make ready the 
Room, where Don fixate had (lept, for the Gentlewo- 
.men, wherein they alone might retire themielves that 
Night, Don Ferdinando entreated to recount unto them 
the HiUory of his Life, forafmuch as he fufpe^ed that it 
muft have been rare and delightful, as he gathered by 
the Tokens he gave, by coming in the lovely Zeraidas 
company. To which the Captive reply 'd, That he would 
accomplifh his Defire with a very good Will ; and, that 
only he feared that the Difcourfe would not prove fa 
favoury as they expcded ; but yet, for all that, he would 
U^ it, becaufe he would not diibbey him. The Curate 
and aU the reft thankM him for his Promife, and tumM 
to requeft him again to begin his Difcourfe i and he 
perceiving fo many to follicite him, faid. That Prayers 
were not requidte when Commandments were oF fuch 
force i and therefore I defire you, quoth he, to be at- 
tentive, and you Hull hear a true Diicoune, to which 
perhaps no feignM Invention can be compar'd, for Varie- 
ty or Delight. Tht reft, animated by thefe Words, did 
accommodate themfelves with very great Silence ; and 
^e beholding their Silence and Expe^tion of his Hifto- 
ry, with a mcdeft and pleafmg Voice began in this 
manner: 
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CHAP. ill. 

Wherein the Capive recountetb his Life, <ind 
other Accidents.^ 

IN a certain Village of the Mountains of Lkn\ tny Li- 
neage had beginning, wherewithal Nature dealt much 
more liberally than Fortune, altho' my Father had the 
Opinion, amidft the Penury and Poverty of that People, 
to be a; rich Man, as indeed he might have been, had he 
but ufed as much Care to hoard up his Wealth as Prodi- 
gality to fpend it. And this his liberal Difpoiition pro- 
ceeded from his being a Soldier in his youthful Years ; 
for War is the School wherein the Mifer is made frank, 
and the frank Man Prodigal : And if among Soldiers we 
iind fome Wretches and Niggards, they'r accounted Mon- 
llers which are feldom feen. My Father pafled the 
Bounds of Liberality, and touch'd very nearly the Con- 
fines of Prodigallity, a Thing nothing profitable for a 
married Man, who had Children that fhould fucceed him 
in his Name and Being. My Father had three Sons, all 
Men, and of Years fufficient to make an Eledtion of the 
State of Life they meant to lead ; wherefore he perceivine, 
as he himfelf was wont to * hy, that he could not bridle 
his Nature in that Condition of Spending, he r^folv'd 
to deprive himfelf of the Inftrument and Caufe which 
madejhim fuch a fpender, and fo liberal, to wit, of his 
Goods, without which Alexander the Great himfejf 
would be accounted a Mifer i and therefore calling us all 
three together on a Day into his Chamber, he ufed thefe 
or fuchlike Reafons to us : 

Sons, to affirm that I love you well, may be prefu« 
jned, feeing I term yoii my Sons ; and yet it may be 
fufpe£ted that. I hate you, feeing I do not govern my felf 
fo well as I might, in the hus&ding and encreafing of 
your Stock : But, to the end that you may £rom hence* 
forth preceive that I do afFed you with a Fatherly Love, 
and, that I mean not to overthrow you like a ^tlep- Father, 
rU do one Thin^ to you which I have ponderM> and with 
• snature 
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mature Deliberation propos'd thefi^ many Days. Yofi are 
all of age to accept an Eftate, or at leaft to make choice 
of fome fuch Exercife as may turn to your Honour and 
Profit at' riper Years ; and therefore that which I have 
thought upon is, to divide my Goods into four Parts ; the 
three I will bcftow upon you, .to every one that which 
appertain^ to him, without exceeding .a Jot^ and I my 
felf will referve the fourth to live and maintain me with 
as long as it ihall plcafe Heaven to lend me Breath : Yet 
do I greatly defire, that after every one of you is poffeT- 
fed of his Portion, he would . take one of the Courfes 
which I mean to propofe. There's an old Proverb in 
. this our Spain, in mine -Opinion very true (as ordinarily 
all Proverbs are, being certain brief Sentences colled^ 
out of long arid difcreet Experiences) and 'tis thi«. The 
Church J the Sea, or the Court : The Meaning whereof is, 
that whofoever would become wealthy or worthy, mud 
cither follow the Church, haunt the Seas, by exerciiing 
the Trade of Merchandife, or get him a Place of Service 
and Entertainment in the King's Houfe i for Men lay. 
That a Kings Crumb is more ixjorth than a Lord's Loaf. 
This I fay becaufe I defire, and 'tis my .Will, that one of 
j'ou do follow his Book, another Merchandife, and the 
third the War, feeing that the Service of his own Houfe 
is a difficult Thing to compafs : And altho' the War is 
not wont to enrich a Man, yet it adds unto him great 
Worth and Renown. Within thefe eight Days I do 
mean to give you all your Portions in Money, without 
defrauding you of a Mite, as you fhall fee in EfFe6l ; 
therefore tell me now whether you mean to fallow mine 
Opinion and Device in this which I have propos'd. And 
then he commanded me, by reafon that I was the eldell, 
to make him an Anfwer. 

I, after I had entreated him not to make away his 
Goods, but to fpend and difpofe of them as he lifted, 
feeing that we were both young and able enough to 
gain more, at laft I concluded that 1 would accompliiji 
* his Will,^nd that mine was to follow the Wars, there- 
in ferving God a[nd my King together. The fecond 
Brother made the fame Offer, and employing Jiis Portion 
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in Commodities, would venture it to the Indies, The 
youngeft, and, as I deem, the difcrecteft, faid, that cither 
he would. follow the Church, or go at leaft to Sah- 
manchay to finilh his already-commenced Studies. And as 
foon as we had ended the Agreement and £tedion of our 
Vocations, my Father embracM us all j and afterwards 
performed unto us, in as fhort a time as he had mentioned, 
all that he had promifed, giving unto each of us a Portion, 
amounting, if I do well remember, to three thoufand Du- 
cats a-piece in Money : For an Uncle of ours bought all 
the Goods, and paid ready Money, becaufe he would not 
have them made away fix)m our own Family and Lineage. 
We all took Leave of our good Father in one Day ; and 
in that Inflant it feeming to me a great Inhumanity to 
leave my Fathei: fo old, and with fo little Means, I dealt 
fo with him, as I conftrain'd him to take back again two 
thoufand Ducats of the three he had given me, for as 
much as the reft was fuificient to furnifh me in very good 
forywith all Things requifite for a Soldier. My Brothers, 
moved by mine Example, did each of them give him a 
thoufand Crowns : So that my Father i-emaincd with four 
thoufand Crowns in Money, and thre« in Goods, as 
they were valued ; which Goods he would not fell, but 
keep them ftill in Stock. Finally, we bad him (and our 
faid Uncle) farewel, not without much Feeling and ma- 
ny Tears on both fides : And they charged us that we 
would from time to time acquaint them with our Succedes, 
whether profperous or adverfe. We promisM to perform 
it : And then embracing us, and giving us his Bleflin^, one 
depaited towards Sulamancha, another to Se^villey and my- 
felf to jilicant. I arrived prbfperoufly at Genoa ^ and from 
thence went to Milan ^ where I did accommodate myfelf 
with Arms, and other Braveries usM by Soldiers, arid de- 
parted firom thence to fettle myfelf in Piemont 5 and be- 
ing in my Way towards the City of Alexandria de la 
Fagliuy I heard News that the great Duke of Alva did ' 
pafs towards Flanders. Wherefore changing my Purpofe, 
"I went with himi and fcryed in all the Expediticis he 
made : I was prefent at the beheading of the Earls -or 
Egmont and HornSf and obtained at laft to be Ei fijn 
Vol.IL H to 
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to a femous Captain of Ouada-lafaraj calPd Diego de Vr*, 
bina. Within a while after mine Arrival to Flanders^ the 
News were divulg'd of the League that Fius ^intus 
the Pope, of femous Memory, had made with the yene- 
ttans and the King of Spain y againil our common Enemy - 
the Turlty who had gain'd by 'Force the famous Jfland of 
Cyprus much about the fame time, which Ifland belonged 
to the State of Venice y and was an unfortunate and la- 
mentable Lofs. It was alfo certainly known, that the 
jnoft noble Don John of Jufiriay our good King Don 
Philifs natural Brother, did come down for General cf 
this League, and the great Provifion that was made 
for the War was publifhM every where. 

All this did incite and ftir on my Mind and DeGre to 
be prefent at that Expedition fo much expedled : And 
therefore, altho" I had Conjcftures, and half Promifes to 
be made a Captain in the firft Occafion that fhoijld be of- 
fered, yet I refolv'd to leave all thofe Hopes, and go into 
Italy, as in effcd I did. Axid my good Fortune fo difpo- 
fed, as the Lord Don Jobn of Auftria arrived juft at the 
fame time at Genoa^ and went towards l^aplesy to join 
himfelf with the Venetian Navy, as he did after at Mejfi- 
na. In this moft fortunate Journey I was prefent, being 
by this made a Captais of Foot : To which honourable 
Charge I was mounted, rather by my good Fortune, than 
by my Deferts. And that very Day, which w^ fo fortu- 
nate to all CbrifiendoMy for therein the whole World was 
undeceived, and all the Nations thereof freed of all die Er- 
ror they held, and Belief they had, that the Turh was 
invincible at Sea : In that very Day, I fay, wherein the 
fwelling Stomach and Ottomanicat Pride was broken, 
among fo many happy Men as were there {for the Cbri- 
Jiians that were (lain were much more happy than thofe 
which they left victorious alive) I alone was unfortunate, 
feeing that in Exchange of fome naval Crown, which I 
^ight e;cpe^, had I lived in the Times of the ancient Ro- 
mansy I found myU^ the Night enfuing that fo famous a 
Pay with my Legs chained, and my Hands manacled, 
ivjiich befell in this manner : That XJchali, King of Al- 
a^ien^ j» bojd 9|ld ye^tmpu? Pirate, having invefled and 
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^ftrefled the' Admiral of Maha (for only three Knights 
remained alive, and thofe very fore wounded) yoifn. An^ 
dred^ chief Galley came to her Succour, wherein I went 
^f ith my Company : And doing what was requi£te in fuch 
an Occaiion, I leapM into the Enemy's Veffd, the which 
falling off from that which had affaulted her, hindered my 
Soldiers from following me ; by which Means I (aw my- 
self alone amidft mine Enemies, againf^ whom I could 
snake no long Reiiflance, they were To many. In fine, £ 
%vas taken fiiU of Wounds. Now, as you may have heard, 
XJchali fav'd himfelf and all his Squadron, whereby I be- 
came Captive in his Power, and only remained forrow- 
ful among fo many joyflil, and captive among fo many 
freed; for thatTDay fifteen thoufand Cbriftians, which 
came Slaves, and inchain'd in the Turkijh Galleys, re- 
covcr*d their defir'd Liberty. I was carry'd to Conftanti^ 
nophj where the great Turk Selim^ made Lord-General 
of the Sea, by reafon that he had fo well performed his 
Duty in the Battle, having brought away, for a Wit- 
nefs of his Valour, the Standard of the Order of Mal- 
ta. I was the enfuing Year of 1572, in Naverino^ row- 
ing in the Admiral of the three Lanthornsy and faw and 
noted there the Opportunity that was loft, of taking all 
the Turkijb Navy within the Haven : For all the Jani" 
Juries, and other Soldiers that were in it, made full ac- 
count that they fhould be fet upon, even within the very 
Port, and therefore trufsMupall their Baggage, andmacte 
ready their Shoos, to fly away prcfenvly to the Land, be- 
ing in no wife minded to exped the A/Tault, our Navy did 
flrike fuch Terror into them. But God difpofed otherwife 
of the matter, not thro' the Fault or Negligence of the 
General that governed our Men, bat for the Sins oiChri- 
fendom; and becaufe God permits and wills that we 
have always fome Executioners to chaftife us. In Sum, 
XJchali got into Modon^ which is am Ifland near to Na-- 
verindy and landing his Men there, he fortify'd the 
Mouth of the Haven, and there remained until Don 
yohn departed. In this Voyage was taken the Galley call'd 
Pre/ay whereof the famous *Pirate Barharofus his 
Son was Captain. It was furprizcd by the head Galley 
Ha of 
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<of Naples^ cali'd the She Wolf^ that was commanded by 
the Thunderbolt of War, the Father of Soldiers, that ibr- 
tunatc and never- overthrown Don Ahvaro de Bacon y the 
Marquis of SanSa-Crux, And here I will not forget to 
recount what befell at the taking of the Pre/a. This 
tion of Barharojfas was fo cruel, and ufed his Slaves fo 
ill, that as foon as they that were rowing perceived the 
She Wolf to approach them, and that ihe had overtaken 
them, they caft away their Oars all ait one time, and lay- 
ing Hands on their Captain, that flood on the f Poop, 
ciying to them to row with more Speed, and palling 
liim from one Bank to another, from the Poop to the 
Prow, they took fo many Bits out of him, as he had 
fcarce palled beyond the Mali, when his Soul was already 
wafted to Hell u Such w;is the Cruelty w herewithal he in- 
treated them, and fo great the Hate they alfo bore to- 
wards him. We r^turn'd the next Year after to Confian- 
tinopU^ being that of Seventy and three., ajid thece we 
learnt how Don John had gain'd T^unisy and taking 
that Kingdom away from the T^urks^ had, by infbdlini; 
Muley Hamet therein, cut away all Muley Hameda\ 
Hopes to reign again there, who was the mofl cruel and 
valiant Moor that ever lived. 

The great Turk was very much griev'd for this Lofs ; 
and therefore uling the Sagacity wherewithal all his Race 
were enduM, he made Peace with the Venetians^ which 
viih'd for it much more than he did hiinfelf : And the 
Year after, of Seventy and four, he affaultfed the Fortrefs 
.of Goleta, and the other Fortrefs that Don yohn had 
railed near unto Tunis And in all thefe Qccafions I was 
prefent, ty'd to the Oar, v/ithout any HcJpe of Liberty, 
at leaflwife by Ranfom, being refolv'd never to iignify 
by Letter my Misfortunes to my Father. The Goleta was 
Joll in fine, and alfo the Fortrefs, before, which two Pla- 
<:es lay in Siege feventy five thoufand Turks^ and more 
;than four hundred thoufand Moors, and other Saracens 
«pf ajl the other Parts of Africa, being fuinifh'd with 

fuch 
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fuch abundance of Munition and warlike Engines, and Co 
many Pioneers as were able to cover Goleta and the For- 
t'refs, if every one did but call his Handful of Earth upon 
tliem. Thus was Goleta^ accounted until then impregna- 
te, firft loH, the which did not happen thro' Default cF 
"Valour in the Defendants, who in Defence thereof did all 
they could, or ought to have done j but becaufe Experi- 
ence (hew'd the Facility wherewithal Trenches might be 
rais'd in that defart Sand ; for tho' Water had been found 
in it within two Spans depth, the 7urks could not find 
it in the depth of two Yards ; and therefore filling many 
Sacks full of Sand, they raifed their Trenches fo high, as 
they did furmount the Walls of the Sconce, and did fo 
gall the Defendants from them with their Shot, as no one 
could Hand to make-any Defence. It was a common Re- 
port, that our Men would not immure themfelves within 
Goleta^ but exped the Enemy in the Campaign, at their 
difembarquing. But thofe that gave this out, fpake wide- 
ly, as Men very little acquainted with the like Af&irs : 
For iS in Goleta^ and the Fortrefs, there were fcarce feven 
thoufand Soldiers, how cquld fo few a Num^ber, were 
they ever fo refohite, make a Sally and remain in the 
Forts, againft fo great a Number of Enemies? Or, how 
is it poflible, that the Forces which are not ieconded and 
fupply'd, fhould not be overcome, efpecially being be- 
fieged by many and obHinate Enemies, and thofe in their 
own Country ? But piany others efteem'd, and fo did I 
likewife among the reil, that Almighty God did a par- 
ticular Grace and Favour unto Spaiw^ in that manner per- 
mitting to be deftroyM the Stop and Cloak of all Wick- 
ednefs; and the Sponge and Moth of innumerable Sums 
of Money fpent there unprofitably, without ftrving to 
- any other End, than to preferve the Memory of being ^ 
gain'd by the Emperor Charles V. as if it had been 
requifite for the keeping of it eternal (as it is, and 
ftiall be ever) that thofe Stones fhould fuftain in 
1 he Fortrefs was alfo won. But the Turks were con- 
ftrainM to gain it. Span by Span : For the Soldiers 
which' defended it, fought fo manfully and refolutely, 
as the Number of the Enemiea flain, in two and twenty 
H 3 general 
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general Affaults which they gave unto it, did paTs Brt 
and twenty thoufand. Never a one was taken Prifoner, 
but three hundred, which furviv'd their Fellows : A cer- 
tain and nianifeft Token of their Valour and Strength, 
and how well they had defended themfelvcs, and kept 
their Fortrefles with great Magnanimity. A little Fort 
or Turret that ftood in the midft of the Place, under the 
Command of Don yohn Zanoguera, a Valentian Gentle- 
man, and famous Soldier, was yielded upon Compofitiony 
and Don Fedro de Puerto Carreroy General of Goleta^ 
was taken Prifoner, who omitted. lU) Diligence pofliblc 
to defend the Place ; but yet was fo grieved to have loft 
it, as he dy'd for Grief, on the Way to ConfiantinopUy 
whither they carry'd him Captive. The General like- 
wife of tlie Fort, called Gabriel Cerhdlotiy l^ing a Gen- 
tleman of Milany and a great Engineer, and moft rcfc- 
lute Soldier, was taken : And there died in both the 
Places many Peribns of Worth, amoi^ which, Pagam 
de Oria was one, a Knight of the Order of St. yabuy c£ 
a moft noble Difpofition, as the exceqding Liberally 
which he ofed towards his Brother, the iamoos yohm 
Andrea de Oria, clearly demonftrates ; and that which 
renderU his Death more deplorable, was, that he was 
ilain by certain Saracetu (which he tmfted, perceiviDg 
how the Fort was loft) who had ofierM to convey him 
thence in the Habit of a Moor to Tabarcay which is a 
little Haven or Creek pofleisM by the Qemefe, that fifh 
for Coral on that Coaft. The(e Saracens cut offhts Head, 
and brought it to the General of the Turkifi? Army ; 
who did accomplifh in them the Spanijh Proverb, Tlai 
althfp the Treafon f leaf e thy yet is the Tray tor hated: 
And fo it is reported, that he commanded thofe to be 
hang'd that brought him the Prefent, becaufe they had 
not brought it alive. 

Among the Chrifiians that were loft in the Fort, there 
was one call*d Don Pedro de Aguilary bom in Andalu^ 
Jiay in.fome Town, whofe Name I have forgotten: He 
had been ancient in the Fortrefs, and was a Soldier of 
great Account, and of a rare Underftanding, and efpe- 
cialJy had a particular Grace in Poetry i This I fay, 

becaufe 
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becaufe his Fortune brought him to be a Slave to my 
Patron, even into the very fame Galley and Bench where- 
on I fat. This Gentleman made two Sonnets in form 
of Epitaphs ; the one for Goleta^ the other for the 
Fort : And I will repeat them, becaufe I remember them 
very well, and do believe that they will be rather grate- 
ful, than any thing difguftfal to the Audients. As foon 
as ever the Captive named Don Pedro de Aguilar, Don 
Ferdinando beheld his Comrades, 'and they all three did 
fmile : And when he began to talk of the Sonnets, one 
of them faid. Before you pafs further, I befeech you, 
good Sir, let me entreat you to tell me, what became 
of that Don Pedro de Aguilar^ whom you have named ? 
Thiat which I know of that A£Fair, anfwer'd the Cap- 
tive, is, that after he had been two Years in Conftanti- 
nopUy he fled away in the Attire of an Armenian^ with 
a Greek Spy, and I cannot tell whether he recovered his 
Liberty, or no ; altho' I fuppofc he did : For within a 
Year after I faw the Greek in Conftantinople ; but I had 
not the Opportunity to demand of him the Succefs of 
that Voyage. He came then into Spain^ quoth the 
Gentdman : For that fame Don Pedro is my Brother, 
and dwells now at Home in our own Town, very well> 
rich, marry'd, and a Father of three Sons. God be 
thanked, quoth the Captive, for the Infinite Favour he 
hath fhewM unto him : For in mine Opinion, there is 
not on Earth any Contentment able to be compared to 
that ofrecoveringofa Man's loll Liberty. I do, moreover, 
faid the Gentleman, know the Sonnets which my Bro- 
ther compofed. I pray you then, good Sir, quoth the 
Captive, repeat them ; for perhaps you can fay them 
better then I. With a very good Will, anfwerM the 
Gentleman ; and that of GoUta is thus ;

rrhc Sonnets were not mifliked : and the Captive was great- 
ly recreated with the News which he received of his Com- 
panion ; and profecuting his Hiilory, he faid, The Go let a 
and the Fort being render'd, the Turks gave Order to dif- 
mantle Goleta 5 for the Fort was left in fuch fort, as there 
remained nothing up that might be overthrown ; and to 
do it with more Brevity and lefs Labour, they undermined 
it in three Places ; but that which feemed leaft ftrcng, 
could not be blown up by any of them, which was the 
old Walls ; but all that which had remain'd a-f<^ot of the 
new Fortifications, and Works of Fratin, fell down to 
the Ground with great Facility. And this being ended, 
the Navy returned triumphant and vi(5lorious to Con- 
ftantinophy where, within a few Months afterward, my 
Lord Uchali died, whom they called Vchalt Fertax, fig- 
nifying in the Turhijh Language, the fcald or fcurvy 
Runagate, for he was fuch. And it is a CuHora among 
the Turks^ to give one another nick-names, either of tfee 
Defedfe or Pcrfeftions and Virtues which they have ; and 
the Reafon hereof is, that among them all they have but 
four Lineages that have Sirnames ; and thefe do contend 
with that of Ottoman^ Sy for Nobility of Blood ; and all 
the reft, as I have faid, do take Denomination, fome- 
time from the Blemifhes of the Body, and fometime from 
the Virtues of the Mind i and this fcurvy Fellow did 
row iburteen Years, being the great Turk's Slave, and 
did renounce his Faith, being four and thirty Years old, 
for defpite, and becaufe he might be reveng'd on a Turk 
that gave him a Cuff on the Face, as he rowed ; and his 
Valour was fo great, as without afcending by tlie dif- 
honourable Means and Ways ufually taken, the great*- 
eft Minions about the greit Turk, he came firft ttt be 
King of Algiers J and after to be General of the Sea, 
H 5 • which 
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which is the*third moft noble Charge and Dignit)r of al 
the 7urkijh Empire. He was born in Calabria^ and was 
'a good moral Man, and ufed with great Humanity )ais 
Slaves, whereof he had above three thoufand, ^vhich 
after his Death were divided, as he had left in his Te- 
ilament, between the great ^urk (who is ever an Inhe- 
ritor to every dead Man, and hath a Portion among the 
dcceafed's Children ) and his Runagates. I fell to the 
Lot of a Venetian RunaipLtc, Who, being a Shi^boy ina 
certain Veflel, taken by Ucha/i, who lov'd him Co ten- 
derly, as he was one of the deareft Youths he had, and 
he became after the moft cruel Runagate that ever liv'd^ 
He was call'd Jzafiaga, and came to be very rich, and 
King of Algiers : with him I came from ConfiantinopUy 
fomewhat contented in Mind, becaufe I Ihould be near- 
er ^2XiX.o Spain \ not for that I meant to write unto any 
one of my unfortunate Succefs, but only to fee whether 
Fortune would prove more favourable to me in Algiers^ 
than at Confiantinofle , where I had attempted a thou- 
fand ways to efcape, but none of them forted unto any 
good Eftedl : And I thought to fearch out in Algiers 
iome other, Means to compafs that which I fo greedily 
defir'd » for the Hope of attaining Liberty fometime had 
never abandoned me; and when in the contriving I 
thought, or put my Defigns in pradice, and that the 
Succefs did not ahfwer mine Expeflation, prefently, 
without -forfaking me, it fbrg'd and fought out for ano- 
ther Hope, that might fuftain me, altho, it were debile 
and weak. 

With this did I pafs away my life, fhut up in a Prifon 
or Houfe, which the Turks call Baths, wherein they do 
inclofe the captive Chrijiians^ as well as thofe that belong 
to the King, as other particular Men, and thofe which 
they call of the Almaxen^ which is as much as to fay. 
Slaves of the Council, who are deputed'to fervc the City 
in^the pablick Works and other Affairs thereof 5 andthclV, 
of all other Captives, do with moft DiiEculty attain to 
Liberty ; for, by reafon they belong to the Commoiulit/, 
and^iave no particular Mafter, there is none with whom 
a Man may treat of tlieir Redemption, aUho' they fhould 

have 
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liave the Price of their Ranibm. To.thefe Batks, as J 
liave bid, fbme particular Men carry their Captives to he 
Icept, chiefly if they.be to be ranfomM ; for there they 
have them at their Eafe and fecure, until they be redeem- 
ed. The King*s Captives of Ranfom alfo do not go forth 
to Labour with the other poor Crew,, if it be not when 
the paying of their Ranfom is defert'd ; for then, to the 
end they may make them write for M6ney more ear- 
neftly, th^y make them labour, 'and go to fetch Wood 
with the reft, which is no fmall Tori and Trouble. I 
then was one of thofe of Ranfom ; for as foon as ic 
was known how I was a Captain, notwithftanding I told 
them of my little PoiTibility, and want of Means^ all 
could not avail to difTuade them from conforting me with 
the Multitude of Gentlemen, and thofe of Ranfom : They 
put on me then a Chain, rather to be a Token that I 
was there for my Ranfom, than to keep me the better 
with it; and fo I pafled away my Time there with 
many other Gentlemen, and Men of Mark, held and 
kept in there for their Ranfom, And altho* both 
Hunger and Nakednefs did vex us now and then^ or 
rather evermore, yet nothing did alHidt us fo much, 
as to hear and fee every Moment the Cruelties that 
my Mafter ufed towards »the Chriftians. Every Day 
he hang'd up one, he fet this Man on a Stake, and 
would cut off the other's Ears, and that for fo little 
Occafion, or wholly without it, as ^he very furks 
themfelves perceived, that he did it not for any other 
Caufe, but becaufe he had a Will to do it, and that it 
was his natural Indmation to be a Homicide of all 
human Kind. Only one Spantjb Soldier, called Such- 
a-one of Saavedra^ was in his good Grace, who, al^ 
tho' he did fundry Things that remain in the Memo- 
ry of that Nation for many Years, and all to the end. 
to get his Liberty, yet he never ftruck him, nor com- 
manded him to be ftrucken, nor faid as much as an 
evil Word unto him; And yet we all feared that he> 
fhould be broached on a Stake for the leail of many Things 
which he did, and himfelf did alfo dread it^>more than 
once ; and if it were not that Time denieth me Lei&re ta 
' H6 da 
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do it, I would recount unto you Things done by this 
Soldier, which might both entertain and aftoniOi yoa 
much more than the Relation of my Life. ' 

There were over the fquare Court of our Prifbn cer- 
tain Windows that lookM into, and belong^ to a cer- 
tain rich and principal Moor ; which Windows (as ordi- 
narily are all die Moors Windows) rather feemed to be 
Holes than Windows ; and even thcfe were al/b clofdy 
cover'd and fliut fall with Linnen Covering. It there- 
fore befell, that Handing one Day upon the Battlements 
cf our Prifon, with other three Companions, trying 
which of us could leap befl in his Shackels, to pafs 
aw^y the Time, and being alone (for all the other 
Chriftians were gone abroad to Labour) I lifted up by 
chance mine Eyes, and few thruft out at one of thofe 
fo clofe (liut Windows, a Cane, and a Linnen tied at 
the End thereof, and the Cane was moved and wagged 
up and down, as if it had made Signs that we fhould 
come and take it : We looked upon it, and one of my 
Companions went under the Cane, to fee whether they 
would let it fall, or what they would do elfe ; but as fooa 
as he approached it, the Cane was lifted up, and did Hir 
it to either Side, as if they had faid (with wagging of 
the Head) No. The Chriftian retum'd again to us 5 and 
the Cane being eft-foons let fall, and beginning to move 
as it had done before, another of my Fellows went, 
and the fame fucceeded unto him, that did to the firft. 
Finally, the third approach'd it, with no better Succefs 
than the former two ; which I perc5eiving, would not 
omit to try my Fortitude ; and as foon as I came near 
to Hand under the Cane, it was let flip, and fell within 
the Baths jufl at my Feet. I went to untie the Linnen 
which was knotted, wherein I found ten Ztaniys, which 
are certain Pieces of bafe Gold, ufed among the Moors, 
and worth each of them ten Ria/s of our Money. I 
leave to your Difcretion to think if I was not glad of 
my Booty : Certain my Joy and Admiratioir was much, 
to think whence that Good might come unto us, but 
efpecially to myfdf, fince the Signs of Refu^ to let it 
fiiii to the other, did confirm clearly that Favour was, 
tiiiy addrefled to myfeJf. I took my welcoitie 
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^dCoxiey, brolce the Cane, and returnM to the Battlements 
3Jaci view'd the Window carneftly, and perceiv'd a very 
laeautiful Hand iiTue out thereat, which did open and fhut' 
i^ again very (peediiy : By which imagining and think- 
ing that fome Woman that dwelt in that Houfc had 
clone us the Charity and Benefit, in token of our thank- 
£ix\ Minds, we made our Courtefies after the Moorijh 
JFalhion, "by inclining our Heads, bending of the Body, 
axid preffing our Hands to our Breafts. Within a while 
-after, there appear'd out of the fame Window a little 
Crofs made of Canes, which prefently was taken in again. 
This Sign did confirm us in the Opinion, that there 
-was fome Chriftian Woman captive in that Place, and 
that it was ihe which did to us the Courtefie j but the 
Whiteneis of her Hand, and her rich Bracelets, dellroy'd 
this Prefumption ; altho' we did notwithilanding con- 
jefture that it was fome runagate Chriftiatty whom their 
Mailers there do very ordinarily take to Wives, yea, and 
account very good Hap to light on one of 'em, for they 
are much more accounted of than the Women of the 
Nation itfelf. 

Yet in all thefe Difcourfes we ftray'd wery far from 
the Truth of the Accident, and fo from thenceforward all 
our paffing of the Time was employed in beholding that 
Window, as our North, wherein had appear'd the Star 
of the Cane ; but fifteen Days paflfed over e're we could 
defcry either it, or the Hand again, or any other Sign ; 
And altho' in the mean time we endeavour'd all that 
we might to know who dwelt in that Houfe, or whether 
there were any runagate Chriftian therein, yet never 
a one could tell us any other Things, but that it be- 
long'd to a very rich and noble Moor call'd Aguimorato^ 
. who had been Conftable of the Patay a Dignity among 
them of very great Quality. But when we thought 
leaft that it would rain any more Zianiys, by that way 
we faw the Cane fuddenly to appear, arid another Lin- 
nen hanging on it,«whofe bulk was much greater : And 
this befell when the Bath was freed of Concourfe, and 
void, as the other time before. We made the accnUom'd 
Trial, every one approaching it before me, but without 
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EfFeft until I came ; for prcfently, as I approachM it, 
it was premicted to fall. I untyM the Knot, and foxxod 
•nwreath'd in it forty Ducats of Spanijb Gold, with a 
Letter written in the Arabian Tongue, and at the end 
thereof was drawn a very great Crofs. I kifs'd the Crofs 
and took up the, Money » andretumM again to the 'Bat- 
tlements, and we all together made- our Receivers. The 
Hand alfo appeared : I made Signs that I would read the 
Paper, and the Window was fhut incontinently. All of 
us were marvelloufly aftonifli'd, yet joyful at that which 
had befallen us j and by reafon that none of us underftcxxl 
the Arabian Tongue, the Deiire that we had to underftand 
the Contents of the Letter was furpaffing ^eat, but grea- 
ter the Difficulty to find out fome truHy Perfon that 
might read it. In the end, I refolv'd to truft in this Af- 
fair a Runagate of Murcia, who did profefs himfelf to 
be my very great Friend ; and having by my Liberality and 
other good Turns done fecretly, oblig'd him to be fecret 
in the Af&ir wherein I would ufe him : For ibme Runa- 
gates are accuflom'd, when they have an Intention to re- 
turn into the ChriJHan Countries, to bring with *em the 
Teftimonies of the moft principal Captives, wherein they 
inform, and in the ampleft manner thcfy may, how the 
Bearer is an honeft Man, and, that he hath ever done many 
good Turns to the Chriftians^ and, that he hath himfelf 
a Defire to efcape by the firil Commodity. Some Runa^ 
gates there are which procure thofe Teflimones iincere- 
ly, and with a good Intention : Others take the Benefit 
of 'em either by Chance or Induftry, who intending to 
go and rob into the Countries of Ci&r//?/^«j, if by chance 
\!tkVf be aftray or taken, bring forth their Teilimonies, 
and fay. That by, thofe Papers may be coUeded the Pur- 
pofe wherewithal they Came, that is, to remain in Chri- 
ftian Countries ; and that therefore they came abroad 
a pirating with the other l^urks : And by this Means 
they Ycape that firft Brunt, and are reconcilM again to 
the Church, without receiving any Harm at all ; and 
when they 'fpy their Time, do return again into Sar-^ 
bary^ to be fuch as they were before. Odiers there are, 
which procure thofe Writings with ^ pore Intention, and 

do 
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do after ftay in Chrifijan Countries. Well, this my 
Friend was a Runagate of this lail kind, wlio had the 
Teftimonies of all my Companions, wherein we did com- 
mend him as amply as we could devife : And certainly, 
if the Moors hzd found thofe Papers about him, .they 
would have burnt him for it.~ I un erflood how he could 
fpeak the Jrabian Tongue very perfeifily, and not only 
that alone, but alfo write it withal j yet before I would 
wholly break my Mind to him, I requefted him to read 
that Scroll, which I had found by chance in a Hole of 
my Cabin. He opcn'd it, and flood a good while behold- 
ing and conftruing thereof, murmuring fomewhat between 
his Teeth : I demanded therefore of him whether he un- 
derftood it ; and he anfwer'd. That he did very well, 
and, . that if I defir'd to have it tranflated *verbatimy I 
ftiould bring unto him Pen and Ink, to the end he might 
do it more compleatly. We prefently gave unto him 
that which he ask'd, and he did tranilate it by litde and 
little ; and having finiih'd it, he faid, All that his here 
in Spanijhf is pundually, without omitting a Letter, the 
Contents of the Moorijh Paper ; and here you muft note, 
that where it fays Lela Marien^ it means our Lady the 
BieJJTed Virgin M2ivy, We read the Paper, whereof the 
Contents were thefe which enfue. 

HEN Iiuas a Child, my Father had a certain 
Chriftian Woman Capti^ve, that taught me in mine 
oRvn Tongue all the Chriftian Religion j and told me ma- 
ny Things of Lela Marien. The Chriftian died^ and I know 
Jbeiuentnot to the fire^ hut to Ala, for Jhe appeared to me 
tnvice after her Deaths and bad me go to the Chriftian 
Country to fee Lela Marien, *who lonjed me much, 1 kno-M 
ttot honv iTnay go : Ihwvefeen many Chriftians thrt^ this , 
Window y and none of ""em hath feenid to me a Gentleman 
hut thy f elf : I am 'very beautiful and youngs and I ha<ve 
a great deal of Riches to carry a^way iMtth me. See thou 
ivhether thou canfi contri<ue the Way hvw iajc may de^ 
party and thoufhalt there he m^ Husband ^ ifthoupleafefi ; 
and if thdu iviit not, Ido not greatly care^ for Lela Ma- 
rien 'will provide w€ of a Husband^ I wrote my fe If this

let ; he therefore niuary ivhom thoti trufieft to read it : 
Do not truft any Moor, for they are all of '«w deceitful 
Traytars, *Tis this that grie'ves me moft of all^ for I 
nvould not ha^ve thee, if ^t<were foffibhy to difclofe the 
Matter to any li'ving Body i for if my Father did kncFzv 
it J he 'would thro-vj me donvn into a Welly and ofpre/s 
me in it ivith Stones. I <will hang a Thread to the end 
of the Cane, and therein thou mayft tie thine Anfixer. 
And if thou canft not <write the Arabian, tell me thy 
Mind by Signs, for Lela Maricn ivill make me to wt- 
derftand it ; nuho, nvith Ala, prefer^ue thee and this Crofs, 
nvhich I do many times kifs, for fo the Capti<ve com^ 
manded me to do. 

See, good Sir, if 'twas not great reafon that the Rea- 
sons comprehended in this Letter fhould recreate and 
aftonifh us. And certainly the one and the other was ib 
great, as the Runagate perceived well that the Paper was 
not found by chance, but was really addrefsM onto fome 
one of us ; and therefore defir'd us earneflly, that if that 
were true which he fufpefted, that we would truft and 
tell it unto him, and he would adventure his Life to 
procure our Liberties : And faying this, he took out of his 
Bofom a Crucifix of Metal, and protefted with very many- 
Tears, by the God which that Image reprefented,in whom 
he, altho* a Sinner and wicked Man, did moft firmly be- 
lieve, that he would be moft loyal and fecret to us in 
all that which we would difcover unto him; for it 
feem'd to him, and he almoft divined, that both himfelf 
and we all ftiould recover our Liberties by her Means 
that did write the Letter: And he fhould then alfo fee 
himfelf in the State which he moH defir'd, to wit, in 
the Bofom of his Mother the Holy Catholick Church, 
from which, thro' his Ignorance and Sin, he was depar- 
ted and divided, as an unprofitable and corrupt Mem- 
ber. The Runagate faid this with fo many Tears, and 
fuch evident Tokens of Repentance, as all of us confen- 
ted to open our Minds unto him, and declare the Truth 
of the Matter ; and (b we recounted unto him the 4vhoIe 
Difcourfe, without concealing any Circumflance, and 
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^^cw^"*"*! unto him the Window by which the Cane' wa& 
'*vorkt to appear ; and he marked the Houfe from thence^ 
and refted with fpecial Charge to inform himfelf well of 
tliole that dwelt therein. We thought alfo that it was 
recj^ixifite to anfwer the Afo^rj^ Lady *s Letter ; and there- 
fore having him prefent that could fo wcH perform that 
Taslc, we caus'd the Runagate to draw out an Anfwer 
"prdently as I did dictate it to him, which was pundual- 
ly iuch as I will recount; for of all the moft fubilan- 
'(ia.l Points that befell me in that Affair,- no one is fellen 
oxit: of my Memory, nor (hall ever as long as I have 
Breath. In effedl, that which I anfwer*d to the Moor 
Wa^ this : 

' HE true Ala pre/eri/e youy dear Lady^ and that 
hkjfed Marien, ^ho is the true Mather of God, 
^€M'nd isjhe that hath put in your Mind the Defire to gar 
ixto the Oxn&^sxi Countries^ hecaufe Jhe doth bve younvell, 
^ray unto her^that Jhe 'will ijonchjafe to infiruB you hoFW 
J^ou may iring the Matter to fafs nvbicb fife commandetb 
you to do J forfi?e is fo goody as (be nmll eajify comiefcend 
to do it. As for my part, Idoprmnife, as ineU for mf 
Jiff ^ for thefe oihir ChriJflians that are nuith me, to do 
Joryou all that ^we are able to do until Death. Do not 
omit to nvrite unto me, and acquaint me nvitbyour Fur- 
fofes, and Inmll anfwer you every time! for great Ah 
bath gi*ven us a active Chriftian, that can twite and 
read your Language msell, as you may ptrcevve by this 
Paper i fo that you may fecurely^ and moitbemt any Dread, 
ad'vife us of all that youjhall think good. And at con- 
cerning that nxjhich you fay y that you ivill become my 
Wifcy after njoe arrive to the Chriftian Countries y I do 
promife you the fame, as I am a good Chriftian : And you 
fhall underftand that the Chriftians do accomplijh their 
Words far better than the Moors. Ala ««</ Marien his 
Mother prefer<ife youy my dear eft Lady, 

This Letter being. written and inclos'd, I expedlcd 
t^o Days that the Baths niight be free of concourfe, as 
^was wont, which as foon as it befell, I went up to my 
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accudomM Place of the Battlements, to fee whether the 
Cane appear'd, which was prefently after thrufl out at 
the Window : And as foon as I perceiv'd it, altho* I 
coiiW not note who it was that fet it, I fliew'd my Paper, 
to give them Warning to fet on the Thread, but it was 
already hanging thereon ; to the which I ty*d the JLct- 
ter ; and wiihin awhile after began to appear our Scar^ 
with the white Flag of Peace, and the knotted Unn^n, 
which they let fall, and I took up ; and I found thefexn, 
in divers forts of Money and Gold, more than Fifty 
Ducats, which redoubled our Joys more than Fifty 
times, and confirm'd the Hope we conceived of attain- 
ing Liberty. The very fame Night our Runagate re- 
turn'd to us,^ and told he had learnt that the very 
famd Mfior which we were infbrm'd of before, callM 
Jguimorata, dwelt there, and was exceffive rich, and 
had one only Daughter, the Heir of all his Goods, of 
whom the common Opinion throughout the City was« 
that (he was the faircib Woman of all Barharyi and, 
that many of the Viceroys tliat came there had deman- 
ded her to Wife, but fhe would never condefcend to any 
Motion of Marriage; and, that he likewife had under- 
flood that (he had, fome time fmce, a Chirifiian Captive, 
which now wad deceasM : All which agreed with the 
Contents of the Letter. We prefently enter'd in Coun- 
cil with the Runagate, about the Means we were to ufc 
to fetch away the Mo9r^ and come all of us to Chriftian 
Lands \ and in the end we concluded t;o attend for that 
Time the fecond Advice of Zor^tida (for fo was (he 
then caird, who now intends to name herfelf Maria) 
ferafmuch as we clearly perceived that it was (he, and 
none other, that could minifler to us the Means to re- 
move all thefe Difficulties. After we had reiled on this 
Refolution, the Runagate bid us be of good Courage, 
for he would engage his Life, or fet us ;it liberty. Four 
Days after, the Baths were troubled witK People, which 
was an Occafion that the Cane appear'd not all that 
while: But the Impediment being removed, and the ac^ 
cudomM Solitude returned, the Cane did again appear, 
with a Linnen hanging thereat fo groily impregned, as 
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it promised to be delivef'd of a mofl: happy Burden, 
Both. Cane and Linnen bent themfelves to me, and in 
them. I found another Paper, and an hundred 'Ducats in 
Gold, befides other fmall Money. The Runagate wa» 
prefent, and we gave him the Letter to read, the EfFeil 
ivhereof was this : 

/Knouo noty good Sir, *what Order to gi<vefor our going 
into Spain, nor hath Lela Marien told me any thing 
concerning it^ altho^ I ha<ve demanded her Counfel: 
^That nuhich ma^ be done is, that Iivill thro* this Win* 
do^iu give unto you great fiore of Money, ivhere^th you 
^nay redeem your fe if and your Frisnds, and let one of you 
^o into the Chrillian Country, and buy a BarJt, and after 
fe turn for his Felhws, and he Jhalljind me in my Father* s 
Garden^ nvhich is at the Gates of Babazon, near to the 
Sea-coafi, *where I mean to fiay all this Summer nvitb my 
Pat her and my Servant Sf from nvhence you may take me 
out boldly by Nighty and carry me to the Bark* And fee 
nvell thou ivilt be, my Husband ; for if thou voilt not, I 
• nvi/l demand of Marien to chaftife thee. And if thou 
darejl trujl no body to go for the Vejfel^ redeem thy ftlf 
nnd gOy for I know thou vjilt rather return than another ^ 
feeing thou art a Gentleman and a Chriftian. Learn out 
the Garden 9 and *when I fee thee lualk there nubere thorn 
now arty I loill make account that the Bath is empty, 
and nvill give thee great fore of Money, Ala frejervi 
thee, my dear Friend. 

Thefc were the Contents of the fccond Letter, which 
being heard by us all, every one ofFer'd to be himfelf 
the ranfoniM Perfon, and promifed to go and return with 
all Punftuality ; and I alfo ^madc a Proffer qf my ielf: 
To all which Refolutions the Runagate oppofed himfelf, 
faying. That he would confent in no wife that any one 
of us ftiould be freed until we were all together deli- 
verM ; for Experience had taught him how evil ran- 
fomM Men were wont to keep thoie Promifes which 
they pafs' J in the Times of their Thraldom ; for many 
times certain principal Captives had made that kind of 
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Trial, redeeming of fome one' or other that fliould go 
to Valentia or Malkrca with Money to freight a Baik 
or Frigate, and return for him that had ranfom*d them, 
and did never return again ; for the recovered Liberty, 
and the fear of adventuring to lofe it again, concurring, 
did blot out of their Memory all the oth^r ObL'gatioas 
of the World. And, to confirm the Truth wkich he 
aver'd, he briefly recounted unto us an Accident which 
befell much about the fame Time to certain Chrijiian 
Gentlemen, the llrangeft, as Ifuppofe, that ever happened 
in thofe Quarters, wherein do fucceed, every other Day, 
Events full of Wonder and Admiration ; and therefore 
concluded, that what ought and might be done, ^'a5, 
that they would give unco him to buy a Bark fuch 
Money as they meant to employ io the Ranfom of a 
Captive, and he would buy it there in AlgUrSy under 
Pretext of becoming a Merchant and Sailor in "Tetuan and 
that Coaft ; aiid being once Owner of a Bark, he would 
eafily devife how to have them out of the Baths, and 
embark ^em all ; how much more if the Moortflf Ladjr 
did, as (he had promised, give them Money enough to 
ranfom them all, was it a moft eafie thing, they being 
£ree, to embark themfdves at Mid-day. But the greateft 
Difficulty in this Affair was, that the Moors nie not to 
permit any Runagate to buy any Bark, or other finall 
Veffel, but only great Vcffels of War ; for they fufpeA 
that he that buys a Bark, 'fpedally if he be a Sfaniard, 
does it for no other End but to run away to Cbriftian 
Countries. And yet he knew how to €icQitate that In- 
convenience, by inducing a Tangerine Moor to become 
his Partner of the Bark, and the Gains that (hould be 
gotten by the Commodities thereof; and with this Sha- 
dow he would become Lord of it himfelf, and there- 
withal accounted the Matter ended. And altho' that 
both myfelf and my Comrades held \\ the better Courfe 
to fend unto Mallorca for one, as the Moorifi Lady faid, 
• yet durft we not contradift him, fearful that if we did 
not what he would have us to do, he would difcover 
us, and endanger our Lives, if he did once deteft Zorai- 
da\ Pradtices, for the Safeguard of whofe Life we would 

all 
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all- of us moft willingly adventure our own ; and there- 
fore >ve determin'd to put our felves into God's and the 
Runagate's Hands : And fo we anfwer'd at the fame in- 
flant to Zoraiday telling her, tliat he would accomplifh 
all that fhe had admonifti'd us, tecaufe Ihe had advertised 
us as well as i£Lela Marten had told her what (lie fhould 
fay i and, that the dilating or fhortening of the AiFair 
did confift only in her felf. I did cflfer my felf anew to 
become her Husband ; and with this the, Day eniiiing, 
wherein the Bath was alfofree, fhe fent me down, at di* 
vers times, by the Cane Tw6 thoufend Ducats, and a 
Letter, wherein (he faid, that (he would go to her Fa- 
ther's Garden the next Ju^iUy that is, the Friday follow- 
ing ; and, that before ihe went away (he would give us 
more Money 5 and, that if it were not enough, we would 
advife her, and (he would give unto us as much as we 
would demand, for her Father had fo much Treafurc, as 
he would never perceive it, how much more feeing (he 
had and kept the Keys of all. We gave Five hundred 
Crowns prefently to the Runagate to buy a Bark, and 
with Eight hundred I rcdeem*d myfelf, giving the Mo- 
ney to a Valentian Merchant, which was at that feafpn 
in JIgiersy who did ranfom me of the King, taking me 
forth on his Word, which he pafs'd to pay my Ranibm 
at the Arrival of the firft Ship that (hould come from 
Valentia j for if he had deliver'd the Money inftantly, it 
would have given Occafion to the King to fufped that 
my Ranfom was many Days before in Algiers^ and that 
the Merchant had kept it filently, to make his Benefit 
thereof. Finally, my Mafter was fo cavillous, as I durft 
not in any wife pay him prefently. 

The nurfday before the Friday of the beautiful Zo^ 
raida'^s Departure towards tlie Garden, (he gave unto us 
other Two thouiand Ducats, and did likewife advife us 
qf iier going away, entreating me, that as foon as I had 
ranfom'd my felf, I (hould learn the Way tathe Garden, 
.and take Occa(ion howfoever to go to it and fee her. I 
anfwer'd her briefly, that I would do fo, and pray'd her 
that (he would carefully commend our Proceedings to 
Lela Marien^ with thofe Prayers which the Captive had 

taught 
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taught her. This being done, Order was alfo given for 
the ranfoming of my three Conipanions, to facilitate 
our I flue out of the Baths 5 and alfo, that they {ecio^ 
me free, and themfelves undelivered, might not be trou- 
bled or perfuaded by the Devil to do any Thing in pre- 
judice of Zoraida : For altho' that they, being the Men 
of that Quality they were, might aflure me from this 
Fear, I would liot, for all that, adventure the Matter, 
and therefore I caufed them to be ranfom'd by the fame 
Means that I was redeem'd my felf, giving all the Mo- 
ney to the Merchant, that he might with the more Se- 
curity pafs his Word for us i to whom yet we never did 
difcover our Practice and Secret by reafon of the imnii* 
ncnt Danger of the Difcovery theftof. 



CHAP. XIV. 

Wherein the Captive frofecuteth the pleasant 
'Sanation of his Life. 

Fifteen Days were not fully 'cxpir'd when the Runa- 
gate had bough^ him a very good Bark, able to hold 
thirty Perfons, or more ; and, for the better colour and 
alTurance of his Buiinefs, he made a Voyage to a Place 
caird largely which is thirty Leagues diflant from Al- 
giers^ towards the fide of 0m/i, and is a great Place of 
Traffick for dry Figs. He made this Voyage t\vice or 
thrice in company with the Tangerine^ of whom we 
made mention ; and the Name of Tagarine is in Barba- 
ry given to the Moors of Arragon, Granaduy and Mude- 
fares* And, in the Kingdom of F(?z, thofe Mudefares 
are calPd Elehesy and are the Nation which that King 
doth moft employ in Warlike Affairs. You fliall there- 
fore underftand that every Time he pafTed by with his 
Bark he did caft Anchor in a little Creek, twice the (hoot 
of a CroG-bow from the Garden wherein Tjtraida at- 
tended ; and there the Runagate would, in very good 
Earneft, exercife himfelf with the Moon that row'd, 
either to fly, or elfe to aflault one another in Jell, as he 
meant to do after in good Earneft i and w^uld now and 

then 
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hen go to Zoraida^s Garden and demand Fruits, which 
ler Father would beftow upon him without knowing 
ivhat he was ; and altho'' he defir'd to have fpoken with 
Zoraiday as he told me afterwards himfelf, and have in- 
Form'd her it was he that was to carry her away, by 
my Direilion, into the Land of Chrifliam, and, that 
Ihe fhould therefore live cheerful and fecure, yet was it 
never poffible, fbrafmuch as the Women of that Nation 
do not fuffer themfelves to be view*d by any Moor or 
Turky if he be not their Husband, or that their Parents 
command them, yet do they haunt and communicate 
themfelves to Chrifttan Captives freely, and^that fome- 
times more than is convenient ;. and truly it would 
have grievM me that he ihould have fpoken unto her, 
for perhaps it would have perplex'd her extraordinarily 
to fee her Affair conmiitted to the Truft of a Runagate ; 
but God, who did otherwife'difpofc it, did not concur 
with this good Defire of our Runagate ; who feeing 
how lafely he went and return*d to largely and that he 
founded when and where he pleased, and that the Tan- 
gerine, his Partner, did only what he liked, and that I 
was ranfomM, and nothing elfe wanting but to find out 
fomcCi&ri^/tf»/that would row, he bad me bethink my 
{elf what Men I would bring away with me befides thofe 
that I had ranfom^d, and that I fhould warn them to be 
ready againft the next FriJuj, wherein he was refolved 
that we ihould depart. 

Seeing this, I fpakc to twelve Spaniards, very lufty 
Rowers, and thofe that could with mofl Liberty get out 
of the City;, and 'twas not a little matter to find fo ma- 
ny there at that time, for there were twenty Galley? ' 
abroad a robbing, which had carried all the' other Rowers 
with them, and thefe were Jeft behind, becaufe their 
Mailer did keep at home that Summer to finifh a Galley 
that was on the Stocks a making. To this I faid no-^ 
thing elfe, but only warned them, that the Friday en* 
fuing, in the Evening, they fhould dofely fleal out by 
one and one, and go towards Jguimorata^s Garden, and 
there expcdl me until I came unto them. J gave this 
Advice to every one of tbcm" apart, with Order alfo, 

• that 
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that altho' they faw any other Chriftians there, they 
Ihould tell 'em nothing elfe but that I had commanded 
them to exped me in that Place. 

This Diligence being ufed, yet wanted there another, 
which was the moft expedient of all, to wit, to advife 
Zoraida of the Terms wherein our Afiairs did ftand, to 
the end ihe might be likewife ready and prepaid, and 
not affrighted, tho* we did affault her before the Time 
that ihe could imagine the Bark of the Chriftians to be 
come to finch her away ; and therefore I refolv'd to go 
my felf unto the Garden, and fee whether I might fpeak 
with her : And taking the Occafion to go and gather 
fome Herbs, I went unto it the Day before our Depar- 
ture ; and the firil Perfon with whom I encountcr'd was 
her Father, who demanded of me, in a Language which 
in all Barbary and Conftanttnople is ufually fpoken by 
the Moors to their Capti^s, and is neither Arahiaity 
Spanljby nor of any other Nation, but rather a Mixture 
c5' all Languages wherewithal all of us underftand one 
another : He, I fay, in that kind of Speech, demanded 
of me what I fought for in that his Garden, and to whom 
I did belong.* I anfwer'd, That I was one of Amaute 
MamPs Slaves (and this, becaufe I was very certainly 
inform'd that he was his entire Friend) and that I came 
thither to gather of all forts of Herbs to make a Sallet. 
He confequently ask'd of me, whether I was a Man of 
Ranfom or no, and how much my Mailer demanded 
for me: And being in thofe Queftions and Demands, 
the beautiful Zoraida defcended from the Houfe into the 
Garden, who had 'fpy'd me a good while before, and, 
as the Moorifl? Women do not greatly eilrange them- 
felves from the Sight of Chriftians^ we are in their Be- 
haviour or Converfation with them any thing fqueami/h, 
as we have faid already > ihe did not greatly care to ap- 
proach the Place where her Father talk'd with me, but 
rather her Father perceiving that ihe came on fome* 
what -ilowly, did call, and commanded her to draw 
iiear. 

Twere a Thing impoilible for me to recount the 
great Beauty and gallant Difpoiition, or the Bravery and 

Riches 
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Riches of Attire, wherein my beloved Zoraida then 
Oiew'd herfelf to mine Eyes. I will only fay this, that 
there hong more Pearls at her Ears, (uperlative fair 
Neck and Hair, than (he hath Hairs on her Head } about 
the WriUs of her Legs, which were naked, after the 
Manner of her Country, fbe.wore two Carcaxes (for fo 
the Manacles or Bracelets of the Feet are called in the 
Morifco Tongue) of the fineft Gold, wherein were in- 
chaced To mjany Diamonds, that, as fhe told me after^ 
her Father valuM them at twenty thoufand Crowns; 
and thofe about the Wriib of her Hands, were of equal 
Efteem. Her Pearls were many, and thofe moft orient ; 
for all the chief Bravery and Ornament of the Moorijh 
Ladies, confifb in adorning themfelves with Pearls and 
Pearl-feed ; by reafon whereof there is more Pearls and 
Pearl-feed to be found among the Maors^ than among 
all the other Nations of the World. And Zoraida\ Fa- 
ther had the Fan\e to have many, and thofe the very 
befl that were in Algiers \ and jdfo above two hundred 
thoufand Ducats of Spanijh Gold, of all which was fhe 
the Lady, who is now mine. And if with all this Or- 
nament fhe could then feem fa-r, by the Relicks that 
have remained unto her among fo many Labours, may 
be eafUy guefs'd what (he woa.d have been in the Time 
of Prosperity. For all of us do know, that the Beauty 
of fome Women hath limited Days and Seafons, and 
requireth certain Accidents either to diminifh or in- 
creafe it $ and it iis a Thing natural to the Paffions of 
' the Mind, either to raife, or abafe it, but moil common- 
ly they wholly deftroy it. To be brief, I fay, that 
fhe arriv'd to the Place where we difcourfcd at that 
Time moil richly attirM, and beautiful beyond mea- 
fure, or I, at leaft, deemM her the faireft that I had ever 
beheld until then ; and herewithal remembring the Ob- 
ligation wherein fhe had ty'd me, thought that fome 
Deity had prefented itfelf to my View, being come from 
Heaven to the Earth for my Recretation and Relief, 

As foon as (he was arriv^d^ her Father told her, in her 
own Language, how I was his Friend Arnaute Mami 
his Captive, and that I came there to gather a Sallad : 

Vol. 11. I Thca 
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' Then (he taking the Speech, demanded in that Medle^r 
. of Tongues of which I have fpoken, whether I W3S a 
. Gentlemany^and what tlie Reafon was why I redeemed not 
myfelf ? I made Anfwer, that I was already ranfom*d ; 
;. and by the Ranfom might be conjedlurM, in how mach 
. my Mafter valuM me, feeing he had for my Liberty athou- 
£ind and ^ve hundred CeiamPs, To this ihe anfwerM, 
In good foothy if thou wert my Father^s I would caaic 
.,liini not to give thee for twice as much more ; for you 
- Cbriftians are great Liars, and do make every cue oi* your- 
felves.poor A^en, to defraud thJc^Mwrs of their dae Ran- 
fom. It may well be fo, Madam, quoth I: Bat Iliave 
for my Part ufed all Truth in this Afiair with my Matter, 
; and do, and will ti£t Truth with as many Fcribns as I 
ihall ever have occafion to treat with in this World. And 
ivhendoft thou go away ? quoth Zvraida, To-morrow, as 
I believe, quoth I. For there is a Fnncb VeiTel here, 
which fets forth to morrow, and 1 mean to depart in her. 
Were it not better, rcply*d Zoratda^ to expc^ until Vcf- 
fels came out of Spain ^ and go away with them, than 
.with thofe oi France, which are not your Friends ? No, 
, quoth I» altho' if it were true, as the News run, that 
there comes a Veilel from Spain y I would attend it ; but 
yet it is more certain that I fhall dqpart to-morrow : For 
,the Defire I have to fee myf<!if at home in my Country, 
and with thofe Perfons whom I love, is fo great, as it 
will not permit me to expeA any other Commodity, 
. tliat fbreftows itfelf, be it never fo good. Tliou art 
fdoubtlefly marryM in thy Country, faid Z>oraida^ and 
•therefore defireft to go (ee thy Wife ? I am not marry 'd, 
quoih I ; but I have paifed my Word to marry, as foon 
as I am there fafely arrived. And is (he beautiful, to 
whom thru haft pafs*d it ? quoth Z^r^/V^. So beauti- 
ful, faid J, as to endear it; and, to tell you the Truth, 
fhe is very like unto yourfclf. Hereat her Father 
laughed vtry heartily, and faid, In good eameft, Cbri- 
JOan, (he muft be very (air, that may compare with my 
Daughter, who is the moft beautiful of all this King- 
dom : And if thou wilt not believe me, look on her 
x-well, and thou (halt fee that I tdl but the Truth. He 
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kimfelf, as moil perfeifl in Tongae^ did ferve for the Ii^ 
terpreter of moft of our Speeches ; for altho* fhe could 
fpeak that illegitimate Language which is there in Ufe, 
yet did fhe manifeft her Mind more by Signs than by Words. 
Whilil thus we reaibned of many Matters^ there came 
rmming towards us a certain JI^tot, and told his Ma- 
fler, that four Turks had leaped over the GardeA-walls, 
and. were gathering the Fruits, altho* they were not 
yet ripe. The okl Man and his Daughter Zoraidm 
ftarted hereat ; for it is an univerfal and natural Defeat 
in the Moors to fear the Turis^ but efpecially the Sol- 
« ^ers of that Nation, who are commonly fo infolent, 
and have fuch Command over the Moors that are their 
^ubjeds, as they do ufe them worfe than . if they were 
thdr Slaves. l*herefore Zoraidd's Father faid unto 
her. Daughter, retire thy felf into the Houfe, and keep 
thyfelf-in, whilft I go fpeak to thofe Dogs; and thou, 
CbriJHsMj go andfeek out thine Herbs, and depart in a 
good Hour,, and I pray Aia to condud thee fafely to thy 
Country. I inrlinedmy felf to him; and he departed 
to feard) out the Turksy leaving me alone with Zorai- 
duy who began to make ado, as if ihe went whither 
her Father had commanded her. But fcarce was he co- 
vered among the Trees of the Garden, when fhe retum'd 
to me, with her Ey^ full of Tears, faying Amexi 
Chriftiano^ Amexi F that is, Goeflthou away, Cbriftian^ 
goefl: thou away ? I anfwer'd. Yes, Lady, that I dot 
But I will never depart away without thee. Expedt me 
the ^jiext Friday^ ioA be not affrighted when thou (halt 
fee ^is ; for we will go to the Chriftian Country then, 
without, all doubt. This I faid to her ia fuch fort, 
as (he underilotKi all nay Words very well, and calling 
her Arm over my Neck, fhe began to travel with Ian- 
guifhing ^eps towards theHonfe; and Fortune' wouid 
(which might have been very ill, if Heaven had not 
redlify'd it) that as we walkM together in that Manner 
and Form, her leather, who did by this return, after he 
had caufed the TurJu to depart, efpied us ; and we faw 
aUb very well how he had perceivM us : Wherefore 
Z9twidg, who is very difcreet^ wotild not take away 
J a her 
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*^er Arm from his Neck, but rather drew nearer unto me, 
.-and laid her Head on my Bread, and bowed her Knees a 
Jittle, with evident Token that (he iwooned; and I like- 
'Wife made as tho' I did fuftain her up by Force. Her Fa- 
ther came running over towards us, and feeing his Daugh- 
'ter in that State, demanded the Caufe of her : But feeing 
ihe made no Anfwer, he himfelf faid. She donbtlefly is 
^difmayM by the fudden Affright fhe took at the Entrance 
«of thofe Dogs : And taking her away from me, he bowed 
her to his own Breaft ; and ihe breathing out a*Sigh, with 
•her Byes yet full of Tears, faid again, Jmexi Chriftiano^ 
. jtmsxif Go away, Chriftiafiy go away. To which her Fa- 
ther replied. There is no Caufe, Daughter, why the Cbru 
fiian fhould go away, for he hath done thee no Harm, and 
the Turks are already departed. Sir, they have affright- 
<ed her (quoth I) as you have already faid: But yet fince 
.{he hath commanded me to away, I will not offend her ; 
therefore reft in Peace, for I will return, if it pleafe you 
to give me Leave, for Herbs to this Garden, when it is 
needful; for my Mailer i&ys there are none better to be 
found for Sallads in any other Garden, than you have 
.here in this. Come as oft as thou wilt, faid ^guimorato, 
-£oT my Daughter fays not this, in reipedl that thou or 
,any other Chrifiian hath offended her ; but that, mean- 
ing to fay, that the Turh ihould go away, (he bad 
.thee depart, or elfe ihe fpake it, becaufe it is time for 
. thee to gathcr^hine Herbs. 

With this I took Leave of both; and (he feem'd at the 
Inffant of my Departure to have had her Heart torn away 
from her, as (he departed with her Father; and I, under 
. colour of feeking Herbs, went about all the Garden at my 
leifure, and viewM all the Sallies, and the Entrances 
thereof, the Strength of the Houfe, and the Commodities 
ithat might be offer'd to facilitate our Enterprize. This 
being done, I came home and made a Relation to the 
Runagate, and my other Fellows, of all that had paiTed, 
and did long infinitely to fee the Hour wherein I might, 
-ivithout any Affright or Danger, pofiefs that Happinefs 
^which Fortune, in the bk anJ lovely ZoraUa^ offer'd 
^naCD me. In fine^ the Time pafled over, and the fo-moch- 
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defir'd Day and Term arrived ; and every one of us ktl^- 
lowing the Order, which, with mature Confiderauon' 
and^ long Difcoarfe, we had agreed on, we found the 
good Succefs we dcfired. For the very Friday following 
the Day wherein I had fpoken with Zwttida in the Gar- 
den, M^rrenagd (for fo was the Runagate called) near 
Night cail Anchor almoft right before the Place wherein*- 
the beautiful 7*§raida remMned. The Chrifiians alfo^ 
that were to • row, were ready, and hidden in fundry 
Places thereabouts. All were fufpended, and refolutely 
cxpefled my coming, defirous to fet upon the Bark that 
was before their Face : For they knew not of the Agree- 
ment that was between me and the Runagate ; but ra- 
ther made full Account that they were to gain their Li- 
berty by Force of Arms, and killing the Moors that 
came in that VeiTel. 

It therefore befell, that as foon as I and my Fellows * 
appearM, all the reft that were hidden, and efpyM us, 
made forthwith over towards us. This was at an Houri 
when the City-gates were (hut, and never a body abroad 
among all thofe Fields. And when we were altogether; 
we were In doubt whether it would be bed, firil to go 
and fetch Zmraida^ or to imprifon and ftone the ^aga^ 
vine Moors, that rowed in the Frigate. And being in this 
doubt, the Runagate came to us, asking upon what we 
fiaid, .for it was now high Time to be going away, and 
all his Moors were wretchlefs, and the greater Number 
of them aileep. We told him then the Caufe of our Stay ; 
and he anfwerM that it was of moft Impertence, firft to 
fubjed the Veflel, which might be done with very great 
Facility, and without any Peril, and that we might 
go after for Zoraida, His Opinion liked us all \tTy 
well, and therefore without lingering any longer, he 
leading the Way, we came to the Veffel, and he him- 
felf leaping in firft of all, fet Hand to his Faulcion, 
and faid in Morifco^ Let none of you that is here ilir 
himfelf, if he love his Life. And faying fo, all the reft 
of the Chriftians enter'd. The Moors which were of 
little Spirit, hearing their Mafter fay fo, were mar- 
velloufly amazed, and, without daring any one of 
I 3 them 
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Huna to fct Hand to their Arms, which were but a lew 
in all, they fafFer'd themfclycs very quietly to be taken 
and bound by the Cbriftiahs^ which did it very dcxtc- 
roufly, thrcatning them, that if they did let flip the 
leaft Outcry, they lhoul4 prefently be all put to the 
Sword, This being finifliV. and the half of our People 
icmaining in their Guard, we that were left, concluded 
alfo by the Runagate, went tOw^ds Jguimorato's Gar- 
den : The Door thereof did, by Very good Hap, open 
with as little Noife, as If it had iyz/ Lock at all. Where- 
upon we went with grcat-Quktoefs and Silence towards 
the Houfe unfeen or ^pyM of any. 

The beautiful Zoraida was the while expetoig us at a 
Window, and as foon as (he few People approach, de- 
nanded with a low Voice whether we were Naxartnsp 
as if £he would fay Or ask, whether we were Chriflians. 
J anfwerM that we were, and willed her to come down. 
As foon as ihe knew me, ihe Haid not a Minute, bat with- 
out aniwering any Word, came down in an Inftant ; and 
opening the Door^ j(hew*d herfelf to us all, more beaat^ 
£ii, and jichly atdr*d, tlum I am able in any foit.to ex* 
preis. As foon as I few her, I took her by the Hand, and 
kifs*d it : The fame did the l^onagate, and my two Com- 
lades, and all the reft, which knew not the matt^, did a» 
they had feen us do before them : For it feem*d that we did 
BO more but give her 7'hanks, and acknowledge her the 
AA*refs of all our Liberties. The Runagate <lemanded of 
^ her in her own Language, whether her Father were in 
the Garden, or no } She anfwerM that he was, and that 
he flept. Then wiU it be requiilte, quoth the Runagate, 
to rcuze him, and bear him, and all the other Things of 
Worth in this Garden away with us. That (hall not be 
fo (quoth (he) for I will have no Man to touch my Fa- 
ther, and in this Houfc there is nothing of Value, but 
tiat which I mean to carry away with myfelf, which is 
fj much as will be fudicient.to chear and enrich you all, 
a , if you will Hay but a while, you fhall perceive. And 
frying fo, ihe entered again into the Houfe, promifing to 
r^^turn to us fpeedily, and bad us (land flill, without ma« 
kng any Noife. 1 demanded- of the Runagate what 
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Speech Had pafs'd between them ; and he told me all flii " 
had faid. And I anfwer'd him again, that I would nof 
liave Zjraida^s Will tranfgrefsM in any fort. By thii 
time flie returnM lad^n with a little Casket full of Gold, 
fo that ihe was fcarce able to bear it. And her Father in ' 
the mean feafon, by bad Fortune, awak'd, and heard the 
Noife that was beneath in his Garden, and looking^ DUt 
at a Window, he perceiv'd they were all Chriftians that < 
^wepc \vk it, and therefore cried out in a loUd and unmei- 
furable manner,, in the Aahlan Tongue, Cbrijlianiy 
Chriftians f Thie^ves, Thieves ! by which Cries we were 
all of us ftruck into very great Fear and Confufion :^ But 
the Runagate feeing the Peril wherein we were, and how 
nearly it concern'd him to come off from that Ent3rpi ize> 
before he were difcover'd ran up focedily to the Phce . 
viliBXQjiguimorato flood, and fomeotour Fellows accom- 
panyM him (for £ durfl not abandon Zoraiday who had 
fidkn between mine Arms all amazed : ] and in Conclu- 
lion, thofe which had^ mounted, behaved themfelves fo 
.well, as they brought Aguimorato down in a trice, ha- 
ving tied his Hands, and fet a Gag in hb Mouth, whicb 
hindered his Speech, threatning him that if he did fp«ak 
but a Word, it ihould coil him his Life. 

When his Daughter faw him, fhe coverM ho* Eyes, 
becaufefhs would not behold him. And he marvelled, 
wholly ignoring with how good a Will fhe camf 
away with us : But then conddering that nothing 
was forequifite as our Legs, wc did with all Velocity 
and Diligence get into the Frigate, for our Companions, 
did perplexedly exped our Return, half afraid that 
fome Difgrace had befallen us. Scarce were two Hours 
of the Night over-run, when we were all embark'd j 
And then we unmanacled Zoraida^t Father's Hands, 
and took the Cloth out of his Mouth. But the Runa- 
gate did again admoniih him, that as he tender*d his 
Life, he fhould not fpeak one Word. He, behold- 
ing his Daughter lilcewife there, began to figh very 
feelingly, but chiefly perceiving me to hold her fo 
ftraightly embraced and that fhe made no Refiflance, nor 
did complain, or feem coy, but flood quiet. But yet for 
I 4 aU 
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all that he kept Silence, fearing left xMy fiioald pat the 
Runagate^s Menaces in Execution. Zoraida feeing her- 
felf now fafe within the Bark, and that wc were ready to 
low away, looking on her Father, and the other Moors 
that were tyM therein, ihe entreated the Runagate to tell 
me^ how fhe delirM me to fet thofe Moors and her Father 
at Liberty ; for fhe woulii rather caft herfelf into the Sea, 
than fee a Father, who had loved her fo dearly, carry'd 
away Captive before her Eyes, and that alfo by her Oc- 
cafion. 1 he Runagate told me her Mind ; and I anfwer'd 
how I was well pleased it fhould be fo : But he reply'd, 
that it was in no fort expedient, by reafon that if they 
were landed ther?, they would prefently raife the Coun- 
try, and put the whole City into a Tumult, and cauie 
certain light Frigates to be mannM, and fent otit in our 
Purfuit ; and lay both Sea and La^id for us in fuch fort, 
as it would be impofiible for us to efcape : But that as 
might be done, was, to give them Liberty at the firft 
Chriftiam Country whereat we arrived. All of us agreed 
to. this Opinion, 2Xi<\ Zoraida alfo (to whom Reaibn was 
given of the Motives we had not to free them forthwith, 
and accompliih her Will therein) remained fatisfied : And 
therefore prefently with joyful Silence, and chearful Dili- 
grace, every one of our lufly Rowers, feizing upon his 
Oar, we beg^, after we had commended ourfelves to 
Almighty God, to launch forth, and addrefs our C6urie 
towards the Ifles of MaUorcay which is the neareft Cbri-- 
'ftian Country : But by reafon the Wind blew fomewhat 
from the Mountains, and that the Sea began to be rough, 
it was not po/Iible to continue that CouHe ;. and fo w:e 
were forc'd to approach the Shore^ and go by little and 
little towards Oran^ not without Grief and Anguifh, for 
fear to be efpy'd by the Town of largely which is on 
that Coaft, and falls fome fcventy Leagues beyond Algiers, 
And we did likcwife fear to ineet in that Paflage fome 
Galleot of thofe which come ordinarily with Merchan- 
dize from 7etuan j altho' every one of us, for himfelf,^ 
and for all together, did prefume, that if we encountered 
a Galleot of Merchandize, fo it were not a Pirate, that 
not only we would not be loft, but rather would take 

the 
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the Vcffcl, that thcrfein we might with more Security A- 
niih our Voyage. Zoraida^ whilH thus we failM, went 
^th her Head between my Hands, becaufe (he would not 
look on her Father : And I felt her, how ihe was ilill in- 
-voking Lela Marten to ajflill us. Andliaving fail'd about 
thirty Leagues^ the Morning overtook us about fome th^ee 
Musket-ftiot from Land, in a Place that feem'd to be de- 
fart, and ixt^ from all Accefs of thofe that might difcover 
us ; and yet for all that, we got by might and main fome- 
what further into the Seas, that now were become a little 
calmer : And having enter'd fome two Leagues into the 
Main, Order was given, that they fhould row by turns, . 
whilft they did refrefh themfelves, and take a little Sufle- 
nance,,fbr the Bark was well furnifh'd with ViAuals. Al- 
tho* thofe which did row, refufi'd the OiFer, faying, that > 
then it was no Fime to repofe, and that ihcy Ihould i^ 
thofenhat did not row, to Dinner, for they would not 
yet in any fort let go their Oars. It being done as they 
had faid, the Wind did rife fo much, as it made us, aban- 
doning our Oars, to fet fail, and dired our Boat towards 
Oran^ being unable to take any other Courfe. All 
was done with "v^y great Speed ;.and fo we made by thp 
Sail more than eight Miles an Hour, free from all other 
Fear, than that of encountering fome Veffel of War. 
We gave the Moors^ our Prifoncrs, their Dinner, and 
the Runagate comforted them, faying,, that they wenj: 
not as Prifoncrs, for they fliould receive their Liberty 
upon the ^xii Commodity that were proiFer'd. The fame 
was likewife faid to ZoraJdas Father, who returned 
them this Anfwer, I would eafily exped and believe 
any other Thing, Q CbriftianSf of your Liberality and 
honourable manner of proceeding : But do not think 
that I am fo fimple, as once to imagine that you will give 
me my Iiiberty ; for you did never expofe yourfelf to the 
Danger of defpoiling me thereof, with Intention to return 
it jne fo prodigally again, efpecially knowing as you .do, 
who I am, arS the profit»which yoa may reap by giving 
me it again ; to which Profit if you will put a Name, and 
teU me how mach would you demand, I do even from 
I .5 hence 
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hence offer unto you all that which you- will feek for 
ase, and for that unfortunate Daughter of mine : Or, if 
you will not deliver me, f will give you it for her 
alone, who is the g(«atelV, and the bcft Part of my SouL 
And, faying fa,, he began to weep fo bitterly, as he mo* 
used us all to Compafi^n, and forced Zoraida to lode 
upon him 5 who,, feeing him weep,, was fo ftrangdy 
moved,, as, arifing from my Feet, fhc went and embra^ 
ced; her Father, and laying her Face upon his, they 
began together fo tender a Lamentation, as many of ur 
that were in the Bark, were forc'd to keep them Com- 
- ^my : But when her Father noted her to be fo richly 
adorn'd,, and with fo many Jewels on, he ask*d her in. 
his own. Language, How haps this^ Daughter, that Ye- 
ftemight late before this terrible Difi^er befell as,. 
wherein we are plung'd, I faw thee attired in thine or- 
dinary Houfhold Array ;. and that now, without having, 
had any Leifure to apparel thyfelf ,, or having gi- 
ven thee any glad Tidings,, for whofe folemnizing thoa 
ought'il to adorn and publilh thyfelf, I do view thee 
thus dad in tho richcft Attire which I could bcftow up- 
on thee, when. our Fortune was moft favourable ? An- 
fwer me to this,, for thou haft fufpended and aHonifh^ 
me more than the very Difgrace itfelf wherein I am. 

All that the Moon faid to his Daughter, the Runagate 
declared unto us^ and ihe did not anfwera Word to him r, 
But when he faw the little Coflers lie at one fide of the^ 
Bark, wherein fhe was wont to keep her Jewels, and that 
he knew vtjy well fhe had left at Algiers^ and not brought 
to the Garden, he was much more amaz'd, and demanded 
of her, how that Coffer came into our Poffeflion, and 
what Things Sie had there within it. To which the Runa- 
gate, without attending, that Zoraida fhould anfwer him, 
faid. Sir, do not trouble yourfelf by demanding fa 
many Things of your Daughter Z^r/i/Vii '; for with one 
that I will fay, I fliaJl fatisfy them ill : And therefore yoa . 
ihall underdand that fhe is 2iChrifiian^ and hath been 
the File that cut cff our Chains, and is the Liberty " tfelf 
•f our Captivity j and fhe goeth along with us of her 
•wniiee Will, as coAteat \Jii injac ImagiiuitiaD dotli^ 
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Bodt wrong me) to fee herfelf in this State, as he is that 
Cometh out of Darknefs to the Light, from Death to Life, 
su:id out of Pain into Glory. Is it true, Daughter, which 
tliis Man fays ? quoth the Moor. It is, anfwer'd Zoraida, 
That thou, in effe^, art a Cbriftian, reply'd the old Man, 

suid ftie that put her Father into his Enemy's Hands I 
'To which Zoraida anfwer*d, I am ftie that is ?iChriftiany 

l>«t not Ihe that hath brought thee to this Pafs : For my 

• Delirc did never fo eilrange itfelf from thee, as to aban- 
don or harm thee, but only endeavour'd to do myfelf 

* Good. And what Good haft thou done thyfelf. Daughter f ' 
Demand that, faid ihe, of Lela Marten^ for ffie can • 
therein better inform thee than I can. 

Scarce had the Moor heard her fay fo, when with in- 
Credible Haftc he threw himfelf headlong into the Sea, 
wherein he had been queftionlefs drown'd, if the long 
Apparel he wore on> had not kept him up a while 
above the Water. Zoraida cry*d out to us to favc 
him : And 'fo we all prefently ran, and kying hold on 
a Part of his TurkiJB Robe, drew him up half drown'd, 
and whotty devoid of Feeling. Whereat Zoraida was 
fa grieved, that fhe lamented him as dolefiiily as if he 
had been dead. There we laid him with his Mouth < 
downward, and he voided a greut Quartity of Water ; 
and after the fpace of two Hours returned to himfclf 
again f And in the mean Time the -Wind alfo turn - 
ing, it did drive us towards- the Coaft; fo that we 
were conilrainM to keep ourfelves by very Force of 
Arms from ftriking upon it ; and our good Fortune di- 
refting us, we arrived to a little Creek at the fide of a 
certain Cape, or Promontory, called by the Moors, The 
Cape oftheC^LV^ Rumina, which in our Ltingaage figni- 
fies^, The ill Chr'ifiian fToman-: And the Myors hold it 
for a Tradition, thatin the^ very fame Place was the Cavta 
biiry'd, for whom Spain was loft, and conquered by the 
Moors : For Cava, in their Language, fignifies an ill 
Wotnan, 2xA Mumia 2k Chrijiian : Yea, and they hold 
it for ^ Sign ; of Misfortune, to arrive or ctift Anchor 
there, when mere NecejEty drives them thither, with- 
oi^^wbich^ they never approach'd it. Yet did it not 
,16' pravp 
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piove to us the Shelter of an ill Woman, but the fccuie 
Haven of our Safty. We ient our Centinels afhore, and 
never let the Oars flip out of our Hands : We did likewiie 
eat of the Runagate's Proviiion, and heartily befbught Al- 
mighty God and our Lady to aflift and £ivour us with a 
happy End to fo lucky a Beginning. And we agreed^ up 
on Zoraida*s Intreaty^ to fet her Father and the Miforj 
that we had tyM, a land in that Place : For ihe was of 
fo tender and companionate a Mind, as flie could in no 
wife brook to fee her Father ty'd in her Prcfence, or her 
Countrymen born away Captives : Wherefore we made 
her a Pronyfe, that we would at our Departure let them all 
go away, feeing we incurrM no Danger by leaving them 
in that inhabitable Defart. Our Prayers were not (b vain,, 
but that they found gentle Acceptance in Heaven, which 
prcfently changed the Wind, and appealed the Sea, .in- 
viting us cheaidR]]Iy to return to it again, and profecute 
our commenced Voyage 

Seeing that the Weather was favourable, we loofed • 
the Moors, and fet them all a-land, one by one ; and 
coming p difembark Zoraida^^ Father, who was by 
that time wholly come to himfelf, he faid. For what 
do you coDJedure, Chrifiiansj that this bad Woman 
is glad that you give me Liberty ^ Do you think that 
fhe doth it for Pity that flie takes of me ? No,, truly : 
But Ihe doth it only to remove the Hindrance my Vitr 
fence gave her, when flic would execute her unlawful De- 
fires. Nor ought you to believe that flie is moved to 
change Religion, by reafon tliat ihe underflands yoars . 
to be better than her own : But only becaufe flie 
knows Licentioufnefs to be more publickly and . freely 
pradlifed in your Country than among us : And then 
turning to Zoraida^^ whom I and another XlhrijUatt 
held fail by both the Arms, left he fhould do feme 
defperate Fadl, he faid, O infamous Girl, and ill- 
advifed Maiden, where doft thcJu.run, thus blind- 
ed and diftradled, in the- Power of thofe Dogs our 
oat^ral Enemies ? Curfed be the Hour wherein I ea- 
^ender'd thee, and curfed the Delights and PkiJurei 
«(hereia thou wail nuzzJed, I perceiving that he ^z& 

not 
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not like to make an end of his Execrations Co Toon as. I 
could wifh, had him fet on Shore ; and thence Ytt profe* 
cuted hi$ Maledidions and Plaints, praying unto Maho' 
met^ that he would inttrcede with^/^, that we might be; 
all deflr oy *d , confounded^ and , cail away. A nd when we 
could hear his Words no longer, by reafon that we fet 
lail, we percciv'd his Works,, that were, to pluck his 
Beaurd, tear his Hair, and cad himfelf on the Ground : But 
once he did lift up his Voice fo hig)), . as that we. heard 
him iay^ Return, beloved Daughter, return to the Land, 
for I do pardon thee all that thou had done,. and deliver 
that Money to thofe Men, for 'tis now their own^ and 
return thou to comfort thy fad and defolate Father, who 
will forfake his Li& on th^ defolate Sands, if thou doft 
abandon him. 

Zoraida heard. him fay all this, and lamented thereat, 
but knew not kow to fpeak,. or anfwer him any other 
thing but this : Father of mine,.. 1 pr^iy JIa that- Lela 
Marten, who hath been the Caufe of- my becoming a- 
Chrijiiany may likewife comfort thee in thy Sorrow. Ala 
knows well that I could do none other then I did ; and 
that thefe Cbrifiians do owe me nothing for my Good- 
will, feeing that tho' I had not come away with them, 
but remained at my Houfe, yet had it been impoflible 
( fuch.was the Hade, wherewithal my Soul prefs'd -me ) 
not to have executed this my Purpole, which. feems ta ' 
me to be as^ good as thou, O beloved Father, doil account 
it wicked. She (aid this in a Time that neither hes 
Father could hear her, nor we behold him ; and there- 
fore, after I had comforted Zoraida, we did thenceforth . 
only attend our Voyage, which was fo much holpen by 
the favourable Wind, as we^made full account to be the 
next Day on the Coaft of Spain : But as Good very fel- 
dom, or rather never, betides a Maathprowly^ and wholly 
without being accompany 'd or followed by fome. Evil,, 
which troubles and aiTaults it, our Fortune would, or ra- 
ther the Maledidions of the Moor, poured on his Daugh^ 
tcr (for the Curfes of any Father whatfoever are to be 
fear'd) that being engulph'd three Hours within Night,. 
^Lod going before the WindwithaM^il,. and our Qarx 

fet 
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fet np, bccaufe the profpcroas Wind had rid us of the 
Labour of rowing, we faw near unto us, by the Light of 
the Moon that Ihmed clearly, around VpfTel, which with 
all her Sails fpread did crofs before us into the Sea» and 
that fo nearly, as we were fein to ilrike down her SaO, 
that we might avoid the Shock ihe was like to give us ; 
and thofe that were in her, had on the other fide la- 
bourM alfo what they might to turn her out of our Way, 
ihmding all of *em en the Hatches to demand of us what 
we were, from whence we came, and whither we did 
fail ; but, by reafon that they fpoke Frencby the Runa- 
gate bad" us not ipeak a Word, faying. Let none an- 
iwcr, for thefe are /r^»r^ Pirates, which make their 
Booty of every body. For this caufc none of us anfwer'd : 
And being paflfed a little forward, and that the Ship re- 
<nain*d in the Lee of us, tiiey fuddenly fhot off two Pie- 
ces of Artillery, and, as I think, both of Vm had Chaia- 
Inillets, for with the one they cut our Maft afunder, and 
overthrew it and the Sail into the Sea ; and inftantly 
after they difchargM another, and the Bullet alighting, 
in our Bark,' did pierce it thro^ and thro"* without doing 
any other Hurt : But we, feeing that our Veflel began 
to fink, began all to cry out, and rcqueft them to fuc- 
CDur us, and prayM them that they would take us into 
their Veflel, for we w?re a drowning. Then they came 
amain, and caitin? out their Gock* boat, there cnter'd into 
it aft good as a dozen Frenchmen^ Well appointed with 
their Harcabuffes an4 Matches lighted* and fo approached 
unto us : And perceiving how few w^e were, and that 
the Bark did fink, they received us into then- Boat, fay- 
ing, That becaufe we had ufed the Difcourtefie of not 
making them anfwer, that Misfortune had be^en us. 
Our Runagate about this time took the Coffer wherein 
Zoraidas Treafures were kept, and thiew it into th« 
Sea unpercciv'd of any. 

In conclufion we went all of us into the great Veflel 
witKthe Frenchmen 9 who, after they had informed them- 
£jves of all that which they defir'd to know, as if they . 
were our capital Enemies, they afterward defpoil'd us of 
all that ever we had about us; and of Zoraida they toolc

all, cren unto her Very Bracelets that Ihe wore on the 
Wrifts of her Feet. But the Wrong they did to Zoraida 
did not alftia me fo much as the Fear I conceived, that 
after they had taken away fi^m her her moft rich and 
precious Jewcb, they would alfo deprive her of the Jewelof 
moft Price, and which (he valued moft : But the Deiires 
of that Nation extend themfelyes no fiuther than to the 
Gain of Money ; and their Avarice in this is never ^- 
lowly fatisfied, and at that time was fo great, as they 
would have taken from us the very Habits of Slaves that 
we brought firom Barharyy if they had found 'em to have 
been worth any thing : And feme three were of Opinion 
among them, that we fhould be all enwreath'd in a Sail 
and thrown into the Sea, becaufe they had Intention to 
traffick into fome Havens. of Spain y under the Name of 
Brstai/ts, and, that if they carried us alive they fliould \m 
punifh'd, their Robbery being deteded : But the Cap- 
tain, who was he that had pHlagfd my beloved Zoraida. 
faid. That he was fo contented with his Booty, as he 
me^t not to touch any Part t>f 5/«rtf, but would pafs the 
S freights. oi Gibraltar by Night, or as he might, and fo 
return again to Rochelicy from whence he was come ; And 
thereupon they all agreed to give us their Cock-boat, 
and all that was nece&iy for our fliort Voyage j as in- 
deed they performed the Day enfuing, when all our Griefi 
and Poverties were as quite forgotten as if we never had 
felt any, fo great is the Delight a Man takes to recover 
his Liberty. *Twas about Mid-day when they put us 
into the^ck, giving unto us two Barrels of Water and 
fome Bifcuit ; and tfc Captain, mov'd with fome Com- 
paiEon, ai the beautifid Zoraida embarkM her felf, be- 
ftow'd on her about forty Crowns in Gold ; nor would 
he permit his Soldiers to defpoil her of thefe very Gar- 
ments which then and now ihe wears. 

We entered into the Cock-boat^ and giving them 
Thanks iax the Good they did, and Oiewiogat our Depar* 
tur more Tokens of Thankfulnefs than of Difcontent, 
they fail*d prefendy away from us towards the S freights^ 
and we^. without looking oo any other North or Sta» 
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than the Land itfelf whidi appearM before os^ did row 
towards it fo luflily, that at the Sun fee we were fo near, 
as we. made full account to arrive before the Night were 
&r fpent ; but by reafon that the Moon did. not (hine, 
and the Night was very dark, and that we knew not 
where we were, we did not hold it the bei^ Courfe to 
approach the Shore too near ; yet others there were that 
thought it convenient and good, deiiring that we fhoald 
make to it, altho' we run the Boat on the Rocks, and 
j&r from any Dwelling ; for by doing fo, we fliould 
fwc our felves from the Fear which we ought of reafon 
to have, left there fliould be up and down on that Loaft 
any Frigates of the Pirates of Tetuan, which ar« wont 
to leave Barhary over Night, and be on the Coafl of 
Spain e're Morning, and ordinarily make their Booty, 
and turn to their Supper again to Barhary ^ the Night 
following : But of the contrary Opinions, that which 
was foUowM, was, ttiat we fhould draw near the Land 
ly little and little ; and, thatiflhe Quiemefs of the Sea 
would permit it, we fhould take Land were we might 
befl and mofl conmiodioufly do it. 7'his was done, and 
a little before Midnight we arrived to the Foot of a high 
and monllrous Mountain, which was not altogether fo 
near to the Sea, but that it did grant a little j^tch of 
Ground, whereon we might commodioufly difembark :. 
Wherefore we ran our felves on the Sands, and came all 
a:land» ^d kife'd the Earth, and with tears of mofl 
joyful Content and Delight ^ve Thanks unto our Lord 
God, for the mcomparable Favours which he had done 
us in our Voyage. Then took we out our Visuals fiom 
the Boat, and drew itfelf up on the Shore, and afcended 
a great part of the Mountain ; for altho' we were in that 
Place, yet durft we not afiure our felves, nor did thorov* 
ly believe that it was Chriftian Country whereoa we 
did tread. 

The Day breaking fomewhat flower than I could have 
wifh'd it, we afcended the Mountain wholly,, to fee 
whether we might difcover any Dwelling pr Sheepfold^ 
from thence ; but altho' we eJctended ^ ur Sight Junto 
every Quarter, yet could we neither defcfy Dwelling, 

PerfoD^ 
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Perfon, Path, nor Highway : Yet did we refolve not- 
v^ithftanding to enter into the -Land, feeing that we 
could not chafe but difcover e're long feme body, wha 
might give us Notice of the Place where we were : And 
that which aiBi£ted me moft of all, was, to fee Zoraida 
go a- foot thro* thofe rugged Places ; for altho* I did 
fbmetimes. carry her on my Shoulders, yet did the Toit 
I took more weary her, than the Repofe (he got could 
eafe her ; and therefore would never after the firft time 
fufFer me to take that Pains again, and fo ihe went ever 
after a-foOt, with great Patience and Tokens of Joy, I 
holding her flill by the Hand i and having travePd lit- 
tle lefs than a quarter of a League, we heard the Noife 
of a.litdeBell, an infallible Aigument that near at hand 
there was fome Catde: Whereupon- all of us looking 
very wiftly to fee whether any body appeared, we might 
perceive under a Cod^treea yo^ng Shepherd, who very 
quietly and careleily was carving of a Stick with a Knife : 
We ^rd to him, and he leaped up lighdy on Foot, and 
(as we afterwards learnt) the Mi that he got fight of, 
were the Runagate and Zoraida ; whom he feeing ap- 
parerd in the Morifca Habit, thought that all the People 
of Barbary had been at his Heels ; and therefore running 
very fwiftly into the Wood, he cryM all-along with mar* 
▼elloas Loudnefs, Moors ^ Mtm-s are in the Land f Moars^ 
Moors f arm, arm ! Thefe Outcries ftruck us anew into 
a great Perplexity, and fcarce did we know what wo 
ihould do«: But confldering how the Shepherd's Alarm 
would cauie all the Country to rife up, and that the* 
Herfemen that kept the Coafk would prefently come to 
fee what it was, we all agreed that the Runagate fhouid 
put off his 7urkijh Attire, and put on a Captive's CafTock, 
which one of the Compai^ gave unto him forthwith, 
altho' the Giver remained after in his Shirt. And thus 
committing thcMAflair unto Almighty God, we follow'd 
on by the fame Way which we faw the Shepherd had ta- 
ken, always expefting when the Horfemen of the Coaft 
would fall upon us. And we were not deceived in our 
Expedbition, for within two Hours after^ having iiTucd 
out of thofe Wood^ into a Plain^. we difcoyer'd about 

fome 
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ibme fifty Horfemen^ wbich came runmng towards iis 2$ 
fwiftly as their Horfcs coakl drive ; and having percciv'd 
them, we flood ftill, and ftay'd until they came ta ua, 
and faw, inftead of the Moors they fought fcr, fo many 
poor Chrifiiansy and remain^ fomewhat afhamM thereat. 
And one of 'em demanded, whether we were the Occa- 
fion that a Shepherd had given the Alarm : Yes» quoth I. 
AikI as I was about to. m&rm what I was, aod of all 
our Adventure, and from whence we came, cue of the 
Chriftidns that, came with us did take notice of the 
Horleman who had fpoken unto us, and fa intermp^- 
ing my Speech, he faid. Sirs, let God be prab'd, which 
hath brought us to' fo good a Place as this is, for, if I 
be not deceiv'd, the Earth wliich we tread on is of VeUy 
Malaga ; and if the Years of my Captivity have not con- 
founded my Memory, you likewife. Sir, that demaodlr 
what we be, are Feter of Bufiamontey mine Uiicle. Aa 
foon.as ever the Cbriftian Captive had fpoken thofe 
Words, the Horfeman leaping o£F his Horfe, ran and 
embraced him, faying, O Nephew ! as dear to me a$ my 
Soul and Life, now I do know thee very well, and many 
a Day £u)ce have 1 wept for thee^ thinkii^ thou waft 
dead, and fo hath my Sifter thy Mother, and ali«tfae ne^ 
of thy Friends which do hVe yet \ and God hatk been 
pleasM to preferve their Lives^ that th^y may enjoy the 
Pleafure to behold thee ; We knew very well that thou 
waft in Algiers^ and by the Signs and Tokens of thy 
clothes, and that of all the reft here of thy Companions, 
I furmife that your Efcape hath been miraculous. It was 
fo, rcply'd the Captive, and we (hall have Time, I hope, 
to recount unto you the Manner. 

. As foon as theHorfemen had underftood that we 
were Cbriftian Captives, they alighted off their Horfes, 
and every one of 'em invited us to mount upon his 
own, to carry us to the City oiVeU Malaga ^ which was 
yet a League and a half from that Place: And fome of 
them went to the Place where we had left the Boat, to 
bring it to the City, whom w« iniorm'd hi^ of the Place 
where it lay ; others did mount us up a-Horfeback behind 
themfelves, aadZorai^ rode behindthe Captive's Uncle. 

AH 
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All the People ifliicd to receive us, being premonifliM of 
our Arrival by fome one that had ridden before They 
did not wonder to fee Captives freed, nor Moors captiv'd 
there, being an ordinary thing in thofe Parts ; bat that 
whereat they wondered was, the furpaffing Beauty of 
Zoraiday which at that feafon and inftant was in her 
prime, as well thro* the Warmth flie iad gotten by her 
Travel, as alfo thro* the Joy ihe conceivM to fee her 
felf in Chrifiian Lands, fecure from all Fear 9f being fur- 
priz'd or loft : And thefe Things call'd out to her Face 
fuch Colours, as, if it be not that Affedion might then 
have deceivM me, I durft aver, that a more beautiful 
than fhe was, the World could not afford, at Icaft among 
thofe ^hich I had cVcr beheld. 

We wentdireftly to the Church, to give Thanks unto 
Almighty God for the Benefit rcceiv'd; and as foon at 
Xoraida enter'd into it, fhe faid. There were Faces in it 
that refelnbled very much that of Lela Marten, We told 
her, that they were her Images : And the Runagate, as 
well as the brevity of the Time permitted, inftrufted her 
what they fignified, to the end fhe fhould do them Reve- 
rence, as if every one of 'em were truly that fame Ltta 
Marten which had fpoken unto her. She, who had a 
very good Underfhnding, and an eafie and clear Con- 
ceit, comprehended prefently all that was told unto her 
concerning Images. From hence they carry'd us, and 
divided us among different Houfes of the City ; but the 
Cbriftian that came with us carried, the Runagate, Ztf- 
raidoy and me, to the Houfe of his Parents, which 
were indifferently accommodated and flored with the 
Goods of Fortune, and did entertain me with as great 
Love and Kindnefs as if I were their own Son. We re- 
main'd fix Days in Veky^ in which time the Runagate 
having made an Information of all that which might 
concern him, he. went to the City of Granada^ to be 
reconcilM, by the h..Iy hquifition*^ Means, to the Bo- 
fom of our holy Mother the Church The refl of the 
freed Captives took every one the Way that he plea- 
fed; and Zoraida and I remainM behind, with thofe 
Ducatt only which the FrencbmaTCt Courtcfic was plea- 
fed 
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fed 10 bellow on Zoraida ;, and with part of that Som I 
bought hertbis Beait whereon ihe rides, I myfelfferviDg 
her hitherto as her Father and Squire, and not as ha 
Spoufe, we travel with Intention to fee whether my Fa- 
ther be yet living, or any of my Brothers have had more 
profperous Hap than myfelf ; altho* feeing that Heaven 
hath made me ZaraiJd's Confort, methinks no other good 
Fortune could arrive, were it never fo gre^t, that I would 
hold in fo high Eftimation. The Patience wherewithal 
fhe bears the Incommodities ufually annexed unto Pover- 
ty, and the Defires fiie (hews to become a CJbrifiia/r, is Aich, 
and fo great, as it ftrikes me into an Admiration, and doth 
move me to ferve her all the Days of my Life ; altho^ t}mt 
the Delight which I take to fee myfelf hers and (he mine, 
is oft-times interrupted, and almoft diffolv'd by the Fear 
which I have, that I (hall not find in mine own Country 
fome little Corner, wherein I may entertain her ; • and; 
that Time and Death have wrought fuch Alteration ia 
the Goods and Lives of my Father and Brothers^ as I (hall 
icarce find any one at Home that knows me. I have no 
more, good Sirs„ to tell you of my^ Life's Hiftory^ than 
which, whether it be pleafing and rare, or no, your clear 
Conceits are to judge. As for rdy felf I dare fay, that if 
it had beea pofiible, , I would have told it with more 
Brevity ; fearing it nught be tedious unto you, I purpoieir 
ly omitted many delig|itful Circumftances thereof. 



CHAP- XV. 

W^icb fpeaks of that ivhich after befell in the 
Inn 5 andof fmidry other 7'hingi ^worthy to h 
kuo-'xn^ 

TH E Captive having faid this, held his Peace, and 
Don Ferdinando rcply'd to him thus : Truly, Cap- 
tain, the Manner wherewithal yOu have recountal this 
marvellous Succefs hath been fuch, as it may be para- 
gon*d to the Novelty and Strangenefs of the Event itfeif : 

And 
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/And fo great. Ts the Delight \ye have taken in the hear- 
ing thereof, as I do believe, that altho' tve had fpent the 
Time from hence till to-morrow in liftening to it, yet 
fhould we be glad to hear it told over once again And 
faying fo, Cardenio and all the reft did offer themfelves 
and their Means to his Service, as much as lay in them, 
I with.fo cordial and friendly Words, as the Captive re- 
mained throughly fatisfied with their good Wits: But 
cfpecially Don Ferdinando offer'd, that if he vi^ould re- 
turn with him, he would caufe the Marquis his Brother 
to be Zoraida her Godfather in Baptifm ; and, that he, 
for his part, would fo accommodate him with all Things 
necefiary, as he might enter into the Town with the 
Decency and Authority due to his Perfon. The Cap- 
tive did gratific his large Offers very coartcoufly, but 
would not accept any of 'cm at that time. By this the 
Night drew on, and about the Fall thereof there arrived 
at the Inn a Coach, with fome Men a Horfeback, and 
ask*d for Lodging ; to whom the Hoflefs anfwcr'd. That . 
in all the Inn there was not a Span free, the number of 
her Gucfts was already fo many. Well, altho* that be 
fo, quoth one of the Horfemeh that had entered, yet 
muft there be a Place found for Maftcr Jufiicey who comes 
in this Coach.

He led a young 
Maid^ by the Hand of about fixteen Years old, appa- 
rePd in a riding Attire ; but (he was therewithal of fo 
difpos'd, beautiful, and cheerful a Cciintenance, as her 
Prefence did ftrike them all into Admiration ; fo as, if 
they had not feen Dor^tea, Lufcinda^ and S^raida, which 
were then in the Inn, they would hacdly have believ'd

Don ^ixote was prefent at the Judge^is and the Geo- 
tlewoinaa*s Entry ; and fo as foon as he had fees him, 
he faid. Sir, you may boldly enter, and take your £afe 
ia this Caille, which altho* it be but little, and ill ac- 
commodated, yet there is no Narrowneis nor Difooaim> 
dity in the World but makes Place fat Arms and Learn- 
ing, and *fpecially if the Arms and Letters bring Beu^ 
for their Guide and Leader, as your Learning doth, cod- 
du£i by this lovely Damfel, to whom ought not only 
CafUes to open and manifeft themfelves, Init alio Rods 
to part and divide their CliiFs, and Mountains to horn 
their ambitious Creils, to give and make her a Lod^ag, 
Enter therefore, I fay* worfhipful Sir, mto this Paxadife, 
wherein you fliall find Stars and Suns to accompany 
this Sky which you bring in your Company : Here ihall 
you find Arms in their Height, and Beauty in her Primes 
The Judge marvellM greatly at Don ^uzxote^s SpeecL 
whom he began to behold very earneftly, and wonder^ 
no lefs at his Shape than at his Words i and knowiif 
not what Anfwer he might return him^ he was diverted 
on the other fide by the (udden Approach of the three 
Ladies, Lu/cinda, Dorotea^ and Zoraidoy which ftoad 
before him : For having heard of the Arrival of new 
Guefls, and alfo being inform*d by the Hofteis of the 
young Lady's Beauty, they were come forth to fee and 
entertain her.

Mailer Jnftice, I 
have had in Times paft a Comrade of your very Simame 
in Conflantinotli^ where I was fome time captive, who 
was one of the moft valiant Soldiers and Captains that 
might be found aaiocg all the Sfanijb Foot ; bat he was 
as unforl;4inate as he was valorous and rdblute. And 
how was that Captain callM, good Sir, quoth the Judge ?

I would I might know now 

were thou art, that I my felf might go and fearch thee 

out, and free thee from thy Pains, altho' it were with the 

hazard of my own. Oh! who is he that could carry 

News to our old Father that thou wert alive, altho* 

hidden in the moft abftrufe Dungeons of Barhary ! for 

his Riches, my Brother's, and mine, would fetch thee 

from thence. O beautiful and bountiful Zanr/Vtf / who 

might be able to recompenfe thee for the Good thou 

haft done to my Brother ? How happy were he that 

jnight be prefent at thy Spiritual Birth and Bapdfm, 

and at thy Nuptials, which would be fo gratefiil to us 

,ali ! Thefe, and many other fuch Words, did the 

Judge deliver, fo full of Compafllon for the News that 

he had receiv'd of his Brother, as all that heard him kept 

him company in ihcwing Signs of Companion for his 

♦Sorrow. 

The Curate therefore perceiving the happy Succeis 
whereto his Defign and the Captain's JDefire had fortcd,

The Sfegcr arriving to this PoidT of his ^n%y.Dorotea 
imagined that it would not be amifs to let Donna Clara .

Child, for thus interrupt- 
ing your fwcct Re^fe, feeing I do it to the end you may 
joy, by hearing one of the beft Voices that perhaps your 
ever heard in your Life: Clara awaked at the firfl drowA- 
ly, and did not well underhand what Dorotea faid, and 
therefore demanding of her what (he faid, ihe told it her 
again ; whereupon Donna Clara was alfo attentive. But

Here the Voice ended, and Donna Clara's Sighs began ; • 
all which ehflam'd Dorotea's Defire to know the Caufc 
of fo fweet a Song, and fo fad a Plaint ; and therefore 
fhe eftfoons reqqir'd her, to tell her nfiw what fhe was 
about to have faid before. Then Clara^ timorous left

Pcr- 
adventure thou doft now with Envy enough behold her, 
either walking thro' fome Gallery of her fumptuous Pala- 
ces, or leaning on fome bay Window, and thinking how 
( faving her Honour and Greatnefs } ihe fhall miti^tc 
and aflwage the Torture yvhich this mine oppreis'd 
Heart endures for her Love, what Glory (lie fhall give 
for my Pains, what Quiet to my Cares, what Life to my 
Death, and what Gaerdon to my Services. And thou 
Sun, which art, as I believe, by this time faddling of thy 
Horfes to get away early, and go out to fee my Miflrefs, 
I requeil thee, .as foon as thou fhalt fee her, to falute 
her in my behalf; but beware that when thou look'fl on 
her, and doft greet her, that thou do not kifs her on 
the Face, for if thou dofl, I will become more jealous of 
thee than ever thou waft of the fwift Ingrate, which 
.made thee to run and fweat fo much thro' the Plains of 
Tbeffalia^ or the Brinks of Fence^ for I have forgotten 
thro' which of them thou ranneft fo jealous and ena- 
moured. To this point arrived Don ^ixotty when the 
Inn-keeper's Daughter be^n to call him foftly unto her» 
and fay. Sir Knight, approach a little hitherward, if 
you pleafc. At which Voice Don ^ixote turned his 
Head^ and faw by the Light of the Moon, which ihined 
then very clearly, that he was called to from the Hole, 
which he accounted to be a fair Window, fiill of Ircn 
Bars, and thofe coftly gilded with Gold, well befitting 
fo rich a Caflle as he imagin'd that Inn to be, and pre- 
fently, in a moment, he forg'd to his own Fancy, that 
once ag^n, as he had dene before, the beautiful Damfel, 
Daughter to the Lady of that Caftle,overcome by hisLove, 
dki return to foUicite him : And with this 1 bought, be- 
<;aufe he would not ihew himfelf difcourteous ar.d ua« 
mtfifulj he tuxa'd R^sdnanu About, and cane over t^^ 
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the -Hole,' and then having beheld the two Wenches, he 
faid, I take Pity on you, beautiful Lady, that you have 
placed your amorous Thoughts in a Place whence it is 
not poffible to have any Correfpondence anfwerable to 
the Deftrt of your high Worth and Beauty, whereof you 
are in no fort to condemn this miferable Knight-Errant, 
whom Love hath ,\y holly difabled to furrender his Will 
to any other than to her whom,- at the firft Sight, he . 
made abfolute MiArefs of his Soul : Pardon me therefore, 
^ood Lady, and*retire yourfelf to your Chamber, and 
make me not, by any further Iniinutation of your De- - 
fires, more unthankful and difcourteous than I would 
be ; and if, thro* the Love that you bear me, you £nd 
in me any other Thing wherewithal I may ferve and - 
pleafure you, fo that it be not Love itfelf, demand it 
boldly ; for I d j fwear unto you by mine abfent, yet 
fweetell Enemy, to beftow it upon you incontinently ; 
yea, tho' it be a Lock of MeduffC% Hairs, which are 
all of Snakes, ..or. the Sun- Beams enclosed in a Vial of 
Glafs. 

My Lady needs none of thofe Things, Sir Knight, . 
anfwer'd Maritomes, What doth fhe then want, dif- 
creet Matron, quoth Don ^ixote P Only one of our 
fair Hands, faid Maritornesy that therewithal fhe may 
disburden her -felf of fodie part of thofe violent Defires 
which compel'^ her to come to this Window, with fo * 
great Danger of her Honour % for if her Lord and Fa- 
ther knew .of her coming, the leall Slice he would take ' 
off her, fhould be at the leaH an Ear. I would fain once ' 
fee that, quoth Don ^ixote ; but I am fure he will be- 
ware how he do it, if he have no Lill to make the mod 
difafterous End that ever Father made in this World, 
for having kid violent Hands on the delicate Limbs of 
his. amorous Daughter. Maritornes verily perfuaded her 
fdf that Don ^ixote would give up his Hand as he 
was requefted ; and having already contrived' in her Mind 
what Ihe would do, delbended with all Halle from the 
Hole, and going to the Stable, fhe {Qtc\C 6i o}xi Sancho 
Panca his Afs's Halter, and return'd again with vtiy 
great Speed, juft as Pon fixate ({landing upon Rozi- 
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>Mm/f *s Saddle, that he might the better reach thcbarr'd 
Windows, whereat he imaginM the wounded Damfel rc- 
xnain*d) did, ftretching up his Hand, fay unto her. Hold, 
Lady, the Hand, or, as J may better fay, the Executioner 
of earthly Mifcreants ; hold, I fay, that Hand which 
no other Woman ever touchy before, not even fhe her 
felf that hath entire pofieffion of my whole Body ; nor do 
I give it to you to the end you (hall kifs it, but that yoix 
may behold the contexture of the Sinews, the knitting^ 
of the Mttfdes, and the fpaciofity and Ineadth of the 
Veins, whereby you may collect how great ought the 
Force of that Arm to be, whereunto fuch a Hand is knit. 
We fliall fee that prcfendy, quoth Maritomes ? and thea 
making a running Knot on the Halter, (he caft it on the ' 
WriH of his Hand, and then defeending from the Hole» . 
ihe ty'd the other End of the Halter very feft to the ' 
Lock of the Barn-door. Don ^/xo/^ feeling the rough- i 
^nefs of the Halter about his Wrill, faid. It rather feems 
that you grate my Hand, than that you cheriih it ; but ^ 
yet I pray you not to handle it fo roughly, feeing it is 
in no fault of the Evil which my Will doth unto you ; 
nor is it comely that you fhould revenge or disburthen ' 
the whole bulk of your Indignation on fo fmall a Part t 
remember, that thofe which love well do not take fa 
cruel Revenge. But no body gave ear to thefe Words 
of Don ^ixoti t for as foon as Maritames had ty*d " 
him, fhe and the other, almoft burlt for laughter, raa - 
away and left him ty'd in fuch manner, as ^twas imp;>f- 
iible for him to loofe himfelf. 

He flood, as we have recounted, on Rozinanfe^ Sad- 
dle, having all his Arm thrufl in at the Hole, and faflen'd 
hy the Wrifl to the Lock, and was in very great Doubt 
and Fear that, if Rozinante budg'd never fo little on 
any fide, ^le fliouldM and hang by.the Arm ; and there- 
fore he dur£ not once ufe the leafl Motion of the 
World, altho' he ipight well have expeded from Ro- 
%inanu\ Patience and mild Spirit, that if he were fuf- 
ferM, he would fland flill a whole Age without flirring 
himfelf. In fine^ Doa ^ixote feeing himfdf ty'd,' 
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/ the Ladies were departed, began ftraight to ima- 
it all had been done by way of Inchantment, as the 
Ae, when, in the very fame Callle, the inchanted 
/ (the Carrier) had fo fairly belaboured him ; and 
to himfelf did he execrate his own want of Difcreti- 
nd Difcourfe, feeing that having efcaped out of that 
^le fo evil dight the firft time, he would after adven- 
t to enter into it the fecond ; for it was generally ob- 
v'd by Knights Errant, that when they had once try'd 
a Adventure, and could not fini& it, it was a Token that 
A v^as not refervM for them, but for fome other, and there- 
lore "Would never prove it again. Yet for all this, he drew 
iR>rward his Arm, to fee if he might ddiver himfelf; but 
Ke "was fo well bound, as all his Endeavours proved vain. 
It is true, that he drew it very warily, left Rsxinantt 
fhould ftir 5 and altho* he would fain have fet, and fettled 
himfelf in the Saddle, yet could he do no other but ftand, 
or leave the Arm behind. There was many a WKh for 
Amadii\ Sword,, againf^ which no Inchantment what- 
foever could prevail : There fucceeded the Maledidtion 
of his Fates : There the exaggerating of the Want that 
the World fhould have of his Prefence all the while he 
abode inchanted (as he infallibly believM he was) in 
that Place. There he anew remember'd his beloved 
Lady Dulcinea of Tobofo : There did he call oft enough 
on his good Squire Sancho Panca, who, intomb'd in 
the Bowels of Sleep, and flretched along the Pannel of 
hk Afs, did dream, at that Inftant, but little of the 
Mother that bore him : There he invoked the wife 
Men, Lirgandeo and Aquife, to help him : And final- 
ly, the Morning did alfo there overtake him, fo fiiU 
of Defpair and Confufion, as he roared like a Bull ;; 
f jr he kad no Hope, that by Day-light any Cure could 
be found for his Care, which he deemed would be 
cverlafting, becaufe he fully accounted himfelf in- 
chanted; and was the more induced to think fo, be- 
caufe he faw that Mozinante did not move little nor 
niuch; and therefore he fnppofed that both he and 
hh H rfe fhouTd abide in that State, without eatings 
dbii^g> and flcepicg, unt3 that either the malignant 
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Influence of the Stars were paiTed, or fome greater In- 
chanter had di£nchanted him. 

But he deceiv'd himfelf much in his Belief; for fcarcc 
did the Day begin to peep, when there arriv'd four Horfe- 
men to the Inn-door, very well appointed, and having 
their Snap-hances hanging at the Pummel of their Saddles^ 
they caird at the Inn-door (which yet flood fhut) and 
knocked very hard ; -which being perceiv'd by Don ^ix^ 
ote from the Place where he flood Centinel, he faid, with 
a very loud and. arrogant Voice, Knights or Squires, or 
whatsoever elfc ye be, you are not to knock any more at 
the Gates of that Caflle, feeing it is evident, that at fuch 
Hours as this, either they which are within do repofe 
them, or elfe are not wont to open Fortrefles until Fhar- 
bus hath fprcad his Beams over the Earth ; therefore 
fland back, and expedl till it be clear Day, and then we- 
will fee whether it be jufl or no, that they open the:r 
Gates unto you. What a Devil f :what Caftle or Fortrefs 
is this ! quoth one of them, that it fhould bind us to 
ufe all thofe Circumflanccs .^ If thou be*fl the Inn-keeper, 
command that the Door be open'd ; for we af e Travel- 
lers that will tarry no longer than to bait our Horfes, 
and away j for we ride in Poil-lialle. Doth it feem to 
you. Gentlemen, quoth Don ^ixaie, that I look like an 
Inn-keeper ? I know not what thou look'ft like, anfwcr'd 
the other, but well I know that thou fpeakefl madly, in 
calling this Inn a Caflle. It is a Caille, replied Don 
fixate, yea, and that one of the beft in this Province ; » 
and it hath People within it which have had a Scepter . 
in Hand, and a Crown on their Head. It were better 
faid quite contrary, reply'd the Traveller; the Scepter 
on the Head, and the Crown in the Hand. But perhaps 
(and fo it may well be) there is fome Company of Play- - 
ers within, who do very ufually hold the Scepters, and 
wear thofe Crowns ^hereof thou talkefl ; for in fuch a 
paultry Inn as this is, and where I hear fo little Noife, . 
I cannot believe any one to be lodg'd worthy to wear 
a^Crown, or bear a Scepter. Thou know'fl but little of 
the World, reply^d Don ^ixote^ feeing thou dofl fo much 
ignore the Chaaqes that are wont to be&U in Chivalry. 
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The Fellows of him diat entcrtain'd this prolix Dialogue 
With Don Sjuixote, waxed weary to hear them fpeak 
idly fo long together, and therefore turn'd again to 
knock with great Fury at the Door, and that in fuch 
ibrt, as they not only waked the Inn-keeper ; but alfo 
all the Gtiefts » andfo he arofe to demand their Pleafure. 
In the mean while, it happened that one of the Hor- 
{es whereon they rode, drew near to fmell Roziwutu, 
that melancholy and fadiy, with his Ears call down, 
did fuflain without moving his out-ilretch'd Lord ; and 
he being, indeed, of Fle{h and Blood, altho' he refem- 
bled a Bbck of Wood, could not chufe but feel it, and 
turn to fmell him again ; and Scarce had he flirred but 
a Thought from thence, when Don ^uixoie^ Feet, 
that were joined, flip afunder, and tumbling from the 
Saddle, had doubtlefly Men to the Ground, had he 
not remained hanging hy the Arm, a Thing that cau- 
fed him to endure fo much Pain, as he verily believed 
that either his WriH was a cutting, or his Arm a tear- 
ing off from his Body ; and he hung fo near to the 
Gi-ound, as he touch'd it with the tops of his Toes : 
AH which tum'd to his Prejudice ; for having felt the 
litde which he wanted to the fetting of his Feet wholly 
on the Earth, he laboured and drew . all that he might 
to reach it ; much like unto thofe that get the Strap- 
pado, with the Condition to touch or not to touch, 
who are themfelves a Caufe to encreafe their own Tor- 
ture, by the Earnefbiefs wherewith they flretch them- 
felves, deceived by the Hope they have to touch the 
Ground, if they can flretch themfelves but a litde further. 



CHAP. XVII. 

Wherein, are frofccuted the 'wonderful Adventures 
of the Inn. 

SO many were the Outcries which Don ^ixoti 
madcj^ as the Iim-keeper ope&'d the Door "itry ha« 
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Itily, and affrighted to fee who it was that fa roared ; 
and thofc that Hood without did alfo the fame. Afart- 
tvmiSi whom the Cries had alfo awaked, imagining 
ftraight what it might be, went into the Barn, and, 
nnperceiv'd of any, loofed the Halter that fuftained 
Don fixate f and forthwith he fell to the Ground, in 
the Prefence of the Inn-keeper and the Travellers, who, 
coming towards him, jaemahded the Occafion -why he 
did fo unmeafurably roar ?

and I do prefently challenge him to Combat. The new 
Travellers were amaz*d at Don ^ixote's Words ; but 
the Hoft remov'd that Wonder by informing them what 
he was, and that they fhould make no Account of his 
Words ; for the Man was bereft of his Wits. Then they 
demanded of the Inn-keeper if there had arrived to his 
Inn a young Strippling, of fome fifteen Years, or therea- 
bouts, apparelPd like a Horfe-boy, and having ftich and 
fuch Marks and Tokens ; and then gave the vtty Signs 
of Donna Clara's Lover.

We will 
do fo, faid another of them : And thus two of them cn- 
ter'd into the Houfe, one ftaid at the Door, and the 
other did compajs. the Iijn abqut. The Inn-keepq^ bc- 
h^ all, but could never judge aright th^ Reafon why' 
they^u&d all this Diligence, altho' he eafily belkvM that 
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they fought for the Youth whofe Marks they had told 
mnto him. 

By this the Day was grown clear, and as well by rcafon 
thereof, as thro' the Outcries of Don fixate, all the 
Strangers were awake, and did get up, efpecially both the 
Ladies C/ara sndDorofea ;for the one,. thro' Fear to have 
her Lover fo near, and the other with Defire ta fee him, 
could deep but very little all thaj Night. Don fixate 
perceiving that none of the four Travellers made any 
Account of him, or anfwer'd his Challenge, was ready to 
burft widi Wrath and Defpite; and if he could any wife 
have found that it was tolerated by the Statutes of Chi-?

Truly, Don Le^isy the Habit that you 
wear anfwers very well your Calling, and the Bed where- 
on you lie, the Care and Tendernefs wherewith your 
Mother did nurfe you. The Youth hereat rubb'd his 
drowfy Eyes, and beheld very leifurely him that did 
hold him fall, and knew him forthwith to be <jne of 
his Father's Servants ; whereat he was fo amazed, as he 
could not fpeak a Word for a great while : And the 
Serving-man continuing his Speech, faid. Here is no- 
thing elfe to be done. Lord Le^wis, but that you be 
patient and depart again with us towards home, if 
you be pleafed not to have your Father and my Lord 
depart out of this World to the other; for no lefs 
may be txpedled from the Woe wherein he refls 
by rcafon of your Abfencc.

And whilft he made this and other Demands to- the Gen- 
tleman, they heard a greatNoifeat the Inn-door i the<}^^ 
whereof was, that two Guefts which had lain there thAt 
Night, feeing^ all the People buiied to learn the Caufe of 
the four Horfemens coming, had thought to have made 
an Efcape fcot-free, without defraying their Expenccs : 
But the Inn-keeper, who attended his A flairs wacA 
more Diligence than other Mens, did ftay them at their 
going forth, and demanded his Moneys upbraiding their 
difhonefl Refolution wiA-fuch Words, a? mov*d them to 
return him an Anfwer with their Fifts, which they did fo 
roundly, as the poor HoU was compelFd taraifethe Cry, 
and demand Succourt The Hoftefs and her Daughter- 
could fee no M^n fo free from Occupation as Don ^v/jr- 
$ti ; to whom the Daughter faid^ I requefl you, SirKnight,

To thir Don^^/y(9/? anfwer'd very leifurely, and with' 
great Gravity, Beautiful Damfel, your Petition cannot 
prevail at thfs Time, forafmuch as I ^m hmder'd from' 
undertaking any other Adventure, until I h^vef finifh'd' 
one wherein my Promife hath engag'd me ; and all that" 
I' can do now in your Service, is, that which I fhall (ay 
now unto yoii : Run unto your Father, and bid him con- 
tinue and maintam Lis Conflid manfully, the bed that 
he may, until I demand Licence of the Princefs 'Micomi^o- 
na, to help him out of his Diftrefs i for if (he will give it 
unto me, you may make foil account that he is delivered. 
Sinner that I am (quoth Maritomes, who was by, and 
heard whaf he faid) before you ihall be able to obbun 
that Licence of which you fpeak, my Mafter will be de- 
parted to the other World. Work you fo. Lady, quoth 
Don ^ixote, that J 'may have the Licence ; for fb that I 

may 
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xnay have it» it will make no great matter, whether he 
b>e in the other World, or no j for even fromithence woiiki 
J bring him back again, in defpite of the other World 
itfelf, if it durU contradift me; or at leaftwife I will 
' take fuch a Revenge of thofe that do fend him to the 
ether World, as .you ftiall remain mote than meanly 
^ contented: J^nd fo without replying any -more, *he went 
and fell on hb Knees before Dorotea^ demanding of her, 
in knightly and errant Phrafes, diat ihe would deign 
. to licenfe him to go and fuccour the Conftable of t£it 
Caftle, who was then plunged in a deep Diftrefs. The 
Princefs did grant him Leave very, willingly, and he 
- prefently buckling on his Target, and laying Hands 
..on his Sword, ran to the Inn-door, where yet the two 
cGuefls flood handfomely tugging the Inn-keeper. But 
. as foon as he arrived, he Hopped and ftood flill, al- 
.tho* Maritornes and the Hoftefs demanded of him 
twice or thrice the Caufe of his Reftinefs, in not af- 
.fifUng her Lord and Husband. I ftay, quoth Don 
^iiceie, becaufe, according to the Laws -of Aims, it as 
' not permitted me to lay Hand to my Sword - againfl 
. Squire-like Men that are not dubb'd Knights. But call 
.to me here my Squiit Sancho ; for* this Defence and 
Revenge concerns him, as his Duty. This paiTed at the 
Inn-door, where Fifts and Blows were interchangeably 
given and taken in •the hefk fort, althb* to the Inn keep- 
er's Coft, and to the Rage and Grief ^f Marifwmej, 
the Hoftefs, and her Daughter, who were like to ran 
wood, heholding Don ^ixau\ C^owavdice, and the 
Mifchief their Mailer, Husband, and Father endured. 
^But here let us leave them i for there fhaU not want 
cone to fuccour him, or if not, let him fuffer, and all 
^thofe that wittingly undertake Things beycmd their 
Power and Force 5 and let us turn backward, to hear ^ 
. that «which Don Le^is anfwerM the Judge, whom 
. we left fomewhat apart with him» demanding the 
Caufe of his coming a-foot, and in fo bafe Army. 
To which the Youth, wringing him hard by the 
. Jimifi, as jaxi AigameBt that S)mc extraordinary Grief 
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pinched his Hearty and iheddingtmany Tears, anfww^A 
in this manner : 

I know not what elfe I may tell yon, dear Sir, bofc 
that from the Inftant that Heaven made us KeighbocEX^, 
aiKl that I faw Donna Clara, your Daughter, and xziy 
Lady, I made her Commandrefs of my Will; and i£ 
yours, my true Lord and Father, do not hinder it, Hr^ 
ihall be my Spoufe this very Day. For her fake haine I 
abandoned my Father^s Houfe, and for her I put on tliis 
Attire, to follow ficr wherefocver flie went, as the Ar- 
row doth the Mark, or the Mariner the North Stari 
She is, as yet, no further acquainted with my Defires, 
than as much as ihe might underfland fometinies by the 
Tears which ihe faw mine Eyes diftill afar offl Noiip, 
Sir, you know the Riches and Nobility of my Defcent, 
and how I am my Father?s fole Heir; and if it feem un- 
to you that thefe be Conditions, whereupon you may 
venture to make me thoroughly happy, accept of me pre- 
fently for your Son-in-Law : For if my Father, born away 
by other Defigns, fhall not like fo well of this Good which 
I have fought out formyfelf, yet Time hath more Force 
to undo, and change the Affairs, than Mens Will. Here 
the amorous Gentleman held his Peace, and the Judge re- 
mained aftoniflied, as well at the Grace and Difcretion 
wherewith Don Lrwis had difcover'd his AffedUons unto 
him, as alfo to fee hiihfelf in fuch a Pafs, that he knew* 
not wiuit Courfe he might bell take in fo fudden and un- 
expeded a Matter: And therefore he anfwer'd no other 
Thing at that Time, but only bad him to fettle his Mind, 
and entertain the Time with his Servants, and deal with 
them to expedl that Day, becaufe he might have Leifun? 
to confider what might be moft convenient for all. Don 
Lewis did kifs his Hands per force, and did bathe them 
withTears]^ a Thing able to move a Heart of Ibkrble, and 
much more the Judge's, who (as a wife Man) did prefent- 
ly perceive, how beneficial and honourable was that Pre- 
ferment for his Daughter : Altho' he could have wiih'd, 
if it had been poiiible, to effed^ it with the Confent of 
Don Lewises Father, who he knew did purpofe to have 
his Son made a Nobleman of Tide. 
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By this time, the Inn-keeper and his Guefts had agreed* 
having paid him all they ought, more by "Don^ixote^ 
Perfuaiion and good Reafons, than by any Menaces. And 
Don Le*ujis*s Servants expeded the End of tlie Judge's 
Difcourfe, and his Refolution : When the Devil (who ile- 
ver deeps) would have it, at that very time enter'd 
into the Inn, the Barber from whom Don ^ixote took 
away the Helmet of Mamhrino, and Sancbo Panca the 
Furmttire of the Afs, whereof he made an Exchange 
for his own : Which Barber, leading his Beaft tO' the 
Stable, faw Sancbo Panca^ who was mending fome pa^t 
of the Pannel : And as foon as he had cipy'd him, he 
knew him, and presently fet upon Sancbo, faying, Ay, 
Sir Thief, have I found you here, with all the Furni- 
ture whereof you robb'd me ? Sancbo, that faw himfclf 
thus afikulted unexpededly, and had heard the difgracc- 
ful Terms which the other ufed, laying fall hold on the 
Pannel with the one Hand, gave the Barber fuch a 
BuflFet with the other, as he bathed all his Teeth ia 
Blood : But yet for all that, the Barber held faft his 
Gripe of the Pannel,- and therewithal cry'd out fo loud; 
as all thofe that were in the Iloufe came to the Noife 
and Conflia ; and he faid, I call for the King and Juftfcc, 
for this Thief and Robber by the Highways goeth about 
to kin me, becaufe I feek to recover mine own Goods. 
Thou lyeft, quoth Sancbo, for I am not a Robber by 
the Highways, for my Lord Don ^ixote won thefeSpoib , 
in a good War. By this time Don ^ixou himfclf was ' 
I come thither, not a little proud to fee how his ^Squire de- 
fended himfelf, and offended his Aiverfary, and therefbie 
he accounted him from thenceforth to be a Man of Va- 
lour, and proposM in his Mind to dub him a Knight, 
on the firft Occafion that fhould be offer'd, becaufe he 
thought the Order of Knighthood would be well em- 
ployM by him. 

Among other Things that the Barber faid in the Dif- 
courfe of his Contention, this was one : Sirs, this Pannel 
is as certainly mine, as the Death which I owe unto G6d> 
and I knew it as well as if I had bred it ; and thei e is 
my Afs in the Stable, who will not penkiit xne to tell a 
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Lye : Or otherwife do but try the Pannel on him, and if 
it fit him not juftjy, I am content to remain infiunous: 
And I can fay more, that the very Day wherein they took 
my Pannel- from ^me, they robb'd me likewife of a new 
brafen Bafon, which was never ufed, and coft me a 
Crown. Here Don ^ixote could no longer contain him- 
felf from fpeakingj and fo thrufting himfelf between 
them two, and putting them afiinder, and caufing the 
Pannel to be laid publickly on the Ground, until the 
Truth were decided, he faid. To the end that you may 
;,pcrceive the dear and manifeft Error, wherein this good 
Squire lives, fee how he calls that a Bafon, which is, 
was, and fliall be the Helmet of Mambrinoy which I took 
away per force from him in fair War, and made myfclf 
Lord thereof, in a lawful and warlike manner. About 
the Pannel I will not contend, for that which I can fay 
therein is, that my Squire Sancho demanded Leave of me, 
to take away the Furniture of this vanquifli'd Coward*s 
Horfe, that he might adorn his own withal. I gave him 
* Authority to do it, and he took them ; and for his con- 
verting thereof from a Horfe Furniture into a Pannel, 
' I can give none other Reafon than the ordinary one, xo 
wit, that foch Transformations are ufually feen in the 
' SuccefTes of Chivalry : For Confirmation whereof. Friend 
Sanchof run fpeedily, and bring me out the Helmet, 
which this good Man avoucheth to be a Bafon. By my 
Faith, Sir, quoth Sanchoy-ii we have no better Proof of 
our Intention, than that which you fay., I fay that the 
Helmet of Mamhrino is as arrant a Bafon, as this good 
Man's Furniture is a * Pannel. Do what I conunand, 
faid Don ^ixeie *■ I cannot believe that all the Things 
in this Callle will be guided by Jnchantment. Sancho 
. ' went for the Bafon, and brought it : And as foon as 
Don ^ixoU faw it, he took it in his Hands, and faid. 
See, Sirs, with wliat Face can this impudent Squire 
affirm, that this is a Bafon, and not the Helmet that I 
. Jiave mentioned ? And I fwear to you all by the Order 
' of Knighthood, which I profefs, that this is the very 
' fame Helmet which I won fitun him, without haying 
added or taken any Thing from k. Tiiat it is, 

queftionlefs^ 
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qaeftionlefs, quoth Sancho : For fince the time that my 
Lord won it, until now, he never fought but one Battle 
with it, when he delivered the unlucky chain'd Men ; 
and but for this Bafon-helment, he had not efcaped fo 
free as he did, fo thick a Shower of Stones rain'd all 
the time of that Conliidt. 

CHAP. XVIII. 

Vf^erein are decided the Coutroverfie^ ofth^ Helmet 
c/Mambrinu.s, andofthe^annel^ with other 
ftravge aid mofi true Adventures, 

GOOD Sirs, quoth the Barber^ what do you think 
of that which is affirm'd by diefe Gentlemen, who 
yet contend that this is not a Bafon, but a Helmet ? He 
that Ihall fay the contrary, quoth Don ^ixote, I will 
make him know that he lies, if he be a Knight ; and if he 
be but a Squire, chat he lyes, and lyes again, a thoufand 
times. Our Barber, who was alfo prefent, as one that knew 
Don ^ixote*s Humour wtry well, would fortify his Folly, 
and make the Jeil pafs yet a little farther, to the end that 
they all might laugh ^. And therefore fpeaking to the other 
Barber, he faid. Sir Barber, or what clfe you pleafe, know 
that I am alfo of your Occupation, and have hiad my 
Writ of Examination and Approbation in that Trade 
more than thefe thirty Years, and am one that knows ve« 
ry well ail the Inflruments of Barbery whatfoever ; and 
have been in my youthful Days, a Soldier, and do there- 
fore likewife know what is a Helmet, and what a Morrion, 
and what a clofe Caftle, and other Things touching War- 
hxQy I mean, all kind of Arms that a Soldier ought to 
have : And therefore I fay (ftill fubmitting myfelf to the 
better Opinion) that this Piece, which is l^d here bdbre 
us, and which this good Knight holds in his Hand, not 
oftly is not.a Barber's Bafon, bat alfo is fo fiu* from being 
one, as is White from Black, or Verity fit)m Untruth 1 
yet I do withal affinUy that altho' it is an Helmet, yet it 
18 not a compleat Helmet No truly, quoth Don J^iW^, 
for it wants the half, to wit, the nether j?art, and the 
Vol. 11. L Bever^ 
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^cver. It is very true, quoth the Curate, who very well 
.un erflood his Friend the Barber's Intention ; and the 
iame did Cardenio, Don Ferdinandoy and his Fellows con- 
,firm ; Yea, and even the Judge himfelf, bad not Don 
Lewis^B Affiur perplex'd his Thoughts, would for his part 
^have holpenthe J eft well forward. But the earneftnefs of 
that AfBiir held his Mind fo bufy'd, as he little or notHing 
.attended the Paftime. Lord have Mercy upon me, quoth 
the other Barber, than half befide himfelf, and is it poffi- 
;ble that fo many honourable Men fhould fay that this is 
no Bafon, but a Helmet ? This is a Thing able to ftrikc 
Admiration into a whole Univeriity, how difcreet foever 
jt were : It is enough, if this Bafon muft needs be a Hel- 
met, the Pannel muft alfo be a Horfe^s Furniture, as this 
^Gentleman fays. To me it feems a Pannel, quoth Don 
S^ificote, but, as I have faid, I will not meddle with it, 
nor determine whether it be a Pannel or the Caparifbn 
of aHorfe. Therein is nothing elfe to be done, faid the 
* Curate, but th^ Sir Don fixate fay it once ; for in 
thefe Matters of Chivalry, all thefe Noblemen, and my- 
felf, do give unto him the Prick, and the Prize- I fwear 
.unto yoyxhyjo^e^ good Sirs, quoth Don^ixotey tbatib 
many and fo ftrange are the I'hings which Jiave befallen 
>ne in this Caftle, thefe two times that I have lodg*d 
therein, as I dare avouch nothing affirmatively of any 
thing that (hall be demanded of me concerning the Things 
jcontainM in it ; for I do infallibly imagine, that all the 
Adventures which pafs in it, are guided by Inchantmcnt : 
The firft time, I was very much vex'd by an inchanted 
Moory that is in it : And Sancbo himfelf fped not very 
well with the Maoris Followers : And Ycfternight I ftood 
^ging almoft two Hours fpace by this Arm, without 
knowing how, or how that Difgrace befell me ; fo that . 
for me to .meddle now in fo confused and difficult a Mat- 
ter j as to deliver mine Opinion, were to pafs a rafh Jadg* 
ment : So that they which fay that this Is a Bafon, and 
^ipo Helmet, I have already made Anfwer; but whether 
t^ be a Pannel, or Furniture, J dare pronounce no defi- 
t ive Sentence, but only remit it to your difcreet Opini- 
995 ; Perhaps^ becouie you are not dubb'd Knights as I 

am,. 
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tmi, the Inchantmests of this Place will have no Power 
over youy and your Underftanding^ ihall be free> and able 
to judge of the Things in this Caftle really^ and truly, 
and not as they feem unto me. Doubtfefs, qooth Doft 
FerdinaHdo, Don ^ixoti (ays very well, that the Defi- 
nition of this Cafe belongs unto us ; and therefore, and 
becaufe we may proceed in it upon die better and more 
folid Grounds, I will fecretly take the Suffirages of all 
thoie Gentlemen, and afterwards make, a clear and full 
Relation of what ihall come of them. 

To thofe that knew Don ^ixoU^i Humour, this 
was a Matter of marvellous Laughter, and Sport ; but 
to fuch as were not acquainted therewithal, it feemed 
the greateft Folly of the World, efpecially to Don Le*w 
is, and his four Servants, and with other threp Pafifen* 
gers that had arrived by chance to the Inn, and feemM 
to be Troopei-s of the hofy Brotherhood, as indeed they 
were : But he tliat was moft of all beiide himfelf for 
Wiath, was the Barber, whole Bafon they had tranf* 
fbrmM before his own Face into the Helmet of Mont- 
hrino^ and whofe Pannel he made full account fhould 
likewife be turned into the rich Furniture and Equi* 
page of a great Horfe. All of them laughed heartily^ 
to fee Don Ferdinando go up and down, taking the 
Suffrages of this Man and that, and rounding every 
one of them in the Ear, that they might declare in fe- 
cret whether^ that was a Pannel, or a Furniture, for 
which fuch deadly Contention had pafTed. After that 
he had taken the Suffrages of fo many as knew Doa 
Sluixoti, he faid very loiuUy, The Truth is, good Fel- 
low, tl^t I grow weary of demanding fo many Opini- 
ons i for I can no fooner demand of any Man What I 
defire to know, but they forthwith anfwer me, how it 
is meer Madnefs to affirm that this is th^ Pannel of an 
Afs, but rather the Furniture of a Horfe, yea, and of a 
chief Horfe of Service; and therefore you muft have Pa- 
tience: For in defpite both of you,vand of your Afs, 
and notwithftandii^ your weak AUegatbns, and worfe 
Proofi, it is, and will continue the Furniture of a great 
Horfe. Let mc oeyer enjoy a Place in Heaven (quoth 
L a ^ the 
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cthe Barber) >if you all be not deceived ; and To may my 
Soul appear before God, as it appears to me to be a 
Faanel, uid no Horfe-fumiture : But the Law carries it 

. itway^ ind fo &rewel it : And yet furely I am not drunlc ; 
fbr» tinkis it be by finning, my Faft hath not been bro- 

^ken this Day. 

The follies which the Barber uttered, ftirred no Ids 
Laughter among them, than did the Roarings of Don 
^ixotif who then fpoke in this manner : Hwe is tiow 
no more to be done, but thatevery . Man take up his own 
Good^, apd to whom-TGod hath given them, St. Peur 
give his Blefiing. Then faid one of the four Serving- 
men, If this were not a" Jeft premeditated, and made of 
purpofe, I could not perfuade myfelf, that Men of fb 
good Underftanding as all thefe are, or feem to be, 
Siould dare to fay, and affirm, that this is not a Bafon, 
nor that a Pannel : But feeing that they aver it fo con- 
ftantly, I have Caufe to fufpedl, that it cannot be with- 
out My fiery, ^to affirm a Tiding fo contrary to that which 
very Truth itfelf and Experience demonflrate unto us : 
For I do vow (and faying fo, he rapped out a round Oath 
or two) that as many as are in the World ihould never 
make me believe that this is ne.Bafon, nor that no Pannel 
ofaHe-afs. It might as well beofaShe-afs, quoth the 
Curate. That comes all but to one, reply*d the other ; for 
the Queflion confiils not therein, but whether it be a Pan- 
nel, or not, as yon do vouch? Then one of the Troop- 
ers of the Jbofy Brotherhood (who had liHenM to their 
Difputation, and was grown full of Choler to hear fuch 
an Error maintained) faid. It is a very Pannel, as my 
•Father is my Father, and he that hath faid, or fhall fay 
the Contrary, is> I believe, turned into a Grape. Tiiou 
\yeSty like a downifh Knave (quoth Don ^ixote) and 
lifting up his javelm, which he always held in his Hand, 
be difchargM fuch a Blow at the Trooper's Pate, as, if he 
liad not avoided, it would have thrown him to the 
Xjround. The Javelin was broken by the Force of the 
Fall into Splinters ; and the other Tnx^rs fedi^ their 
4Pellow mifufed, cry'd out for Help and Affiflance tor that 
My Brotherhood. The Inn-kccpcr, who alio was one 
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of the fame Fraternity, ran in for his Rod of JuftibeV - 
and his '^word, and then flood by his Fellows. Donr' 
Levis'* s four Se. vanta compaffed him about, left he 
fhould attempt to efcape whilft the Tumult endured. 
The Barber feeing all the Houfe turh'd upfide-down, 
kid Hand again upon his Psinnel, and the fame did 
Sane bo. 

Don ^ixote fet his Han J to his Sword, and aflaulted'^ 
the Troopers. Don Lenvh cried to his Serving men, that 
they fliould leave him, and go to help Don ^iftote^ Car^ 
denioi and Don Ferdinands \ • for all of them took Don ^ 
S'uixote's Part. The Curate cried out, the Hoftefs fhriet- 
ed, her Daughter fqueaked, Maritornes howled, Dorotea 
ftood confufed, hufcinda amazed, and Donna Clara dif- 
may'd : The Barber batter'd Sancho^ and Sancho pouni- 
ed him ^gain, Don Le^s, on whom one of hi^ Serving- 
men had prefumed to lay Hands, and hold him by the 
Arm, gavehim fuch a Pafh on the Mouth, as he broke 
his Teeth, and then the Judge took him into his own 
I¥ote^ion. Don Ferdinando had gotten one of the 
Troopers under his Feet, where he flood belabouring 
]hSm at his Pleafurc. The Inn-keeper renewM his Out- 
ery, and reinfbrc*d his Voices demanding Aid for the hom 
fy Brotherhood : So that all the Inn feemM nothing elfe 
bat Plaints, Cries, Shrieks, Confiifions, Fears, Dreads, 
Difgraces, Slafhes, Buffets, Blows, Spumings, and Effii- 
fion of Blood. 

In the midft of this Chaos, and Labyrinth of Things, 
Don S^xote began to imagine, and fancy to himfelf, that 
he was at that very Time plungM up to the Ears in the . 
Difcord and Conilidl of King Agratnanie\ Camp ; and 
therefore he &id, with a Voice that made all the Inn to 
tremble, All of you, hold your Hands; all of you, putap 
your Swords ; all of you be quiet, and liflen to me, if 
any of you defire to continue alive. That great and mon« 
flrous Voice made them all fland flill : Thereupon he- 
thus proceeded ; Did not I tell you, Sirs, that this Ca- 
file was inchanted, and that fome Legion of Devils did ^ 
inhabit it? In Confirmation whereof, I would have 
you but to note with your own Eyes, how the very 
L 3 Dif. 
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I>ifcord of King Jgrama»t0^s Camp is transferred hithecy 
and paffed over among us. Look how there they fight for 
* the bword, here for the Horfe^ yonder for the Eagle, be- 
yond for the Helmet i and all of us fight, and none of us 
know for what. Come therefore, you Mailer Jufticc, and 
you Mafter Curate, and let the one reprefent King jigra- 
fnantey and the other King Sobrino^ and make Peace and 
Attonement among us: For I fwear by almighty yove^ 
that it is great Wrong and Pity, fo many Noblemen, a9 
we ar^ here, fhould be {lain for fo flight Caufes. 
r The Troopers, which did not underftand Don ^/jt* 
«/f*s Manner of Speech, and faw themfelves very ill 
handled by Don Ferdinando and Cardenidy would in no 
wife be pacified : But the Barber was content, by reafbn 
' that in the Conilid both his Beard and his Pannel had 
been torn jn pieces. Sancho to his Mafler^s Voice was . 
quickly obedient, as became a dutiful Servant. Don Lew^ 
i/9 four Serving-men flood alfo quiet, feeing how little 
was gainM in being other f only the Inn-keeper perGft- 
ed as before, afHrming that Punifhment was due unto^ 
the Infolencics of that Mad-man, who every foot cea^ 
founded and difquieted his 'Inn. Finally, the Rumour 
Vas pacify'd for that time ; the Pannel remainM for m 
Hone- furniture until the Day of Judgment, the Baibn 
for a Helmet, and the Inn for a CafUe, in Don ^ixote\ 
Imagination. AH the Broils being now appeafcd, and 
all Men accorded, by the Judge's and Curate*s Perfuafi- 
cois, then b^gan Don Lt*zjuts*s Servants again to urge 
him to depart with th#m : And whilft he and they de- 
bated the Matter together, the Judge communicated the 
whole to Don Ferdinando^ Cardenio, and the Curate,, 
defiring to know tAeir. Opinions concerning that Affeir, 
and telling them all that Don 7 envis h^d faid unto him i: 
whereupon they agreed, that Don Ferdinando fhould tell 
the Serving-men what he himfelf wa», and how it was 
his Pleafure that Don Le<wis fliould go with him ta 
Andalujia^ where he (hpuld be cherifh^d, and account- 
ed of by the Marquis his Brother, according unto his- 
Calling and Deferts .: For he knew well Don Le'wu^s 
Rcfolutkm to bfi fuch, as he would not return into his 
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Father'^s Prefence at that time, altho' they' tore hint in-^' 
to pieces. Don Ferdinando^^ Quality, and Don Le-wis^s 
intention being underflood by the four, they agreed a- 
xnong themfelves, that three of them fhould go back, to 
bear Tidings of all that had pafs'd to his Father, and' 
the other fhould abide there to attend on him, and never 
to leave him until they return'd to fetch him home, or 
knew what elfe his Father would command. And in thj? 
fort was that monftrous Bulk of Divifion and Contenti- 
. on reducM to fome Form by the Authority of Jgranutn^ 
if, and the Wifdom of King Sobrim. 

Bat the Enemy of Concord, and the Adverfary of^ 
Peace, finding his Projedis to be thus eluded, and con- 
demned, and feeing the little Fruit he had gotten by fet- 
ting them all by the Ears, refolv'd once again to try 
his Wits, and ftir up new Difcords and Troubles, which* 
befell in this manner : The Troopers were quieted, ha- 
ving underftood the Calling of thofc with whom they 
had contended, and retir'd themfelves from the Broil, 
knowing that howfocver the Caufe fuccecd, they them-- 
ftlves fhould have ftill the worft End of thc.Staff. But 
one of them, who was the very fame whom Don Ferdi- 
nando had buffeted fo well, remembered, how among 
many other Warrants which he had to apprehend Male- 
£i£U)r8, he had one for Don^ixote^ whom the ^o^ J?r^ 
ihtrlmd had commanded to be apprehended for freeing 
of the Galley-flaves (a DifaHer which Sancbo had before- 
hand with great Reafon feared.) As f oon as he remem-* 
. ber'd it, he would needs try whether the Signs that were 
given him of Don ^ixote, did agree with his Pcrfon; 
And fo taking out of his Bofom a Scroll of Parchment, ^ 
he prcfently found out that which he looked for ) and ' 
reading it a while very leifurely, as one that was 
himfelf no great Clerk, at every, other Word he 
looked on Don ^ixote, and confronted the Marks 
of his Warrant with thofc of Don ^ixote^s Face, 
and found that he was infallibly the Man that was 
therein mentioned. And fcarce was he pcrfuaded 
that it was he, when, folding up his Parchment,- 
and holding the Warrant , in \us Left Hand, he laid ' 
L 4. hold' 
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hold on Don ^ixote^s Collar if^ith the right fo flrong- 
ly, as he could hardly breathe; and cried oat aload, iky- 
ing, Jid for the holy Brotherhood : And that you may 
perceive how I am in good cameft/ read that Warrant, 
wherein you fbali find, that this Robber by the High- 
way-fide is to be apprehended. The Curate took the 
Warrant, anJ perceived very well that the Trooper faid 
true, and that the Marks agreed very near with Don 
!^ixote^si who feeing himfelf fo abuied by that bafe 
Kafcsd, ab he accounted him, his Choler being mounted 
to her Height, and all the Bones of his Body crafhing 
^ for Wrath, he feized, as well as he could, with both his 
Hands, on the Trooper^s I'hroat, and in that fort, as if 
he had not been fpeedily fuccour*d by his Fellows, he 
had there left his Life, e'er Don ^ixote would have 
abandoned his Gripe. 

The Inn-keeper, who of force was to afiift his Fellow 
in Office, forthwith repair'd unto his Aid. The Hofteis 
feeing her Husband re-enter into Contentions and Broils, 
raised a new Cry, whofe Burden was bom by her Daugh- 
ter and Maritornesj asking Succour of Heaven and thofe 
that were prefent. SMncho feeing all that pafied, faid. By 
the Lord, . all that my Mailer hath faid iA the Inchant** 
menls of this Caflle is true ; for it is not poflible finr a 
Man to live quietly in it one Hour together. 

t)on Ferdinando parted the Trooper and Don ^uixote^ 
and, with the Good-will of botl^, unfaflenM their Holds: 
But yet the Troopers, for all this, defided not to re- 
quire their Prifoner, and withal, that they fhould >help 
to get him ty^d, and abfolutely rendered unto their 
Wills j for fo it was requiiite for the King and the hofy 
Bratherhood, in whofe Name they did again demand 
their Help and Affiftance for the arreting of that pub* 
lick Robber and Spoiler of People in common Paths 
and Highways. 

Don ^iitite laughed to hear them fpeak fo idly, as 
he imagined, and faid, with very great Gravity, Come 
hither, you filthy bafe Extractions of the Dunghill, dare 
yoa term the loofing of the inchained,. the freeing of 
JBrifoners, the affixing of the wretched^ tlie raifing of 
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fuch as are fallen, and the fupplying of thofe that are in 
Want r dare you (I fey) term thefe Things robbing on 
the Highway ? O infamous Brood, worthy for your bafe 
and vile Conceit, that Heaven (hould never communi- 
cate with you the Valour included in the Exercife of 
Chivalry, we give you to underftand the Sin and Error 
wherein you are, by nat adoring the very Shadow, 
how much more the Affifbmce of a Knight-Errant? 
C6me hither, O you that be no Troopers, but Thieves 
in Troop, and Robbers of Highways by Permiffion of 
t\it holy Brotherhood : Come hither, I fay, and tell me, 
"who was that Jolter-head that did fubfcribe or ratify.a 
'Warrant for the attaching of a Knight, as I am ? Who 
was he that knows not how Knights-Errant are ejcempt- 
ed from all Tribunals ? And how that their Sword is 
the Law, their Valour the Bench, and their Wills the 
Statutes of their Courts ? I fay again, what Mad-man 
was he that knows now how that no Privilege of Gen- 
try enjoys fo many Pre eminences, Immunities, and Ex- 
emptions, as that which a Knight-Errant acquires the 
Day wherein he is dubb'd, and undertakes the rigorous 
Exercife of Artns ? What Knight-Errant did ever pay 
Tribute, Subfidy, Tallage, Carriage, or Paffage over 
Water > What Taylor ever had Money for nmking his 
Cloaths ? What Conftable ever lodg'd him in his Caftle, 
that made him after pay for the Shot ? What King hath 
not plac'd him at his own Table? What Damfel hath 
not fellen in Love with him,, and permitted him to ufe 
her as he liked ? And finally, what Knight-Errant -was 
there ever, is, or ever fhall be in the World, wtiiclv 
hath not the Courage himfelf alone to give four hundred 
Blows with a Cudgel to four hundrttl Troopers, that 
(hall prefume to ftand before him in hoftile manner \ . 
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CHAP. XIX. 

In ijohich isfiniped the notable Jldventures of the 
^rx^feriy and the great Ferocity of our Knighp 
'Don Quixote, and ho^jo be nxas inch anted. 

WHilft Don Sluixote faid this,, the Curate labour'd to* 
pcrfuade the Troopers, how the Knight was di- 
ftradcd,. as they themfelves might colled by his Works^ 
and Words, and therefore it would be to no end to pro- 
secute their Defign any further, feeing that altho* they, 
apprehend and carry him away,, he would be prcfently 
delivered ag^in as a Mad-man. T^o this he that had the- 
Warrant made Anfwer, That it concerned him not to d^ 
tcrmine whether he was mad, or no, but only to obey 
and execute his Superior*^ Command ; and that he bein|^ 
once Prifoner, they might deliver him three hundred, 
times, if it were their good Pleafurc. For all that (quoth, 
the Curate) you may not carry him with you at this 
time, nor (as I fuppofc) will he fuffer himfelf to be ta- 
ken. To be "brief, the Curate faid fo much, and Doa 
^ix6te play'd fo many mad Pranks, as the Troopers 
themfelves would have prov'd greater Fools than he, if 
they had not manifeftly difcern'd his Defedt of Judgment :. 
And therefore they held it bed to let him alone, yea,, 
and to be Compounders of Peace and Amity between 
Sancbo Panca and the Barber, which flill continued their- 
moll rancorous and deadly Contention. Finally, they, as 
the Officers of Juftice, did mediate the Caufe, and were- 
Arbitrators thereof in fuch fort, as both the Parties re- 
main'd, tho' not wholly contented, yit in fomc fort fa- 
tisfied ; for they only made them exchange their Pan- 
Jiels, but not their Girts orHead-ftalls. 

As touching MambrM^ Helmet, the Curate did, ub* 
awarcs to Don ^ixo/e, give to the Barber eight Rial* 
by it, and the Barber gave back unto him an Acquit- 
tance of the Receipt thereof, and an everlafting Rclcafc 
of all AftioQs concerning it,. Thefe two Pifc&rds, which 
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were the mod principal, and of moft confequence, be- 
ing thus- accorded, it only rcfted that three of Don Le^w* 
£s*s Serving-men would be content to return home, and 
leave the fourth to accompany his Mailer whither Don 
Ferdinando pleas'd to carry him : And, as good Hap and 
better Fortune had already bqgun to break Lances, and 
facilitate Difficulties in the mvour of the Lovers and 
-worthy Perfons of the Inn; fo did it refolve to pro- 
ceed forward, and give a profperous Succefs u'iito all : ■ 
For the Serving-men were content to do whatfoever 
their Matter would have them ; whereat Donna Clara ' 
was fo chearful, as no one beheld her Face in that ' 
Seafon, but might read therein the inward Content- • 
mcnt of ; her Mind. Zoraida, altho' fhe did not very 
well underftand all the Succefles of the Things flie * 
had fecn, yet was fhe interchangeably grieved and - 
cheered, according to the Shews made by the reft, but - 
chiefly by her Spaniard^ on whom her Eyes were al- - 
ways fixed, and all the AfFefts of her Mind depended. 
The Inn-keeper, who did not forget the Recompence ' 
made by the Curate to the Barber, demapded of him -' 
Don ^ixotis Expences, and Satisfiidion for the Da- 
mage he had done to his Wine-bags, and the Lofs of' 
his Wine, fwearing that neither Roz,inante, nor San* 
chd% Afs, fhould depart out of the Inn until he were 
paid the very laft Farthing. All was quietly ended 
by the Curate, and Don Ferdinands paid the whole 
Sum, altho' the |udge had alfo mofl liberally ofFer'd 
to do it ; and all of them remained afterwards in fuch ^ 
Quietnefs and Peace, as the Inn did no longer refem- 
ble the difcorded Camp of AgraTndnte (as Don^ §uixot9 
termed it ) but rather enjoyed the very Peace and 
Tranquillity of the Emperor OSla<viarC% Time j for aU ■• 
which, the common Opinioin was. That Thanks • 
were juflly due to the fincere Proceeding and great 
Hoquence of Matter Curate, and to the incomparable 
Liberality and Goodnefs of. Don Ferdinando', Don ' 
^ixote perceiving himfelf free, and delivered from - 
fo manjr . Difficulties and Brabbles ( wherewitlial, as 
wdl he^as his^'Squirc had been perpfex'd) vheld it high 
Li^-6 - Tim^- 
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time to profecute his commenced Voyage, aiMll»ing te an 
End the great Adventure unto which he was caird and 
chofen. Therefore, with refolute Determination to dcpait, 
he went and caft himfelf on his Knees before i)f?ro/^^^ who 
not permitting him to fpeak until he arofe, he, to obey 
her, flood up, and faid. It is a common Proverb, beauti- 
ful Lady, f hat Diligence is the Mother of good Hapi and, 
in many and grave Affairs, Experience hath fhew'd, that 
the Sollicitude and Sore of the Suiter oft brings a doubtful 
Matter to a certain and happy End. But this Truth ap- 
pears in nothing more clearly than in Matters of War, 
wherein Celerity and Expedition prevent the Enemy's 
Deiigns, and obtain the ViAory before an Adveriary can 
put himfelf in defence. All this I fay, high and worthy 
X.ady, becaufe it feems to me that our Abode in this Caille 
is nothing profitable, and may therewithal turn fo §sa to 
our Hindrance, as we may palpably feel it one Day ; for 
who knows, but that your Enemy, the Giant^ hath learnt, 
by Spies, or other fecret Intelligence and Means, how I 
mean to come and deflroy him, and (Opportunity &vour- 
ing his Defigns) that he may have fortify'd himfelf is 
fome inexpugnable Caille or Fortrefs, againfl the Strength 
whereof neither mine Induflry, nor the Force of mine in- 
vincible Arm, can much prevail : Wherefore, dear Lady,, 
let us prevent (as I have faid) by our Diligence, and let 
us prefently depart unto the Place whereunto we are cal- ' 
led by our good Fortuce, which fhall be d^ferr'd no long- 
er than I am abfent from your Highnefs's Foe. Here he 
held his Peace, and did expedl, with great Gravity, the 
beautiful Princefs's Anfwer, who, with debonair Counte- 
nance, and a Style accommodated unto Don ^iwte, 
returned him this Anfwer : I do gratify and thank. Sir 
Knight, the Defire you fhew to affifl me in this my great 
Need; which denotes very clearly the great Care you 
have to favour Orphans and diflrefTed Wights I and I be- 
iieech God, that your rood Defires and mine may be ac- 
complifh'd ; to the end that, you may fee how there are 
fome thankfU Women on Earth. As touching my De- 
partore^ let it be forthwith, for I have none other 
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Will than that which is your5 ; therefore you may (UTpofe 
of me at your own pleafure, for fhe that hath once com- 
mitted the Defence of her Perfon unto you, and hath put 
into your hands the Reflitution of her Eftate, ought not 
to feek to do any other Thing than that which your 
Wifdom (hall ordain. In the Name of God (quoth Don 
fixate) feeing that your Highnefs doth Co humble your 
(elf unto me, l will not lofe the Occaiion of exalting it, 
and inftalling it again in the Throne of your Inheritance. 
Let our Departure be incontinent, for my Defires, and 
the Way, and that which they call the Danger thatV in^ 
Delay, do fpur me on:. And feeing that Heaven never 
created, nor Hell ever beheld, any Man that could af^ 
fright me, or make a Coward of me, go therefore, j^^iy* 
chof and faddle Rozinantey and empannel thine Afs, and 
mdce ready the Queen^s Palfry, and let us take Leave 
of the Confkble and thofe other Lords, and depart away 
from hence inftantly. 

Then Sanch* (who was prefent at all. this)' wagging 
of his Head, faid, O my Lord ? my Lord !* how much - 
more Knavery (be it fpoken with the Pardon of all ho- 
neil Kerchiefs) is there in the little Village than is talked 
of ? What 111 can there be in any Village, or in all the 
Cities of the World, able to impair my Credit, thou Vil- 
lain i Jf you be angry, quoth Sane ho ^ I will hold my 
Tongue,, and omit to fay that which, by the Duty of 
a good. Squire,, and of an honeft Senrant, I am bound to 
Cell you. Say what thou wilt, quoth Don ^ijtote, fo 
thy Words be not addreft to make me afraid ; for if thou 
be'fl frighted, thou dofl only like thy felf ; and if T be 
devoid of Terror, I alfo do that which I ought. *Tis 
not that which I mean> quoth S'anchoy but diat I do 
hold for moft fore and certain, that this Lady, which* 
calls Jier felf Queen of the great Kingdom of Mico- 
micon^ is no more a Queen than my Mother ; for if 
fhe weie what fhe fays, fhe would not, at t^try 
Comer, and at evesy turning of a Hand, be billing, as 
foe is with one that is in £is good Company. Doro* 
tea bluihM at SanMs Word ; for *twas true indeed, 
that her Spoufe Don Firdinando would now and then 
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privately ftcal frcHn her Lips fome part of the Reward 
which his Deiires did merit (which Sancho 'fpying, it 
feemM to him that^hat kind of wanton Familiarity was 
more proper to Courtefans, than becoming the Queen 
of fo great a Kingdom ) and yet ihe neither could nor 
would reply unto him, but let him continue his Speech, * 
as fblloweth. This do I fay, good my Lord, qnoth he, 
to this end, that if after we have run many Ways ainl 
Courfe^ and cndur'd bad Nights, and worfe Days, he 
that is in this Inn fporting himfelf, fhall come to gather 
the Fruits of our Labours, there's no reafon to haflen 
me thus to faddle Rozinanti, or empannel the Afs, or 
make ready the Palfrey, feeing 'twould be better that we 
flaid ftill, and that every Whorefpun and we fell to our 
Viauals. 

O God, how great w^ the Fury that enflam'd Den 
^ixoti when he heard his Squire fpeak fo re{^edllcfly ? 
I fay, 'twas fo great that with a fhakiug Vtoce, a faul- 
tering Tongue, and the Fire fparkling out of his Eyes, 
he faid, O villanous Peafant, ralb, unmannerly, ignorant, 
rude, blafphemous, bold Murmurer and Detrador I haft 
thou prefum'd 'to fpeak fuch Words in my prefence, and- 
In that of thefe noble Ladies Y and. Hail thou dared to* 
oitertain fuch rafh and difhonefl Surmifes into thy cmi- 
fufed Imagination? Depart out of my Sight, thou Mon- 
fter of Nature, Storehoufe of Untruths, Armoury of ~ 
Falihood, Sink of Roguery, Inventor of Villany, Pub- . 
liiher of Ravings, and the Enemy of that-Decency which - 
is to be ufed towards Royal Perfons : Away, Villain, and 
never appear- before me, under pain of mine Indignation. 
And faying fo, he bent his Brows, fill'd up his Cheeks, . 
looked about him on every fide, and ftruck a gKat Blow 
with his right Foot on the Ground, all manifefl Tokens 
of the Rage which inwardly fretted hinu At M^ich*. 
Words and furious Gcftures poor Sancho remain'd fo-- 
greatly affrighted, as he could have wifh'd in that In- 
ftant that the Earth, . opening under his Feet, would ^ 
fwallow him up ; and knew not what to do, but turn ^ 
his Back and get him out ol his Lord's moil furious 
prefeace. Sot the difoeet Dorof^a iwbovw now {o> 
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well fchool'd in Don ^ixete's Humour) to mitigate his 
Ire, faid unto him, Be not offended, good ^/> Knight of 
the Jad Face^ at the idle Words which your good Squire 
hath fpoken, for perhaps he hath not faid 'em without 
fome Ground ; nor of his good UnderHanding and Chri-^ 
Jitan Mind caa it be fufpeded that he would wittingly 
flander or accufe any body £dfdy ; ai)d therefore we 
muft believe, without all doubt, that as in this Caflle, 
as you your felf have faid. Sir Knight, all Things are 
reprefented and fucceed by manner ojf Enchantment ; I 
fay, it might befall that Sa^tho may havefeen, by Dia- 
bolical Illu£on, that which -he fays he beheld fo much 
to the prejudice of my Reputation. I vow by the om- 
nipotent Xove, quoth Bon ^iscote, that your Highneis' 
hath hit the very Prick, and that fome wicked Vifio» 
appeared to this Sinner,, my Man Sancha, that made hin% 
to fee that which otKerwife were impoffiUe to be feea 
by any other way than that of Enchantment ; ibr !< 
know very well, the great Gc^nefs and Simplicity of 
that poor Wretch is fuch, as he knows not how to in« 
vent a Lye on any body living. 'Tis ev«i fo,. and fo^ 
it fhall be, quoth Don FerJinanth^ and therefore, good 
. Sir Don ^ixetff you muA pardon him, and reduce him 
again to the Bofom of your good Grace, jT^ut erat tm 
frincipio^ and before the like Vifions did diftradt his 
Senfe. Don ^ixote anfwer'd. That he did willingly 
pardon him; and therefore the Curate went for San^ 
choy who return'd very humbly, and kneeling down on 
his Knees,, demanded his Lord's Hand, which he gave 
unto him \ and after that he had permitted him to kifs 
rt, he gave him his Blefling, faying; Now thou fhalt> 
finally know, Sancho^ that which I have told thee three 
divers times, how that all the Things of this Caflle 
are made by way of Enchantment. So do I verily be- 
lieve, fakl SanchOf except that of the canvaiing in the 
Blanket, which really fucceeded by an ordinary and 
natural Way. Do .not believe that, faid Don Quixote, 
for if 'twere fo, I would both then, and alfo now, have 
taken a dire Revenge ; but neither then no^ now could 
X ever k% ftny^ oa wliom i niglit rerenge that ehme 
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InJHry. All 'of them defir*d greatly to know what, chat 
Accident of the Blanket was 5 and then the Inn keeper 
recounted it, point upon point, the Flights that Si^^cbo 
Banca made, whereat they all did laugh not a little; 
and Sancha would have been afhamed no le{s, if his 
Lord had not anew perfuaded hfrn that it was a meer 
Enchantiptient i and yet Sancboh Madnefs was never fo 
great, as to believe that it was not real Truth verily 
be^en him, without any Colour or Mixture of Fraud 
or lUuiion but that hc» was tofs'd by Perfons of FIcfh, 
Blood, and Bone, and not by dreamM and imagined Sha- 
dows or- Spirits, as his Lord believM^ and fo conftantly 
affirmed 

Two Days were now expir'd, when all that noble 
Company had fojoumM in the Inn ; and then it feem- 
ing uato them high time to depart, they dtvifed how 
(without putting Doretea and Ferdinando to the- pains 
to turn back with Don ^hoU to his Village, under 
pretence, of reftoring the Queen Mieomkona) the Carate 
and Barber might carry him back, as they defir^d, and 
endeavour to have him cured of his Folly in his own 
Houfe ; and their Invention- was this : They agreed 
with one, who by chance pafTed that Way with a 
Team of Oxen, to carigr him . in * this Order fallowing. 
They made a Thing like a? Cage, of Timber, fo big^as 
that Don ^ixott might fit, or lie in it at his Eafe; 
and prefently after, Don Ferdinando and his Fellows, 
with Don Z^wiVs Servants, the Troopers, the Inn- 
keeper, dkl, all of *em, by Mafter Curate's Diredlion, 
cover their Faces, and difguife themselves, every one as 
. he might beft, fo as they might feem to Dor §mxote 
other People than fuch as he hadifeenMn* the C^le: 
And this being done, they entar'd with very great Si- 
lence intov the Place where he flept and taok his Reft 
. after the related Confli^s ; and approaching him, who 
flept fecurely, not fearing any fuch Accident, and laying 
h,old on him very ftrongly, they tyM his Hands and his 
Feet very ftrongly, fo that when he ftarted out of his 
Sleep he could not ftir himfelf, nor do any other -thing 
than admire . and .wonder at thofe fiiange. Shapes which 
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he &w ibiMfing before him r And prefcndy he fell into 
the Conceit which his continual and diftra£led^In]agina<- 
tion had already fuggefled untohim, believing that all 
thofe ftrange Figures were the Spirits ^d Shadows of 
that enchanted Caftle, and, that he himfelf was new 
without doubt enchanted, feeing he could neither move 
nor defend himfelf. AH this fucceeded juft as the Curate 
(who plotted the Jeft) made full account it would. Only 
Sancbo^ among all thofe that were prefent, was in h» 
right Senfe ami Shape ; and altho* he wanted but little 
to be fick of his Lord*s Difeafe, yet for all that, he knew 
all thofe counterfeit Ghofls, but he would not once un- 
fold his Lips until he might fee the end of that Surprifal 
and Imprifonment of his Mafter ; who likewife fpoke 
never a Word, but only look'd to fee what would be the 
Period of his Difgrace ; which was, that bringing him 
to the Cag^y they fhut him within, and afterwards nail'd 
the Bars thereof fo well,, as they could not be eafily bro- 
ken. They prefently mounted him upon their ihoul- 
ders, and as he iiTued out at the Chamber-door, they h&ird 
as dreadful a Yoke as the- Barber eould devife (not he 
of the Pannelj, but the other) which faid, O Knight of 
the fad Countenance ! he'noP^grie^^d at the hnfrifonment 
thereinto thou art ki^ fir Jo it mufi ho^ that thereby the 
Ad'venture into nMch thy great Force and Vahur havi 
thruft thee, nu^ be the more fpiedily ended \ and ended it 
nuiU bey «when thefuriout Manchegal Idon, and the nvhitt 
Tobofian Dove Jhaii be united in one ^ and after they have 
humbled their lofty Creft unto^the /oft Yoke of Wedlock, from 
nuhofe nuonderful Con/or tjhall ijfue to the Light, ofthe^ Orb 
force Whelps, *which Jhtdl imitate the raunching Paws* of 
their fualorous Father : And this JhaU be, before the Pur^ 
Juer of the fugitive Nymph do t»ith his fwift and natural 
Courft make two Turns in vifoation of theglifiring Jmaget-. 
And thou, O the mojl noble and obedient Squire that ever 
had Sfiwordat a Girdk, Beard on a Face, or Dent in a Nafi I 
let it not dtfmc^or difcontent thee, to fee carried atvay be* 
fore thy Eyes the Flvwerofall Chivalry-Errant ; for very 
fpeedily, if it pleafe the Framer of^he World, thoujhalt 
fee thyfelf fo exalted and ennobled, as thou fhalt fcarce 
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imfw tby/el/: NorjSbalt thou he defrauded of the Promi/es 
made %uto thee hy the nobli Lord: And I do affkre thee, 
from the wife Mentironnna, that thy Wages fball be paid 
thtey as thoujhak quit kfy fee in EffeHi and therefore f oh 
Icnv the Steps of the vabrous and enchanted Knight y for 
^tis neceffary that thou go to the Place inhere you both 
fiall fay. And hecaufe I am not permitted to fay any 
morejjareutsell \ for I do return^ I uoell knwa whither. 
Towards the end of this Pro|)hccy he lifted up his Voice^ 
atid afterwards lefTenM it with To Oender an Accent, that 
even thofe which were acquaintod with the Jeft almoft 
believed what they had heard. 

Don ^ixote was very, much comforted by the Pro- 
phecy, for he prefently apprehended the whole Senfe 
thereof, and perceiv'd how he was pipmis'd in Marriage his 
belovM Duicinea of Tobofo^ from whofe happy Womb 
fhould fally the Whelps (which were his Sons) to the 
eternal Glory of the Mancha : And believing this moft 
£raily, he elevated his Voice, and breathing forth a great 
Sigh, thus faid ; O thou, whatfoe'ver thou he*f, *whichhafi 
frognofiicated fo great Good to >»/, / dejtre thee to requefi' 
in my Name, the Wife Man who hath Charge to record 
mine AQs^ that he permit me not to perip in this Prifon 
(to which they now do carry me) before the decoeoflijh* 
ment offo jeyfUl and incomparable Promifes as wow have 
bien made unto me ; for fo that this may befall^ IwiU 
account the Pains of my Prifon a Glory, and the Chains 
that environ me an Eafe ; and iviil not efieem this Bed 
nuhereon lam laid a hard field of Battle, hut afoftficki 
and a moft fortunate Lodging. And as concerning the Con- 
folation ofntf Squire Sancho Panca, / truji in his Goodneft 
emd honefi Proceedings, that he'll not abandon me in good 
tr had Fortune: For tho* it Jhouid fall out, thro* his or 
my hard Hap, that IJhallnot he able to beftow on him an 
Ifland, or other equi'valent Thing, as I hofve promised, his 
Wages at leaf cannot be loft, for in my Teftament, 'which 
is made already,, I have fet down *what he is to have, th^ 
not conformably to his many good Services, yet according to 
PTf PoffibiliPy, Sancho Panca bowM his Head with great 
Reverence, and ki&M both his Hands (for one alone he 
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could not, by rcafon they were bound together} and pre; 
fently thofe Vifions did lift up the Cage, and accommo- 
date it on the Team of Oxen. 

CHAP. XX. 

Wherein is frofectited the Manner of 'Don Quix- 
ote'5 Enchantment^ with other famous Occur- 
rences- 

WH £ N Don ^ixote &w himfelf to be encaged 
after that manner, and placed in the Cart, he iaid» 
I have read many and very grave Hidories of Knights- 
Errant, but I never read, 4w, nor heard that they were 
ivont to carry Knights-Errand enchanted after this man- 
ner, and with the Leifure that thofe flothful and heavy 
Beafls do threaten ; for they were ever accuft-mM to b6 
carried in the Air with wonderful Speed, fhut in fome 
dusky and obfcure Cloud, or in feme fiery Chariot, or 
on fome Hipp^iphusy or ioxat other fuchlike Beaft > but 
that they carry me now <Mi a I'eam of Oxen, I proteil it 
drives me into a great Amazement : But perhaps both Chn 
valry, and the Enchantments of theie our Times, foUov/ 
a Courfedifierent from thofe of former Ages ; and perad* 
venture it may alfobe, that ils I am a new isinight in the 
World, and thefirfl that hath again revived the now neg« 
fefted and foi^ottcn Excrcifc of Arms, fo hate they ^ 
newly inventedi other Kinds of Enchantments,, and other 
Manners of carrying away enchanted Knights. What 
dofl thou thii^ otf* this. Son Santho ? I know not, quoth 
Sanchoi what to think, becaufe I am not fo well feen in 
Scriptures-Errant as you are r but fi>r all thi$, I durd affirm 
and fwear, that thefc Vifions, which go up and down in 
this Place, are not altogether catholick. Catholicks ? my 
Father ! quoth Don ^ixotey how can they be CathoHckr 
when they be all Devils, which have afrum'*d fanta^ical 
Bodies to come and put me into this State I And if thou 
wilt prove the Truth hereof, do but touch and feel 'em„ 
and thou fhalt find *&m to have no Bodies, but of Air> 
and that they confift of nothing but an outward Appea- 
cance; Now> by my Faith» Sir^ qup^ Sancho, I have 
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already- louckM them; and find this Devil that goeti 
there To bufily up and down, both pkimp and foft-iiefhM; 
and that he hath beiides another Property, vcry-diffaKsn 
from that which I have heard fay Devils have 1 iritis 
faid, that they fmell all of Brimfton, and other filthy 
Things ; but one may feel, at leaft half a league oB, the 
Amber that this Devil fmells of. Sancho fpoke this of 
Don Ferdinandby' vmo belike (as Lords of his Rank are 
wont) had his Attire perfumed with Amber. 

Maryjd notthereat, ,Friend Sancho^ qu6th Don ^uixot/, 
for the Devils are very crafty ; and altho* they bring Smells 
or Perfumes about *em, yet they themfelves fmell no 
thing(becaufe they axe Spirits) or if they do fmell ought^ 
*ds not good, but evil or linking Savours : The ReafoH 
is, for that as they do always bear whdrefoever they .be, 
their Hell about *em, and can receive no kind of £^ 
ofthei^Torments^ and good Smelb be . Things that de- 
light and pleafe, . *ds not po^ible*that they^can fmell asy 
good Thing: And if it feemstathee, that that Devil 
whom thou dift mention fmells of Amber, either thoa 
art deceivM, or that he would deceive thee, by making 
thee to think that he is no Devil. All thefe Difcourfes 
plifsMbetween the Mafler. and the. Man ; the whilft Don 
Firdinando and Candmio (fearing le^ ^^uvri^^fhould- -find 
out the Deceit, whereto he vf2A aheady:^.come very- near) 
refolvM to haften the Slnight's Departure ; and. therefore 
calling the Inn-keeper aide, they commanded him to 
faddle Roxinante^ and empannel ^dr«rVs Beaft, which 
he did with all. expedition : And the Curate agreed with 
the Troopers for fo much a Day to accompany him unto 
his Village. Cardmh hanged at the Pummel ofdlozt- 
mnte's Saddle the Target on the one Side, and on the 
other the Bafon, and by Signs commanded SanoHfo to get 
up on his Afs and lead Raxhante by the Bridle, and 
afterwards placed on either fide of the Cart two Troopers 
with their Firelocks. 

But before the Cart departed, ,the Hoflefs,her Daugh- 
ter, apd Marriarttgj came out to bid Don^^ixoie f^- 
well, feigning that they wept for forrow of l>is Difailer; 
to whom Don ^ixote. faid, . My good Ladies, do not 
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v^eep; for all thefe Mifchances are incident to thofe 
^vhich profefs that which I do, and if thefe Calamities 
had hot befallen me, I would never have accounted my 
felf for a famous Knight-Errant ; for the like Chances 
■ever happen to Knights of little Name or Renown, be- 
caufe there arc none in the World that makes any Men- 
tion of them; but they often be&ll to the Valorous, 
who have Emulators of their Virtue and Valour, both 
many Princes, and many other Knights, that flrive by 
indired Means to deilroy them : But, for ail that. Vir- 
tue is^o potent, as by herfelf alone (in defpiteof all the 
Necromancy that ever the firft Inventor thereof Zoroafies 
knewj (he will come off vidlorious from every Danger^ 
and will (hine in the World as the Sun doth in Heaven. 
Pardon ne, -fair ladies, if by any Carelefnefs I have done 
you any Difpleafure, for with my WiH and Knowledge I 
never wrong'd any ; and pray unto God for me, that he 
will pleafe to deliver me out of this Prifon, whereinto 
fome ill-meaning Enchanter hath thruft me ; for if I 
once may fee myfelf at Liberty again, I will never for- 
get the Favours which you have done me in this Caftle, 
but greatly acknowledge and recompenfe them as they 
defcrve. Whilft the Indies of the Caflle were thus en- 
tcrtaitfd by Don ^ixote^ the Curate and Barber took 
Leave of Don Ferdinando and his Companions, of the 
Captain and his Brother, and of aH the contented Ladies, 
^fpedally of Dorotea and Lu/cindai all of *em embraced 
and promis'd to acquaint one another with their fuc- 
ceeding Fortunes, Don Ferdinando entreating the Curate 
to write unto him what became of Don ^ixote, afiuring 
him that no Af&ir he could inform him of (liould pleafe 
kim better than that, and, that he would in lieu thereof 
acquaint him with all* Occurrences which he thought 
would delight him, either concerning his own Marriage' 
or Zoraidd*s Baptifm, or the Succefs of Don Lett's, and 
Lu/cindd's Return into her Houfe. 

The Curate ofier*d willingly to accomplifh to a Hair 
all that he had commanded him, suid fo they returned 
once a^un to embrace one another, and to renew their 
aMKaal and complimental Oflfen: The bm-kmer came' 
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alfo to the Curate^ and gave him certain Papers, laying, 
that he had found them within oi^ie of the Linings of the I 
Wallet wherein the Tale of ^e Curious Impertinent 
was had ; and, that iince the Owner did not return to 
fetch it, he bad him take 'em all with him ; for feeing 
he could not read, he would keep *em no longer. Mailer 
Curate yielded him many Thanks, and then.opening '*em, 
found in the beginning thereof thefe Words, 7^^ Tale / 
Riconnette and Cortadillo ; by which he underflood that 
it was feme Hiiloiy, and cpUefied thatitmuil be a good 
one, feeing that of the Curious Lnfertinent, contrived 
perhaps by the fame Author, had prov*d fo well ; and 
therefore he laid it up, with an Intention to read it as j 
foon as he had an Opportunity. Then he mounted on 
Horfeback, with his Friend the Barber, and botii of *ein 
putting on their Mafques, that they might not quickly 
be known by Don fixate ^ they travePd after the Team, 
which held on in this Order ; Firft went the Cart, gui- 
ded by the Carter ; , on both fides thereof the Troopers 
rode with their Firelocks ; then followM Saneho upon 
his Afs, leading Rozinante by the Bridle ; and lail of 
all came the Curate and Barber upon their mighty 
Mules, and with their Faces coverM ; all in a grave 
Gefture, and with an Alderman-like Pace, and travel- 
ling no faHer than the flow Steps of the heavy Oxen 
permitted 'em. Don ^ixote fat with his Hands ty'd, 
his Legs HretcVd out, and leaning againft the Bar of the 
Cage, with fuch a Silcsice and Patience, as he rather 
feem*d a Statue than a Man. In this quiet and leifurely 
manner they travcl'd for the fpace of two Iieagues, when 
arriving to a Valley, it feem'd to' their Condudor a fit 
Place to repofe and bait his Oxen ; and acquainting the 
Curate with his Purpoie, the Qarber was of Opinion that 
they fhould yet go on a little further, becaufe he knew 
that there lay behind a little Mountain, which was 
within their view, a certain Yale^ much better furnifli'd 
with Graf^ than, that wherein he meant to abide: 
The Barbtr's Opinion was allowed, and therefore they 
continued on their Travel ; when the Curate looking by 
chance behind him, faw comipg af(ex them fix or ieven 
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'Men on Horfeback, and very well appointed, who quick- 
ly got Ground of tlxem, for they came not the lazy and 
phlegmatick Pace of Oxen, but as Men that were moun- 
ted on Canons Mules, and prick'd forward with a Defire 
to pafs over the Heat of the Day in their Inn, which 
was not much more than a League from thence. Finally, 
thofe diligent Travellers overtook our flothful ones, and 
faluted them courteoufly ; and one of them, that was a 
Canon of Toledo, and Mafter of the reft, noting the or* 
derly Proceifionof the Ci^t, Tro&perSy Sancil;o,Rozina»fef , 
the Curate and. Barber, but chiefly the encaged Don 
^ixote, he could not forbear to demand what meant 
the Carriage of that Man in fo Grange a manner, altho* 
he did already conjefture, by obfervation of the Troopers,* . 
that he was fome notable Kobber, or other Delinquent, 
the Punifhment of whom belongM to the Hofy Brother* 
hood. One of the Troopers, to whom the Demand >yas 
made, did anfwer inr this manner : Sir, we know not 
wherefore this Knight is carried in this form, and there- • 
fore let he himfelf, who beft may, tell you the Reafon 
thereof. 

Don ^ixote had overheard their Diicourfe, and faid. 

If, Gentlemen, you be converfant and skilful in Matters 

of Chivalry, I will communicate my Misfortunes with 

you 5 but if you be not, I have no reafon to trouble my 

felf to recount 'em. T he Curate and Barber feeing the 

Travellers in Talk with Don ^ixote, drew near to n\akc 

an Anfwer for him> in fuch fort that their Invention 

might not be diicover'd : The while the Canon reply'd 

to the Knight, and faid. Truly, Brother, I am better 

acquainted with Bo ks of Knighthood than with Ft //a' 

-fanda^s Lagick ; and therefore if all the Difficulty reft 

only in that, yo« may fafely communicate whatfoever 

you will with me. In .God's Name be it, quoth Don 

fixate. You ihall therefore underiland, Sir Knight, 

that I am carried away enchanted in this Cage thro* 

the Envy and Fraud of wicked Magicians ; for Virtue 

ii much more perfecuted of the Wicked^ than hqnour^d 

y* the Good: I am a Knight- Errant,^ but none of 

thofe wKpfe Nam«a are aaw recorded in die Books of 
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Fame, bot one of <hore who in defpite of Envy itM 
and of all the Magicians of Perfia, the Brachmans of h- 
dia^ ox of the Gymnofophifb oi^thiopia^ fhall hang k 
Name in the Temple of Eternity, that it may ferve as a 
Model and Pattern to enfoing Ages, wherein Knights- 
Errant may view the Steps which they are to follow ii 
they mean to afpire to the Top and honourable fieighr 
of Arms. The Knight Sir Don ^ixou faith true, qaoch 
the Curate fpeaking to the Travellers, that he^s earned 
away ia this Chariot enchanted, not thro* his oum De- 
salt or Sins, but thro* the malignant Treachery of thofe 
to whom Virtue b loathibme, and Valour odious. TJz^ 
is, good Sir, the Knight of the fad Countenance ( if yoa 
have at any time h&urd fpeak of him) whofe valorous 
A£b (hall remain infculp*d in ftubborn Brafs and Time- 
furviving Marble, tho* Envy and Malice do labour never 
fo much to obTcure *em. 

When the Canon heard the imprifon*d Man and the 
other tliree fpeak iirft in one Tenor, he was about to bleis 
hunfelf for v\ onder, and could not conjedure what had 
be&llen him ; and into no lefs Admiration were they 
brought that came with him : But Sancho Panca having 
in the mean time approached to hear their Speech, to 
plailer up the matter, added. Now, Sirs, whether 7012 
will love me well or ill for what I ihall fay, the very 
Truth of the Matter is, that my Lord Don ^ixote is 
as much enchanted as my Mother, and no more, for his 
Judgment is whole and found ; he eats, and drinks, and 
doth his Neceffities as other Men do, and as he himfeif 
did yeilerday, and other Days before they encaged him : 
All which being fo, how can yoa make me believe 
that he goeth enchanted, for I have heard many Per- 
fons avouch, that enchanted Perfons neither eat, nor 
drink, nor fpeak ; and yet my Lord, if he be not thwar- 
ted, will talk more tlun twenty Barriilers ? And then 
turning towards the Curate, he &id, O Mafter Curate, 
Mailer Curate ! do you think that I do not knaw you ? 
And think you that I do not fuppofe, yea, and prdfage, 
whereto thefe new Enchantments are addrefs*d f Wdi, 
know tticn that I know yoa wefi, altho* yoo cover 
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your Face never fo much ; and, that I underhand yoor 
Meaning, how deeply foever you {mother your Drifts : 
But, in fine, where Emulation and Envy reigns. Virtue 
cannot live ; where Pinching fways. Liberality goes by. 
A Fox take the Devil i for, but for your Reverence, my 
Lord had eVe this time been wedded to the Princefs 
Micomicona,' and I myfelf had been created an Earl at 
leail, for no lefs might be expeded either from theBouin 
ty of my Lord, or the Greatnefs of iny Deferts : But now 
I perceive that to be true which is commonly laidy that 
T^e Wheel of fortune turns about more ftx>iftlj than that 
of a Milli and, that they luhich 'were yefterday on the 
^op thereof lie to-day all along on the Ground. I am 
chiefly grieved for my Wife and Children ; for whereas 
they ought and might hope to fee their Father come 
in. at his Gates made a Gavemour or Viceroy of fome 
Ifle or Kingdom, they fhall now iee him return unto 
them no better than a poor Horieboy. All which I 
have urg'd fo much. Mailer Curate, only to intimate to 
your Paternity how j«ou ought to have Remorfe, and 
make a Scruple of. Confcience of treating my dear Lor4 
as you do-; and look to it well, that God do not one 
Day demand at your hands, in the other Life, Amends 
for the Prifon whereinto you carry him ; and that you 
.be not anfi^able for all the Succours and good Deeds 
which he would have a£Forded the World in this Time 
of his Captivity. Snuff me thofe Candles, quoth the 
Barber, hearing Jiim fpeak fo : What, Sancho^ art thou 
alfo of thy Mailer's Confi-aternity ? I fwear by the Lord, 
I begm to fee that thou art very like to keep him 
company in the Cage, and that thouihalt be as deeply 
enchanted as he, for the Portion which thou haft of 
his Humour and Chivalry^ Thou waft in an ill Hour 
begotten with Child by his Promifes, and in a worfe 
did the Ifie, which thou fo greatly longeft for, fink in- 
to thy Pate. I am not with Child by any body, fiijd 
Sancho^ nor I a Man of Humour to let any body get roe 
with Child, no, tho' it were the King himfelf ; and 
altho' J be poor, yet am I a Chriftian^, and owe nia- 
thing to any one ; imd if I defire Iflands, others tbere 
Vol/ II. M arc 
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«re that defire worfe Things; and every one Is the Sn 

-ofhisonvn Works: And under the Name of a Man Imav 
become Pope, how much more the Governour of aa 
Iftand, and chiefly feeing my Lord may gain £o many, as 
he may want Men to beftow them on ? And therefore, 
Matter Barber, you fhould take heed how you fpeak, 
for all confifts not in trimming of Beards, and thcrt is 

' 'fome difference between Peter and Peter, I fay it, be- 
caufe all of us know one another, and no Man fhall un- 
perceiv'd "put a fiilfe Dye upon me. As concerning my 
Lord's Enchantment, God knows the Truth, and therc- 
■forelet it reft as it is, feeing 'tis the worft for flirringin. 
The Barber would not reply unto Sanchoy left that with 
Jiis Simplicities he fhould difcover what the Curate uud 
himfelf did labour to conceal : And the Curate doubting 
'^he fame, had entreated the Canon to prick on a little 
■forward, and he would difcover to him the Myftcry of the 
encaged Knight, with other Matters of Delight. The 
Canon did fo, and taking his Men along with them, 
was very attentive to all that he.rehearsM of the Con- 
dition, Life, Madnefs, and Fafhions of Den ^ixote. 
There did he briefly acquaint him of the original Caufc 
*of his Diftradlion, and all the Progrefs of his Adventures 
until his (hutting up in that Cage i aud their own De- 
sign in carrying him home to his Country, to try whe- 
ther they might by any Means find out a Remedy for his 
Frenzy. The Canon and his Men again admir'd to hear 
ib ftrange a "Hiftory as that of Don fixate; and as 
foon as the Curate had- ended his Relation, the Canoa 
faid: . 

Verily, Mafler Curate, I do find hy Experience, that 
ihofe Sooks which are inftituted of Chivalry or Knight- 
hood are very prejudicial to well-govern'd Common- 
wealths ; and altho' (borne away by an idle and curious 
Deiire) I have read the Beginning of almoft as many as 
are imprinted of that Subj^, yet could I never endure 
my felf to finifh and read any one of 'em through; for 

• methinktf that, fomewhat more or left, they all import 
'4>ne Thing, and this hath no more than that, nor the 

'4>di€r more than his fellows And, in mine Opinion, 

this 1 
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this kind of Writing and Invention falls withm the com* 
pafs of Fables, calPd Milejue^ which are wandering and 
idle Tales, whofc only Scope is Delight, and not TnAruc- 
tion, quite contrary to the Projeft of thofe call'd Fahule 
jipologa^ which delight and inftrudk together. , And tho* 
the principal End of fuch Books be Recreation; yet 
cannot I perceive how they can yield it, feeing they be 
forced with fo many and fo porporticnlefs Untruths ; for 
the Delight that the Mind conceives mufl proceed from 
the Beauty and Conformity whicl^ it fees or contem** 
plates in fuch ' Things as the Sight or Imagination re-> 
prefents unto it J and all Things that are deformM or 
-,difcordant muil produce the contrary Effed. Now then 
what Beauty can there be, or what Proportion betweea ' 
the parts and the whole, or the whole and the parts, in 
a Book, or Fable, wherein a Youth of iixteen Years of 
Age gives a Blow to a Giant as great as a yen^\ ancT 
with that Blow divides him in two, as eafily as iT he 
were a Pellet of Sugar ? And when they dcfcribe a Bat- 
tle, after that they have t^ld us how there were at leaft 
a million of Men on the adverfe fide, yet if the Knight 
of the Book be again^ them, we mull of force, and 
whether w6 will or no, underfland that the iaid Knight 
obtain'd the yiftory thro' the invincible Strength of his 
Arm. What then Ihall we fay of the Facility where- 
withal the Inheritrix of a -Kingdom or Empire falls be- 
tween the Arms of one of Uiofc Errant and Unknown 
Knights ? What Underllanding, if it be not altogether 
barren or barbarous, can delight itfelf, reading how a 
great Tower full of Knjghts doth pafs through the Sea, 
as Mas a Ship with the moft profperous Wii^d? And, 
that going to Bed, a Man" is in Lomhardy, and the next 
Morning finds himfelf in Pr^irr yo&n*s Country, among 
the Indians^ or in fome other Region which never was 
difcover'd by Ptolemeus^ nor feeti by Marcus Paulus? 
And if I Ihould be anfwer'd. That the Inventors of fuch 
Books do write them as Fables, and therefore are not 
bound unto any refpeft of Circumftances, or obfervation 
of Truth, I would reply, fhat an Untruth is fo much 
the more pleafmg, by how much the nearer it ivfem- 
M a Bet 
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" ties a Truth ; and fo much the more grateful,, by how , 
. much the more it is doubtfiil and poffible ; for lyii^ 
; Fables muft be Tuited unto the Reader*s Underftanding, 
. find fo written^ as that facilitating impoffible Things, 
; levelling untrue Things, and holding the Mind in 
fufpence, they may yield more Delight, and entertain fuch 
Manners, as Pleafure and Wonder may, ftep by ftep, walk 
• together; all which Things he that writes not JLikeli- 
hoods (hall never be able to perform. And as touching 
Imitation (wherein coniifts the Perfedion of that which 
V is written) I have not feen in any Books ^ of Knight- 
hood an entire Bulk of a Fable, fo proportion''d in all 
the Members thereof, as that the Middle, may anfwer 
the Beginning, and the End the Beginning and Middle, 
, but rather they have compos'd 'em i>f fo many Members, 
as it more probably feems that the -Authors intendeil to 
1 frame Chimera's or Monger?, . .than to* deliver proportio- 
nate Figures, mofb harfh in their Stile, incredible in £x- 
^ ploits, impudent in Loye matters, abfurd in Compliments, 
prolLx in Battles, fond in Difcourfes, uncertain and fenfe- 
l lefs in Voyages, and, finally, devoid of all Difcretion, 
Art, and ingenious Difpofition ; and therefore they de- 
ferve (as riioft idle and frivolous Things) to be banifh^d 
cut of all Chriftian Conunonwealths. 

Matter Curate did liften to the Canon with very great 

Attention,-and he feem'd unto him to be a Man of good 

- Underftanding, and that |ie had great Reafon for what 

' he ha4 allcdg'd, and therefore (aid. That in refpeft they 

did concur in Opinions, and that* he had an old Grudge 

to the Vanity of fuch Books,, he had likewise fired ^ 

Don ^ixote*B 1 ibrary, cpnJHling of many Books of that 

Subjeft : And then he recpunted to him the Search and 

' Inquiiition he had made of them, and which he had 

condemned, and which refervM ; whereat the Canon 

* laugh'd h^rtily, and faid. That notwithflanding all the 

/EvUhe had fpoken of fuch Books, yet did he find one 

Good in them, to wit^ the Subjed they ofierM a good 

Wit to <work upon, and (hew itftlf in them ; for they 

difplay'd a large and open Plain, through which the 

¥jsn, might run .withQUt Lett or Inpimbnuices^ deferi- 

hinjj 
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bing of Shipwrecks, Tcmpcfts, EncounterSy and Battles^ ^ 
clelineating a valorous Captain, with all the Properties 
reqairM in him/ as, Wifdom to fruftrate the Dcfigns of 
his Enemy ; Eloquence, to perfuade or diiTuade his Sol- 
dier; Ripends in Advice; Promptnefs in Execution j a« 
much yalour in attending as in aiTaulting of an Enemy ; 
decyphering now a lamentable ajid tragical Succefs, then' 
a joyful and undtpcded Event ; there a mod beautiful^ 
honeft, and difcreet Lady, here a valiant, courteous and ^ 
Chrifiian Knight ; there an unmeafurable barbarous Bragr 
gard, here a gentle, valorous, and wife Prince, rep»efenc< , 
sng die Goodnefs and Loyalty of Subjefb, the Magniii* 
cence -snd-Bounty cf Lords. Sometimes he may ftiew 
himfelf an Afirologian^ fometimes a Cofmografher^ fome- 
times a Muficiaftj fometimes a Staiifty and fometimes, if 
he pleafe, he may have Occafion to (hew himfelf a Neero^ 
mancer ; there may he demonlirate the Subtilty of Ulyf- 
fesy the Piety of Mmasy the Valour of Achilles^ the ' 
Misfortunes of He^or, the Treachery of Sinofty the Ami- ^ 
ty of EuriabiSf the Liberality of Alexander ^ the Refolu- 
tion oiCafar^ the Clemency and Truth of Trajanus, the 
Fidelity of Zopirut, the- Prudence of Cato ; and, finally, 
all thofe Parts that make a worthy Man perfed : One 
while, by placing them all in one Subje^ ; ^mother, by 
diftributing them among many» And this being done, • 
and fet out in a pleating Stile and witty Fafhion, that 
spproacheth as near as is poffible unto the Truth, will 
queftionlefs remain a Work of many feir Draughts, which 
being accomplifh'd, will reprefent fuch Beauty and Per- 
fection, as (hall fully attain to the bed End aim'd at in 
all Writing, that is, as I have iaid, jointly to inflrud and 
delight ^ for the Irregularity and Liberality of thofe Books 
gives to the Author the Means to fhew himfelf an Epick, 
Ly rick. Tragedian, and Comedian, with all other Things 
which the mod graceful and pleafant Sciences of Poetry 
and Oratory include in themfelves ; for the Spicks may 
be as well written in Profe as in Verfe.

Wh^reinthe Canon frofecfttes hhDifcourf^ t/pn

SI R^ you fay very trae^ quoth the Carate; and for 
this very Rcafon are they which have hitherto in- 
vented fiich Books the more worthy of Repreheniion, be- 
cau e thcv neither heeded the good Difc urfe, theArt,noj 
the Rules by which tb^ might have gaidtd thexnfeJves, 
and by that Aieans have grown as famous for their Profe 
as be the two Princes of the Greek and Latsn Poetry fin 
their Vcrfe. I havq for my Part, quoth the Canon, at 
U&a a? tempted tO' write a Book of Chivalry, obfervmg 
there n a-i the Points by me mentioned;, and in troth I 
have written above a hundred Sheets thereof: And, to 
the end that I might try whether they were corre{poo« 
^ dent to my Ellimation, I did commatiicate them, both 
with certain skiltul tOid wife Me"h that are marveUoui7y 
affeftedto that Subjeft, and with fomc ignorant Perfons 
that only delight to hear fentaftical Inventions, add I have 
fowid in *em all a gratefal Approbation of my Labours }. 
yet would I not, for all that, profccute the Work, as well 
becaufe it fceniM unfit for my Profeffion, as alfo becaafe f 
*nd the Number of the Ignorant to exceed that of the 
Judicious : And tho*" more Good come to a Man by the 
Praifc of a few Wife Men,* than Hurt by the Scoffs of a 
wumber of Fools, yet would I not willingly fubje6t my 
ielf to the confusM Judgment of the fenfekfs Vwlgari. 
who commonly give themfelves moft unto the reading 
of fuch Books, But that which moft of all rid my Hands, 
yea,, and my Memory, of all Defire to e;id it, was this 
Argument, drawn from our modem Comedies, and thus 
made to myfelf : If thofe (as well the FiiSlions as Hiflo*^ 
rical ones) are all, or the moft part of "em, notorious Fop- 
peries, and Things without either Head or Foot,^ and 
yet are by the Vulgar heard with fuch Delight, and

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ield and approved for good ; and both the Authors that: 
:oinpofe 'em, and A£lors tha!;,reprefent 'epi, fay, that-, 
.Key muft be fuch as they be, for to pleafe the People's 
rtumours, and not more conformable to Reafon or Truth,- 
and that becaufe , thpfe wherein Decorum is obferv'd, 
and the Fable followed, according, to the Rules of Art, . 
ferve only for three or four difcrect Men (i/ Jo many' 
fnay he found at a Play) which do attend unto them,, 
and all the reft of the Auditors remain fafting, by rea- 
fon they cannot conceive the artificial Contedure there- 
of; therefore *tis better for them to gain gpod Money 
and Means by many, than bare Opinion or Applaufe by 
a few. T he very fame would be the End of my Book,, 
after I had ufed all poffible Induftry to obferve the afore- 
iaid Precept; and I fhpuld remain only for a Need, and:* 
as the Taylor that dwells in. a Corner, without Trade.- 
01 Eftimatlon. 

And altho' I have fondry times cndeavour'd to per- 
fuade the Players that their Opinion was erroneous here« 
in, and, that they would atcra^ more People, and acquire^ 
more Fame by a£Ung artificial Comedies, than thofe ir-^ 
regular and methodical Plays then ufed, yet are they fo - 
wedded toltheir Opinion^as no Reafon can woo, nor De- 
monftration win them from iti. " I remember how dealing, 
upon a Day. with one of thofe obftinate Fellows, I faid 
unto him. Do not you remember how, a few Years ago, 
were reprefented ia ^patn three Tragedies, written by a. 
famous Poet of our Kingdom, which were fuch as de- 
lighted, yea,, and amaz'd all the Auditors, as well the 
, Learned as the Simple, the exadt as the flight ones 5 and 
that the Players got more by thefe three alone, than by, 
thirty of the beft that were penn'd or afted fince that> 
Time? You mean, without queiiron, quoth the Ador 
anfwering me, Ifahtlla^ Phillis^ and Alexandra, The-' 
very fame, quoth I \ and note whether in them were not ^ 
rightly obferv'd all the Rules and Precepts of Art 5 and^ 
. . yet thereby they neither wanted any part of their Digni-« 
I ty, nor the Approbation of all the World : So that I in- 
fer the Fault not to be in th^ Vulgar that cov6t idle Teys,.. 
but rather in thofe whicJi know not how-to pen or ad any 
M.4, other' 
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other Thing ; for no fuch fond Stuff was in the Comedy 
•f hgratiude r€*v€ngdy nor found in Nitmantia, nor 
feiccivM in that of the Amorous Merchant^ and muck 
lefs in the Fa<vourmble Enewfy nor in fome ethers made 
by judicious Poets, which both leiounded to their in- 
finite Fame and Renown, and yielded unto thefe Adlors 
abundant Gain. To thefe I added other Reafbns, where- 
with I left him, in mine Opinion, fomewhat perplex'd, 
bat not fatisfied,^ or delirous to forego his erroneous Opi- 
nion. 

Truly, Ma£ber Canon, quoth the Curate, you have 
touch'd' a Matter that hath rouz'd an ancient -Ranconr 
and Heart-burning of mine againft the Comedies now in 
requed, the which is equal to the Grudge that I bear to 
Books of Knighthood : For feeing the Comedy, as Tullj 
sfirms, ought to be a Mircour of Man*s Life, a Pattern 
ef Manners, and an Image of Truth, thofe that are now 
exhibited are Mirrours of Vanity, Patterns of Folly, and 
Images of Voluptuoufnefs : For,, what greater Abfurdity 
Cnn be in fuch a Subject', than to fee a Child c me oat, in 
the iirft Scene of the £rfl A61, in his Swaddling-clouts, and 
jffue in the fccond already grown a Man, yea, a bearded 
Man ? And what greater Vanity, than to prefent before 
us a valiant ojfd Man» and a young Coward ? ist Layman 
become a Divine ? a Page a Counfellor ? a King/ %: Scoan- 
drel?vand a Priricefs a, Scourkettle ? What fhould I fay 
of the little Care had of the due Obfervation of Time 
for the fucceeding of that they reprefent, other than that 
I my felf have fcen Comedies, whofe firft Aft began in 
Europe^ the fecond in Jfia^ and the third ended in Afri- 
ca \ and truly, if there had been a fourth, ^twould queftion- 
lefs have finifhM in America^ and by confequence we 
fhould have feen a round Walk about the four Parts of 
the World : And feigning an Exploit performed in the 
Time of King fepiny or of Charlemagne^ they make the 
principal Aftors thereof either Heraclitus the Emperor, 
that entered into Jerufakm bearing of the holy Crofs, 
or Godfrty of Bulloign^ that recover'd the Holy Latid\ ma* 
ny Years, yea, and Ages having cccur'd between the 
Times of one and the other : Yea, and the Comedy being 

grounded. 
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grounded on a Fidllon, to attribute unto it the Verities 
of a Hiftory, and mingle it, and patch it up with Pieces 
of others having relation to diflFerent Perfoas and Times, 
and this with no plauiible Invention or Draught refem- 
bling the Truth, but rather with palpaHe, g^'ofs, and : 
inexcufable Errors 5 and, which is worfe, fomc Gulls are •-' 
found to affirm, that all Perfedion confills herdn^^andyrt 
that they are too dainty that look for any other. '- 

Now, if we would pafs further, to examine the divine 
Comedies that treat of God,, or the Lives of Saints, what 
a muliitude of falfe Miracles da the Compofers devife I ■ 
what a bulk of Matters Apocryphal, and ill underilood, 
attributing to -one Saint the Miracles done by another ^ ' 
Yea, and in human Comedies they prefume to. do Mira- 
cles (without Erther Refpedl or Coniideration, but that 
fuch a Miracle or Shew, a$ they term it, would do well in 
fuch a Place) to the .^nd. that the ignorant Folk may 
admire- them^ and come, the more willingly to them: 
All whichk^doth prejudice Truth, difcredit Hiflories^ and t 
turn, to the.Difgrace of our Spanijh Wits ; for Strangers,, 
which do with- much Punduality obferve the Method of 
Comedies,, hold us to be rude and ignorant, when they 
fea fuch Follies and Abfurdities 'fcape us. And 'twill be ' 
no-iiifficient Excufe for this Error, to (ay, that the prin- ' 
cipal End of well-govern'd Commonwealths, in the per- • 
mittiiig of Comedies, is only to entertain the Commo- 
nalty with fome boneftTallime, and th^:eby div€rt the 
exorbitant and viciqus Humours which Idlendfs* is wont: 
to engender : And (eeing that this End is attained to by 
whatfoeverXomedies^.gpOjdjorbad, 'twere;to no Purpofe- 
to appoint any Laws or Limits unto them,, or to tie the 
Compofers to frame, or A£kas to play 'cm, as they ftiould - 
doi foF^hereufko 1 afifwer, that this End would, with- 
out all Comparifoo,. be compafs'd better by good Come- 
dies than by .evil .ones ; for the Auditor, haying heard ^^ 
an artificial an<i well-order'd Comedy, would come away ' 
delighted with die JeH^ and InArudted by th& Truths •• 
tha*eof, wondoring at the Succefles, grow difcreeter by 
thesReafons, warn'd by the Deceit$, become wife by 
Qthiprs. example^ ijicens'd:againftVicet a^ ^naaiQur'cl J)£ 
M S J Vir* 1^ 
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Virtue ; all which ESc&s a good .Comedy fhould ftir np 
intheHearer^s Mind, were he never fo grofs or clownifh. 
And it is of all Impofiibilites the mod impoffibley that 
a Comedy oonfiftingof all thefe Parts (hould not enter- 
tain,, delight, fadfie, and content the Mind much more 
than, another that (hould be defedive in any of 'em, as 
moft of our now-a-day Comedies be. Nor are the Poets 
that pen t^cm chiefly to be blamed for this Abufe ; for 
ibme of 'cm know very well where the Error lurks, and 
know alfo as well how to redrefs it t But because that 
Comedies at» become a vendible Merchandife, they af- 
firm, and therein tell the plain Truths that the Players 
WouM not buy them if they were of any other than the 
accuftom'd kind ; and therefore the Poet endeavours to- 
accommodate himfelf to the Humour of the Player, who 
if to pay him for his Labour. And that this is the Truth, 
jnay be gathered by an infinite number of Comedies,, 
which, a moft happy Wit of this Kingdom hath compos'd 
with fuch Delicacy, fo many good Jefts, fo elegant a 
Verfe, fo excellent Reafons, fo grave Sentences, and 
finally, with fo much Eloquence, and fuch a Lofiinefs of 
Stile, as he hath fill'd the World with his Fame : And 
yet, by reafon that he was forced to accommodate him- 
felf to the A6lors, all of them have not arriv'd to the 
height of Perfe^on which Art requires. Others there 
are that write without any Judgment, and with fo little 
Heed of what they do, as after their Works have once 
been aded, the Players are conftrainM to. run away and 
hide themfelves, fearing to be punifo'd, as. often they 
have been, for adding Things obnoxious to the Prince, or 
- fcandalous to fome Families. 

' All which Inconveniencies might be redrefsM, if there 
were fome undcrftanding and difcreet Perfon ordain'd at 
the Court, to examine all Comedies before they were afted, 
and that not only fuch* as were play'd at the Comi it elf, 
but alfo all others that were to beadled throughout 6|^«/*r 
without whofe Allowance under his Hand and Seal, the 
Magiftrate of no Town (hould permit any Comedy to be 
pkyM : By which Means the Players would diligently 
iend th«ir Plays to the Court, and might boldly aft(sr« 

wards 
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war4^ adl 'em^ and the Compofers would with more Care 
and. Stady examine tKeir Labours, knowing that they 
fhould pafs the ilridl Cenfure of him that could underfland 
them : And by . this Means would good Comedies be 
written, and the Thing intended by them moft eafily 
attain'd to, vix, the Entertainment of the People, th** 
good Opinion of the Spanijb Wits, the Profit and Secur: 
of the Players, and the favingpf the Care that's now enr 
ployM in chaftiiing their Ralhnefs. And if the fame Charge 
were given to this Man, or to fome other, to examine 
the Books of Knighthood which Ihould be made hereaf- 
ter, ft)me of 'em doubtlefs would be put jfbrth adorn'd - 
with that Perfeftion whereof you fppke but now, en- 
riching our Language with the pleafing and precious 
Treafure of Eloquence, and being an Occafion that the 
old Books would become obfcure in the bright prefence 
of thofe new ones publifli'd for the^ honeft Recreation, . 
not only of the idler fort, but alfo of thofe that have 
more ferious Occupations; for, ^Tis not poffible for the 
BoiAj to continue ftill hent : Nor can our human and frail 
Nature fuflain itfelf long, without fome Help of lawfuli 
RecreatioHr 

The Canon and Curate had arriv'd to this Point of 
their Difcourfe, when the Barber fpurring on, and over- 
taking them, faid to the Curate, This is the Place I 
lately told you was fit to pafs over the Heat of the Day 
in, while the Oxen baited amidA the frefh and abundant 
.failures. It likes me very well, quoth the Curate.: 
And telling the Canon what he meant to do, he alfo 
was pleas'd to remain with them, . as well invited by the: 
Pxofpedl of. a beautiful Valley, . which ofFer'd itfelf tb^ . 
their Viewf as alfo to ^enjoy the Curate's Converfation,. . 
towards whom he began to bear marvellous. AfFeftion;. 
aod laflly, with the Defire he had to be thorowly ac- 
quainted with Don^,^>^/^*s Adventures ; therefore he - 
g4ve Order to i fome of his Men, that they fhould ride * 
to the Inn^ which was hard by, and bring from thence 
^hat Meat tSiey could find fufficient to fatisfic *em all, . 
becaufe h^ likewife meant to pafs the hot timevbf the 
Day, in^Uttt Piaco*- To which one of Jus Man did an- 
M 6 fwci> 
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fffCTf that their Sampter-mule was by that time^ as he 
thought^ in the Inn, fo copioufly fumifh'd with. Provi- 
fion of Meat, that, as he faypps'd, tbey needed not buy 
any thing there hut Barley for their Miiles. If it bo ib, 
quoth the Canon, let our Mules be carried thither, and 
the Sumpter one return^ hither. 

Whilft thia pafe'd, Sando, being free from the cx>nti- - 
Bijal Prefence of the Curate and Barber, whom he held 
83 fufpefted Perfons, thought it a fit time to fpcak with 
his^ Lord^ and therefore drew near to., the Cage wherein - 
he (ate, and faid to him in this manner-. Sir, that I imy 
difcharge my Confcience, I will reveal unto you all that 
hath pafs'd in this A&lIv of your Enchantment, .which . 
briefly is. That thofe twa. which ride with their Faces 
covered are the Cvrate of our ViHage, .and the Barbec; . 
and, as I imagine, they both are the Plotters of this your 
idnd of carrying away,* for meer Emulation that they 
iee yo»furpafs- them both in atchieving lanious. Adb : 
This. Truth being prefopposM, it follows that you are., 
not enchanted, but begulPd, and made a Fool >* for the 
proof whereof, I will but demand of you one QuefUon, . 
and if you do anfwer me according to mine Expecta- 
tion, as i believe you will,, you ihall feel the Deceit 
with your own Hands, and perceive how you arc not.: 
enchanted, but rather haye your Wits turned npfide 
down* 

Son Sanchoy demand what thou- wilt; . qttoth Dqn t 
^ifou, and I will fatisfie thee, and anfwer dire^y to 
thy Defire; but as touching^ thy Averment, thattfaofe. 
which go along with us be the Curate and Barber, oor 
Goflipa and- old Acquaintance, it may well be&ll that 
they feem to be fach ; but, that they are fo really and 
in ejffe^ IwouU not have thee believe in any manner; 
fox that which thou art to believe, and ihouldft mnder- 
iiand.in this matter is, that if they be like diofe oar 
Friends, as thou iay'il, it muft needs be tha,t thofe.wliich 
have enchanted me have aFumM their SemlJanco and 
^ikenefs (for *tis an eafie thing for Magicians to pot r h 
my Shape they pleafe) thereby to give thee Occafion to 
4biok that which, thou dofi^ to diiv«t.thee>iBta fuchjja 

Lajby* 
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S^yrinth of Imaginations, as thou (halt not afterwards 
know how to fally out, altho* thou hadfl the Ailiftance 
of Tbefeus'^i Clew, and withal to make me waver in 
mine Underftanding, to the end I may not- conjefiure 
fcom whence this Charm is derived unto me;, for, if 
thou on the one fide doth affirm that the Barber and Cu- 
rate of our Village do accompany me, and I on the .^ 
other fide find myfelf incaged, and am fo aflurM of mine 
own Force, that no human Strength, be it not fuperna- 
tural, is able thus to incage me, what wouldft thou have 
me fay or ihink^ but that the manner of mine Inchant- 
ment exceeds as many as ev«r I read throughout all the 
Hifioriesy intreating of Knights-^Errant which .have been 
inchanted ? Wherefore thou may'ft very well appeafe 
and quiet thyfelf in that Point of believing them, to be 
thofe thou fay*ft ; for they are thofe as much as I am a 
Turk. And as touching thy Defire to demand fomewhaC 
of me» fpeak, for I will anfwer thee, altho* thou putteft 
me Queftions until To-morrow Morning. 

Our Lady afiift me ! "ijuoth Sancho ( as loud as. he 
could) aild is it p9iiible that you are fo Brain- fick and 
hard-headed, as you cannot perceive that I affirm the 
very pure Truth, and that Malice hath a greater 
Strdc€ in this your Difgr^e and Employment than 
any Inchantments ? But feeing it- is fo^. T will prove 
evidently, that you are not inchanted ; if not, tell 
D^, as God ihall deliver yon out of this Tempefli, and 
ai you fhall fee yourfelf, when you lead thidc of ]f, 
in. my lady Du^ctttea^s Arms. — Make an end of ^conju- 
ring me, faid Don guixote, and ask me what Qgjeflion 
thpu wilt; for. I have already told thee that I will an- 
fwer with all Pun^luglity. That is it I demand, qi|Oth 
SoHcboi and the Thing I would know, is, that yoa 
tdll me, without adding or diminiihing ought, but 
with all Truth ufed or looked for gf afi thofe whidi 
profefs the Exercife of Arms as you .do, under the Ti- 
tle of KnightsErrant. — I fay, ,anfwer!d' Don 
Quixote, that I will not lye a Jot f make therefore a 
Beginning or an End of thefe Demands, for in good 
fopthy Uion idxA -wtxry me with fo many 5ahitBtf- 

(HIS. 
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ons, Petitbnsy and Preventions. Sancbo replyM, I fay 
that I am fecareof the Bounty and Truth of my I.ord, and 
therefore becaufe it makes to the Purpofe in our A flair, I 
do with all Refpe^ demand, whether your Worlhip, fincc 
your encagementy and, a» you imagine, enchantment in 
that Coop, have not had a Defire to make greater or lefs 
Water, as Men arc wont to. fay ? I don't underfland, good 
Sancbo y that Phrafe of making Water, and there&re expli- 
cate thy felf, if thou wouidft have me to anfwer thee d- 
redly. And ia it poffible, reply'dhe, that your Worfhip 
underilands not what it is to make great or litde Waters f 
Then go to fome School and learn it of the Boys, and 
know that I -would fay. Have you had a Defire to do that 
which cannot be undone? Of now, now I underiland 
thee, Sanchoi Yes, very many times, yea, and even 
now I have ; wherefore, I pray thee, deliver me from the 
Extremity thereof ; for, I promife thse, J am not altoge^ 
ther fo clean as I would be. 



CHAP. XXII. 

Whermi the difcreet 2)iJcourfe that faffed be- 
fxem Sancho Panca, and Ms. Lord ^on .Quix- 
ote, isexpejfed. 

HA, quoth Sanch^^ have I caught you at laft ? This 
is that which I defir'd to know, as much as my. 
Soul or Life. Come now. Sir, tell me, can you deny that 
which IS wont to be faid, when a body is* ill difpofed,> 
I know not what ails fuch a one, for. he neither eats 
nor drinks, nor fleeps, nor. anfwers diredlly to that 
which, is demanded of him, io as it feems tliat he is ii)< 
chanted ?* By which may be colleded, that fuch as ne^i- 
fher cat, drink, fleep, nor do the other natural Things 
you wote of, are inchanted; but not thofe which have 
a Defire as you have,, and eat Meat w^en they get it, . 
and drink Drink when it is given them, and anfwer ta 
all (hat is propounded unto them. Thou fayeil true,. 
Sanch^.f^tb, Don^ixQti; But I have told thee al- 
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ready,, that there are divers forts of Enchantments, and 
perl^aps they change with the Times from one kind into 
another ; and, that now the Enchanted ofe to do all 
that which I do, altho' they did hot fo in Times, paft;, 
and therefore^there is nodifpudng or drawing of Conclu- 
fions againft the Caftoms of the Time. I know,^ and da 
verily perfuade my felf> that I am enchanted, and that 
]£ fufficient for the Difcharge of my Confcience, which 
would be greatly burthen'd if I thought that I were not 
enchanted, and yet permitted my felC to be borne away 
in this Cage idly, ai^d like a Coward with-holding 
the Succour ' I might ^ive to many diftrefied and needy 
Perfons, which, even at this Hour, bq like enough to 
have extreme want of mine Aid and Ailiilance. Yet fay 
I notwithilanding, reply*d SancJbo, that for moreabun* 
dant Satisfa^ion, you Worfhip might do well to attempt 
the getting out of this Priion, .the which I do ob- 
lige myfelf with all niy Power to facilitate, yea, and 
to get you outr and then you may remount eftfoons on 
the good Rozinante^ who alfo feems enchanted, fo fad 
and melancholy he goes : And this being done, we may 
again eflay our Fortune of feeking Adventures, which, 
if it have no good Succefs, we have Time enough to 
return to our Cage, wherein I promife, by the Faith of 
a good and loyal Squire, to fhut up my felf together 
with you, if you fliould prove (b unfortunate, or I fo 
fbolifh, as not to bring our Defigns to a good IfTue. I 
am content to do what thou fay'ft. Brother Sancho^ re- 
. ply'd Don ^ixote, and when thou fee*ft Opportunity 
offer'd to free me, I. wilLbe ruled by thee in every thing, 
but yet thou fhalt fee how fer thou art over-wrought 
in the Knowledge thou wilt feem to have of my Dif- 
grace. 

The Knight-Errant and the ill^erruit Squire beguiled 
the Time in thefe Difcourfes, until they arrived unto the 
Place where the Canon, Curate, and Barber expeOed 
them ; and then- Sancbo alighting, and helping to take 
down the Cage, the Wain-itian unyoked hisO^en, permit- 
ting them tar take the benefit of Failure in that green and 
pl^aat Valley, wbofe Verdure iavited not l«ch to en- 
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iay it as were inchanced like Don ^ixote^ but radrr 
fuch heedful and difcreet Perfons as was his Man, who 
entreat^ the Catate to licehfe his Lord to coma out but 
a little while ; for otherwife the Prifon would not be fo 
ckanly as the Prefenceof fo worthy a Knight as hi$ Lord 
was, requirM. The Curate underftood his Meaning, and 
anfwerMy that he would fatisfy his Requeft willing^, 
but that he feared, that vifhen he faw himfelf at Liber^, 
he would play them fome Prank or other, and go whither 
no body fhould ever £tt £ye on him after. I will be his 
Surety that he ihall not fly away^ quoth Sancho, And I 
alfo, quoth the Canon, if he will but promife me, as he is 
a Knight, that he will not depart i&om us without our 
Confent. I give my Word that I will not, {aid Don Quix- 
ote (who heard aU that they had: faid^ and the rather, 
becaufe that inchanted Bodies hav« not free Wiil to dif- 
pofe of themfelves as they liH ; for he that inchanted 
them, may make thjsttt unable to ftir from one Place in 
three Days ; and if they make an Efcape, he can com- 
pel them to return flying : And therefore, fince it was 
fo, they might fecurely fet him at liberty, efpecially 
feeing that it would not redound fo much to all their 
Benefits { For if they did not free him, or get farther 
off, he protefted that he could not forbear to ofiend their 
Nofes. The Canon took his Hand (altho* it were bound] 
and by4iis Faith and Word that he would not depart, 
and then they gave him Liberty $ whereat he infinitdy 
rejoicM, efpecially feeing himfeU* out of the Cage. The 
iirft Thing that he did after, was to ftretch all his Body, 
and then he went towards Rozinanie^Bud ftriking him 
twice or thrice on the Buttocks, he faid, I hope yet in 
God, and his bleifed Mother, X> .Flower and Mirroor 
of Horfes ! chat we two (hall fee our felves very ibon jn 
that State which our Hearts, deiire; thou with thy Lord 
on thy Bade, and I mounted on thee, and exercifii^ 
the Function for which God fent me into tli]» World- 
And faying fo, Don ^^xote, with his Squire Sm^io^ re- 
tirM himfdf ^mewhat from the Company, and- cauoie 
back foon after a little more lightned^ but.grotly defi- 
siug to execute his Squire's Defi^...

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The Canoit htheld him very carneftly, and with Ad- 
miration, wondering to fee the ftrangenefs of his fond 
Humour, and how that he fhew'd, in whatfoever he ut- 
tered, a very good Underflanding, and only left the 
Stirrops (as is faid before)' when any mention was made 
of Chivalry j and therefore, moved to CompaiTion, after 
they were all laid down along upon the Grafs, exped- 
ing their Dinner, he faid unto him. Gentleman, is it 
polTible that the idlfe and unfavoury Lefture of Books 
of Ejiighthood hath fo much diftraded your Wit, as 
thus to believe that you are carried away enchanted, 
with other Things of that kind, as much wide from 
Truth as Untruths can be from Verity itfelf ? Or, how 
is it poffible that any human Underflanding can frame 
it felf to believe, that in this World there have been fuch 
an Infinity di Amadifes^ fuch a Crew of ^mous Knights, 
fo many Emperors of Trapifonda^ fuch a number of Fe- 
lix Maries of Hircania^ fo many Palfreys, Damfels-Er- 
rant, . Serpents, Robbers, Giants, Battles, unheard-of 
Adventures, fundry kinds of Enchantments, fuch unmea* 
furable Encounters^ fuch bravery of Apparel, fuch a mul- 
titude of enamourM and valiant Princeffes, fo many 
Squires, Earls, witty Dwarfs, Viragoes, Love-letters, amo- 
rous Dalliances, and, finally, fo many fo unreafonable 
and impoilible Adyentnres, as are contained in the Books 
of Kniehthood ? Thus much I dare avouch for m v felf» 
that when I read them, as long as I do not thinK that 
they are all but Toys and Untruths, they delight me ; 
but when I ponder ferionlly what they are, I throw the 
very beft of 'em againfl the Walls, yea, and would 
throw 'em into the Fire, if they were near me, or in my 
Hands, having well deferv'd that Severity as felfe Im- 
poftures, and Seducers of Common Senfe ; as Broachers 
of new Se£b, and of uncouth Courfes of Life, as thofe 
that give Occafion to the ignorant Vulgar to believe in 
fuch exorbitant Untruths as are contain^ in them; 
yea, and are withal fo prefumptuous, as to dare to 
confound the Wits of the difcreet and beH-defcended 
Gentlemen ; as we may clearly perceive by that they 
have done to your felf, whom they have brought to 

fusU. 
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fuch Terms, as it is neccflary t<Kftiut you up in a Cage, 
and carry you on a Team of Oxen, even as one carries a 
Lion or Tyger from Place to Place, to gain a Living by 
the (hewing of him. Therefore, good Don ^uixotCy take 
Corapaffion of yourfelf, and return into the ^o^Qia of 
Difcretion,. and learn to employ the happy Talent oi XJn- 
derfldnding, and abundance of Wit, wherewith bounti- 
ful Heaven hath enriched you ; get fome other Coiirfe 
of Study, ;which may redound to the Profit of your Soul, 
and Advancement of your Credit and, Eflate i And ii^ 
born away by your natural Difpofjtion, you will yet per- 
fill in the reading of warlike, and knightly Difcoarfea^ 
read in the holy Scripture the 'Acls of Judges, for thera 
you (lull find furpaffing Feats and Deeds, as true asc 
valorous : Portugal had a Viriate^ Rome a C^e/ar, Car* 
thage an Hannibal^ Greece an Alexander ^ Cajiile an Earl 
Feman Gonza/et, Falencia a Cid^ Andalufia a Gonxal^ 
Fernandez^ Eftremadura a Diego Garua- de Paredes^ 
Xert% a Gard ?ere%> de Vargaf^ Toledo i^arci LaJfOf. 
Seville a Don Manuel de Leon: The Difcoorfes o£ 
whole valorous Adis, may entertain, teach, delight, and 
make wonder, the moil fubllme Wit that (hall read them* 
Yea, this were indeed a Study fit for your (harp Under- 
Handing, my dear Sir Don ^istote ; for by this yooi 
Ihould become^learned in Hiftories, eijamour'dof Virtue,. 
uiilrudedinGoodnefs, better*d in Manners, valiant with- 
out Rafhnefs, bold without Cowardife ; and all this to 
God's Honour, your own. Profit, and Renown of the 
Mancha, from whence, as I have learnt, you deduc(^ 
your Beginning and Progeny. 

- Don ^ixote liften'd with all Attention unto the Ca- 
non's Admonition, and perceiving that he was come to an^ 
End of them, after he had look'd upon him a good while, 
he faid, Methinks, Gentleman, that the Scope of your 
Difcourfe hath been addrefs'd to perfuade me, that there 
©ever were any Knights^Errant in the World ;. and that all 
the Books of Chivalry are falfe, lying, hurtful, and un-^ 
profitabje to the Commonwealth j and that I have done 
ill to read them, worfe to believe them, and worll of 

all to follow them^. by having thus taken on fiie the moft 

auflcre: 
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^a-viftere Profeilion of \vandering Ko%hthood, whereof 

^Hey entreat; denying, moveover, that there were ever 

any ^madis'sy either of Gaitl or Greece^ or any of all tha 

other Knights, wherewith fuch Bcoks are ftuff'd. All is 

juft as you have faid, quoth the Canon. Whereto Don 

^^ixote replied thus : You alfo added that fuch Books 

liad done me much Hurt, feeing they had turn*d my Judg- 

xnent, and immur'^d me up in this Cage ; and that it 

%vere better for me to niake fome Amendment,* and alter 

xny Study; reading other that are more authentical, and. 

delight and inftru6l much better. It is very true, anr 

fivered the Canon. 

Why tjien, quoth Don J^wfc^f, I find by mine Accounts^ 

that the inchanted and fenfelefs Man is yourfelf, feeing 

you have bent yourfelf to fpeak fa many Blafphemies a^ 

gainil a thing fo true, fo current, and of fuch Requeil in 

the World, as he that fhould deny it, as you do, merit» 

the fame Punifhment which, as you fay, you give tothoic 

Books when the reading thereof offends you : For to go 

about to make Men believe, that y/MM^/j never lived, nor 

any other of thofe Knights, wherewith Hiilories are fully 

seplenifh'd, would be none other than to perfuadethcm^ 

that the Sun lightens not, the Earth fuflains not, nor the 

Ite makes any Things cold. Sec what Vv it there is in the 

World fo profound, that can induce another to believe^ 

that the Hiftory of Guy of Burgundy^ and the Princea 

Floripesy was not true ? Nor that of Fierahras^ with the 

Bridge of Mantihk^ which befell in Charlemaine*^ Timc^. 

and is, I fwear, as true, as that it is Day at this In.- 

ftant t and if it be a Lye, fo muft it be alfo,. that ever 

there was an BeSlar^ Achllks^ or the War of Tr^y, th^ 

twelve Peers cf France, or King Arthur of Britawi. 

• who goes yet about the World in the Shape of a Crow, 

and is every foot expedted in his Kingdom. And they 

will as well prefume to fay, that the Hiftory <if 

^uarittQ Mexquino, and of the Queft of the holy San* 

griall, be Lyes j. and that for^the Love between Sir 

frifiram and La Belle Toiide^ and between Queen 

Guenevor and Sir Lancelot Dulak, who have no fuf- 

ficicnt Authority i and yet there be certain Ferfons alive, 

which 
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which almoft reiiiiember that the^-have feen tha^ La£? 
StdnNanotmy who was one c^ the beft Skiak-crs oF WiK 
that ever Great BriiaiH^hs^ ; and this*is certain^ as I le- 
member, that one of m)r Grandmothers of my.- Father's 
fide was wont to fay unto me, when ihe (aw my JVf a^oo, 
with a long and reverend Kerchief or Veil, My Boy^ that 
Woman refembles very much Lady ^intanioMo, : Frcm 
which I argue, that either ihe knew her herfelf, or, at 
the leaft, had feen fome Pourtraitures of hers. Who can 
moreover deny the Certainty of the-Hiilory of Peter oi 
Fr^^ence and the beautiful Magohna^ feeing that until 
this very Day one may behold, in the King*s Armoury^ 
the Pin wherewith he guided and turnM any W^ay he 
lifted the Horfe of Wood whereupon he rode tliro' the 
Air ; which Pin is a little bigger than the Thrill of a 
Cart; and near unto it is aifo feen Bahieca's Saddle. 
And in Roncefvals there hangs Ro^lamTs Horn, which 
is as big as a very great Joifl : Whence is infer^d, that 
there were twelve Peers ; that there was a Pierres of 
Provence; that alfo there were Cids^ and other iach 
Knights as thofe which the World terms Adventurers ; 
if not, let them alfo tell me, that the valiant Lnfetania/rt 
yohn de Melo, was no Knight- Errant, who went to 
Burgundy, and in the City of Ras fought with the fa- 
mous Lord of Chamsf call'd Mo/en Pierres, and after 
with Mo/en Henry of Pameftan in the City of BafiUat 
and bore away the Vidory in both the Con£[i£b, to his 
eternal Fame ; and, that there were no fuch Curs as the 
Adventures and ilngle Combats, begun and ended in 
Burgumfy by the valiant Spaniards Pedro Barba and 
Guttierre ^ixada (from whom I my fclf am lineally 
defcended) who overcame the Earl of Saint PauPs Sons, 
They may alfo aver unto me, that Don Ferdinando de 
Guevara went not to feek Adventures in Germany, v/herf 
he fought with Micer George, a Knight of ike Duke of 
Aufirie^% Houfe. Let them likewife afHrmy ihax^uero 
di ^inonnes of the Pajfage, his Jufts were but Jefts ; 
as alfo the Enterprize of Mofen Leavis de Fal/es againft 
Don Gonzalo de Guzman, a Gentleman of Caftille, 
with many other renowned AAs^ done as well by CbrL- 
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\yitan Knights of this Kingdom, as of other foreign Lands, 
I 2Uid fo authentical and true, as that \ am comperd to 
reiterate what I faid before, That whofoever denies them 
is defe^rve of Reafon and good Difcourfe. 

Fall of Admiration remaind the good Canon, to hear 
■the CempoAtion and Medley that Don ^ixote made of 
Tratha and Fidlions together, and at the great Notice 
he. had of all Things that might any way concern his 
Knighthood-Errant ; and there&re he fhaped him this 
Anfwer : I cannot deny. Sir Don ^ixotCy but that fome 
part: of that which you have faid is true, Tpccially touoh-' 
ing the Spanifi Adventurers of whom you have fpoken ; 
and will likewife grant you, that there were twelve Peers 
^j^-Ecaficey but I will not believe that they have accom- 
pli(h*d att-fhat-4yhich the Archbiftiop Turpin hath left 
written of them ; for the bare Truth of the Affair is, 
thatthey were certain Noblemen chofen out by the Kings 
of France^ wiom they call'd Peers becaufe they were 
all -equal -in Valour, (.Quality, and Worth j or if they were 
not, ^ 'twas at leaft prefum'd that they were ; and th^ 
were not much unlike the military Orders of St. James 
- or Calatra-vay then in requeft, wherein *tis prefappos''d 
that fuch as are of Profeffion, are or ought (© be valo- 
rous and well-defccnded Gentlemen ; and as now they 
:^ay, a Knight of Saint Johtty or Alcantaray fo in thofe 
Times they faid, a Knight of the TwehrPeersy becaufe 
they were twelve Equals, chofen to be of that military 
Order. That thwe was aiC«/, and a Bernard ofCarfia, 
is al& doubtleft: That they have done the Adls tccoub- 
ted of them, I believe there is a great caufe to doubt. A s 
touching the Pin of the good Earl Pierres, and tl^t it is 
by Aitefii's- Saddle in the King's Armoury, I confefs that 
< my Sin -hath made me {o ignorant or blind, that altho* 
I have view'd the Saddle very well, yet could never 
geta Sight of that Pin, how great, foever you affirm it 
jQbe. 
'Well, *tis there witlilbut qaeflio9, faid Don ^xoti^ 
' and, for the greater confimu^tion thereof, they lay it is 
laid up in a Cafe of Neats-leaiher, to keep it from rutt- 
ing. That may rery wdlib be, faid the Canon ; yet. 

by 
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by ^ Orders that I have receivM, I^ do not remembe 
that ever I faw it : And altho* I ihoald grant it to b: 
there, yet do I not therefore oblige myfelf to believe 
the Hiltories of all the AnuiMi^^ nor thofe of the otiie 
Rabblement of Knights, which Books do mention uotc 
us; nor is it Reafon that fo ^honourable a Man, adorn'.: 
with fo many good Parts, and endow*d with fuch a Wit, 
as you are, fhould believe, that fo many and ib llrange 
Follies, as are written in the raving Books of Chivalry, 
can be true. 
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Of the difcreetCont€72tion beriveefj 2)on Quixote 
and the Canon, "xith other Accidents. 

TfiAT were a Jeft indeed, quoth Don ^ixote^ that 
Bo0ks which are printed with the King*s Licence, 
and Approbation of thofe to whom their Examination was 
committed,, and that are read with univerfal Delight and I 
Acceptance, and celebrated by great and little, rich and 
poor, learned aud ignorant. Plebeians and Gentlemen; 
and finally, by all kind of Perfons of what State or Cot- 
dition foever, fhould be fo lying and fabulous, 'fpecially 
feeing they have fuch Probability of Truth j feeing they 
defcribe unto us the Father, Mother, Country, Kinsfolk, 
Age, Town, and Ads of fuch a Knight, or Knights, and 
that fo exadily, Point by Point, and Day by Day. Hold 
your Peace, and never fpeak again fuch a Blafphemy, and 
believe me, for I fincerely counfel you, what you, as a 
Jifcreet Man, ought to do therein i and if not, read them 
but oi^ce, and you ihall fee what Delight you fhall receive 
^ thereby ; if not, tell me what greater Pleafure can there 
'^, than to behold (as on? would fay) even here, and be^ 
fore your Eyes, a great Lake of Pitch, boiling hot, and 
many Serpents, Snakes, Lizzards, and other kinds of crqel 
and dreadful Beafts fwimming athwart it, and in tytry 
Part of it, and that thereiffuesoutof theLakeamoft la- 
menUble Voice, faying^ O thou Knight, njubatfiever thojt 
art^ HHihich dofi hehM theftarful Lah, if thou difirtfi 

t9 
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-/5tf obtain the Good conceaPd under thefe horrid and hlaek 
MVaterSf Jhenjj the Valour of thy ftrong Breaft^ and thrvw 
t by f elf into the midfi of this fable and inflamed Liqwur ; 
^or if thou doft not fiy thou Jhalt not be (worthy to difco^ 
*ver the great Wonders hiddkn in the feven Caftles of the 
j€<ven Fates ^ wohich are feated under thefe gloomy Waives ^ 
and that fcarce hath the Knight heard the fearful Voice, 
-when, without entering into any new Difcourfes, or once 
-confidering the Danger whereinto he thnifts himfclf, yea, 
or eafmg himfclf of the Weight of his ponderous. Armour, 
but only comm«iding hrmfdf unto God, and his Lady 
Miftrefs, he plunges into the midll of that burning Pud- 
-die, and when he neither cares nor knows what may be- 
fall him, he finds himfelf in the midfl of flourlfhing 
Fields, with which the very Elyjian Plains can in no 
fort be compared ; there it feems to him that the Element 
is more tranfparent, and that the Sun fhines with a 
clearer Light than *m our Orb : 1 here offers itfelf to his 
-greedy and curious Eye ,^ liioft pleafing Foreft, replc- 
• nilh'd with fo green and well-fpread Trees, as the Ver- 
dure thereof both joys and quickens the Sight ; whilft 
-the Cares are entertained by the harmonious, tho' artlcfs 
Songs of infinite and enamdl'd Birds, which traverfe 
-the intricate Boughs of that fhady Habitation : Here he 
difcovers a fmall Stream, whofe frefh Waters refembling 
liquid Chryftaly Aides over the fmall Sands, and white 
little Stones, which rcfemblc fifted Gold wherein orien- 
tal Pearls are enchafed ; There he difcems an artifi- 
cial Fountam wrought of motly Jafper and fnwoth Mar- 
ble ; and hard by it another, rudely and negligently fra- 
med, wherein the fundry Cockle-fhells, with the wreath- 
ed white and yellow Houfes of the Perwrakle, and Snail 
intermingled, and plac'd after a diforderly Order (having 
now and 'then Pieces of clear Chryflal^ and counterfeit 
Emeralds mingled among thein) do make a Work of fo 
graceful Variety, as Art, imitating Nature, doth herein 
leem to furpafs her. Suddenly he difcovers a ftrong Caflle, 
or goodly Palace, whofe Walls are of beaten Gold, the 
Pinnacles of Diamonds^ the Gates ef Jdcintbs. Fi- 
jially, it is of fo exquifitc'Wbriaramfhip* as alehb' 
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the Materiab whereof ^ds bailt are no worie than Ja^^ 
mmnis^ Carbuncles^ Rubies, Emeralds^ Pearlsy and Gik 
vet is the Architedure thereof of moreEflixnation and Va 
lue than they. And is there any more to be ieen after th 
feeing hereof, then to fee falley oat of the CaHle-gates \ 
goodly Troop of lovely Damfds, whofe brave and coftly 
Attire, if I fliould attempt to defcribe as *tis laid do«T 
in Hiftories, we fhould never make an end ; and fhe tk, 
feems the chiefeft of all, to take prefendy our bold EJuglit,i 
that threw himfelf into the boiling Lsike, by the Hand, 
and carry him into the rich Caftle or Palace witbour 
fpeaking a Word, and caafe him to drip biinielf as caked 
as he was when his Mother bore him, and bathe him io 
very temperate Waters, and afterward anoint ium ail over 
with precious Ointments, and pat on him a Shirt of moft 
fine, odoriferous, and perfiimM Sendal ; and then anotlier 
Damfel to come fuddently and caft on his Back a rid 
Mande, which they fay is wont to be worth at the very 
leaft a rich City, yea, and more } Then what a Sport it 
is, when they tell us after, that after this hc^s carried 
into another Hall, where he finds the Tables cove/J (o 
orderly, as he reils amazM'? What, to fee call on his 
Hands Water diftill'd ail of Amber, and moft fragrant 
Flowers ? What« to fee him feated in a Chair of Ivory \ 
What, to (ee him ferv'd by all the Damfels with marvel- 
lous Silence ? What, the fetting before him fuch vsjitf 
of Aceates, and thofe fo excellendy drefs'd, as his Appe- 
tite knows not to which of 'em it fiiall firfl: addrefs his 
Hand ? What, to hear the Mufick which founds whilft he 
is at Dinner, without knowing who makes it, or whence 
it comes ? And after that Dinner is ended, and the Tab/es 
taken away, the Knight to remain leaning on a Chair, and 
prehaps picking pf his Teeth, as the Cuilom is, and 
on a fudden to enter at the Hall-door another much 
more beautiful Damfel than any of the former, and to fit 
by his Side and begin to recount unto him what Cai^/c 
that is, and how ilie his enchanted therein, with many 
other Things that amazM the Knight, and amazed th^ 
Readers, I will not enlarge my felf any more in this Mat- 
to^, ieeing ^ yon may collet out ^ that whkii I 
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have fald, that any Part that is read of any Book of a 
Knight- Errant, will dielight and aftonifh him that (hall 
perufe it with Attention : And therefore, I pray you, be- 
lieve me, and, as I have faid already, read thefe kind of 
Books, and you (hall find that they will exile all the 
Melancholy that ihall trouble you, and rediify your Dif- 
polition, if by Fortue it be deprived ; for I dare affirm 
of myfelf, that fmce lam become a Knight-Errant, I am 
valiant, courageous, liberal, w«ll-manncrM, generous, gen- 
tle, bold, mild, patient, an endurer of Labours, Imprifon- 
ments, and Jnchantments : And altho* it be but fo little a 
while fmce I was fhut up in a Cage, like a Mad-man, 
yet do I hope, by the Valour of mine Arm ( Heaven 
concurring, and Fortune not croffing me) to fee myielf, 
within a few Days, the King of fome Kingdom, wherein 
r may ihew the Bounty and Liberality included within 
my Breaii ; for, in good Truth, Sir, a poor Man is made 
unable to manifeil the Virtue of Liberality towards any 
other, .altho* he virtually poiTefs it himfelf in a moil emi- 
nent degree : And the Will to gratify, which only con- 
fifts of Will, is as a dead Thing, as Faith without Works. 
For which Caufe I do wifh that Fortune would quickly 
prefent me fome Occafion whereby I might make myfelf 
an Emperor, that I may difcover the Defire I have to do 
Good unto my Friends, but efpecially to this my poor 
Squire Sancho Panca^ who is one of the honeHeil Men 
in the World, on whom I would fain beflow the Earl- 
dom which I promised him many Days pad, but that I 
fear he will not be able to govern his Eftate. 

Sancho f overhearing thofe laft Words of his Maimer's, 
faid, Labour you. Sir Don ^ixote^ to get me that Karl- 
dom, as often promised by you, as much long'd for by 
me, and I promife you that I will not want SufHciency 
to govern it; and tW I fhould, yet have I heard iay, 
that there are Men in the World who take Lordfliips 
to form, paying the Lord fo much by the Year, and 
indcrtaking the Carip of the Government thereof, whilil 
the Lord himfelf, with out-ftretched Leg?, doth live 
at his Eafe, enjoying the Rents they bring him, ancl 
caring for nothing elfe. And fj will I cJo, a id wi 1 nov 
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-Hand racking it to the utmoft, but prcfcntly ^cfift from \ 
M Adminiftration, and live mcrrilv upon my Rent, like « 
.a young Duke, and fo let the World wag and go how 
"•twiU. That, Friend Santho, is to be underftood, quoth 
theCahon, ofenjoying the Revenues ; but, as concernio^ ^ 
the Adminiftration of Juftice, the Lord of the Signiory is 
.bound to kx)k to it, in that is rcquir'd a Sufficiency and 
Ability to govern, and, above all, a good Intention to 
deal juftly, and determine rightly ; for if this be wanting 
when we begin, our Means and Ends will always be 
fubjeft to Error : And therefore is God wont as well to 
further the good Defigns of the Simple, as to disfavour 
the bad ones of thofe that be wittily wicked. 

I underftand not thofe Philofophies, quoth Sancho 
Panca^ but this I know well, that I would I had as 
fpccdily the Earldom as I could tell how to govern it, 
for 1 have as much Soul as another, and as miich Body as 
he that hath moft ; and I would be as abfoldte a King in 
my Eftatc as any one would be in his ; and being fucb^ I 
would do what 1 liked ; and doing what I liked, I would 
take my Plcafure ; and taking my Pleafure, I would be 
content ; and when one is^ content, he hath no more t<i 
defirc ; and having no mofe to deiire, the Matter were 
ended ; and then come the Eftate when it will, or fare- 
well it, and let us behold ourfelves, as one blind Man faid 
to another. They are no bad Philofophies which thou 
oameft out with, kind Sancho^ quoth the Canon, but yet 
for all that, there^s much to be faid concerning this 
Matter of Earldoms. To that Don S^uixote reply'd, I 
know not what more may be faid, only I govern myfelf 
by the Example of Amadis de Gaul, who made his Squire 
Earl of the Firm IJland ; and therefore I may without 
Scruple of Confcience make Sancho Pancho an Earl, for 
he is one of the bcft Squires that ever Knight- Errant had. 
The Canon abode amaz'd at the well-compaf^ed and or- 
derly Ravings of Don ^ixote ; at the Manner where- 
with he had dccypher'd the Adventure of the Ilinight of 
ihe Lake ; at the Impreflion which his lying Books had 
Blade into him ; and, finally, he wonder'd at the Sim- 
■ficlty of Sanch Psftca, who fo carncftly defir'd t« be

made an Earl of the Country his Lord had promife4 

By this time the Canon's Scrvingmen, which had gonfc 
to the Inn for the Sumpter-mule, were returh'd; and

After her foUow'd a Goat-herd 
crying unto her, and in his Language bidding her ftay, 
or return again to the Fold ; but the fugitive Goat, all 
affrighted and fearful, ran towards the Company, and as it 
were (ceking in her dumb manner to be protedled, ft ray 'd 
near unto them Then did the Goat-herd arrive, and 
laying hold of her Horns (as if fhe had been capable of 
his Reprehenfion) faid unto her, O ye wanton Ape, yc 
fpotted Elf ! hovv come you to halt with me a-late Days ? 
What Wolves do fcare your Daughter ? Will you not tell 
me, fair, what the Matter is ? But what can it be, other 
t^an that you are a Female, and therefore can never be 
quiet? A foul Evil take your Conditions, and all theirs 
whom you fo much refemble : Turn back. Love, turn 
back, and tho' you be not fo content withal, yet fhall 
you at fealt be more fafe inyour Fold, and among the 
reft of your Fellows ; for if you, that (hould guide 
and direft them, go thus diftradled and wandering, what 
then muft they do ^ What will become of them ? 

TheGoat-herd's Words did not a little delight the Hea* 
rcrs, but principally the Canon, who faid unto him, I 
pray thee, good Fellow, take thy Reft here awhile, .ind do 
not haften that Gcat fo much to her Fold ; for feeing (he 
is a Female, as thou fay'ft, Ihe will follow her natural 
Inftinft, how much foever thou oppofeft thy felf unto it : 
Take therefore that Bit and diink a Draught wherewith- 
al thou may'ft temper thy Choler, and the Goat will 
N ^ r«ft 
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red hcrthewbilft : Andfayirgfo, he gave him the hiuda 
Quarter of a cold Rabbet ; which he receiving, rcnaer'd 
hini manyl'hanks, and drinking a Draught of Wine, did 
pacify himfclf, ard faid presently after, I would not have 
you, my Mafters, account me ficaple, altho' J fpoke to 
this Bcaft In fo earnell a faihion, for inTruth, the Words 
^ hick f ufed unto her ^erc not without fome Myftery : 
I am indeed ruilick, 2Lnd yet not fo nuch, but that I 
know how to converfe with Men, and with Btssdls . I be- 
lieve that eafily, quoth the Curate, for I know already 
by Experience that the Woods breed learned Men, and 
the Sheepcoats contain Philofophers. At the leafi:^ Sir, re- 
ply*d the Goat- herd, they have among them expeiieiicM 
Men : And that you may give the more Credit to t}m 
Truth, and as it were, touch it with your own Hands 
(altho', till I be bidden, I may feem to invite myfdf) 
I will, if you pleafe to hear me but a while, relate unt» 
you a very true Accident, which (hall make good what 
this Gentleman ( pointing to the Curate ) and myfelf 
have afRrm'd. To this Don fixate anfwer*d, Becaufe 
the Cafe doth feem to have in it fome fhadow of Knight- 
ly Adventures, I will, for my part, liften unto thee with a 
very good Will ; and I prefume that all thefe Gentlemen 
will do the like, fo great is their Difaetion and Defiie 
to know curious Novelty, which amaze, delight, and en- 
tertain the Senfcs, as 1 do certainly believe thy Hifloiy 
will ; therefore begin it. Friend, and all of us will lend 
our Ears unto it. Aye, accept mine, quoth Sanche^ for 
I will go with this Pally unto that little Stream, where 
I mean to fill Riyfelf fox three Days ; for I have heard 
my Lord Don^ixote fay, that a Knight -Er rant's Squire 
mufl eat when he can, and always as much as he can, ' 
becaufe that oftentimes they enter by Chance into fome 
Wood fo intricate, as they canqot get out of it again in 
five or fix Days : And if a Man's Faunch be not then 
well fluffed, or his Wallet well flored, he may there re- 
main, and be turn'd, as many times it happens, ir.to 
Mummy. Thou art in the right of it, Smncho, quoih 
Don ^ixote, go therefbj^ where thou \iii\t^ and eat 
what thou may'il^ for I am already fati&fied, and only 
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want Refledlion for my Mind, which now PlI give it by 
lill^ning to this good fellow. The fame will we alfo givt 
unto ours, quoth the Canon, who therewirhal intreated 
the Goat-hertl to keep Promifc, and begin hisTale.Then 
he ftroking once or twice his pretty Goat (which he y€t 
held faft by the Horns) faid thus ; Lie down, py'd Fool, 
by me, for we fhall have Time enough to return home 
again. It fecm'd that the Goat underftood him, for as 
foon asherMaftcr fat down, (he quietly ilretch'd hcrfelf 
by him, and looking him in the Face, gave him to un. 
derkand that (he was attentive to what he was faying . 
and then he began his Hiftory in this manner : 



CHAP- XXIV- 

Kehting that which the Goat-herd told to thofe 
that carrfd away Don Quixote. 

THERE is a Village, dillant fome three Leagues 
from this Valley, which, albeit it be little is one 
of the richeil of this Commark : Therein fome time did^ 
dwell a wealthy Farmer of good Rcfpcft, and fo good, 
as, altho* Reputation and Riches are commonly joined 
together, yet that which he had was rather got him by 
his Virtue, than by any Wealth he pojQTefsM : But that ' 
which did moft accumulate his Happinefs (as he himfelf 
was wont to fay) was, that he had a Daughter of fo ac- 
complilh*d Bciuty, fo rare Difcretion, Comelinefs, and ' 
Virtue, that as many as knew and beheld her, admir'd to 
foe the pafiing Endowments wherewith Heaven "and 
Nature had inrich'd her Being a Child, (he was fair, 
and increafing daily in Feature, fhe v/ns at the Age of 
fixteea moll beautiful, the Fame whereof extended itfelf 
over all the bordering Vilhges : But why fay I the bor- 
dering Villages alone, if it fpread itfelf over" the fartheft 
Cities, yea, entcr'd into the King's Palrxe, and into the 
Ears of all kind of People, fo- that they came from all 
Partr to behold her, as a rareThing, and Pattern of Mi- 
racles ? Her Father did carefully keep her, and fhe likc- 
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wife heeded herfelf^ for there's neither Guard , Xx>ck^ noi 
' JBoIt able to keep a Maiden better than is her own Wan- 
Bcfs and Care. The Wealth of the Father, and Worth of 
the Daughter, movM divei?^ as well of his own Village 
as Strangers, to demand her to Wife, but he(as one whom 
tht Difpofal of fo rich a Jewel moft nearly conccrnMJt was 
much perplexM, and unable to determine on whom, 
among fuch an infinite number of importunate Wooers, 
he might bellow her. Among others that bore this 
Goodwill towards her, I my felf was one, to whom /he 
gave many and very great Hopes of good Succ)?f» f the 
Knowledge that her Father had of me, . my Birth in the 
fame Village, my Defcent honeft, aad Blood untainted^ 
iourifhing in Years, very rich in Goods, and no Icfs in 
Gifts of the Mind. Another of the fame Village and 
Qualities wasal(b a Suitor unto her, which was an Oc- 
cafion to hold her in fufpence, and put his Will in the 
£ailance, deeming as he did, that ihe might be beilow*d 
en either of us two : And, that he might be rid of his 
Doubt, he refolvM to tell it te Leandra ( for fodo they 
call the /ich Maid which hath brought me to extreme 
Mifery) nothing difcreetly, that feeing we both were 
Equals, 'twould not be amifs to leave in his dear Daogh- 
ter*s Power the making choice of whether (he liked beft» 
Tlbi/ig worthy t§ be noUd by all thofe Parents tbat 
Kveuld have their Children marry : Wherein my Mean- 
ing is not, that they fhould permit ^em to make a bad or 
a bafe Cho-:ce, but that they propound cert^ good 
ones, and refer to their liking which of them they will 
take. I know not what was the Liking of Leandra, 
but only know this, that the Father Polled us off, by^ 
allcdging the overgrcen Years of his Daughter, and ufing 
general Terms, which neither obliged him, nor dii" 
^.harg'd us. My Rival was call'd Anjehmy and my felf 
Eugenioi that you alTo may have fome Juflice of the 
Pcrfons which were A£iors in this Tragedy,, whofe 
Conclufion is yet depending, but threatens much fiiture 
Difafler. 

About the very fame Time arriv'd to our Village one 
Vincent'Of the Ro/e, Son to a fOQr I^^bowrei: pf the fame 
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Place, which Vincent^ returnM as then from lialy^ and 
divers others Countries wherein he had been a Soldier ^ 
for being of fome^twelve Years of age, a certain Captain, 
that with his Company pafs^d along by our Village, did 
carry him away with him ; and the Youth, after a dozen 
Years more, came back again attir*d like a Soldier, and 
painted with a hundred Colours, fullof a thoufand Devi- 
ces of Chryftal, fine Steel Chains : To-day he would put 
on lome gay Thing, the next Day fome other, but all of 
'em flight painted, and of little Weight, lefs Worth. 
The do wnift People, which aie naturally malicious, and 
if they have bat ever fo little Idlenefs or Leifure, become 
Malice itfelf, did note and reckon up all his Braveries 
and Jewels, and found that he had but three Suits of' 
Apparel of different Colours, with Garters and Stockings? 
anfwerable to them ; but he ufcd fu many Difguifementft 
Varieties, Transformations, and Inventions, which they, 
as if they had not counted them all, fome one would 
have fworn that he had made Ihcw of more than tea; 
Suits of Apparel, and niore than twenty Plumes of Fea- 
thers : And let not that which I tell you of the Apparel 
be counted impeftinent» or from the Matter, fbr it make8<^ 
a principal Part in the Hillory. He would fit on a 
Bench that flood under a great Poplar-tree in the midft 
of the Market-place, and there would hold us all witk- 
gaping Mouths liftening to the gallant Adventures and 
refolute Afts he recounted unto us ; There was no Land 
in all the World whofe Soil he had not trodden on, no 
Battle wherein he had not been prefent : He had flain 
more Moors than the Kingdpms of Morrocc§ and Tunis 
contain'd, and undertaken more fmgle Combats, as he 
faid, than ever did eithet Gaunt; Luna^ •r Diego Garcisi 
de PareJes, and a thoufand others whom he named, and 
yet he ftill came away with the Viftory, without ha- 
ving ever left one drop of Blood . On the other fide, he 
wo5d (hew as Signs of Wounds, which^ltho' they could 
. not be difcern'd, yet would he perfuade us that they 
were the Marks of Bullets, which he received in di- 
vers Skirmiihcs.and Wars. Finally; he would tho' his 
E^ialsy, and thofe.- whiclt. knew Wm very wellj, with 
N- 4^. mar 
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marvelloas Arrogancy, and faid, that his Arm wtls iij 
Father, his Works his Lineage, and that bcfide his beicga 
^^oldie^, he ow'd not a Whit to the King'. To thcfe his 
Arrogancies was annexM fome fuperficial Skill in Mu£ck, 
i'or he could fcratch a little on a Gutem, and ibme would 
la/ that he made it fpeak : But his many Graces made 
not a llcp there, for he had likewife fame Shadows of 
Poetry, and fo would make a Ballad of a League and a 
half long upon every Toy that happened in the Village. 
This Soldier therefore, whom I have decyphcr'd, this 
FinantBftbe Rofe^ this Braggard, this Mufician, this 
Poet, eyM and beheld many times by Leandra^ from a 
certain Window of her Houfe that look'd into the Market- 
place, and the golden Shew of his Attire enamourM ha^ 
and his Ditties inchanted her, for he would give twenty 
Copies of every one he compofed : The Report of his 
worthy A^s, beautified by himfelf, came alfo unto ha 
Ears ; and, laftly (for fo *tis likely the Devil had order'd 
it) ihe became in love with him, before he prefumed to 
think once of folliciting her; and as in Love- Adventures 
no one is accomplifhM with more Facility than what is 
iavourM by the Woman^'s Defire, Liandra and Vincent 
made a ihort and eafy Agreement, and e*re any one of 
her Suitors could once fulpeft her Defires, fhe had fully 
fntisfy'd them, abandonM her dear and loving Father*s 
Houfe ( for her Mother lives not ) and running away 
from the 'Village with the Soldier, who departed with 
more Triumph from that Enterprize than feom all the 
others which he had arrogated to himfelf. The Acci- 
dent amazM the whole Town; yea, and all thofe io 
whom the Rumour thereof arrivM, were aHonifti^d, Jn- 
felmo amaz'd, her Father foriowful, her Kinsfolk afham'd, 
the^inifters of Juftice careful, and the Troopers ready 
to make Purfuit ; all the Ways were laid, and the Woods 
. and every other Place nearly fearch'd ; and at the End of 
three Days, they found the luftful Leandra hkiden in a 
Cave within a Wood, naked in her Smock, and dcfpoii'd 
of a great Sum of Money, and many precious Jewels, 
which Ihe had brought, away with her* They i-etum'd ^ 
her to her doleful Father's Prefence ; where asking how 
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ihc became fo defpoilM, fhe prefently confefs'd. That 
Vincent of the Ro/e had deceiv'd her ; for having palVd 
his Word to make her bis Wife, he perfuaded hef to 
leave hdr Father's Houfe, and made her believe that he 
would dirry her to the richeft, and mod delightful City 
of the World, which was Naples ; and, that fhe, thro' In- 
difcretion, and his Fraud, had given Credit to his Words ; 
and robbing her Father, ftole away with him the very 
fame Night (he was mifsM ; and, that he carried her 
to a very rough Thicket, and ihut her up in that Cave 
wherein they found her. She alfo retounted how the Sol- 
dier, without touching her Honour, had robb*d her of all 
that (he carried ; and leaving her in that Cave, was fled 
away : Which Succcfs ilruck us all into greater Admira- 
tion than all the reft, for we could hardly be induced to 
believe the young Gallant's Continency ; but fhe did fo 
eameflly protefl it, as did not a little comfort her com^ 
fbrtlefs Father, who made no reckoning of the Riches he 
had lofl, feeing his Daughter had yet referv'd that Jewe% 
which being once gone, codd never again be recovered. 
The fame Day that Leandra appeared fhe alfo vanifh'd 
out of our Sights, being convcy'd away by her Father, 
and fhut up in a Nunnery at a certain Town not far ofl^^ 
hoping Time would obliterate fome part of the bad 
Opinion already conceiv'd of his Daughter'^s Facility : 
Leandrds Youth ferv'd to excufe her Error, at leaft with 
thofe who gainM nothing by her being good or ill ; but 
fuch as knew her Difcrecion and great Wit did not attrw 
bute 1 «r Sin to Ignorance, but rather to her too much 
Lightnefs, and the natural Infirmity of her Sex, which, 
ibr the mofl part, is inconfiderate and flippcry. Leandia 
being fhut up, Jnfelmd's Eyes loft their Light, or at lealt 
beheld not anyl'hing that could delight 'em ; and mine 
remain'd in Darknefs without Light, that could addrefs 
them to any pleafing-Objedl in LeandrcC^ Abfence. Oar 
Griefs increased, our Patience diminifhM, we curbM the 
Soldier's Ornaments, and abhorr'd her Father's want of 
looking to her. To be brief, dnfelmo and myfelf re- 
folv'd to abandon the Village, and come to this Valley, 
where he feeding a great J?bck of Sheep of his own, and 
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I as copious a Herd of Goats of mine, we pais our Livfs 
among thefe Trees, giving Vent to our Paffions, either 
by ii'nging together the beautiful Deandra*s Praifes or 
Difpraiies, or by fighing alone, and alone communica- 
ting our quarrelfome Complaints with Heaven. Many 
others of Leandrd% Suitors have iince,. by our JExampJe,. 
come to thefe intricate Woods, where they ufc our very 
Exercife : and they are (o very many, as it feems that th^ 
Place is converted into the paftoral Arcadai i tis full of 
Shepherds and Sheep-folds, and there's no one part there- 
of wherein the Name of ihe beautiful Leandra rc/bundeth 
»ot ; There one doth curfe her, and termeth her Humoun 
inconftant and diihoncft ; another condemns her of being 
fo facile and light i fonie one abfolves and pardons her, 
another contemns and difpifes her,, and celebrates her 
Beauty ; another execrates her DApofition ; and, finally, 
all blame, but yet adore her, and the raving Diflra^ton 
of them all doth fo far extend itfelf, as fome one com- 
plains of Difdain that never fpoke \Vord unto her, and 
feme one laments, and feels the cnrag'd Fits of Jealoufy, 
tho' {he never adminifter'd any Occaiion thereof, for, as 
1 have faid, her Sin was known before her Dcfires. There 
is no Cliftof a Rock, no Bank of a Stream, nor Shadow 
«f a Trej, without fome Shepherd or other that breaths 
out his Misfortunes to the iilent Air. The Echo re- 
peats Leandra i Name wherefoever it can be form'd ; the 
Woods refoundX^tfWr*7 ; the Brooks do murnier Lean- 
dra, and Leandra holds us- all perplexed and enchanted, . 
hoping without Hope, and fearing without knoitledge 
what we fear. 

And among all this flock of frantick Men, none (hew$. 
more or lefs Judgment than my Companion Anfelmo \ 
who having fo many other- Titles under which he might 
plain him, only complains of Abfence, . and doth to the 
Sound of a Rebeck (which he handles admirably well) 
fmg certain doleful Verfes, which fully difcover the Ex- 
cellency of his Conceit. I follow, a more eafie and (ia 
aiy Opinion) a more certain Way^to wit, I rail on the 
Lightnefs of Women, on their Inconltancy, Double deal «- 
ing, dead Promifcsjr crack'd Truilj, jtf)d theifliiJl^ W 



, tliey (h«\v in phcing of their AffetSlions ; and this. Sir, 
', was the Occafion of the Words and Reafons I lately ufcd 
to this Goat, whom I do eftcem but little, bccaufc (he's 
a Female, altho' (he be otherwifc the bcft of all my Herd. 
And this is the Hiftory which I promis'd to tell you, 
wherein if I have been prolix, I will be altogether as 
large in doing you any Service, for I have h^re at hand 
my Cabin, and therein Here of frcfh Milk and favory 
Cheefe, with many forts of excellent Fruit, no Icfs agree- 
able to the Sight than pleafant to the Taile. 



CHAP- XXV- 

Of the Falling out of Don Qui xote avJ the Goat^- 
berd ; with the Adventure oft he DifcipUna nts^ 
to \vbicb the Knight gave End to bis Loji. 

TH E Goat-herd's Tale bred a general -Delight in •■ • 
ail the Hearers, but 'efpecially in the Canon, who 
did very eixa^ly note the Manner wherewithal he deli- 
ter'd it, as diflerent ftom the Stile or Difcourfe of a 
rade Goat-herd, as approaching to the Difcretion of a 
pcrfcft Courtier ; and therefore he faid, that the Curate 
had fpoken Vfity judicioufly, in afHrming that the Woods 
bred Learned Men. All of *em made bpuntiful Ten- 
ders of their Frlendftiip and Service to Eugenioy but h« 
that enlarged himfelf move than the reft, was Don 
fixate, who faid^ unto him, Certes, friend Goat-herd, 
if I were at this time able to undertake any Adventure, 
I would prefently fet forward, and fall in hand with 
it to do you a good Turn ; and I would take Lean- 
dra, ovit -of the Monaftry (wherein, without doubt, 
(he is reftrainM againft her Will ) in defpite of the 
Lady Abbefs, and of all thofe that fhould take her part, 
and would put her into your hands, to the end you 
wight difpofe of her at your pleafurc, yet flill obfer- 
ving the Laws 6f Knighthood, which command that no 
Man do any Wrong, and ofier Violence unto a Dam- 
M r y«t J hope in oUr Lord God^ that the Skill of a 
N 6 majicio' 
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malicious Enchanter fliall not be of fuch Force, bat that 
the Science of a better-meaning Wizzard fhall prevail 
againil kim ; and whenfoever tlut iball befall, 1 do pro- 
mife yea my Help and Favoar, as I am bound by my 
Profc'ffion» which chiefly confilts in ailifltng the Weak 
and Dirirefled. 

The Goat- her J beheld him, and feeing the Knight fo 
ill-array M, and of (o £//■ favour'' d a Countenance, he wos- 
derM, and queition'd the Barber, who fat near to him, 
thus : I pray you, Sir^ who is this Man, of fo flnmge 
a Figure, and that fpcaks fo odly ? Who elfe Ihoold he 
be, anfwer'd the Barber, but the iamous Don fixate 
of the Mancha^ the Righter of Wrongs, the RedreiFcr 
of Injuries, the Protedor <^ Damfels, the Af&ighter oi 
Giants, and the Overcomer of Battles. That which you 
fay of this Man, anfwerM the Goat-herd, is very like 
that which, in Books of Chivalry, is written of Knights- 
Errant, who did all thofe Things which you appty to 
this Man ; and yet I believe that either you jeft, or elic 
that this Gentleman's Head is void of Brains. 

i hou art a great Villain, faid Don ^ix9te, and thoa 
?.rt he whofe Pate wants Brains ; for mine is fuller than 
the very, very Whore's that bore thee. And faying fo, 
and fnatching up a Loaf of Bread that flood by him, he 
wrought the Goat-herd fo furious a Bk>w withal, as it 
beat his Nofe flat to his Face; but the other, who was 
not acquainted with fuch jefls, and faw how ill |ie was 
handled, without having Refpe^ to the Carpets Napkins, 
or thofe who were eating, he leap'd upon Don ^ixoie^ 
and taking hold of his Collar with both his Hands, would 
certainly have ilrangled him, if Samho Panca had not 
arriv'd that very Inflant, and taken him hSt behind, 
had not thrown him back on theTable, cruihing Diihes, 
breaking GiaiTes, and fliedding and overthrowing all that 
- did lie upon it. Don fixate, feeing hunfelf free, re- 
turned to get upon the Goat-herd, who, all befinear'd 
with Blood, and trampled to pieces ander Sancho\ Feet, 
groped here and there, groveling as he Was, forfome 
Xnife or other to take a bloody Revenge withal, but 
the Canon and Curate pre uiitC, his Purpofei sind ytt, by 

the 
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the Barber*s AiTiflancey he got under him Den fixate, 
on whom he rainM fuch a fhower of BafFets, as he poar*d 
as much Blood from the poor Knight*s Face as he had 
done from his own. The Canon and Curate were ready 
to burft for J«aughter, the Troopers danced for Sport, 
every one hifsM, as Men ufe to do when Dogs fall out 
and quarrel together, only Sancho Panca was Wood, 
becaufe he could not get from one of the Canon's Serving- , 
men, who withheld him from going to help his Mailer. 
In concluiion, all being very merry, fave the two BuiFe- 
tants, who tuggM one another extreamly, they heard 
tlie Sound of a Trumpet, fo doleful, as it made them 
turn their Faces towards that ^art from whence it feemM 
to come : But he who was mod troubled at the Noife 
thereof, was Don ^ixote^ who, altho' he was under 
the Goat herd, full fore againft his Will, and by him 
exceedingly bruis'd and batter'd, yet faid unto him. 
Brother Devil ( for it is impoffiblc that thou canft be 
any other, feeing thou haft had Valour and Strength to 
fubje£t my Forces) I pray thee let us make a Truce 
for only one Hour, for the dolorous Sound of that Trum- 
pet, which reaches our Ears, does ( meth'inks ) invite 
me to feme new Adventure. The Goat-herd, who was 
weary of buffeting, and being beaten, left him off in- 
continently ; and Don ^ixofe ftood up, and turn'd ' 
himfelf towards the place from whence he imagined 
the N©ife proceeded, and prefently he 'fpy'd, defcend- 
ing from a certain Height, feveral Men apparell'd in 
white, like Difciplinants. The Matter indeed was, 
that the Clouds had that Year denyM to bellow their 
Dew on the Earth, and therefore did they inilitute 
Rogations, ProceiHons, and Difciplines throughout' all 
that Country, to defire , Almighty God to open the 
Hands of his Mercy, and to bellow fbme Rain upon 
them. And to this effeft, the People of a Village near 
unto that place came^in proceffion to a devout Hermir 
tage built upon one of the Hills which inviron^ that 
Valley. 

Don ^ixofe noting the ftrange Attire of the Difci- 
plinants, without recalLng his Memory how he had often 

fcen 
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f«en the like before, did forthwith imagine that it was 
fome new Adventure, audi that the trial thereof only 
appertained to him, as to a Knight Errant : And this his 
Prcfumption was fortified the more by believing that an 
Image which they carried, all coverM over with Black, 
was fome principal Lady, whom thofe Mifcreants and 
difcourteous Knights did bear away per force. And as 
foon as this fell into his Brain, he leap'd light!/ toward* 
Jtmnanti, that went feeding up and down the Plains, 
and difmounting from his Pummel the Bridle, and his 
Target that hang'd thereat, be bridled him in a trice. 
and uking his Sword frov^ancho^ got inftantly upon 
hbHorfe, and then embracing his Target, faid inaleud 
Voice to all thofe that were prcfcnt. You fhall now fcer 
O valorous Company ? how important a Thing it is to 
have in the World fuch Knights as profefs the Order of 
Chivalry-Errant ; Now, I fay, you fhall difccm, by the 
freeing of that good Lady, who is there carried Captive 
away, whether Knights adventurous are to be held in 
price. And faying fo, he ftruck Roxinante With his Heek 
(for Spurs he had none) and making him to gallop, for it 
is not read in any part of this true Hjftory that RoTsi- 
nante did ever pafs one forhialand full Career) he polled 
to encounter the Difciplinants, altho* the Curate, Ca- 
non, and Barber did what they might to withhold him^ 
but all was not poflible 5 and much Icfs could he be de- 
tained by thefe Outcries of Sancboy faying, Whither do- 
you go. Sir Don ^ix9U I What Devils do you bear in 
your Breaft, that incite ypu to run thus againll the 
Catholick Faith ? See, Sir, unfortunate that I am, how 
that is a Proceffion of Difciplinants, and that the Lady 
whom they bear is tb^elTed Image of the immaculate 
Virgin, Look, Sir, what you do, for at this time it may 
well be faid. That you are not, you know what. 
But Sancho laboured in vain, for his Lord rode witli fo 
greedy t Defire to encounter the white Men, and deliver 
the mourning Lady, as he heard not a Word ? andaltho* 
he had. yet would he not then have returnM back at 
the King's Commandment. Being come at laft near to 
$^! FmoSioii, aad li^F^S ^ofwmM (who had al. 

ready- 
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ready a great Defircto reft himfelf a while) he Taidwith 
a troubled and hoarfc Voice, O you that cover your Faces, 
perhaps becaufe you are not good Men / give ear and 
liften to what I fhall fay. The firft that flood at this 
Alarm were thofe which carried the Image ; and one of 
the four Prieft^ which fang the Litanies, beholding the 
flrange Shape of Don fixate, the Leanneis of IU%inant€y 
and other Gircumftanccs worthy of Laughter, which he 
noted in our Knight, return*^d him quickly this Anfwcr : 
Good Sir, if you would fay any thing to us^ fay inftant- 
ly, for thefe honcft Men as you fee arc toiPd extremely, 
and therefore we cannot, nor is it Reafon we (hould. 
Hand lingering^ to hear any thing, if it be not fo brief 
a-s it may be deliver'd in two Words. I will fay it in , 
one, faid Don fixate y and 'tis this ; That you do 
forthwith give Liberty to that beautiful Lady, whofc 
Tears and pitiful Semblance clearly denote that yoa< 
carry her away againft her Will, and have done her feme- 
notable Injury ; and I, who was born to right fucb 
Wrongs, will not permit her 10 pafs one ftep forward 
until 5ie be wholly poffefs'd of the Freedom (he doth fo. 
much defire and deferve. All thofe that overheard Don 
^ixote gathered by his Words that he was fome diftradled 
Man and therefore began to laugh very heartily, which 
laughing fcem'd to add Gunpowder to his Cholar ; for, . 
laying his Hand on his Sword without any more Words,, 
he prefcntly affaulted the Image-carriers, one whereof 
leaving the charge of the Burth«i to his Fellows, camt 
out to encounter the Knight with a wooden Fork 
(whereon he fupported the Bier whenfocveV they malie 
a Stand] and receiving upon it a great Blow which 
Don fixate difcharg'd at him, it parted the Fork in 
two ; and yet he, with the Piece that remain'd in his 
Hand, returned the Knight fuch a Thwack upott the 
Shouldier, on the Sword Sde, at his Target not being, 
able to make refiftancc againft that ruftical Force, poor 
Don fixate was overthrown to the Ground, and ex« 
treamly bruis'd. • 

Sancho Pattca (who had follow'd him, puffing and 
Uowing, as M as lie could) U%u% hin overthrown 
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cry^d to his Adveriary, that he ihould ftrike him no more, 
for he was a poor iochanted Knight, who had never, all 
the Days of his Life, done any Man Harm : But dot 
which detained the Swain was not Sancho's Outcries, hot 
to fee that Don ^ixote ftirr'd neither Hand nor Foot; 
and therefore, believing he had ilain him, he tuck\i ap 
his Coat to his Girdle as foon as he could^ and fkd 
away thro* the Fields like a Deer. In the mean while, 
Don ^ixotis Companions haften'd to the place where 
he lay, when thofe of the Proceffion feeing them ( bat 
principally the Troopers of the Ihlf Brotberifaod with 
their Crofs-bows ] run towards them, did fear fome di- 
faftrous Succefs, and therefore they gatherM together in 
a Troop about the Image, and lifting up their Hoods, 
and laying faft hold on their Whips, and the Priefb on 
their Taperd, they attended the Aflault, with Refblution 
both to defend themfelves, and offend the Aflailants, ii 
they might : But Fortune difpos'd the Matter better 
than they expedled, for Sancbo did nothing elfe than 
throw himfelf on his Lord^s Body, making over him the 
moil dolorous and ridiculous Lamentation of the World, 
and believing he was dead. I'he Curate was known by 
the other Curate who came in the Procefiion^ and their 
Acquaintance appeas'd the conceived Fear of the two 
Squadrons. The firll Curate, in two Words, told tht 
other who Don fixate was; and therefore he, and all 
the Crew of the Difciplinants went over to fee whether 
the poor Knight was dead or alive, and then might hear 
Sancho Panca^ with the Tears in his Eyes, bewailing 
him in this manner : O Flower of Chivalry, who haft 
with one Blow alone ended the career of thy fo well be- 
llow'd Peers I O Renown of this Lineage, the Honour 
and Glory of all the Mancha^ yea, and of all the World ' 
beiide, which, feeing it wanteth thee, Ihall remain full 
of Mifcrcants, (ecu re fr®m being not punifti'd for their 
Mifdeeds ! O liberal beyond all Alexanders, feeing thou 
haft given me, only for eight months Service, the heft 
Ifland that the Sea doth compafs or ingirt ! O humble 
to the proud, and fhtely to the humbled. Undertaker of 
Perils, Endurer of'.AiFronts, cnamour'd without caufe, 

Imi* 
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Imitator of good Men, Whip of the evil. Enemy of the 
ic wicked ; and^ in ccncluiion. Knight^ Errant ;« than which 
ij no greater Thing may be faid ! 

I Don ^ixote was call'd again to himfelf by Sancho's 
. Outcries ; and then the ^r^ Word he ever fpake was, 
I He who lives abfented from thee, moft fweet Dukineoy 
J is fubjell to greater Miferies than this. Help me, Frieni 
I Sanchoy to get up into the inchanted Chariot again ; for 
. X am not in plight to oppsefs Ro%inantt\ Saddle, having 
this Shoulder broken all into pieces. That I will do 
. with a very good Will, my dear Lord, reply *d the Squire, 
^ and let us return to my Village in company of thofe 
; Gentlemen, who defire your Welfare fo much; and 
, there we will take Order for fome other Voyage, which 
, may be more profimble and famous than this has been. 
Thou fpeak'il reafonably, Sancbdt reply'd Don ^ixote^ 
, and it will be a great Wifdom to let overpafs the crofs 
■ Afpc£l of thofe Planets which reign at prefcnt. The 
Canon, Curate, and Barber commended his Refolution ; 
and fo, having taken Delight enough in Sanciw Panca^s 
Simplicity, they placed Don ^ixote^ as before, in the 
Team. The Proceflioners returning into their former 
Order;, did profecutc their Way ; The Goat- herd took 
Leave of them all. The Troopers would not ride any 
farther, and therefore the Curate fatisfy'd them for the 
Pains they had taken. The Canon intreated the Curate 
to let him underfland all that fucceeded of Don '^tx$tei 
to wit, whether he amended of his Frenzy, or grew 
more diHraded ; and then he took Leave to continue his 
Journey, Laftly, all of 'em. departed, the Curate, Bar- 
ber, Don ^ixotCy Sancho Panca^ and the good Roxd^ 
nante only remaining behind. Then the Wain-man 
yok'd his Oxen, and accommodated the Knight on a Bot- 
J tie of Hay; and afterward followM on his flow wonted 
manner that Way which the Curate dircded. At the 
end of two Days they arriv'd at Don ^ixotis Village, 
into which they enter'd about Noon : This bcfel on a 
Sunday f when all the People were in the Market- Head, 
through the middle whereof Don ^ixote^s Cart did 
pafa ; All of them drew near to fee what came in it^ 

and 
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snd when they knew their Countrynum, they were mar- 
yelloafly aftoniihM : The whilil a little Boy ran home 
before, to tell the old Wife and the Knight's Niece that 
their Lord and Uncle was returned very lean, pale^ dif- 
fgttr*d, and ftretch'd all along on a Bundle of Hay. 

•Twould have movM one to Compaffion, to have heard 
the Lamentation and Outcries then raisM by the two good 
Women, the Blows they gave themfefves, and the Curfes 
and Execrations which they pourM out againft all Books 
of Knighthood ; all which was again renewM when they 
fiw Don ^ixoti himfclf entered in at their Doors. At 
the News of this his Arrival, Sancho Panca\ Wife re- 
paired alfo to get fome Tidings of her good Man, for 
Ihe had learnt that he was gone away with the Knight 
to /erve him as his Squire ; and as foon as ever fhe faw 
herHil^band, tht Queftion fhe ask*d him was. Whether 
t^le Afs were in Health, or no ? Sancho anfwer'd. That 
he was come in better Health than his Mailer. God be 
thanked, quoth ihe, who hath done me fo great a Fa- 
vour: But tell me now. Friend, what Profit haft thou 
reapM by this Squireihip ? what Petticoat haft t;hoa 
brought me home : what fhoes for thy little Boys ? I 
bring none of thcfe Things, good Wife, quoth Sanci^^ 
altho^ I bring other Things of more moment and eftioiaV 
ti».n, Vm, very glad of that, quoth his Wife ; fhew me 
thofe Things of more moment and eftimation, good Friend, 
for I would £iin fee 'em, to the end that tlus Heart of 
mine may be cheer'd, which hath been fo fwoln and for- 
rowful all the time of thine Abfencc. Thou fhalt fec'em 
an home, quoth Sancho^ and therefore reft fatisfied for 
this time, for an't pleafe God that we travel once again 
to feek Adventures, thou jQialt fee me Ihortly after an 
Earl, or Governor of an liland, and»that not every ordi-^ 
nary one neither, but one of the beft in the World. I 
pray God, Husband, it may be fo (reply'd (he) for we 
have very great need of it : But what means that Ifland,. 
for I underftand not the '^ Word ? Honey is not made for 
the Afs's Mouth, quoth Sancho ; Wife, thou fhalt know it 
in good time, yea, and fhalt wonder, to hear the Tide 
QfLaifyhif given thee by all thy Vaflals. What's that 
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^hou fpeak^fty Sancho^ of Lordfhips, f flands, and VafTals^ 
anfwer'd Joan Panca (for fo fhc was call'd, altho' her 
liusband and (he were no Kinsiblk, biit by reafon that 
in the Mancha the Wives are ufually called after their 
Husband's Sirname ) ? Don't bufie thyfclf, Joan^ quoth 
Sanchoy to know thofc things on fuch a fudden, let it 
fuffice that I tell thee the Truth, and therewithal fow 
up thy Mouth : I will only fay thus much unto thee, as 
'twere by the way, That there*s nothing in the World fo 
pleafant, as for an honeft Man to be the Squjre of a. 
Knight-Errant that feeks Adventures ; Tis very true, 
that the greateft n\imber of Adventures found out fuc- 
ceeded not to a Man'^s Satisfadion fo much as he would' 
diefire ; for, of a hundred that are encounter'd, the nine- 
ty, and nine are wont to be crofs and untoward ones : I 
know it by Experience, for I have come away myfelf 
out of fomeof 'em well canvas*d, and out of others well 
beaten \ but yet, for all that, 'tis a fine thing to expeft 
Events, tra^erfe Groves, fearch Woods, tread on Rocks^ 
vi£t CMles, and lodgje in Inns at a Man's pleafure^ 
without paving the devil a-trofs. . 

AU thefe Difcouries pafs'd between ^ancho Panca and 
his Wife Jhm Panca, whilft the old Woman and Don 
^ixot^t Niece did receive him, put off his Cloaths, and 
lay him down in his ancient Bed. He look'd upon them 
very earneftly, and could not conjecture where he was. 
The Curate charg'd the Niece to cheriflx her Uncle very 
carefully, and that they fhould look well that he made 
not the third Efcape, relating at large all the Ado that 
they had to bring him home. Here both the Women 
renew'd their Exclamations; their Execrations of all 
Books of Knighthood here came to be reiterated : Here 
they befought Heaven to throw down into the very cen- 
tre of the bottomlefe Pit, the Outcries of fo many Lye* 
and Ravings; Finally, they rcmain'dperplex'd and timo^ 
rovs that they ^fhould lofe again their Mailer and Uncle, 
as foon as he was any thing recover'd i and it be foil juil 
as they fufpedted,. But the Author of this Hiftory, al- 
tho' he have with sdl Diligence and Curiofity enquir'd 
after the Afts atchicv'd by Don ^ixoU in his Third; 
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Salley to feck Adventures, yet could he never attain (at 
lead by authentick Writings) to any Notice of them : 
Only Fame has left in the memories of tht A^ttcifa, that 
Don ^ixotff after his third Efcape, was at Saragojfa^ 
and prefent at certain fiunous Jufls made in that City ; 
and, that therein befel him Events moft worthy of his 
Valour and good Wit ; but of his End he could ^nd 
nothing,, nor ever (hould have known aught, if good 
Fortune had not offered to his View an old Phyiician, 
who had in his cuftody a leaden Box, which, as be af- 
firmM, was found in the Ruins of an old Hermitage, as 
'twas repairing, in which Box were certain Scrolls of 
Parchment written with G$tbical Charaders, but con- 
taining Cafithan Verfes, which comprehended many of 
his Ads, and fpecified Dulcinea of tobefo her Beauty; 
decypherM Roxinantt^ and treated oi Sambo Pancas Fi- 
delity ; as alfo of Don ^sxote*s Sepulchre ; with fundry 
Epitaphs and Elogies of his Life and Manners ; and thofe 
that could be read, and copy*d out thorowly, were thefe 
that are here fet down by the feithful Author of this 
new and unmatchM Relation : Which Author demands 
of the Readers no other Guerdon, in regard of his huge 
Travel fpent in the fearch of all the old Records of the 
Mancba for the bringing thereof unto light, but that 
they will deiign to afford it as much credit as difcreet 
Men are wont to give unto Books of Kni^thood, which 
are of fo great Reputation now a-days in the World ; 
for herewith he will reii mofl fully contented and fatis* 
iyM, and withal encouraged to publifh and feek out for 
other Difconrfes, if not altogether fo true as this, at 
lead of as great both Invention and Recreation. The 
firft Words written in the Scroll of Parchment, that was 
found in the leaden Box, we^e thefe :
